Auditor of Green\yich Hospital. He was sent at a very early 
Vge to a celebrated school at Berton-upoif-Trent; his whole 
education was directed to the object o^ the law, for which 
profession his fatl^er originally intended him ; he quitted this 
seminary when ten years old, in consequence of his father 
having, in conformity to his*own inclination, derejinined to 
educate him for the^ea service. He was rated a Midslwpraan 
about the year i74j8-9. and served in that capacity on board 
the Gloucester, of 50 guns, the commanding ship on the 
Jamaica statian*. After an almost uninterrupted series of 
service, which, owing to the peaceable situation of public 
aHairs, affords not sufficient interest to render a particular 
detail of it either necessary or amusing, he was promoted to 
the rank of Lieutenant f, and, not long afterward, selected 
by that admirable officer the /ate Sir CiiarJcs Saunders to 
serve on board his ship. 

He accompanied, accordingly. Sir Charles as his first Lieu¬ 
tenant in the expedition sent against Quebec: an expedition 
which, though successful in its termination, displayed, for a 
considerable time, nothing but a scries of disappointments, 
and difficulties, that, lia 3 they not been combated by the 
utmost^xertion of human ability, gallantry, and perseverance, 
might have proved insurmountable. He was most deservedly 
made Captain of the Porcupine sloop iii a few days after the 
Admiral got up to the noith end of the Itle oif'Orleans. 
His former Commander t, who had bc^sis^^ntimately ac¬ 
quainted with the many excellent qualities he possessed, ahd 
whicli peculiarly fitted him to fill, with the highest honour 
to himself, and advantage to his country, the station of a 
NavaPCommander, appoalted him*acting Captain of the Ex¬ 
periment, a post »hip, mountinjAao guns, during the indis¬ 
position of Sir John Strachap, wliiah 'event, happened tWo 
years before he was made a Gdmmandar. This temporary 
promotion was cxtremfcly fortunate Jo Mr. Jervis, whV

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having been oriercd out on a Mediterranean cruise, had the 
fortune to fail in with a very large xebec trader, Moorish 
colours, though it was very evident the whole of her crew 
was French. * ’ 

The superiority possessed by the enctn/ in point of natural 
force was so great, that the event of the contest would at 
best Imv'bccn doubtful, had no| that cnerpy been re'isred, 
on the part of the English, by the most consummate ability, 
joined to the most active intrepidity. The xebec, exclusive 
of the advantage '•h* derived from her low construction par¬ 
ticularly in smooth water and those light winds, which pre¬ 
vailed at the time of the attack, mounted 26 guns of very 
heavy calibre,•besides a considerable num'-icr of large swivels 
or patararoes. The crew, which was nearlv three times as 
numerous as that of the Experiment, consisted of men se¬ 
lected from the hardiest class of society, on w'hom the ap¬ 
pellation of desperadoes migl^t be very aptly and justly be¬ 
stowed. The grand objects of their ferocious miirds were 
rapine and plunder. Lawless in their pursuits, insatiable in 
their'avariqe, and most intemperate in what they considered 
their pleasures, they attempted (nnsteac! of displaying tltat 
cool and dignified conduct which, when he coiV-nds on 
honourable terms, excites our adiviiation even of an (.nep.'v,) 
to dart on their prey with the savage spiiil 'rf ^ >i!turc=;, llnrst- 
ing to satiate their voracious appetites- 

The conflict, thougli furious, was sluirl ; <<trrminarc 
bravery prevailcvl over turv ; and the a uniriurc .011 ickred 
thcm?clvc& extiemely founmti h. not being sn disibiei’ as to 
prevent them from taking the advantage ot aiigi.r ind favour¬ 
able breeze of wnnd, wl'kth in all probability prcscrvCn them 
from a discomfiture more serious, if not a capture. 

Captain Jervis, having returned to England, he*comaia'uIcd 
the Unicorn by erder, till the thirteenth of October, 1760, 
when he was promoted to the rank of Post Captain by coni- 
’ mission d^pokiting to the Gosport, of 40 guns* He 
was present at the re-taking St. John’s, Newfoundland, and 
conveyed the Trade from Virginia afterwards. He continued 
in the Gosport till tbc end of watj very umntercsungiy 
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employed on the home service, where the'lassitude with 
which hostilities wete permitted to linger, through the want 
of the power of offence on the part of the foe, and the ge¬ 
nerosity of Britain in disdaining tef take advantage of that 
fallen siate, affordt'd no opportunity for the exertion of the 
spirit of enterprize, however naturally it might wish tb dis¬ 
play itself in the scivice of,lts country. After ha'^Zijg re¬ 
mained some time on tlic home station. Captain Jcrvjs* was 
ordeted to the Mediterranean, whence he did not return tili 
tlic conclusion of the war, and, being thei^ paid off, held no 
suhr/quent command till the year 17^9; when bejng ap* 
pointed to the Alarm frigate^, of 32 guns, he.was again 
ordered to the Mediterranean. 

The command of a frigate on a foreign station for three 
yerrs, during a lime of profound peace, cannot be supposed, 
ricc '^rding to toe general course of events, to afford any mate¬ 
rials svffii ’cntly interesting to attract the notice of a biegra- 
phei. Ca])tain Jervis w'as not, however, a perfect example of 
the truth of this general observation. In the month of August 
iryo, being at Villa-l ranca, he had the honour of entertaining 
pn board his ship the Duc^dc Chablais, brother to,the King of 
Sardinia, who expressed himself most highly gratified at kis 
reception vingfound, not improbably with surprise, that 
elegance of manners, and the mo'^t polished behaviour, were 
not incompatible w ” the character of a Naval Officer. 

Not long after t . return of Captain Jervis to England, 
whep' he .irrivc.i in 1774, he was promoted to the Foiulroy- 
ant, of 84 gans; a ship originally belonging to the Frencli,

of 64 guns. This appointment was a vtry convincing pr^of 
of the establishecf and high reputation he had acquired in the 
service: for the Foudroyant was, with vei»y great truth, con¬ 
sidered the finest tw6 decked ship belonging to the British 
Navy*. His occupation from the tune of his having first re- 
ceivecT'his commission for this snip was by no means suited 
to the^dignity of his character and the abilities he confessedly 
■ possesses : for, owing to the multitude of ft igates and sloops 
of war which tly dispute with the American colonies ren¬ 
dered i^,expcdient should be kept on their coast, it had be¬ 
come necessary to employ ships of the line as cruisers, in the 
Bay of Biscay, .in order to prevent, as much as possible, all in¬ 
tercourse between the revolted States and France: as on French 
assistance the colonists placed their principal dependence for 
support, and for those stores, without a supply of which they 
could not possibly have carried on the contest. 

Fortune, as if she had frowned indignant at the degradation 
botli of the Commander and of the ship itself, employed on 
a service that was much better suited to a sloop of war or a 
privateer, appears to have afforded him only one opportunity 
tf making a capture; and even that was * as ignoble as 
would be the destruction of a mouse by tlie fangs of a lion ; 
but the unwarrantable interference of the court of France in a 
dispute which was of a peculiar nature, and which demanded 
their neutrality beyond every other case that could possibly 
have been framed, raised Captain Jervis, though at the ex¬ 
pense of his country’s welfare, into a situation better suited 
to both his talents and (waving the cause which gave birth 
to the effect) his inclinatioji. 

The Foudroyant being ordered to join the fleet equipped 
for Channel service, under command of Admir^ji K’cppe!, 
Captain Jervis was selected by\hat gentleman to be one of 
his seconds; and it were almost a needless piece of inforrna* 

tiqn,considering/hose stibsequeiit occurrences in his life with

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services allotted to the home or Channel fleet, commanded 
in succession, after the resignation of Mr. Kcpplel, by fSir 
Charles Hardy, Admirals Geary, and Darby. The absence 
of an enemy predude'd a possibility of contest; and the 
events of war, so far as they regarded this consequential 
armament, vferc confined merely to a dull monotony of car¬ 
rying kno execution every service on whicii it was ordered, 
without ever beholding a foe, at least any one that merited so 
dignified an appellation. 

In the month ftf^April 1782, a slight interruption was given 
to thislong continued scene of tedious inactivity.

«mallest of the ilnps of war to speak with thq headmost, attd then bear 
a^ay. At a quarter past ten, the stcrninqst line of battle ship per- 
cciving we came t>p with her very fast, bore up alsb, I parsued^cr,, 
and at forty-seven minutes after twelve brought her to close action, 
which continued three quarters of an hour, s^en having laid her oir 
board on the larboard ’quarter, the French sliip nf war le Pegare, o^ 
74 i^uns, and 700 men, commanded By the Chevalier dc Cillart, 
surrsodcred. 

TIjc* discipline and good conduefe of the officers and men under my 
tomfcand will best appear by the state of the killed and wounded, and 
of the datiages sustained in each ship. 

I am happy to jn^rm you, that only two or three people, with my¬ 
self, we slightly wounded; but I learn from the Chevalier de Cillart, 
thatie Pegasc suffered a great carnage, and was materially damaged in 
liCr masts and yards, the miaen-mast and forctop-mast having gone aw«iv 
soon after the action ceased. 

It blew so strong yesterday morning, that 1 with difficulty put eighty 
men on board the prize, but received only forty prisot,ers iu return ; 
in performing which I fear twoofour boats were lost. The disabled 
state of the prize, together with the strong wind and heavy sea, in¬ 
duced me to make the signal for immediate assistance, which Com¬ 
modore Elliot supplied, by making the Qjicen’s signal to assist the 
disabled ship. 

At eight o’clock last night, they bore S. S. W. four miles distant 
from us. ,We lay lotill ten in hopesqf their joining; but not pcrceivinrr 
them we bwe up, and ran N. E. twenty-three miles till day-Kght ; when 
seeing nothing of them, wc brought to, and at half past eight made 
sail to join the squadron. 

By all I can learn fronj the prisoners, this small squadron, epmposed 
of le Proiectcur, Monsieur de Soulaugc, Commodojc, le'pcwase, and 
I’Andtomaqnc frigate, was making a second attempt to proceed tin an 
expedition to the East Indies. Some of the troops having been before 
captured under that destination by the squadron under the command 
of Rear-Admiral Ktmpenfelt, iu the presence of the above-mentioned 
•flips of war.

The wound of whi<:l|!Captain Jervis makes such trivial 
racation m his preceding nar^tivc was occa^io.ned by a splin¬ 
ter, which struck him on the fcmple, and so severely affected 
<him as to endanger his eye-sight: nor have the consequences 
ever been conipletely^awvccl sittcc that time. His gallantry 
did not pass oiinotiecd oi^unrcwaided by bis Sovercigtj, who> 
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• ^ 

on the twenty-ninth of May following, invested him with 
th^most honourable Order of the Bath. ^ Sir John Jc^is, 

• as it now becomes incumbent on us to call him, conti¬ 
nued to retain tho same command {ill the month of No 

• vembtr following) It&ving, during the interval, attended Earl 
Howe, who was sent at the head of the fnaiil or Channel 
Beet to relieve the important fortress of Gibraltar, which was 
then very closely pressed on the land side by a very powerful 

• Spanish army, while at the same time the combined ornaments 

of France and Spain, amounting to nearly difty ships of the 
line, attempted to block it up by sea*. • 

Immediately on the return of the fleet to England, Sir 
John quitted the Foudroyant, and being advanced to the 
rank of Commodore, hoisted his broad pendant on board the 
Salisbury, of 50 guns, being chosen to command a small 
squadron, which was to have Consisted of nine or ten ships 
and vessels of war, with a number of armed transports, and 
was destined on a secret expeditioi\. The sudden, and almost 
unexpected cessation of hostilities which took place immedi¬ 
ately after he had received this appointment, neccssajily super¬ 
seded the necessity of carrymg the object of it into execution. 
Sir John struck his pendant, but only exchanged, after a very 
short interval of retirement, one active scene of life for an¬ 
other. 

liis first ‘seat in Parliament was for Launceston ; and at 
the general election wliicli took place in 1784, he was chosen 
represe;iitative in Parliament for the town of North Yar¬ 
mouth, and soon proved that his abilities and general intel¬ 
ligence in the capacity of a Legislator, were little, if at all, 
inferior to those he had Sitplayed the station of a Naval 
Commander.. Whi^tever differentt of opinions some men 
might affect.tp hold in regard to hn political conduct on cer¬ 
tain questions which militatexf against the principles which 
tlicy themselves professed, his countrymen in general, and 
that abstract part of them connected the Naval Service, ** 
can never reflect on his behaviour when any question was 
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agitated in'th^ smallest degree connected with if, without 
effusions of gratitude, admiration, and tielight. 

'I'be firmness with wiiich he opposed a rolhantic, extrava¬ 
gant, and moat expensive adteme. for foi«if3Fing the different 
dock yards, will staiSd a lasting proof to the latest pt^rity > 
of ill attention tQ the honour nf tbeaervice: and his humane 
exVrftuns on the part of Captain Brodie of his no Jess 
strbn, regard to its worldly interests* On the twenty-fourth 
of Sci>tember 1787, a promotion <ff iag-offieers took place, 
in consequence r of which Sir John becima advanced to the 
Tai\)( of Rear-Admiral of the Blue, as he afterwards wm, on the 
twenty first of September, 17901, to the same rank in the 
White Squadron. A dispute witli the Court of Spain, relative 
to Nootka Sound, had, for some months previous to the last 
promotion, rendered it more than probable that a rapture 
would take place. A formidable armament was accordingly 
equipped, to be in readiness for immediate Mtion the moment 
such an event should take place. The chief command was 
j;iven to Admiral Barrington ; and Sir John most readily 
accepted of the higlily honoutable station of first Captain, or 
Captain of the fleet, under his old friend and commander. 

* The supposed impending storm of war dispersing quietly, 
without rising into a tempest, Mr. Barrington struck his flag 
in the month of November; and Sir John taking upon him- 
self the command of the fleet till the whole should be ordered 
to be dismantled, hoisted his own proper flag on board the 
same ship (the which had in the first instance 

been appointed for the Commander in Chief. The certainty 
of a continuance of peace soon produced the same effect 
with regard to Sir Joh|i (hat it* Had done to Admiral Bar¬ 
rington i and after that tliiw be most diligentjy and unin¬ 
terruptedly conflned hinvelf to his senatorial duties till the 
month of February 1794. ^cthen accepted of the conu- 
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f In the month of May Jm ww, in r«BM^Qence of the ffcneraleleetiea wktth 
then took p'arc, eho'cn: t, rcteiuativc in rarliaotTat for the fit roug-h of Chipping 
V fbesihe. 
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mand ’* of a squadfon equipped for the \Vestindies, and des* 
lined to act in conjunction with a formidable land force,.,^nt 
thither at thesaiiue time, under Sir Charlestjrey, against the 
French settlements in tliat quarter. * 

The whole armament having rendezvoused at B^badoes, 
operations were immediately commenced by an.attack on the 
valuable island of Martinico. * It fell after a short, but*Tcry 
vigorous contest: and this success proved the prelude to 
as speedy a reduction of the islands of St. Lucia and Goa- 
daloupe. Thutdid Great Britain, almost v^ith astonishment, 
behold herself iu possession of ail the French colonies in that 
quarter, nor did there appear the smallest probs^bUity that any 
of them could ever be wrested back from her during the con¬ 
tinuance of the existing contest. Strange, however, and almost 
incredible, arc the events of war: a petty armament, not 
exceeding four ships of war, the largest mounting only fifty 
guns, and hve tcansports having on board about 1500 troops, 
had the address and good fortune to elude tlie vigiiance^of 
the British commanders, and reach Guadaloupe in safety. 

This event, so totally unexpected, gave a sudden and fatal 
turn to the issue of the catjipaign. But the reverb of fortune 
was not attributable in the slightest degree to any neglect oi> 
misconduct of the two gallant conquerors, whose exertions 
hadlrltherto been so uitinterruptedly crowned with success. 
Not the smallest information bad reached them that such a 
force was on its passage ; nor, consider! <g the state of the 
French Navy at that time, contrasted with that of Britain, 
could it have been deemed probabjp, or perhaps possible, 
that France could have been rash enough to expose a 
squadron which, incaij^iderablc as it was, proved of no 
small public value, to the risk of being captured 

tl^e. instant it quitted its own ports i or, shouiJ it escape 
that first danger, of being* exposed to a second no less 
formidable, ere it could arrive at its place pf destination. 

^ ^ 

• Cti thi« o,ecu!on he vacated bia icat in parliatnenr. On the fim of Fi bniary 

in the preceding year, he had been advanoid to the rink of Vice-Admiral of the 
Ulue :^qua’diion. 
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Its safe irrivali however, and subsequent success, may serve 
as a very useful and instructive lesson 40 mankind, that '*'he 
events of war ffequently defy the utmost human sagacity, 
being conducted and governed by the h^nd of Providence 
alone. 

This reverse of fortune furnished an opportunity for vari¬ 
ous discontented persons, many of whom smarted under that 
rigid conduct of the Commanders in Chief towards them, 
which their own behaviour had occasioned, to join that de¬ 
scription of people jn England, which exists in all countries 
whatever, ready to seize every opportunity of aggravating mis¬ 
fortune, thqugh by the most unjustifiable means. Toclamour 
succeeded unjust accusation ; and to the latter an acquittal, 
unequivocal, and most highly honourable. The charge itself, 
as well as the refutation of it, cannot by any other means be 
made so clearly appear as by the following letter; which, 
long as it is, will interest the reader sufficiently to repay the 
trouble of attention, and which it would be an act of the highest 
wrong to the in jured honour of the Commanders to abridge in 
the srpallcst degice. 

Tb HKS GRACE THE DUKt OF PORTLAND.

Mr ronu, * 

Wc take the liberty of troubling your Grace on the subject of the 
r'cmorlals which liave been presented to your Grace by the West 
India planters and merchants, and others, respecting our proceedings 
and conduct as Commanders in Chief, upon and subsequent to the con¬ 
quest of the French West India islands. Some of those memorials 
were presented during our^commands in the West Indies; and if wc 
are correctly informed, they were preceded by personal communica¬ 
tions made to His I^'I-ajcsty’s Miiiiiters upon the authority of private 
Utters from icerch.:iiis and ^ders in Ihe West Indies. I-fow far 
these icprescntations and memorials have been acted upoa by His Ma- 
j.'-iy’s iVJinlstcrs, we are uninfowed j but from the nature of the alle¬ 
gations contained in them, anti ths objects which the memorialists 
profess to have in view, we assure ourselves that they caimot becoonte- 
* naiy;‘-d ; if they are, it places us in tliis singular dilemma, that in the 
cUscharge of our public di^j^ as Commanders in Ciiief in the West 
Indies, we could not avoid either disobeying the instructions and friis- 
tiatiiig the views of His Majest^, or exposingourselvc* to censure, bv 

I 
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disappointing the wishes and expectations ot merehaaM and trader* 
connected with the West Indies. 

•The West India merchants appear to be appsehensive only of the 
consequences which may result to them from any precedent estab¬ 
lished by our conduct upon which the French Government may act 
towards them incase of a reverse of “ Should the fortune of 

war,” they say, ** be reversed in that quartet, and any of the^ritish 
islands be captured by the enemy^ (an event to be apprehendeti^from 
the reduced state of the Britishi forces in those islands, and h-otn the 
untoward accidents which have prevented the departure of the rein¬ 
forcements provided,) Tctaliation, however temperate in it* prindple 
and extent, will be little short of total ruin the fortune of your 
memorialists, and to a very considerable portion of His >Iajcsty'a 
subjects.” 

The ground upon which this complaint is founded, we take to 
be totally distinct from that which has been more generally and most 
loudly urged (which we shall observe upon afterwards), viz. that the 
property of emigrants, or those who were friendly to the British Go¬ 
vernment, and contributed their assistance as far as they were enabled, 
or allowed to do, to the conquest of the Frciich Islands, were sub¬ 
jected to indiscriminate confiscation. The fear of retaliation must arise 
not from our treatment of the enemies, but of the friends of the French 
Government. The apprehension stated is, that in case of a reverse of 
fortune, that Government may treat oar subjects as wg havc\rcated 
theirs. To this we can give^o other answer, than that the peculiar 
nature of the war, and the orders trausitiiucd to us by His Majesty’s* 
Ministersi left us no discretion as to the treatnient cither of that Go- 
Terntit<:nt or its supporters. Upor. a reference to our secret instructions, 
your Grace will perceive tliat Government to be represented as an 
usurpation, having no i.o'.!,or;ty, and its supporters as rebels and 
traitors. Wc arc directed by an order t-f Council to prevent foreigners 
resorting to the isKiuds without license, and that order by a letter 
from one of His M^'esty's coulidCiiti.u .servants is explained, as "cleaily 
making the inteiuion of tb - British Government to keep out of the 
conquered isla.ids ah persjons whose principles were in the le.ivt degree 
to be suspected and he a*Jds, “ i hti||je you have driven out of them 
all persons of this desciiptioii.” Wc certainly acted in confurmity to 
the policy here laid down in many instances. The subjects of the 
French Government, or the pretended National Curivcntion, as it is 
termed in the proeLtmation, were, in many instances, sent away, and 
their estates scquesicicd; this became ncccssuy for the securitWof 
those islands, which, in all our letters at||||fnstructidns, we cons'dered 
Ourselves directed to secure as a permanent acquisition to the ciuwn of 
Great Britain. It became the mote tlbccs arv, as cur fuice b^c'ms 
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weaker; bat for tKe precedent established by theieprocecdingf, we Ire 
not responsible; and to the sequestered estates recdsers were immedta 
ately appointed for the benefit of Government t they still continuci we 
belie ve« to receive for Gbvempicnt the profits of those estates from which 
the captors have in no one instance derived any advtotageor emolument 
of any kind to thctnsdvesk' 

Havftig made these observations on the principles avowed by the me- 
tnoriSuMs,, we muat beg leave to etH yoar Grace's attention to a state¬ 
ment of out proceedings in the oonqua*ed islands. 

For a detail of our procixdings in the conquest of the islands, we 
must beg leave to refer your Grace to our public and private dis¬ 
patches. His Majestyis forces were resisted in all of them so long as 
resistance,was practicable. No town or district^ or any body or* 
description of the inhabitants^ ever signified an intention to accept ot 
accede to the terms of the proclamation of the first of January 1794. 
On the contrary, in many places the inhabitants manned batteries to 
oppose the attack of His Majesty's tioops, and in every other respect 
contributed to resist them j they even fired upon our flags of truce. 
Upon the conquest of islands under such circumstances, we conceived 
it to be our duty to secure such property as appeared to us unques¬ 
tionable booty. We apprehend it w’as our duty to do so upon two 
grounds, viz. 1st, To protect the rights of His Majesty ; adly. To 
secure to the officers, and seamen, and soldiers, such booty as HtsMa* 
jesty h^, or iptght think fit to grant them as a reward fur their ser> 
vices. The booty taken on shore we conceive to be given to the 
ftavy and army by His Majesty’s separate instructions to Sir Charles 
Grey, and by Mr. Secretary Dundas's confirmation of out plan of 
division of booty' in his letter to Sir Charles, of the 7th of March, 1794. 
This idea was communic'Ued to the army in public orders, with a view 
to encourage the troops, and promote good discipline, by removing all 
inducement to plunder. 

Having submitted to your Grace our ideas respecting booty, wc 
request your Grace’s attenyon to the n.furc and extent of the seizure 
actually made. The principal estates in the island were io the pos¬ 
session of Republican agents, as confiscated property, and the produce 
had been sent 10 the towns of bH Pierre and Fort Royal, (wijiclt were 
both taken by assault,} in order to be shipped to France,•or otherwise 
disposed of on account of the Republic. The planters resident on the 
island had likewise sent produce to St. Pierre, to be shipped or sold. 
The former description of property we considered as belonging to the 
Freach CJovcrnmcnt, and as such, to be lawful prize. The latter wc 
considered as subject to conibcation, in consequence of the proprietors 
having either resisted His Majesty's forces, or declined accepting the 
terms offcied by the proclamation if the Jst of January. The towna

The provision' and iie:es aritfs 'upo.ied to 
the navy and army, were regn! ir'y p.iid for, ;'d cv^ y sp.t'vs of -s- 
neral merchandise (pi jvisious incbidt ') left ii .h; ancontronled 
di^ositlon of the inhabitants. The optr. y «;eized oi. shoiC con¬ 
sisted only of the following articlei, the produ e of the i-.Lnd, viz, 
sugar, cocoa, coffee, cotton, and ca-.sia. 

At tlic lime of the seizure, no man intimated the smt’le-t. doubfc 
cither of the legality or propriety of o .r cond iCt ; (.u tiv co;itr<t'y, it 
was the general opinion, that, iu^ point of str'ctiie-s, ail ti.,; moveable 
property in the island wa'5 liable to seizure j in tnis opi.iion we U«vc 
since been Qpnlivmed by better advice tlran any we could then obtrin. 
Your Qracc wUl not suppose ui ro have deliberately weighed in i ';a! 
balances every measure wc took in executing the .irduous services com¬ 
mitted to our care: if that had been c<pected from us w-e -.lught to 
have been famished with learned civibans as advisers or asse-.:. ii-.s. 
Unassisted as we were with any legal adviCC, wc a e extremely (Kirpy 
to find, that instead <»f exceeding, we liave fallen very far short of eit- 
ercising to their legal extent, the rights of jhe crown, in seizing me 
booty which fell to the disposal of His Mdjesty. 

If your Grace will have the*g«iodness t^refer to the representations 
first made by the merchants to Hia Majestrs Ministers upon ihw sub¬ 
ject, you will find that the comp!a>nts against ns. were originally stig^ 
gested by British adventurers, who wjntto iV'^artinlque for the purpose 
of purchasing prize property, and who found themselves extremely 
disappointed, lipon discovering that the captors h.id taken such mea-^ 
sores as were most likely to obtain a fair pric^^or it, M:iny of these 
adventurers had been long In the habit of carrying on comatercc with

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the French islands, (w^icther illicit pr legal. Is not for us to determihe,)! 
and were deeply connected with merchants and planters in Martinique^ 
who by their re^ii^Unce to the^Btitish forces, or by disregarding the 
proclamation of the 1st yf Jamiart-, had subjected their properly to ' 
confiscation. By way of ret^inding your (uijrace of the source of 
these complaints, and o>f the regard paid by the persons making them 
to tenth and qpydour, we beg leave to submit to your Grace’s perusal,' 
(lM»following extract from one of the iiist representations sent to this 
country upon the subject, and which we arc informed was laid before 
His Majesty’s Ministers-on an authority not to be questioned’. 

Sxtract o/a Letter to Messrs. George Baillxe anJ Co./ram tkeh 
Correspondetft A St. Vincent’s, dated i^b of April, 1 / 94 * 

“ dur Mr. — - ■ - - only rclnrned last night from MartiniquCr 
where he went to see what could be done in the way of speculation. 
He found a wonderful collection of people from all tlic islands, but 
every one equally disappointed. All the produce on board the vessels 
and in the bt<jrts, tvcii to the length of powder and pomatum sliops^ 
are confi8catc<l. 

“ The sale began \vltl) ciigar on the loth day. Fine clayed sold 
from fo to 67 perewt., and being captured goods, goes Itomc subject 
to the foreign duty. The produce has been all appraised by gentle¬ 
men ftori the diflerent islands; and its the direction from t’ne Admi- 
ral and General, that the agents do not let a cask of it be sold under 
tl’.at apprA?seircnt ; so the tidJ value will be obtained; otherwise it 
is bought in ierr tin. c.ipturcis, and iris thought the grcateNi pait will 
fall mto their own hands; the’)' so inueii expec' so tlicinselves, that 
the ships selll he t)v: last ot the sales, in order thar they may buy in 
what is wanting to civry liic produce. After this is all over, 

the sum oi zyc-oocl. stcrhiig is to b"’ eu-nvuided fri'in the terwns in 
Martiniqiiw'; and all ti.e produce’ cii L>iate's mauv previous to the day ol 
su'rendtr is to be made pnze of. Suili exirviordoiary plunder (for wt 
cannot giv. it a better name,) w3j iitver known before on the like, or 
any (dher oc.a-ion, iri c*vil^^cd countries. At St. Lucia thry arc to 
levy iTii'P!.di'iti’ly the sum of 300,000!, sterling, in lieu of every thing 
ebe, and no produce of any kind to chipped olF the island by tikC 
infiafcitaiits, until this mont^ is rai .cd; so that, independent of half the 
ruin of the people in both j lace-s, no payme’urs can fhis year be ex¬ 
pected by the meidninis in the English islands, who»have very large 
sums due to them for Negroes, i.c. sold before the war.” 

No man who reads th’S letter c.in be* at a loss to discover the motive 
in wliich it originated, q^^fter all the reprobation it contains of the 
conduct of the captors, wd the wondeiful degree of philanthropy dis- 
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played for the unfortunate sufferers, it shows a jretty strong disap- 
ipoiitment at the writer’s* not being able to derive advantage from the 

• jikinder he execrates, by purchasing it at an inferior price. la short, 
if the capto« had permitted the adventurers^ who wished to speculate 
in the captured property, to have purchase^ it at half Its value, the 

‘confiscation would have been approved by tliem, and the complaints 
now urged against us woul <5 never have been heard of.* It never oc¬ 
curred to the inhabitants of the islaifds, that any thing mure had been 
done by the captors than what wls usual in similar cases, or that^cOm- 
plaintsto His Majesty’’s Ministers would be likely to benefit them, until 
these notions were instilled intotlieir minds, with a view to gratify the 
resentment and promote the interested vitfws of»dJlappoihi<’d firitisli 
adventurers. But independent of the very laudable motives in which 
the representation just stated originated, the essential parts of it are in 
point of fact totally false. Instead of all the produce in the stores at 

• St. Pierre, even to the “ length of powder and pomatum shops,” 

being confiscated, not a single ounce of property of any description, 
except the produce of the island found in the town, was molested. 
Iv’e w ere so rigid in enforcing a strict discipline in the army, that two 
men, who had acted in breach of ordcis in plundering, or attempting 
to plunder some of the iniiabitants of St. Pierre, were tried by a court 
n1arti.1I, convicted, and executed.—What Is said as to all the produce 
of the est.atcs made previous to the capture of the island, being taken 
as prize, is equally unfounded in fact, as not a single hogshead of pro¬ 
duce ivas taken from any of tli« plantations. As to the‘allegations 
resp^viing the coptributioijs intended to be levied on the islands of 
Martinique*and St. Lucia, we shall presently take the liberty of re¬ 
questing your Grace's attention to a correct statement of the facts. 
I’rom tfic instance we have given of tlic regaid d to truth in the 
representations made from the W/'est Indies, your Grace will not be 
surprised at those statcnunits being followed up by memorials from ilie 
merch.ints and agents iicrc, equally unfounded in fact, and destitute of 
candour. • 

The transact iiii.8 which we have hitherto detailed or referred to, re¬ 
late principally to Martinique^ that being llie only island from whence 
the captor* have derived any advantage frUn the captured property. 
After the conquest uf,tliat island, St. Lucia was the next object of 
attack,* and was.rcgularly summoned to surrender. The summons was 
icjecttd. The British troops landcd'in different places on the first oT 
Apiil 1794, and ail the different forts and batteries w'cre completely 
taken possession of on the fourth. But altho^h there was no force* 
on the island to make an effectual resistance il^iist that sent to attack 
it, and the ikhabitants had known foe near three months that it would 
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be attackcdi yet Hery rewstance wa# made that the force of the Island 
was capable of ; and no town, fortress, or apy description of the in¬ 
habitants, either capitidatcd, snrrendeied, ur proposed surrender, u^n, . 
the terms ofTcrcd In the proclamation of the first of January, The 
island being conquered b^ force, the n.ivy and ifrmy didiiiot consider 
the inhabitants as entitled to the terms offered by the proclamatbn t > 
but ob contrary as liable to be treated as enemies, and sultjected 
to all tlue consequences of conquest. Under this impression the navy 
nnd'army conceived they Ivsd a riglit to treat alt the produce of the 
Island that bad been manufactured, mrd sent to the town of Castries 
(the shipping port), and also (hat upon the plaatatipirs in the poft- 
session of the agents ef the republic, liable to confiscation, which, 
at the time of the capture, extended to a considerable part of the crop 
of the year- • Some merchaais who had been appoiitted by the com¬ 
manders in chief to aci as pr'ze agents, suggested to the principal 
planters and merchants, that it would be a benc-ficia) measure for them 
to offer the navy and army a sum of money to waive their claims to a 
confiscation of the produce; and that it would easily be raised by 
way of assessment or contribution, on the different towns and estates 
in the islapd in proportion *o their property or value, and paid by 
instalments at different perioJs. Two commercial houses in Grenada, 
that were very much connected in Sc. Lucia, took an active part in 
promoting this arrangement. 

The first.fum mentioned ss an equivalent for the captors waiving 
their claims to all confiscation whatever, was 300,000!. ; which fell 
infinitely short of the value of the colonial produce then upon the 
island. This sum was, however, by negociation and explunation, re¬ 
duced to a moiety; and an agreement was entered into by the principal 
iiiliabitants for the pi yment of i;o,oqol. by instalments, viz. ;o,oool. 
in 1794, the Hke sum In 179;, and the remainder in 1796, The 
houses of Bai lie and Co. and Munrp and Co. of Grenada, proposed 
to come forward as sureties, for the island, and to give bills on London, 
dated August 1794, payable at six monthis' sight, for the aniiount of 
the ftisr 50,000!. This proposal, widch held opt to the captoift the 
certainty of a large sum of money, without the tfoubk nttending the 
sei/ure, condemnation-, aa^sale of linemy’s property, wM ain^ted 
under the idea that they would experience no farther trouble or diffi¬ 
culty about it. I'he gentlemen who had proposed to ^ivebills for the 
money, suggested from time to rime such orders or prochmiatlons as 
they thought would be most likely to carry into effect the ammgement 
tegrc'-d upon; but instead of the captors deriving any advantage what¬ 
ever fiom this ^hin of a^ntribuiion, not af slngle shilling ever did, or 
will come into their hands from it. Instead of gaining any thing, the 
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captors were completely defrauded of every ounce of property takpn 
on the island, except th^arms and military stores that were applied to 
the service of the public. So far from having pillaged or plundered 
the inhabiunts of St» Lucia wliieh they are charged,) the cap. 
tors have not, to thdl^resent hour received, nor hayc they any proba. 
biUty of receiving a single frrthing arising from prize ov booty taken 
on shore, except the vidue of the military stores. bdierco sum 
of io,ooq1 . or i2,oool. was collectod in the island in part of the pro* 
posed contribution, and towardspayment ofthe first instalment thereof; 
but not one shilling of it was ever received by the captom; aoS upon 
it$ being intimated tout, that the receipt of any sum of money under 
the denomination of contribution would not m^t^with His Majesty's 
approbation, we directed whatever had been collected to be returned, 
which was accordingly done in November 1794.. Supposing our con. 
duct originally acceding to the idea uf a contribution to have been ever 
so unwarranted by the practice uf war,^ and the law of nations, (wliich 
we apprehend is not the case,) yet we have been very unfairly dealt 
with by the inhabitants of St. Lucia and their instigators: for not con* 
tent with securing the property which was clearly liable to seizure 
and confiscation, and afterwards getting relieved from the i^ntribution 
which was proposed as the consideration for restitution, they have 
loaded us with every species of odium and reproach, which the most 
ligid exaction of the contribution, or the most general confiscatiofls, 
could have excused. In all the representations made frpm the* West 
Indies, and followed up by mqtiortals to His Majesty’s Ministers, the 
intention has been aubstituted for an act, and urged against us as such ' 
even long»after it was notorious that the idea was totally abandoned* 
In doing this, the memorialists anxiously suppressed the immense pro* 
perty liable to confiscation, wlsich was given up by the captors, who 
certainly have the greatest reason to complain. The value of the pro¬ 
perty found on shore, which was fairly to be considered as prize or 
booty, was very large: the captors have been defrauded of the wliole 
of it by an insidtous offer of a cdhtrtbution,^their acceptance of which 
is afterwards turned agpinst them as an exaction of the most tyranijical 
kM. In acceding to the idea of a contribution, they lost sight of 
thA reA interests. They Sid not foreKie. the fraud ai-tfnlly meditated 
to be practised uponjthem: they did not foresee that lettuig the pro¬ 
perty escape without any present or actual consideration for it, titey 
gave time for partial and ex par/r« representations against tiicm, and 
gave those into whose snare they had fallen, an opportunity of pro¬ 
curing a revocation of the whole proceedings: by permitting the y- 
movid of the prize pcopaty, the c^ptois fii^nished the inducemeat, at 
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the time they rcjftoved all ground for the clamour that has been raised 
against them. • , 

The preparatory ^rrangemenf; garc time to ship away tjie produce 
diat was the subject of confiscation; and thepenjod stipulated for the 
first payment, gave an opportunity for a comlnttnication with the 
mother country, so at to try whether by calumny and clamour, sup* 
ported by falsehood and misrepresentations, a disapprobation of the 
measure on the part of GovcmmcAt could be obtained. The plan so 
compirtely succeeded, that the only ifsult experienced by the captors 
from the projected contribution, is a heavy expense charged by some 
of the agents who first planned and then defeated it, for commission 
and charges, and eitery species of opprobrium and obloquy, that inte¬ 
rested malice or resentment could suggest. 

The idea.oi contribution first originated at St. Lucia, in the man¬ 
ner above stated. It was afterwards suggested that the planters in 
Martinique ought to pay a certain sum in consideration of the produce 
upon estates possessed by Republican agents, or by persons who had 
taken an active part in resisting the British forces, or who rejected the 
terms offered by the proclamation of the first of January, not having 
been seizedpr confiscated. This suggestron originated from the same 
quarter, and in views of die same nature, that produced the plan of u 
contribution at St. Lucia. Various preparatory orders were issued, 
bill the memorials presented to your Grace seem principally to confine 
their auimadv.trsIons to those of the tenth and twenty-first of May, 
upon whic.h (vc beg leave to say a few words by way of explanation. 

The island of Martinique having been couquered.by force, without 
any capitulation or compact haring been eiitcred^nto wich*‘it8 inha¬ 
bitants, we apprehend the whole property of the island became fiabk 
to seizure, and at the disposal of His Majesty. As commanders in 
chief, we have already said, that we conceived it our duty to protect 
1 lis Majesty’s rights ; but in doing so, we did not enforce them to any 
thing like their lull extent. The properly that was in fact seized was 
cr.tihntd to the produce of the island found in the towns carried by 
assault. It was afterwards suggested to us, that if we gave up the re- 
iratndcr of the property liable to confisca{ian, we siiould deprive His 
Majesty of an opportunity oftrewarding the navy and army*to that 
fxieiit which his rights afforded the opportunity z>f doing. Anxious 
to do justice to the fleet and army, and at the same time desirotrs of 
dieviating the situation of the inhabiRmtii, who by their conduct had in* 
c.ttrtd a forfeiture of their property, we listened to the proposal of a 
rostjposition to be raised by way of contrlbutron. In doing this, we 
pcibaps ovcistepped the strlfct k^'al line cf conduct we ough^ have 
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pumied: as the composilion ought to have been cosiined to, and re- 
ceived from, the proprietors of the property liable to confiscation. But 
fraught to be remembered, that it was our wish y) alleviate, and not 
to aggravate the situation in which the inhabitants had placed thetn« 
selves, by rejecting ijie terms odered by the proclamation of the first 
of January } and by acceding to their popoeal of a colitVibution, we 
were told,' we should do tint. By the terms ** general confiscation,” 
we must be understood to mean a'confiscation of the property of the 
inhabitants who had not entitled themselves to the protectio'n offered 
by the proclamation of the first of January, fn short, none of them 
acceded to, or accepted the terms offered in it; and we believe your 
Grace will find the legal consequences resukiHe from that conduct, 
placed their whole property in the discretion of His Majesty. That 
being the case, we were called upon, as His Majesty’s representatives, 
to secure it so far as we should deem it consistent wuh’hfs royal in¬ 
tention. The claim, thertfort, to s general cunliscabiun, will not be 
found unwarraijtcd, according to the right, of war. So far, therefore, 
from complaining agahist us for having stated su^h a right, w’e think 
the inhabitants ought to consider themselves as fa'.uurably treated in 
its not having been enforced. 

The proclamation of the tw’cnty-first May was foimded upon the 
same idea as that of the i odi ; but there is one expression in it which 
seems cither to have been misurtkistu.'’, or strangely perverted by 
the merchants, 5ic. wlio have made ccnplahits agali..t us. Wc.nicaa 
the part where It is p.opusc'.l “ to rai c a sum of money.ddequaic to 
the value of the conquejc.” IniM we arc not to have our con- • 

duct dccicjjtd on hy^i iig'>d rriticisir. npcii the langeage of ou.- public 
orders. That the a*s d.;iie by us, r.i.d not the phraseology of a paper 
we mayhavL {-igiied, will he atun-.' .fl to. But if we arc to descend 
from the stations of Gene al and A hniral, to answer veibal criticisms, 
we need only saggest a small -..iiiation in the language oi the paper we 
are speaking of, to render it peifectly co,.tiif.teut with the idea above 
suggested, viz. that of l eccpiing a coinpo iiiuii for the restitution of 
property liable to coiili.cation. If instead *f the words “ adequate 
to the value- oflhe conqne^.t,” ytnir Grace will be pleased to substitute 
the word# “ adequate to ihtf h,i1uc of the property luble to confis¬ 
cation,” nothing will be found ’n t.hat paper inconsistent v\Ith our idea 
of the rights of the crown, and the plan of accepting a composition 
upon tleclinituj'to enforce them. It ecc never he supposed that by 
the words ” adequate to tlie value of the conquest,” we meant the 
value of the island and all the propcity in it. Even the geullemca 
who complain against us, do not impute to^us so t'Xtrjivagant an idea.

must be ■uhdersiood-as referable to the 
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property wln£h die coiiqueit of the island had made the Buhjeet of 
booty* and which thr captors conceived had bt^ conferred opon them 
by His Majesty’* separate instructiona to Sir Cbailes Grey. But wKe- . 
thct the contribution whicli these proclamations proposed to levy was 
jbst or unjust, cither in principle or extent, we did not expect that ic 
would now be made a sflbject ci inquiry, as not a single farthing was , 
colleeCed. The project was in fact abandoned long before it waa 
known that His Majesty disappyived of cootiibuiions. No loss or 
injuyr o*f any kind was in point of /act sustained by the inhabitants* 
nor bdvt they thernaclves expressed any discontent or dissatisfaction, 
though advantagi: has been taken of these proceedings to load us with 
every sort of malev'dlept misrepresenta’.iun and abuse. 

We shall now request your Grace’s attention to the memorial signed 
by Mr. Thellusson. By way of impre^siiig your Grace with a just idea 
of the candour of the memorialist, the first paragraph charges us with 
having exercised injustice and oppression towards the inhabitants, . 
without giving the name of any one person that has been injured, or 
instan Jug a single fact or transaction to warrant so strong an imputa* 
tion. It IS rut usual for men in high responsible si'tidtions to be 
charged in general terms with the.exercisc of injustice and oppression, 
without a foundation being laid for such a chaigc, by a statement of 
facts from whence it can fairly be deduced. Here the charge is boldly 
nitade at the outset} and when the subsequent detail of facts (if any 
thing'stated^in this paper deserves that appellation) comes to be cxa>« 
mined, it will be found composed ofcitjrer positive falsehoods or wilful 
• misrepresentations. It is not a little singular, tiiat the name of no one 
inliabitant of Martinique siiouid be brPugiit forw^^d as having autho¬ 
rized tliis complaint. As to the supposed sufferer8, whether they were 
p’antets, merchants, or ti-aders; whether they were Fi'cnchmen, 
Crtoles, or persons of colour ; what is the nature or extent of their 
- looses, and how sustained or occasioned, the memorial is totally silent. 
Mr. Thellusson states that the persons he represents were not adhe¬ 
rents to the national convention, nor did they oppose the proclama¬ 
tion of the first of January. Whether that fact is true or false, depends 
merely upon his assertion, which in the terms In which it is made, can¬ 
not receive an answer. If tlj^ir nanies*and residence had bevn men¬ 
tioned uc should have had an Opportunity of answering jhis allegation, 
by showing what part the persons named took in the contest^ and 
how far thr} sufIVtcd frewn the stiAure thatrtuok place.* The silence 
observed upon this subject, pretty cleaiiy shows, that the principals 
Mgsh to slirtnk from personal inquiry and minute investigation, and 
preftr the modebf circulating their calumny in the name of an agent 
who does nut hold himself HesponsiUtfor what he states. The eltegacion 
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wilh respect to the state of St. Pierre when first sumfnoileci, and the 
quiet and peaceable submission of the white inhabitants, is positively 
rfincl absolutely false. To prove it to be so, it is onlyeieccssary for your 
Grace to refer to the answer given to the Mayor of St. Pierre to our 
summons, and the dttavl of the conquest of the island contaired in oiir 
public dispatches. Your Grace will find, that* the town of St. Pierre 
was the last place taken, except Fort Bourbon and FortJftoyal. •The 
Aide-du-camp who carried the summons to St. Pierre on the sixth of 
February, instead of being received and listened to, was insiilte'd, ^nd 
not permitted to enter the town; and the Mayor gave the watch*word 
for resistance and defence.* So far were the inhabitants from being 
will afiected to the British Government, that tj^eji manned some of 
their batteries near the town, and several armed vessels were under tha 
necc'sity of firing upon (he town, to deter them from giving farther 
support to the adjacent forts at the time they were attacked by the 
• British forces. Their Supposed quiet and peaceable submission 
txtended no farther than to their not engaging the British troops 
when they entered the town sword in hand, after having taken the 
surrounding forts by assault, and when farther resistance would have 
been frnitlc's.—To the allegation that states the inhabitants, repre¬ 
sented by Mr. Thcllnson, to have relied with implicit confidence on 
the tficurity held forth by the proclamation of the first of January- 
loose and general as it is—we feel no' difficulty in giving a positive' 
coiitiadiction to, as no description of persons in the island ever kiti- 
matecl at the time the most distantjdeathat they considered, or were in a 
condition to consider themselves entitled to the benefit of the procla- 
malion. It*vvas public a»d notorious to every man in the island, both 
Brltidi and French, tliat every foot of it was c*>nqnered by force; 
but relying upon these fails not being so geneially known in this 
country, and enrouvaged by their conmetions in the British islands, 
and those which they have recently formed in Great Britain, it is not 
improbable that some of the inhabitants may have been since in 'uccd 
to :iinliori?.e these false representations, in the Jiopc of obtaining resti¬ 
tution of ih.' property which their resistance to the British forces 
ixpos«'d to seizure and confiscation. Not content with slating the 
conduct oPthc inhabitants toliAe been tl|^ direct rcvtisc of what it 
in fact wa-!, the memorialist proceeds to alledge, that all the produce 
ami provisions in^thc t^wn of St. Pierre, and in some other parts of the 
island, was seized and sold for the bvnefic of the captors. The pro- 
pi i tv that was seized on shore we have accurately stated. Net an 
ounce of provisions was included, except the produce of the island, ^ 
such as has been named, should be deemed so. In sh6rt, the whole 
memorial is founded in falsehood andNnisrcpresentatibns. It is neither 
sanctioned by names, nor supported by aRy document or evidence of 
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any deserlptios: and‘yet apon such spurious and anonymous authority 
lire are grossly calumniated, as having violated British faith solemnly 
pledged, and ac^ed contrary to all the rufes of war as carried 6n 
civi'iztd nations.’* 

Whether the terms offered by the,proclamation of the first of 
January i are to* be considered as addressed to individuals onl^ 
or JO the body of the people, is perfectly immaterial; for no indivi¬ 
dual from whom an ounce of property was taken ever intimated a wiah 
to accept the benefit of it, until after his place of residence was in pos- 
seUion of tee British troops. Ilis professions of regard for andattach- 
;ment to the British Government, might, perhaps, then be.'ome vocife¬ 
rous; but what^ould have been said of us if we bad given credit lo 
the professions of such men ? Had the same opportunity offered at 
Martinique th.U afterwards occurred st Guadaloupe, all these profes- 
sion' wotild have vanished, and the persons makin!!' them would have 
been found am* iigst the supporters of tlie invading enemy, 

Tlic fcrst memorial of the est India planters and mc-rc'.iants appears 
to us tu be rather a remonstrance against the conduct of His Majesty’t 
Ministers than a personal attack upon us—%vc thtie^jit consider it as 
not tailing for an answci on our parts. But the other, which refers to 
that we have just observed upon, and calls the attention of His Majes- 
ty’s Ministers to the proclamations of the fir-t of January, and the tenth 
^and twenty-first of May, we consider as demanding ours. Jt man’- 
fesijy proceeds throughout, upon a supposition that the facts stated 
in the otlfer memorial are true, and that the inhabitants of the con¬ 
quered islands bad by their submission entitled tlieuiselvcs to the 
benefits offered by the first proclamation. We arc not mych surprised 
to find false allegations and unfounded calumny stated in a prcmorhil 
that may be fairly said to deserve the character of anonymous; but we 
cannot avoid expressing our astonishment to observe the V\est India 
planters and merchants adopting it. Had they possess! d no means of 
ascertaining the truth or falsehood of the matters staud m It, some 
apology might be made for ihclv doing so; but the manner in which 
the islands were takeA being matter of public history, there is no 
excuse 'for their adopting a false representation. It was only recessary 
for them to refer to the Gazette discover that the memorial pre¬ 
sented by Mr, ThcIIusso^ was positively fahe. But it seems the 
planters and incrchants did not wish to be undeceived, as there would, 
in that case, have been no colour for their putting the interpretation 
upon the proclamation of the fiist of January which they have done. 
H is Majesty's proclamation held out an encour gemenc to submission 
*to his arms, i^t a reward for resistance to them. They do not treat 
this instrument as-containing an alternative, but as offering unqualified 
terms, which the inhabitants of tTtfe conquered islands were to have the 
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benefit of, be their condu<'t what it might, whether th'ey submitted, or 
whether they resisted. In this respect it is more uncandid thi)n the 
, other memorial; and in statiiig the demand made by the proclama- um* 
of the tenth and twenty-first of May, it keeps pace with it in fairness^ 
by suppressing the fact that not one 8liilUng was ever collected under 
•them, and that all idea of ^contribution was abandoned many months 
ago. This fact was equally well l^nown to the memoSialists as those 
they have stated, and could only be s^pressed with a view to give their 
complaint a degree of plausibility^ which a fair representation would in 
no degree have warranted. All this industry and anxiety to pervert 
the meaning of public papers, and to misrepresent or suppress the facts 
requisite to a proper judgment of their true opcr«tian, must have pro¬ 
ceeded from a consciousness, that a fair interpretation of tlieni, and a 
candid statement of all the material facts, would have shovyn that there 
was no just ground for complaint. Taking the complaint in its 
strongest sense, when the fact is ascertained, it amoiints to no more 
than that the Commanders in Chief having been under the necessity 
of conquering the islands by force, conceived the conquest t i give the 
captors a right to substitute a general contribution for a confiscation of 
property which the conduct of the proprietors had exposed to for¬ 
feiture, but which contribution had not been paid. Had it been so 
put, the inquiry called for would have appeared ridiculous. 

The memorial from the Liverpool merchants seems of a verv singu¬ 
lar nature. It calls upon His Majesty’s Ministers to disavovv principles 
which were never reduced to practice, and for a restoration of payments 
that were either never made, or long ago icturntd. Though it gives ’ 
a false colour to what has been in the eonquered islands, it is not quite 
fio destitute of truth and candour as the other two upon which we have 
just observed, and in that respect only differs from them VVe sliall 
here dismiss the subject of these memorials with this short observation, 
that if there had been any fair and just ground for complaint which the 
memorialists cotild have cstabiisnec! upon investigation, bj as to f-ntitle 
thcmselve#||^rclii f, the courts of justice woulci h.vvc longago resounded 
with their clamours for i edress, and His Maji’sty’s Ministers « ould have 
been the last penons applied to. Conscious that their complaints are 
unfounded in fact, and their clJlms unsupported by any colom of law, 
they substitute .misrepresentation and calumny in their place, and en¬ 
deavour ptiva’lely to iniii and disgrace the characters of men whose 
conduct tlicy have not ventured publicly to attack. 

With respect to the personal request marie to your Grace by the 
West India ji.crchantB on the twelfth instant, as stated in the minute qf 
the confeience sent us by your Grace, we cannot avoitf observing, tliat 
it falls far short of what is called for by tbclr memorial. That paper 
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rather iosiimater than charges misconduct; but in the prayer of it^ 
your Onue is called upon to institute an, inquiry into our public 
conduct* ** in order to ascertain how far the national character and r 
the public justice the country have been duly and properly supported 

by us in such high and responsible stations.'^ To our .very great 
surprise, the merchants/ in their conversation with your Grace* state*, 
that their olyect in the application was hot a call for inquiry with a 
view to inculpation of our coiyluct* but a public disavowal of the 
meRsures proposed by the proclamations of the tenth and twenty«firat 
of May*’* So that after indirectly su^esting to your Grace* that 
the national character and the public justice of the country have been 
wounded by our yoqduct* nothing more is ashed than a disavowal of 
supposed principles* which were never reduced to practice* and of the 
terms of a proclamation which are wilfully misunderstood or perverted* 
for the purpose of giving a colour to the clamour raised against us* 

In short* the tberchaots finding that the prayer of their memorial is • 
not warranted by any thing they have to urge against us* wish, by 
indirect means, to prevail upon your Grace to advise His Majesty to 
censure our conduct in the way most disgraceful and humiliating to 
us, vis. by a public di^tvowal and disapprobation, not of an act done 
by u«, but of an intention that was not carried into effect, and which 
intention is itself grossly misrepresented. The merchants have not 
^own such a disposition of forbearance towards us, as to induce your 
Grace to believe* that if they could have proved us guilty of miscon¬ 
duct, they'wduld have resorted to,^n attack upon an unexecuted 
' intention, and have confined their application for redress to a dis¬ 
avowal of opinions entertained by us with respect to the rights and 
practice of war. If we have acted illegally or unjustly* the courts of 
jnstice are open to the parties who may think themselves injured; and 
from the disposition shown towards us in the memorials presented to 
your Grace* it is manifest, that tenderness to us is not the motive 
which has hitherto withheld the claimants from seeking redress in the 
ordinary way. ^ ^ 

Since our return to this country* we have made all the inquiry in 
our power with respect to the practice in former wars, where any 
island or place has been carried by assdhit; arxl instead of dflicovering 
that we have exceeded former practice with respect to the aeinurc of 
booty* we find that we have fallen very far short of it. In His 
Majesty’s separate instructions to Sir Charles Grey* directions are 
given with respect to the division of any booty that might be taken on 
^ore; and we th^fore presnmed that it must have been His Majesty’s 
intention that Adi property as by the rights and practice of war 
became vested in the evowo, should be seized* and distributed between 
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the nsvy and army as booty. We have always understood it to be 
admitted as a general propus!tton» that goods taken from an enemy are 
• the property of the conquerors, and thati't is acknowledged right by 
the law of nations to seize enemies' goods whenever they can be founds 
if the victors are not testrained from doing so under some compact or 
capitulation. Seizures of a similar nature to tKat made by us at Marti¬ 
nique have been made in every war,many years past; as for instance: 
at Vigo in 1702, at Payta in iiui* at Senegal in 17^9* at the 
Havannah in 1765, at Omoa ineiySo, and at St. Eustatius in 1781. 
The property taken at the last-mentioned place included all the goods 
and tiftets of every deSbriptiuu found upon the island, except some 
inconsiderable quantities given up to a few individuals; and yet no 
instructions were given to the Admiral'and General for majptpg such 
a seizurq. It was however afterwards approved by His Majesty, and a 
grant made of the whole property taken in fovour of the captoi-s. 

In the conference between your Grace and the merchants, it seems 
to have been taken for granted, that the proclamations complained of 
by them were inconsistent with that of the first of January. If your 
Grace will refer to the letter, you will find, that in the event of the 
terms offered by it not being acceded to, all persons acting in d';fiance 
of it were to be “ treated as enemies, and exposed to all the evils wliicli 
the operations of war would necessarily bring, both on their persons 
and possessions." In this predicament were all the inhabitants of the 
conquered islands, and consequently all our subsequent qyders Ought 
to be considered as issued against persons subject to all the rights and 
seventies of war; and although your Grace seems to have been of 
opinion, tiTat in exercising those rights we were unauthorized by any 
power," other than the force we commanded ; yet upon a reconsi¬ 
deration of the subject, we are persuaded your Grace will find that we 
possessed all the power vested in His Majesty as bovereign of the State 
whose force we commanded, and were not only warranted, but in duty 
bound, to exercise the rights of war in such a manner as we should 
think most likely to meet with His Majesty's approbation, regard being 
had to the instructions with which he had honoured us. Jn the 
situatfon in which we were placed, much was left to our discrcilon. 
His Majesty pointed out to us*thc cbjeets be wished to accomplish, 
but theqieans were leii: tou?; and with respect to all inferior objicts, 
they Were left ^0 our management, without any instruction:, whatever* 
If we have exceeded or abused the powers delegated to us, we arc not 
only amenable to His Majesty in a court military, but to all individuals 
in the ordinary courts of justice. We are persuaded, that neuh(|pr 
5’our GracCf nor any other of His Majesty’s Ministf^, will think us 
objects of censure, on the ground of mere unexecuted intentions, even 
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if they shotttd bfe found to have originated in error or mistake. W# 
are convinced, that it never occurred to the inhabitants of the captured 
islands t hut we had treated them with unwarranted severity^ until the ° 
idea was suggested to them by British traders who had interested views 
to answer. Our conduct was approved by the*principal planters and 
the public officers of the island) as your Grace will perceive by the* 
tesliaionials which we take the liberty to subjoin. Various misrepreo 
aentations having been circulate^ as to the value and extent of the 
property seized, it is proper that your Grace should be informed that 
the whole that was taken, both afloat and on shore (excepting arms 
and military stores) produced only 183,000!.; V)ur pnrportvon of which, 
should it not be diminished by claims or litigation, or by dishonoured 
bills, will be 11,437!. each. We trust 3'our Grace will excuse our 
having entered at such great length into the discussion of the^suhject. 
as we consider our personal honour, and the reputation we have 
hitherto held id society, as seiiuusly attacked.

Calumny repelled with honour and with effect, renders the 
character of the person against whom its envenomed shafts 
were unjustly directed, more brilliant, at least in the public 
eye, than if stood before the sera of the invidious attacx. It is 
even reported, that several of those persons who had inconsi¬ 
derately joined in the clamour, became very soon afterwards 
so ashamed of their delinquency, that a deputation frq/n the 
worthy seceders waited on Sir John Jervis, and after an ap¬ 
propriate declaration of their high sense of the important 
services he had rendered his country, particularly during the 
time he held the West India command, requested his accept¬ 
ance of a valuable piece of plate, accompanied with their 
entreaties that be would solicit his re-appointment to that 
station which he had held with sb much honour to'himself. 
The vote passed by the House of Commons on the second of 
June*, in consequence of the vainattemj t then made, to*add. 


* During debate which took place on the fourth of May precdiing, 
Mr. Grey observeth ** That he should have imagiued that if frenilemeu had the 
feeling they ought to have for the character of officers who had been fitty years 
IB the service, and whose honour was hitherto without a stain, they would not 
have been 10 forward in making charges, as it were by implication. A memorial 
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by a vote of censure, the semblance of dignity and weight to 
that malevolence, which had entered the lists against the fair 
• fame of Sir John Jervis and liis colleague, appears as the 
grand conclusive cjiinax of public approbation:—•** That the 
^ House cordiall y perseveres in the vote of thanks unanimously 
passed to Sir Charles Grey and Sir John jeevis, with the 
officers and men under their coj^tnand, for the eminent and 
distinguished services whidi they had rendered to, their 
country.”— i hus did truth most cxaltedly triumph over 
malicious as^-ersion ; and the latter, which ip coverture of its 
dark designs had assumed the specious garb of patriotic virtue 
or gctu'ious attention to public honour ; when stepped of its 
borrowed plumes, was exposed to the derision even of those 
who. on its first appearance, seemed pressing among the 
foremost to countenance and to worship it. 

All ranks of men appearing as if ashamed of their first folly, 
vied with each other who should pay them the greatest ho¬ 
nour A public entertainment was given to the joint Com¬ 
manders by the Grocers’ Company; the freedom of which^ 
as well as of several others, and above all, that of the city of 
London itself, was unanimously voted them. The Cham¬ 
berlain (the late Mr Wilke*s, the public and professed enemy • 
of all cooduct having the smalkst semblance of tyranny and 
extortion) concluded the speech made them on presenting the 
latter nearly in these vioids: 

*' Permit, gcntlemiiii, the city wreaths to be mixed with the laurels 
you have fairly won, and uniwti a general applat'.se must more and more 
endear to you. These sinnments of gratitude pervade the country in 
which we live, while they animate the metrupdlis of our empire. They 
g've a full indeiunity 3guiii»t 'he slanderous breath of envy, and the 
foul calumnies ot the tnveti<«i]^cd serpent tongue of malice, which in 
these latter times has bcaipely ceased to ditract fiom, and endeavour to 
wound supenqf mciit.*'’

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In the iifst edition that we printed of the life of the illus- 
trioQS Character now under our coniuderation, we in this 
part of our membir stated that Sir John, whose health bad * 
been considerably impaired, as well by disease as the fatigue 
which both his mind and body had undergone, daring the 
time»he was absent on the West India station, having been 
somewhat restored after his^return to his native country: 
he seiized, with all the enthusiaftn of a hero in the highest 
vigour of youth, the earliest opportunity his convalescent 
state afforded, of^oliciting one of the most active employments 
which jthc state of warfare at that rime afforded. We arc now 
however happy at having it in our power to correct any mis¬ 
statement that formerly appeared, and can assure our readers, 
from jAuthoRITY, that Sir John never solicited a Commandt 
9 r applied for any particular service, but was invested, as soon 
as bis health was sufficiently re-established, with the iMediter- 
ranean command in a few days * after that honourable and 
public testimony just related had been borne to his merit by 
tile House of Commons. He proceeded to the Mediterranean 
on bpard a frigate; afid immediately on his arrival, Admiral 
Hotham, Iiis predecessor, resigned to him this important 
* trust. Notwithstanilitig the very severe blow the French 
marine in that quarter liad sustained, in consequence of the 
partial destruction of the arsenal, as well as the fleet, af Tou¬ 
lon, the exertions of the enemy, so extraordinary and unpre¬ 
cedented as to seem almost incredible, had refitted and col¬ 
lected a force of nearly twenty ships of the line. During 
the .period of Admiral Hotham’s command, this fleet had 
been hardy enough to venture out; and though two slight 
discomfitures had served in som^ measure to prevenjt a repe¬ 
tition of the same presumption, yet that very circumstance 
rendered the future operations in the same’quarter much more 
irksome to tire British Commander in Chief than a situation 
attended wi|h more danger, and requiring far superior excr- 
Ifons, would ^ave been.

The 
tmremitting attentiem of Sir John operated very successfully 
to the prevention of any such disaster, artdiihe British com¬ 
merce was consequently extended over the face of tht whole 
Mediterranean, without experiencing any other interruption 
than some few casual depredations committed on vessels 
entirely, or at most, nearly defenceless, which the French 
corsairs, equipped from their petty ports, were fortunate 
enough to fall in with. The French Directory having, by 
insinuations, by threats, and other artifices of terror or 
persuasion, contrived, towards the end of the year 1796, 
to detach the Court of Spain from the alliance of Grert 
Britain ; the 'ituation of the fleet in that quarter^ under the 
orders of Sir John, was suddenly rendered extremely critical- 
Thouph the state of the Toulon squadron was insufficient to 
create any disquiet in his mind; yet the fleet at Cadiz alone, 
in the most perfect condition for service, more than doubled 
the force he commanded. The political situation of his 
country, at that time, rendered the greatest exertions necessary* 
A formidable coniblnaticn was raised against her; and the 
fleets of her opponents, Holland, t ran 3 e, an^ Spain, had they 
all been permitted to unite, would have composed an immense 
armament, consisting of nftirly on^iundrcd ships of the line. 
The internal.comnjotions which had for some tio;e pervaded 
Ireland, appe;ired to afl’prd these confederai^d foes the greatest 
hopes of success, provided it w^;rc possible for them to put on

ttoenty-six ships of the line and tin frtgaUs*^ which, putting 
the French' force at Toulon totally out of the question, had 
* to contend with an enemy of three times its own force. 

This disparity of numbers was in some degree reAiccd by 
the arrival of Rear-Admiral Parker from England, who 
formed a junction with Sir John on the sixth of February. 
Still, however, his force wasso very unequal to tliat of the ene¬ 
my* thstt nothing but tlie existing case could have warranted 
tlie attfeek* ncri*'^y thibg shoit of the greatest exertions in 
re^rd CO piofessional knowledge and gallantly which the 
human mind is perhaps <^|pabk o&iftaking, could har/e ren- 
deHtd its event successful.

Widi the most prompt readhitloii.he>hrpnght 
to» and made so able a disposition for the «l«fimce of the shijfw 
under his'dire, that, though still superior in nusdwv Shey 
thought proper to leave t^ir friends, and avoid the danger 
with which they were threatened. 

The consequences of this victory were as happy, as the 
circumstatices 'which attended it were glorious. The ar* 
xangements made by the enemy, in all tht pride of expected 
triumph, Vere completely disarranged} and the British fleet, 
though for a long time inferior in numbers, as well as force, 
exhibited the singular and wonderful spoftacle to the rest of 
the world, of the power it possessed, in being capable of con« 
flning a fleet stronger tlian itself^ within the harbour of the 
principal port belonging to Spain, and insuitiug that port 
itself, by every act an enemy elated with victory could de- 
vise. The joy with which the news of this success was re¬ 
ceived in England, was in no degree inferior to the magni¬ 
tude and consequence of it; nor did the public gratitude 
keep an unequal pace with the general exultation. Sir John 
received from his Sovereign, exclusive of other inferior ho¬ 
nours, the more consequential elevation to the dignity of a 
Baron, and Earl of Great Britain, by the titles of Baron Jer¬ 
vis, of Meaford, the place of his birth, and Earl of St. Vin¬ 
cent, the scene of his glory. A pension of three thousand 
poti&ds a year was^lso bestowed on him by the unanimous 
veic of Parliament. These honours and rewards posterity 
Cab never think uhmqjpted; they in some measure become 
necessary, in an historical lights, to put the cause of gratitude 
out of the question, for they stand an etnfliftibttd proof to 
the latest moment of recorded time, tliat on the flamneenth of

Finding, however, his health considerably impaired by the 
fktigne of his^yecyiaboriotis servtce;>he was compelled to re¬ 
turn to En'gUhd in the month of July 1799, and after a long 
straggle with dise^e, was fortqnate ephugh to overcome the 
only enemy of whom be could stand in ditad,,. He recovered 
his health in so great a degree, as to'enable him. in the month 
of May, 1800, to take upon himself the command of the 
fleet which was sent from the shores of Britain in earnest 
search of that armament which now comprises nearly the 
whole of that marine force possessed by her combined ene¬ 
mies ; but which, formidable as its numbers may p;cm,*ap- 
pears to shrink from the contest, and consider itself happy in 
the safety it derives from the batteries of Brest, which have 
hithert^ defended it from the effects of his Lordship’s terres¬ 
trial thunder.

De Ruyter ordered the fleet to drive all night; and binding 
no enemy in the morning, arrived that day with sixty sail at the Wed- 
ings; ten who were disabled put into Goree; ten other for the same 
reason, made for the Texel, and the four which were burnt, made in 
all eighty-fonr, the full number that went from the Texel, In 
these fights,^ the English have lost at least twenty.three ships sunk, 
burnt, and taken.

IT is with the great,^ pleasure 1 embrace tiffs opportunity of 
writing; and I should l»vC ^eo glad to have acquainted you vrith 
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the defeat of the French fleet; but it ha» proved otherwise. Not but 
we had,reason tq ,.h$pe for Success od our first setting out after 
tbeffl* ;; ^e had been blocked up by them at $andy Hook for about ten 
dayS;'when a, gale of wind drove them off to s^a. AM our men lay during 
ch» time at quartm> eapf^cting them, to come io every day; which had 
they done the imt or second dsy ufter their lnrl«^ they must have 
certainly q^ried their point, and t^te fate of AmepN been decided; 

. as they most have t^en the navy, and army aU pusoners. jHaving « 
escaped^tWs>, our strength daily ; being joined by the Cprp- 

ivalh^n^ of Admiral Byron’s fleet, we put to sea in quest of them* on 
Saturday we eighth day. of August, and found‘them on, the tenth in 
the harbour of Rhode Lland; which island had not then surrendered. 

On the eleventh, at break of day, the French fleet got under weigh, 
and received a hearty cauilonading from the fort. We werp uNiged to 
cut and proceed to sea. At first, 1 thought Lord Howe meant only 
to clear Block Island, and then to engage; but as thlry always kept . 
the weather gage,, we. could not make use of our fireships, which .lyene 
our chief dependence, but kept under an easy sail ail titat day; so 
that, had they hod any Inclination to bring us tq action, w'e.did not 
ficcm any way averse to it. They still pursued us with reluctance, 
neither caring to engage, nor leave us. The next day proved very 
squally; and we were obliged to batten down our lower deck gratings, 
to get our ports up, if necessity required it. The gale still increased. 
About five in the evening they came within shot of usj^and Lord 
llowc having shifted his flag on bpard the Apollo, ran through ourpwit 
licet, ship by ship, speaking with every oire: and each saluting him 
with three qiu’crs, the French fleet still within shot. Whether from a 
timidity of spirit, or from finding a determined resolution through the 
whole fleet to engage should they make an attempt, 1 cannot answer; 
but they thought proper to bear away about six. The gale still 
increased; and we were obliged to lay to two days; during which 
time both fleets ^wefe separated. The third day we made, in ail, 
only eight sail; but the wliole fleet has joiged us since at Sandy 
Hook, except'the Ceutui ion and Senegal.; The Renown fell in with a 
French eighty-four gun ship, called the T-onnant, and gave her several 
broadsides;*she was obliged, howtver, to ilprer ofiT, more of dwir flee^ 
coming to their assistance. T he Isis fell in vimh one of their seventy- 
tburs/which she dte being i.u distre«s. The French ship,

This, I think, will be allowed, upon 9 g'cneral view and examination 
of the vessel. The peculiar form of the ]>uU admits her principal ca. 
*pacity to rest nearer the surface of the Water, so thjRC in her pr^ress 
she may remove a volume of water hiore superficial than vessels of her 
tonnage of the present mouU, inasmuah as that water nearer the sur¬ 
face is more readily removed thatf deeper situated. 

She Assesses tlie property of being weatberly, from her length, 
depth of keel, and form of bow; and of great stability, even at a 
light draught of water, from the iron ballast bein^ situated so much be* 
low her principal capacity, as, in effect, to produce tlie stifi'aess that 
would arise from a solid iron keel. This extraordinary stiiFness is cer¬ 
tainly objectionable in vessels as they are at present constructed; but 
that under consideration is exceedingly light rigged, and cannot rtJi 
with the violence of a stiff ship, from the nature of her form: of course, 
the masts will be infinitely less in danger of being carried away, not¬ 
withstanding the stiffness of the vessel. 

Having examined the general qualities of her hull, let us turn to the 
nature of the sails. They are contrived to approach a flatter surface 
than sails at present do, and to make the fore and aft sails stand at the 
same angle with the wind, both below and aloft, which cannot be done 
in the present fore and aft vessels. For instance: To make the head 
of a cutter's main-sail stand upon a wind, it is necessary to haul the 
boom in almost fore and aft; thus in effect, by making the head of the 
sail serviceable, the foot is rendered almost useless. The sails too stand 
with that uniformity and openness of situation, as not to take from 
each other's power, which Is repeatedly done in a ship, by the ot%r* 
lapping of stay-sail over stay-sail, and square-sail over square-sail, each 
destroying the effect of the other by back and eddy winds. Again., 
the sails being.placed upon a greater number of masts, not only afford 
the advantage of small and commodious fore and aft sails, which can be 
gibed ivith safety and be managed by a few bands, but also produuc 
more weather-leaches t by th(f united eff^ of all which, the accefera- 
lion of the vessel will be much augmenteo* The weather part of every 
sail being struck by the wind with more fiotnee tlian tbe Ice part; of 
course, if tbe same quantity of canvass be set obliquely to the wind in 
detached pieces, their united efforts Will be greater .than the same quan¬ 
tity of canvass in one piece sec to the same position.

Fifthly, masts do not defend upon each other^ or upon the bo ui- 
sptit for their support* 

Thus one mast may fall without endangering or destroying the effect 
of the rest.

This circumstance arises from the equality maintaiiud in masts, sails, 
fPd rigging, and from the sails iKing so contrived as to fid up the 
whole space between the* masts, without that frequent over-hipplng of 
canvass jwe meet with in a ship—-one-third of the canvass will undoubt¬ 
edly be saved. , • , 

Ninthly, The masts being equally spread throughout the vessel, <u.'iU 
produce to even a strmn nuhen she labourst as not so votar and rack 
the bull partially. 

This ia npt the case in cutters, brigs, or ships, particularly near 
the main-mast.

A. It should measure two diameters less at each place of measure¬ 
ment than the iron gun; that is to say, nine diameters of^the bore as 
the circumference of the base ring, seven at the trunnions, and five the 
muzzle ring. 

How arc you to discover when a gun quadratc8» or hangs well 
in her carriage ? 

A, Every gun ought to measure in length seven times her own dia¬ 
meter at the vent; the tiunnions ought to be placed at the distance of 
three diameters from the base ring; then there will remain four diame¬ 
ters in distance from the muzzle.

In the pursuit and display of truth, perspicuity of lan¬ 
guage is ail that is actually demanded; but in a polite and enlightened 
agi'i in a learned and elevated profession, the beauties of style, if not 
indispensable, are laudable in a high degree. 1 his is a praise, as well 
as that of deep rescstch, penetration, and originality, that it would 
be unjust to witlihold from the present work.

be iiald of the general term Feucr ; for every reader knows that fever 

accompanies in s^jme degree every disease to which the human frame 

n siihject. Such a term, tberefpre, is vague and indefinite* I have 

moreover been dett-rinined in my choice of riic expression fthnle in- 

/eetion, from observing that fever is always infectious more or less in 

every quarter of the globe* and In all seasons according to circum> 

stances. Hence I infer* that fever always has been* and always will 

be, more or less infectious. jihouM practitioners afHrfti, that such or 

* 

such fevers have not been infectious, their declaration would no more 
invalidate the doctrine 1 mean to inculcatej than if they were to say 
that small pox arc not infectioirs* because they may have seen many 
persons escape in the same family where the disease has been raging. 
Nay, it is.well known, that s\\ possible means to communicate the 
small pox by inoculation and contact have been often tried in vain. 
But does this destroy the general doctrine and belief of the contagi¬ 
ous nature of the disease? The fact is, that neither small pox nor 
febrile iiifeclion can l?e communicated, unless there be in the consti¬ 
tution a predisposing cause, or state to receive the contagion. If Pro- 
vidcrce had not wisely ordained this, every person who approached 
the sicl:, wherever these disorders ptavailed, would inevitably hate 
been infected, arnl the plague, which I am satisfied is only febrile in- 
fretion or enden ic fever in its most virulent state, and rendered .jki 
extremely deleterious by the impure air of crowded and ill-planned 
cities, unn hol 'some poor diet, unsifLiIfiil treatment of the sic!;, filth, 
season, .and climate, would become universal, and dcstroj manlcind. 

Again, infectiocs diseases in all coiuitiies, and it all periods, have 
been jv-nhed among the severest calamities incidental to mankind, 
and febrile infecti m (one cpecic. of these) ha* ever been considered 
as a tremendous and fatal foe to human existence. The mi 1 iir)n> who 
perish in the fleets and armies of contending nations arc swept away 
in great'r multitudes by the secret malignancy of fever, than by all 
the destructive implements of war. 

An exact register, not only of the ntmlcr who fall tictims, but of 
the aiseeses also of which they die, in the public service, {with tire 
s' methods of treating the disease., ift peace as wtll as in sfar,) would 
greatly obviate this calamity, and be prodnetive of general good; and 
ti.c plan might, I think, be extended beyord the limits of navies and 
camps to civil socit’“y at large. The judicious .ncU diligent practi¬ 
tioners would then be tlistlnguiiVicd from obstinato of indolent iheor- 
isis. The inexperienced h ould either be losltrocted* or compelled by 
s hame to wiiWfaw from a'profession for which they were unqualified; 
t ti'hile thoas sUio, by an anweariiid attention to Uiit'aaesxnd the cfFccia 
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of remedies, promoted the public good, would deservedly receive tl;e 
well-earned rewards of their labour ^nd skill. Young prolcssors 
would no longer be led by any theoretic authority whatever, but 
would adopt those methods which experience had siiown to be most 
successiiil. Emulationcto excel in so laudable a plan, instead of an 
apibition to establish the visionary theories of^ day, would univer¬ 
sally prevail. For. God's sake, lot not mere theory ty Ijypoclwbis 
.any longer regulate the profession of a science upoa the success of 
w hich the interest and lives of maj;)kin(f depend. • 

Fever has been my favourite stutiy for thirty years; and having 
bocn chiefly employed in the Navy during that period, I have enjoyed 
in three quarters of the world a tpor^ extensive %ld for observation 
than any jpan, as far as I know, who hae ever written on the subject. 
Upon entering this licld of observation, 1 was almost detfrred from 
any pursuit by practical writers; for according to their‘systems, 
much time was requisite even to know the nanses, the genera, and- 
species of fever ; nay* thousands of years, I found, had not been 
cient to matk these, much less to furnish a complete history of them 
on their visionary hypotheses. Even Sydenham, a f ivourite author, I. 
observed, went on adding annually new species to the immense stock t 
so that, instead of being instructed, I w^as bewildered and lost. In 
this state of perplexity, 1 resolved to attend diligently, and to mark 
down minutely, every case of fever, as it occurred to me in every 
country, climate, and season ; and up6n comparing them together, I 
has^e found that fever is universally one and the same di-fease. 

As there were at different periods various theories of fever, so the 
treatment of fever varied accordingly. Dr. Miller’s Observations on 
the prevailifjg Diseases iu Great Britain,.together with a Review of 
the History of those of ^brmer Peiiods, and in other Countries, were 
published in March 1770. Dr. Clark’s, on Diseases in long Voyages 
to Hot Climates, and particularly tho.vc which prevail it; the East 
Indies in 1773, and mine in the y'ears 1769, 71, 72, 73, 74, 76, 77, 
and 78, had already extended to Africa, the "^‘cat Indies, Coutiuenc 
of America, and different pa»ts of Europe. The success of the 
treatment in the different quarters of the world, which w'as seen in 
comparingvou; observations, jSraved on ^at a solid foundation the 
was laid. My observations havc^nce been made in various 
parts of Eurppe, and are published up to May 17B9.

grand source of febrile Infection; and as the same mode of treatment 
is equally successful in all of them; I am led to conclude, t&at ftbrih 
IvftttisH is tht same ihi ougheut the universe, and that the curc depends 
Ilf on one invariable philosophical principle,

You will be pleased to acquaint the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, 
that having been inform'd three french fngat-.s wer^at an anchor under the 
forts of Ooree, this intelligence, with th. force and situation of these Irigates, 
induced me to take His Majesty’s ship Ruby, then watering at Port Fray a, under 
my command; and with this additi mai io.'cc I proceeded iiiim«rii%tely in quest 
of them. 

In the afternoon of the 4th inscsnt, ! recornoitred thr soad tead of G rec; 
but not finding the liigates th're, a id c'-iicc-iving our appearance sufiicicnc to 
alarm the garrison, I dispatched Lieutenant 'I'idy with a veibal message, sum¬ 
moning the island o surrender, (the enrlo,ed'Ietiers having passed between me 
and the Governor); a: midnight l.icutenant'I idy made me the signal 'greed un, 
that my terms 'sere compil'd with; the m riiies of the squadron wire m t^ntly 
landed, under the command of Captain M'Lcvcrty, and the garrison in our pos¬ 
session before day. 

Their Lordships will be well aware of the ttre.igth and consequence of this ac¬ 
quisition, which, 1 am happy a aI ito, has been obtained >-u easily ; Mr. Davis ot 
the Magnanime being the only person wound.:d before our flag of truce was ob- 
sei ved from the forts. 

On the 13th inst.int 1 dispatched Mr. Palmer with two hosts aad thirty mea 
to Jool (a factory dependant on Gq^ee); he returned on the zad, having, exe¬ 
cuted his orders most perfectly to my satisfaction, and bringing with him iroja 
thence a French brigantine and sloop loaded with ri<:e.

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«itlier ia tW year 1746, ih*i following, when he was put under 
the cpnaniaud of Captain Hohert Haldane, who, we believe,, 
tlien commanded the Slioreham frigate, and with w^m.be con- 
tiniiied two 6t three years. After the cessation of hostilities, he 
was entered m 1749 as tntdahipjnan on boafd the Centurion, 
of 30 guns, a ship then oideifd to be equipped to receive the 
broad pendant of Commodore Keppel, who w as appoliUed com¬ 
mander in chief on die Mediteri’i^ean station, for (he customary 
period of three years. Mr. Duncan continued under the coni^; 
mand of that able officer during the w hole tirwie, and, by his very 
diligent attention to hb duly in the subordinate station be at that 
time held, attracted the early regard of his commander so 
strongly, that the attachment of the latter was quickly succeeded 
by friendship, and friendship by the strictest Intimacy. 

'i'he time necessarily pas.'seil by a young man, after his 
I'utranci' into the service in the capacity of a midsbipnian, is 
rarely diversilicd with events peiudiarly intercsling. I'lios*- 
years me the years of probation, in which the naval student is 
to endeavour by all the means he possesses, to fit himself with 
a laudable ambition of filling the his>best laiik of that particuUn 
line in which his own genius, his particular situation, or the wish 
of his relatives, has placed him ; and it were an act of injustice 
to ]Mr. Duncan, were we not to declare liis conduct and exer¬ 
tions were hucli as though he truly considered that tube Iiis con¬ 
dition. He aimed w ith a gloiious and coniineiidable ambiliou at^ 
attaining the most ckwuUd command, and ajipcared, without the 
smallest tincture of vanity, conscious of his own ability to 
ilcserve it.

Aftej the 
nniiaj of the armament in Virginia, two of the lieutenants on 
hoard the commodore’s sliip, tlie Ct*nturion, being advanced 
to the rank of captains, !Mr. Duncan was iamoved into tlie 
Centurion, as well that he might be in the suiei tUannel of 
advancement, as that liis fticnd and patron might the better 
watch over and cherish those fisiiig ahililies which he had 
heheld with so much pleasuic in their less mature state. 
^Ir. Duncan continued on buaid the Centurion till Umt sliip 
letnmed to luiglanrl, and CnpUiin Keppel, after having for a

h'ebruary the twenty-fifth, appointhig him * to file 

Valiant of 74 gnus, he rsgaiu became materially connected, 
in respect to service, with his original friend and patron, Mr. 
Keppel. An exjiedition against the French island of Belleisle 
having been determined on in the British cabinet, Mr. Keppel, 
who was pitched upon to command the naval part of the 
intended enterprise, hoisted his broad pendant on that occasion 
on board the Valiant. Tlie redaction of the citadel of Palais, 
and the general success which attended the whole, of this 
fipirited undertaking, proved, as it were, aii eucom-agement 
and incentive to the equipment of a more formidable armament, 
not long afterwards sent to attack that most important of all 
file Spanish settlements in die West Indies, tlie town pf 
Havannah. 

Thither also Captain Duncan repaired w ith Mr. Keppel, and 
in the same ship. His friend and patron, who was appointed 
to coiuuiaud a^ivisioii of the tiect, was ordered to cover the 
disembarkation of the troojis ; and, as^ the post of honour 
belongs on such occasions, as of right, to the captain of the 
admiral or commodore. Captain Duncan was acconiingly 
invcstetl with the command of the boats, he was afterwardi 
very consequentially em^doyed, and highly distinguished him¬ 
self during the siege, \^'hctt ll?e town itself sun*endered, he 
lAas ddspatchttd with a proper force to take possession of the 
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ships;whi(ih bad ialleh oQ that occaaidn into<^'}t,9bd#

- jgest«». thRt ^he Marquis del Rea! Transporte Ial>ouiiEd extreTtM^y 
to mve .^e .sbips of the line on the stocks, au^ the mateiiai* 
whtdi'were'ready collected for the construction of two of thiea 
frigates. Captain Diuicaa, as it is said, being informed of the 
object of contention* which prevented thg absolute cessation 
of* arms, privately took a few ]>ei;sons on whom he could de¬ 
pend, and put an end to the controversy, by setting*bre to die 
cause of it. 'Jliis art was mu^i apfkrcved by the besiegere irf 
both departments of the serviceV as being certainly the most 
expeditions mode of settling a tronblesonu; dispute; but the 
whole affair being, for obvious reasons, kept* extremely quiet, 
it was known only to very few cotdirlential persons by what 
means this apparent accident so fortunately and critically hiip~

After the surrender of the Havannah, he accompanied Mr.

During the summer of thp year 3 779, the Monarch tvas 
uninterruptedly employed in the main, or Channel fleet, xrom- 
inauded by Sir Charles llardy.^ No encounter or memorabln 
oGcuirencc took place, owing to the British admiral being under 
the necessity of avoiding an action, aifd continuing merely on 
the defensive, since the alliance between the French and 
Spaniards (the latter of which had newly made themselves 
parties'in the grand dispute) had raised the force against w hich 
he had to contend so high as nearly to double that v hicli he 
himself commanded. At the conclusion of the same 3 car, the 
Mouuich was one of the shij)s put under ike orders of Sir 
George Bridges Rodiicy, who was insirucled to force his way 
to Gibraltar through all impcdiineiils, and relieve tl>at fortrejssj, 
which was then clostl} blockaded by a Spanish army on the 
land side, and a flotilla by sea, sufficiently strong to oppose the 
entrance of any trivial succour. Captain Dnncun accordingly 
hailed, ' with the most heartfelt satisfaction, the probable 
opportunity of acquiting fume; and fortune was piopitioiM 
enough not to permit his expectations and liopcs to be disap¬ 
pointed. 


On the sixteenth of January, 1780 , the British fleet being 
then off Ca)>e St. \ incent, fl*ll in with a .Spanish squadron, 
commanded by Don Juan du l-angara, who was purposely 
stationed there to intercept Sir (ieorge, who, according to mis- 


informatiou received by the court of Spain, was supposed to be 
on his passage towurds^lhe bc.s:eged l'ortvt‘S.s, with squadron

Monarch'lfia'l not the advanlajct: v.IjIcIj many other .ships in the

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notwitliatandilig this inconvenience, added to die additional 
circwmstance of her being rather foul, and, when in her best 
trim, by no-means remarkable as a swift sailer,^ Captain Dun¬ 
can was fortunate enough to get into action before any other 
ship in the fleet, "/lie superiority, in respect to numbers, 
W'bich the British possessed over the cribmy, was such as to 
render the gi^ucral event of the action by no means singiflar; 
but, though a complete victory obl^ined by nineteen Britisji 
ships of the line over eleven Spvnsli vessels of the same class, 
may not be any farther matter of exultation, than as it regarded 
the loss actually sustained b) the enemy on sunh an occasion, it 
is, nevertheless, not only probable, but strictly true, that many 
instances of exertion might take place during such a,contest, 
than which none were ever more glorious, or more honourable 
^to the persons concerned. 

In the first rank of this heroic class stood Captain Dunca!n. 
Notwithstanding those disadvantages under which, it has been 
already stated, the ship he commanded laboured, she was 
pressed ahead of the fleet, under all the sail that could, with 
any degree of propriety, be set upon her; and it is confidently 
reported, that when Captain Duncan was waitied, by some cop¬ 
pered ships which he passed, of the danger he incurred, by 
dashing so hastily amidst thiee of tlie enemy's squadron, W’hich 
were just ahead, without soni^''*.p}|lFpt, he replied, with the 
utmost coolness, and in no other^erms, than, / n /s/i to be 
among them.’' Hie strength o^^he wind, the agitation of 
the sea, and the swiftness with ^vllicll the Monarch passed 
through it, united to put an end tp any farther conversation, 
and Captain Duncan had his wishes complied with, by speedily 
finding himself well up within engaging distance of his antago¬ 
nists. In 'conformity with lfie*inform§tion he had just received, 
he found himself alongside one of the Spanish 9||i|)s of equal 
force, thot^h of much larger dimensions, than ftie Monarch, 
while two others of the like rate and magnitude lay upthiu mus¬ 
ket ^ot, to the leeward of him. t

He accordingly directed his best efforts 
agunst the opponent ffiat continued near him, and after a short, 
though animated resistance, bad the satisfaction of seeing the co> 
knws of San Augustin, of 70 guns, struck, in token of her sub¬ 
mission to the Monaj-cli.* 

I’he rigging of the victor had, by tliis time, received too mud| 
damage, to reader it possible for Captain Duncan to hoist out 
a boat for the purpose of boarding liis prize, particularly as it 
Uien blew so hard, and the whole fleet was on a lee shore : he 
was therefore compelled to tesigu die honour of taking posses¬ 
sion of the vaiiquislicd enemy, to a fresh ship, which was then 
coming* up astern. Ihe fate of this vessel was singular, and 
must have beeu extremely mortifying to the conqueror. She 
w'as found so much disabled, that it was judged necessary to 
take her in tow; but on collecting the squadron v\ith the prizes, 
preparatory to the entrance of tlic fleet into the straits of Gib¬ 
raltar, it was found that the only trophy of victory to which 
Captaun Duncan, though he had afterwards engaged many other 
ships in the fleet, could claim an exclusive right, was, tltrotigh

squadron order^ tliitber under Don Solano, 

It has been very properly anchjudicibusly remarked, that how* 
great soever the cause and necessity of adopting the measure 
might be, the disappointment experienced no palliative from 
that necessity, as fai' as concerned the gallant o*hlcer who had so 
spiritedly conducted his ship into action, and thereby afforded 
the crew he coinmanded so glorious an opportunity of placing a 
laurel on his brow, and adding an additional pillar'to the naval 
strength of their country. Many other persons, without making 
any ostentatious display of their own conduct, or the good sAc- 
ecss wliich attendi d it, u ould lia\e been not a little jironc to 
scl/e some opporlunitv of acquainting their countrymen, that so 
noble a pri/e had aeliially submitted to them, though, owing to 
particular cirauiistiinces, they were precluded from conducting 
into the poits of Biitaiu that incontrovertible proof of> British 
prowess. Captain .Duncan, however, thought otherwise, and 
acted ill conformity to his thoughts; he preserved a constant 
sikiice on the subject; he patientiy submitted to the frowns of 
fortune, and, if not witliout regret, at least without njuimur; 
pjoving, bv bis conduct; ilial his modesty after a battle was in 
no degicc inferior to that gallantry he had displayed during tlte 
lime it raged. 

It would lie an act of injustice to this gentlemim, w’erp we to 
omit takipg notice of the Jat< 4 wlncli attended the two other ships 
which the Monarch had engaged at tU& same tinie with the Sait 
Augustin, Tliat brave and excellent officer, jbe late Captain 
Ppwnall, who theu coiinuanded the Apollo frigate, having oh- 
served ihoso vessels, one of which was called the Mouarca, the 
Other the Juliati, both of thein mounting 70 j^uns, niaUug 
sail from the Monarch, he immediately determiued, with tha^

ready promptitude of derision which marks the character of a 
good and intelligent officer, to make the best use in his power 
of that advantage which the swift sailing of the frigate he com¬ 
manded gave him over a more unweildy adversary. In pur¬ 
suance of this resolve, he made sail, and fiaving got up w ith the 
Monarca, ^posted himself at & convenient and proper distance, 
on the bow of the enemy, upon whom he opened a most

teasing and galling fire. The’effect of this measure was const- 
d^rably increased by occasionally yawing the frigate, so that her 
guns might be bjoiight to bear with greater effect. The canno¬ 
nade kept up by Captain Pownall was not only extremely in¬ 
jurious to his antagoni'ls, hut served as a mark to lead Sir 
George Brvdges Rodney liimself, in the Sandwich, to liis u-- 
sistance, when a single broa<l.side from that ship produred, 
as a natural consequence, the imniediate surrender of the 
Monarca. 

With respect to the St. .Julian, she w’as followed by the 
Prince Geoi^e, to '\hich ship she struck, after an iojpotent and 
absurdly rash resistance, of very short eontinuanre; but \\ as 
afterwards unfortunately obliged, for the sake of preserving tha 
lives of the people on hoard, to run into C'adiz, whjch she 
reached in distress, and without a single ma^t standing. Snrb 
was the fate of the three ships which Captain Dnncan had the 
hardiness to engage, contrary to the advice, as is reported, of 
some of his companions. It is certainly not assuming loo much 
to assert, that the complete discomfiture and actual l apiure of 
all those ships was, at least primarily, if not principalJ’i, 
owing to the exertions made on board tlie Monarch; and if the 
success those exertions fairly deserved did not ultimately lest 
with the victors, it may excitp borrow and cotnjiassion, that 
fortune w'as so negltctful or unkind to gallantry, but cannot 
ftnffer the high merit of it to be, in the smallest di^gree, di pre- 
ciated. '^Fu conclude the account of this memorable action, to 

the success of which Captaip Duncan so liberally contributed

Captain Duncan quitted the 'comn^aud of the Monarch not 
Jong after his arrival In England, and did not receive any 
other commission until the beginning of the year 1782, wben 
he ^Ya8 appointed to the Blenheim of t)0 guns, a ship newly 
come out of dock, after having undergone a complete repair, 
lie continued in the same command during nearly tlie whole 
of the remainder of the w'ar, constantly employed with the lioine, 
or, as it was culled, the Channel fleet, which was, during tlie 
greater part of the time, commanded by the late Earl Howe- 
Ilaving accompanied his lordship in the month of Sc'ptember 
to Gibraltar, he was statioiuul to lead the larboard division of 
the centre, or commander in chief’s squadron, and was veiy 
distmgmshedly engaged in the encounter with the (*Omb'uied 
fleets of France and Spain, which took place off the entrance 
of the Straits. The fleet of the enemy w'as more than one- 
fourth .superior to that of Britain; nevertheless, had not the 
former enjoyed the adv^mtage of the weather-gage, it was very 
evident, from thi* event of the skirmish which did take place, 
that if the encomiler hatl been more serious, the victory would, 
in all human probability, have been completely decisive against 
tlieni. As it was, the enemy enjoying the privilege of with-

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drawing thenof^lves from the encounter whenever they thoirght 
]>roper^ the cdbtest terminated in what might be called a drawn 
battle; the combined ilcet having sustained no material loss, 
and diat of the British being incapable, from its situation, of 
driving them into one. 

Soon after the fleet arrived in England, Captain Duncan 
removed into the Foudroyant, of 84 guns, one of the most 
favourite ships in the British navy at that time, wliich liad, 

di/ring the whole preceding part of the war, been com- 

« 

manded by Sir John Jervis. He continued in that ship no 
longer than till the cessation of hostilities; an event which, 
it may be well remembered, took place in the ensuing 
spring. He then removed into the E<lgar, of 74 guns, our 
of the guard ships stationed at Portsmouth, and continued, 
as is customary in.time of peace, in that command during 
the three succeeding years. This was the last commissitm 
he ever held as a private captain; and notwithstanding it 
might naturally be supposed that such an appointment could 
have afforded him little opportunity of being serviceable to 
bis country and his private friends, or of displaying lliose 
highly ’laudable, those benevolent qualities no person will 
deny he possesses, his station, though apparently an in¬ 
active one, afforded him the means of training, and bring¬ 
ing forward, a number of young gentlemen, who have since 
distinguished themselves very highly, as well in the royal 
navy as the East India service; these persons have all been 
▼cry justly considered, in the different lines their genius or 
eonnexions have placed them, an ornament to the stations 
they severally hold. 

On the fourteenth of September, 1789, Captain Duncan 
Was promoted to be rear-admiral of the blue, a** he moreover 
was to the same rank in the white squadron, on a second 
advancemei^ of flag-oflicers, which took place on the t\vcnly- 
second of September, I71|.0. He was raised* to be vice- 
admiral of Jthe blue, on th|; first of February, of the 

white, on the twelfth of April, 1794; to he admiral of the 
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blue, on tlie first of June, 1795; and, lastly, to be admiral 
the white, on the 14th of February, 1799* During all these 
periods, except the two last, singular as it may appear to 
posterity, the higii merit Adtniml Duncan possessed, continued 
either unknown, or, to give Uic treatment he received what 
may perhaps be a more proper term, unrcgai'dcd. Frequently 
did he solicit a command, and its often did his request pass uu> 
complied with. It has even been reported, that this brave man 
had it once in contemplation to «retire altogetlicr from the sqr-- 
vice, on a very honourable civil appointment, connected vvith 
the navy, but, as this circum^ance has no Wetter foundation 
than mere rumour, it cannot be given to the world as an anec¬ 
dote to be injplicitly credited. 

At length, however, his merit burst thiongh the* cloud which 
had so long obscured it from public view. He received, in the 
month of February, 1795, an appointment, constituting him 
commander in chief in what is called the North Seas, the 
limits of his power extending from the North Foreland, even 
to the Ultima Thule of the ancients, or as far beyond as 
the operations of the enemy he was sent to encounter 
should render necessary. He accordingly hoisted his flag 
on board the Prince George, of 9S guns, at Chatham; but 
that ship being considered too large for the particular quar¬ 
ter in which the admiral was destined to act, he removed 
soon afterwards into the Venerable, of 74 guns, and proceeded 
to carry into execution tlie very important trust which was con¬ 
fided in him. 

When the patience and unwearied constancy with which this 
brave officer continued to watch a cautious and prudent ene¬ 
my, during the whole time he held the command, a period 
of five years, are considered,* it beoomes a matter of diffi¬ 
culty to decide, whether those invaluable qualities just men¬ 
tioned, or the gallantry, as w'ell as the judgment, he displayed 
on the only mrportunity tlie enemy aflForded him oY contesting 
with them Ine p*dlni of victory, ought most to render him 
the object of his country's love xnd admiration. * Tlie depth 
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of \i^nter« th^ tempestuous attacks of raging winds, Uie dag¬ 
gers peculiarljf attaclicd to a station indefatigably inaiuluincd 
off the shoals and sands which environ the coasts of the 
United Provinces, added to many dark and comfortless iiights, 
all united to render the situation, even of tlie common seaman^ 
'peculiarly irksome; what then must have been the situation 
of the commander in chief? Yet, in the midst of these dis¬ 
couraging inconvenience^ surrounded, as he stood, on every 
by perils of the most iifarniing kind, he never shrunk* 
even for a moment, from his post, .during the whole time 
he held the veCy consequential command allotted to him. 
There does nut a])pear to have been a single month in which 
he did not shew himself oil' the hostile coast lie insulted; 
though he Avas, through necessity, compelled to be content 
with tlic secondary consideration,. oi'having dared a foe to a 
contest, which they very wisely, prudently, or timidly, shriuik 
from. 

The effects politically, though dillercntly impressed on the 
minds of the whole human rare, of that event known by the 
mine of the French revolution, are still too recent to re¬ 
quire ipuch description. Never viili they be foi’gotteu, not 
only on account of their axecrable motives and mischievous 
tendency, but the pains, almost amounting to incredibility, 
which had been taken to disseminate similar principles over 
the face of the whole country. They had very justly excited 
the greatest agitation in the minds of all men; for those who 
were the friends of peace, were rucked by the apprehcn.sivc 
tortures of anxiety, while such as were not ashamed to profess 
a contrary mode of thinking, were on tlie tiptoe of expec¬ 
tation and hope, that anarchy would annihilate ail good and 
regular government, leaving tht needy, the daring, and the am¬ 
bitious, to fatten on the spoils of their country, and triumph in 
its ruin. 


In (iouiitcraction of this impending storm, different alli¬ 
ances wilH'‘prudently for^red by Britain; 30*^ in 1796, a 
formidable * Hupsian squa.1 arrived in the Downs, w ith 
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Instructions tliut its admiral should put lumj^lf totally un¬ 
der the orders of the British' commander ii| chief, in the 
same quarter. To cohmiaiid a body of men i^liose manners 
whose customs, whose discipline was' totally dissimilar to 
those of liis people, tuost' have required no common 
share of jud^eht, patience,.benevolence* and every other 
good quality that can form an ingredient in the tharacter of 
what may ^be'called a perfect man; and though we be Uo 
means wish to be fulsome iii the rage of panegyric* as to a^tii. 
bute infallibility to Admiral Duncan, it must be evident that 
he actually possesses, in a very cmiiient degfbe, those qualities 
just alluded to,' So highly chd lie acquire the love and die 
respect of bis foreign associates, that iii consequence of a 
representation made by their admiral to the Empress Cathe¬ 
rine, of the satisfaction he felt in acting under the orders 
of Mr. Duncan, she thought proper, though unsolicited, to 
honour liiih with the imperial order of Alexander Newski, 
being the second, in point of rank, among the degrees of 
Hussian knighthood. 

It were too tedious a detail to enter into the minutiae 
of those numerous services he rendered his country during 
the more early part of liis command: they were* at least, 
proofs of his diligence; though the inferior force of the 
many prizes made by the ships he commanded * miglit

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render any esertioii of gallantry on his part tmneeessary. A 
sad, a, drcadfhl ocenpener, however, which took place in the 
mouth of Ma), J797, called , forth all those ..pow'ers which 
had. BO long lain dormant: t}^> urgency and peculiarity of 
the case might be said far to execi^, in difSculty and dan¬ 
ger, any situation iii'which ; an diheer t^d thro\^^^ w!\o 
liad.to contend with only the public and avowed enemies of his 
countr}’. It is almost, needless to say we adl^ to that 
dreadful mutiny, or cospmotioft amon^ tire seatn^i,,p which, 
aft6r having raged some time j^ilh tremendom fury on board 
the Cluumel fleej at iPortsnjouth, has spread its deleterious 
contagion through the shi}>s employed .under the orders of 
Admiral Duncan. 

Fain would the Jiistoiian pass over, in the strictest silence, 

an event, the recital of wliidi brands with shame tlnit character 

« • * • ^ 
which, till then, stood foremost in the ranks of honour, and 

whose veiy failings fascinated beholders till Uiey were almost 
induced to consider them virtues. Fain would we ourselves 
banish the recollection of it from our minds, and consign to 
everlasting oblivion an act which, by comparison, raises re¬ 
bellion almost into a venial offence, and effaces fr<»m tl»e trea¬ 
sons comrnitted by our ancestors the charge even of impropri¬ 
ety. Desperate was the situation of the country; but the firm¬ 
ness and intrepidity of those noble-minded persons, who pre¬ 
ferred a loyalty, though daugcruus to tlienistilves, to any situa¬ 
tion in which appeared a single particle of dishonour, saved it 
from the abyss of destruction. No one contributed more emi¬ 
nently to effect this excellent service than Admiral Duncan. 
The dangers, the difficulties he had to encounter were new 
and unprecedented; and never did the conduct of any man burst 
forth witli more cousjncuous lu^tn:. Foreign to ilie present 
purpose >Mtl^ be any attempt at tracing the primary cause of 
this grand convulsion to its fountain head; suffice it to say, the 
seeds of sedition had be^n widely and most industrious iy 
scattered, and on such soils as appealed best'appropriated to 
die succour maintenance f.R‘ the deleterious plant. A go-

vernmental hofteslly sitggest^^ and not ^wisely ihou^yi 

perhaps incautiously carried into e^cecUtton, contributed very 
uiatcrially to promote the dreadful icqnbpij-acy! In aid of those 
necessities^ in respect to the want ofwhich the conti-. 
nuance of the war ited,,at that time, brought on Britein, every 
parish or district throughout the kingdom %vas, by law, com¬ 
pelled to «cud, in proportion to lhei|; extent and population, a 
certain number of persons to ser\e on board the fleet. , • 

The consequence had neajly-iproved fatal; among the quota 
men, as they wtae called, were a niuiiber of persons, ban]|^- 
ritpts as well uf character as fortune, wdio had before figured' iu 
wliut was considered a higher S]>hcre of life, having been 
cither petty merchants or attornies. Tliese men, not con¬ 
tented with the iniqinties t[iey bad been guilty of, and the 
depredations they had coininitted on society, in their former 
oeeupalioHS, joyfully accepted the prodigious bounty of tbirty 
guineas, or upwards, per man, coffered by different parishes, 
wiio v'\(;re aiixious to be rid of a business wbicli they consi- 
«lercd as an encumbrance, and enteied into the navy, in the 
certainly of obtaining a better nraintenunce llian the;)’ had, 
inativ of ibcin, been for some time accost-mud to. Ihev 
cntertaiiad also the hope that their introduction would aflbrd 
st.'ine opportunity of disseminating those principle^, whitb, if 
oiii.») established iii any de;:ree of force, would alford them 
:m opportunity of becoming more dissolute, ahandoned, and 
mischievous, than even their lormer situations iu society had 
permitted tin in to be. 

'I'lieir vi<'\\ri were, in no inconsideiahle degree, furthered, by 
the [njvilege tlay enjoyed of sending and receiving all their 
li tters fri e V)f postage; by ltfc!^‘ mcai^ the conspiracy found 
means to extend iosclf unseen; clioils!>ed and encouraged by 
• hose equally dangerous- ehar.ncters w hum they had left on shore, 
to act their part in a different quarter, a'chuin of correspondcnce 
was fotined, and the flume of rebellion, smokiiig in dangeroua 
coiiceulmeni, was daily acquiring «tr|ugdi, while its Source was 
undiscovered, and its extent unkuov.n. ^ 
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The fire received no small enconragemeKt from the 

serious cause of discontent which the enrollment of these mis- 
cbievous characters^ .and the circiims'anccs attending it, was 
SU^osed to have occasioned among those who were justly 
.<;»teemed British s.camen. ' Ttlese valuable persons, many of 
whom had been compelled te enter into the king s service, had 
received no higher bounty than five porinds per roan, and had 
Ibeen obliged, at the same to rclinqiii^ an employment, 

“the pay of which amounted ^ tlirce or four pounds per month, 
for the Icing s pay of twenty-tWo shillings and six pence. These 
hardships, W’hi^ the situation of the country required should 
be submitted to with patience by tliose whose service was re¬ 
quired, were eagerly Emblazoned in all tlie disgusting coIojits 
sedition could paint, through the hopes of acquiring prO'<( hies 
to her infernal purpose: hn| though expectation was sanguine, 
and that evpeclstion, in all prohalnlity, jiroitmted the i age.ness 
W'ith which (he dangerous and li(lli.‘«h emissaiie.*' just alluih d Jn, 
engaged in u .service comjilctely incoinpatihlc with their foinur 
situations ki life, yrt die event proved, in a gnat ineusurc, 
contrary to their hopes. Tlie thorough*bred seamen, notwith¬ 
standing the disadvantages under which they laboured, nearly 
without an exception, were steady in their conduct, and uni 
form in their loyalty, it Las been quaintly, though truly 
remarked, the core of the mutiny was formed of land lubbers, 
or half-and-half sailors, who, in a gale, are almost impedi¬ 
ments to the honest and spirited exertions of good and |)iac- 
tiral seamen. 

'Jbe tumour, liowever, having burst, it required the most 
consummate skill to prevent its fatal effects from ovei powering 
and corrupting the whole body, As an officer bearing t om- 
mand, no person had^ ever more endeared himself to those 
whom he w'as appointed to conduct, than Admiral lihnicinj; 
for, while benevolence and good humour bad'acquired him the 
iiniversaf lo^e of ail who knew him ; n regularity of government 
or discipUige, unalloyed Ify severity, and uhmixed with the 
smallest ^rtioh of thftt species of conduct which too often 
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appears in very humaiie well-disposed men, perpetually remind* 
ing tliose over whom they are put in authori^, oj*the great iiH 
feriority of their ^tatioti^ bad rendered him revered as well as 
adored. 

Oil the iusti^nt the baneful influence of this disease made 
its* appearance, he visited every ship in the fleet; his presence 
bad the teipporary effect of Ithuriele spear; it compelled *lbc 
daemon of discord to quit the more, pleasing shape which If 
had taken, and resume its naturjd one, disgusting, loathsome,^ 
and terrifii'; its idolatrous wor^ippers l^came, for a short 
space, ashamed of their deity, and returned to their duty 
without apparent reluctance, llie disease^, however, was only 
checked, not cured; for when the fleet put to sea, it re¬ 
newed its appearance, attended by all its former virulent symp¬ 
toms, the Venerable and Adamant appearing the only ships 
that were not thoroughly tainted with the infection.. On the 
evening before the admiral himself intended to put to sea, he 
made die signal for the IVeiit frigate to get under weigh: his 
commands were not complied with; and on inquiring into 
the cause, it was found that the crew peremptorily refused 
obeying their officers, on pretence that the regulation es¬ 
tablished immediately before, by act of Parliament, in re¬ 
spect to the weight and nicasiire of provisions, had not been 
adopted with respect to them. Tl’he fact really was, the aug¬ 
mentation bad so very recently passed into a law, that the 
particulars of it had not been at that time officially notified to 
the officers whose particular duty it was to attend to it. Tlie 
fomeuters of dissenlio.., eagerly snatching at the only existing 
chance of exciting farther tumult, had set lire to the train, by 
merely suggesting the hardship, and the conflagration spread to 
the utmo^ of their wishes. * '• 

The admiral, on this alarming occasion, ordered all itands 
to be called upon deck; tie publicly made known to ihoni the 
dclinqueuty of their companions; he informed them, of his in¬ 
tention to go alongside the frigate early in the ensuing morning, 
and compel the rebellious crew return to thcir«duty. “ VVho 
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is there,** ja^he, that on jtJn$ occasion will ifeiSfert me ?” Tl»e 
qwestio’u wa^nmedifttely answered ih the nrgatijt; liis pc*opIe, 
one accord, dedariiig their ntmosi abhorrence of such 
condimt, and Uieir assurance of. support, to the utmost of their 
' power, m thc punislimeht of it. £n fhe course of the cveniii", 
Itoweser, a letter, couched in jibe properest terins possible, was 
transmitted to , him from Iris ship's erwrpairy; they offered, I»y 
way of satisfying the disconteOt^which pervaded the crew of the 
•Tfent, and to shew them ihty fared no worse than all others 
embarked in the same cause, did, to ‘deliver to him the dif> 
ferent weights i(hd >measures used by the pursei * iu the allot¬ 
ment of dieir provisions, «nd depend entirely oii his justice and 
candour, as far as regarded their own allowances. This offt r con¬ 
vinced the mutineers of the impropriety of their conduct; the 
effusion of British blood, and by the hands of Ihitons, was 
happily prevented; for before the ensuing morning the frigate 
proceeded on the service previously ordered by her commander 
in chief. 

Towards (jthe end of May, Adinir.nl Duncan quilte.! Yar¬ 
mouth Hoads by order of the Admiralty Board, with instnu - 
tioiis to crujj-e off the back of those sands which at some di-i- 
tance environ that anchoiage, till he should be rciriAirccd. l lu- 
Nassau aud Montague, one of (i-l, the oilier of 74 gmi^, icfu*'cd 
to put to sea, under pretence that they were in the course of 
payment, ihoifgh there were at that time sciiiccly t(;n .shillings 
due to each nitm on board. This sad o.amplc induced ilic rest of 
the ships to pursue the same line of conduct; so the Venerable 
and Adamant, whose crews, as already observed, never relaxed 
from their duty, were left to jiroccod by themselves of!' the Texel, 
whither the admiral, unattended as be was, imnicdia'ely repaired. 

Stratagem supplied, oif this occasion, the place* of numbers; 
for the admiral, by making a variety o|^ signals, as to ships iu the

terwards cw/essed,, into.the belief.that the chanm4 of the Hel- 
cler was blocked np by-a force ^periiu- to that h^i himself com¬ 
manded. At this critical period, die only syin|>t<»n Of mutiny that 
ever was observed on board the Venerable made itsappearimce. 

It becomes, indeed, rathpr a matter.of wonder, consid^ing hojr 
prevalent is liie force of eiiiample, Uiat it i^ould have beoi »o tar¬ 
dy, or so languid, as it fortuuatelyjprovcd: a pldt, however, was * 
actually on foot, and w as happily discovered by some truly valu- * 
able men belonging to tho gunner’s ciew. The admiral, as l»e 
had before been frequently compelled tado, -dufing the critical 
period aliutied to, ordered ail liands to 1# turned upon deck. He 
iininediatoly addressed them in the firmest, and, at the same time, 
the coolest terms: after a few minutes, six men, among the 
stoutest in the ship, and who were clmrgeil W'ith being the ring- 
lenders of tlie conspiracy, were brought before him. It was, at 
that time, impossible to say what height the disease had reached; 
themoiiunt was more than critical; it was aw ful; and, while 
the delay of an instant might have rendered it fatab a strong 
measure too hastily or unadvisedly taken, might have been 
equally injurious to the cause of tranquillity. • 

** M\ lads/’ sail! the admiral, I am not, in the smallest de¬ 
gree, apprehensive of any violent mcasiin: *you may have in eou- 
templution ; and though I assure you 1 would much rather ac- 
quiie your love than incur your fea», 1 will, with my own hand, 
put to death tile first man W'ho .shall jn esume to display the slightest 
symptom of rebellious conduct.” Turning round immediately to 
one of the mutineas; ** Do you, sir,” said he, " want to take 
the command of this ship out of my hands ?*’—“ Yes, sir,” re¬ 
plied the fellow, with the greatest assurance. The admiral im¬ 
mediately raised his arm, with* an”intent plunge the sword 
into the mutineer's breast: be was prevented by the chaplain 
and secretary, who seized his arm, from executing this summary 
act of justice; an act rendered, at least, justifiable, if not i^oces- 
ssry, by the particular situation in whrpk not only himself, but 
^ the greatest part of those whom he c^nimaiided, were at that 
time placed. *

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The bloif being prevented, the admiral altempteri pet to 
make a second, but imm^iately called to the ship s company 
with some agitation: ** Let those who will stand by me, and my 
oflBcers, pass over immediately to the starboard side of the ship, 
that we may see who are our friends, and who are our oppo¬ 
nents.’* I,n an instant the whole crew, excepting the six fonieiit- 
^ ers of the disturbance, ran over witli one accord. I'he culprits 
were immediately seized*, put in irons, and comuiitted to the gun¬ 
room ; from whence they wc^e afterwards liberated, one by one, 
after having shewn those«igus of real’penitence, vriiicb induced 
the admiral, by well tibicd acts of lenity, to endear himself, if 
possible, still more to i^aitbfnl crew, wlio, in the midst of tu¬ 
mult, had stood faithful to their trust, uncorrupted in the very 
focus of seditious sednetion. 

Tbe instance of mild forbearance and forgiveness just related 
may not impossibly be thotigbt ceiisuiable by the stern and rigid 
disciplinarian; wdieu, however, the existing complexion of ilic 
times, added to the very exeniplaty condut t of tin* remaining 
part of the crew', are considered, together with the little ilanger 
that was to bo apprehended from any dinturhauc.; that could he 
excited by six headstrong persons, siurounded as lhe\ weie 
by as many hundreds, who revered their conunander as a father, 
and loved him as a friend, it certaiidy was worth making the ex¬ 
periment whetlicr even dissolute morals might not be reclaimed 
by lenity. The motive was benevolent, and the effect happy; 
for, except in the slight instance already related, not the smallest 
^uiptom of discontent ever appeared on boaid the Venerable. 

Let us now turn our minds from a most disgusting subject, and 
hasten to the account of one of those events which will, to the 
latest posterity, continue to gr^ice, with the utmost ^dendour, the 
page of British naval'history—the engagement with the Dutch 
fleet off Camperdown.—^The fleet of the enemy bad long been in 
a cofl^Iete state of equipment for actual .service; it consisted of 
fifteen chips of the line, six frigates, and five sloops of rvar; the 
wind wra^favourable for ^helr putting to sea; and nothing but 
the ingenious artifice abcady related, in all probuliiity prevented 
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k. At length the aduiir;il, in the lioj)e of aiuio^lng lhc?n very 
iiiatcruuly, if thev atteinji’.ed to come out, the chime*.} he'mg so 
narrow us not to admit ef moie thiui one ship passii".; at a 
time, auelioied, having tin* Adamant in company, at tlu- outer 
buoy ol the T'excl, both sh’ps having springs on their cables. 
What the c\ent of so unerpail^a eoiitesl W(m!d have been, is 
nou of little conscHjiKnee; b it v.liateMir it m.ighl h'a^e proved,

and tH^t calm h^ :^|>i^'to produce, without putting his arma> 
meirt to the Virii df jl defeat; tfiis he xvas induced to flatter him- 
self with, nndceif the teHectioii that the same wind which wafted 
Ills enemy from the British shone, would render his return into 
])ort so'easy, that he might avoid an action. 

Tlie activity of Adniiral Duheah rendered these e.vperfatioiis 
futile. Having previoUiiy 'des|)atc1ied orders to Yarmouth for 
the preparation of the different articles he stood in need of, so 
that as« little time as possible might be lost, the fleet liad no 
sooner got to an anchor, than the vessels employed in victualling 
were alongside. The commander in chief setting the first 
cxanvple of assidui^, quitted not his ship for a moment; he 
continued almost comtantiy on deck^ enconrt^ing tb^ men, and 
promoting eveiy possible exertion, insomuch, that the Venerable 
hqself was ready fm sea in four days, aud the whole of the fleet 
in less than eight. He lost not a moment in' getting out to his 
station, having received early intelligence that the event he had 
so long wished for, had actuaUy taken place. » 

Fortune propitiously‘decreed that the seal'and. unremitting 
perseverance of the admiral shotdd not pass without acquiriiig 
the reward of victory, which he had so long and so diligently 
laboured#) w?in. On the eleventh* of October, at nihe o clock 
in the morning, the headmost sliips of the fleet made the signal

flag flying at the.inaiii-top-gallaiit.niaat.head} hciilg the signal 
for an enemy. Theee ships proved to be Captain Teoflope'a 
8qu%Iroii} consisting of the Ru.ascl} Adamagt^ aiid'Beaulieu 
frigate, who had kept sigh^ ol the Hutch fleet) and watqhed 
^eir motions. Hfs Majesty *« ship Circe, likewise one of that 
squadron, joined ns afterwards. At half past eight o’clock 
A. M. saw the Dutch fleet to leeward; made the signal, bore 
up with thfi^cct, and stood towards them. At flfty itfiriutcs 
past nine, made the signal for the fleet to make morf sail. On 
approaching the enemy’s fleet, saw them fonnihg their line of 
battle on the larboard (ack; their force consisting of sixteen^ 
sail of the line, throe stout frigates, and two smaller onieS} with 
live brigs, having four flags flying, viz. one blue at the main, 
one whifeat the mizon, one blue at the mizen, and one blue at 
tbefol^-tdp.ganant.mast.head. Their frigates and brigsdrawn 
up to leewai'd df their line of battle ships, and placed opposite 
to the intiTvShi, which rendered them argreat annoyance to our 
ships, especially while passing through their line, and during 
the greatest part of the action. At eleven A. M. made the 
signal for the vui to shorten sail, to let the sternmost ships 
come up, and connect unr line as well as time would permif. 
The enemy at this time in a lino of battle on the larboard 
tack, with their main-top.saiUyards square, but keeping them 
shivering, and sometimes full, by which theiriino was gradually 
advancing towards their oivii shore, which, at this period, was 
not seven miles distant The land in sight vas situated be¬ 
tween the village of Egmont and Camperdown. By the in- 
equality of sailing of several of our ships, the squadron was 
unavoidably going down towards the enemy in no regular order 
of battle. Brought to for a short time on the starboard tack 
in order to form them; but the enemy being still advancing 
towards thefr own shore, it wqfi dAermined by our admiral to 
get between them and their own land, ut all events, to prevent 
their escape. The signal for hearing up was therefore made 
before our ships could possibly get into any regular order of 
battle. Had our time been lost ih making a regular distribu¬ 
tion of our ships, the Dutch fleet most have got so near Uieir

Onslow, in the Monarch, who 
brdke throui^ the enemy’s line, passed under tiie Dutch xiec* 
admiral’s stem, aii|^ engaged him to leeward. The Venerable 
iatending to engage th<% jbofch eommaader in chief, was pre- 
^ vented by tjhe States General, of 76 guns, boarsiKn tilue flag 
at the m%en, shooting close up with him i we tAeretore ](mt 
our helm flport, run under his stern, engaged him (dose, and 
soon forced him to run out of the line. The Venerable then 
fell alongside the Dutch Admiral De Winter, in the Vryheid, 
who Was for some time well supported, and keptnp a vei/ 
heavy fire upon ns. At one o’clock the adtion was pretty 
general, cacept by the two or three tan ships of tfle enomy’e 
line, which got off without the smallest ajm^rent injury. 
About half an hour af|er the romincnrement of the action on 
the part of the Venerable, who began only five minutes later 
than our own vicc*admiral, the Hercules, a Dutch ship of 
64 guns, caught fire a>head of ns; she wore, and drove very 
near our ship to leeward, while we were engaged and very 
roughly handled by four ships Of the enemy. A little before 
three o'clock, while passing to leeward oi the Dutch admiral 
and commander in chief on the opposite tack, our starboard 
broadside was fired, which took place piincipally among tho * 
rigging, as al{ her masts came immediately by the board; soon 
alter he struck his colours, all farther opposition being vainand 
fruitless. Admiral Dancau despatched Uie Rose cutter w tth a 
note to the secretary ol the Admiralty, coutaining the account 
of his having obtained a vu tory over the Dutch fleet Du ring 
the greatest part of the action, the ueathur-was variable, with 
showets of raiii, till half {pis^ two 9 ’c)ock, whenit fell almost 
calm.

Xhnifng the batti^ 
the Venerable was gallantly supported by the Ardent and 
. Tiluiiipb, Admiral Duncan’s secopdt, and afterwards by hie 
Majesty’s ship Powerful, who had taken her opponent,*iiien 
run up, and rendered effectual assista|n(^ to us, while sar- 
rounded by enemies. The Powerful and several others show'- 
ed by tbew gallant cohdupt^ that they perfectly umierstood 
' the signal for close actSoQ;. Could a doubt rrnjpin in the 
minds of any person in the fleet, about the meaning of any 
signal or manoeiiTre, they could not possibly mistake the gal. 

. lapt example of the two KngUsh admirals^ mid sevei^id others', 

, who entered completely into tlic meaning of the signai(.'No.34, 
and irnmeiSattdy pushed through the enemy’s line, as the only 
method of defeating the Dutch fleet in the situation in which 
they WON. It was perfectly in the jpower of the whole British 
fleet to have pat signal M into executmn. The enemy was 
directly (o leeward, and openings to pass through their line in 
seveia! parts of it i but some of aar ships, it is said, did not 
* put No. 34 into execution. Notwithstanding, the lUh of 
October, 17Q7, w'dl be remembered with ple'osorc by di^r 
friends, and regretted by our enemies. 

Tbe foregohig account is so full, that it requirp do addition 
or remark; suffice it, that w c briefly state, die action commenced 
between twelve and .one o'tjock in the afternoon, and after 
continuing rather more that) three hours with unceasing violence, 
was at last dosed by ffie surrender of nine , ships of tlie line, with 
two frigates; the remainder, though not without much difficulty, 
succeeding in efTecUng their escape. 

It has been r^mlrled, and with some truth, timt the laconic 
manner in which the gallantmdroiral fli'it announced his success, 
to the Admiralty boaixf^ hitfto Imall degree resembled^die cele¬ 
brated letter of Captain WiHou written in consequence of hU 
having attacked, taken, or (i^i$troye4, a detachmeut of the Spa¬ 
nish fleet off Syracuse. ** We have taken,*' said that l^yp.

ADAM DUNCAN. 

The admiral, as a public and proper reward for bis very 
brilliant conduct ou the foivgoitig occasion, was raised, by 
patent bearing date Octotjer the thirtieth, to the dignity of a . 
Baron and Viscount of Great Britain, by the titles of Baron 
Camperdown and Viscount Duncan. The Venerable had re¬ 
ceived so much damage, and had become so leaky, owing to 
the number of shot she had received in her hull, that she was, 
with tlie greatest difficulty, brought into port ^ and being found 
unfit for further service, without previously undergoing a tho¬ 
rough repmr, w'as, of course, ordered to be dismantled fur that 
purpose. His lordship, who continued to retain his command, 
shifted his flag into the Kent, a new ship of 74 guns, tlicn just 
launched. Soon as the shijis destined to remain under bis orders 
w^e refitted, he returned again tb his station ; andHby his con¬ 
tinued vigilance, the Dntcli trade was almost annihilated : their 
vessels, whenever any were found hardy enough to attempt 
putting to sea, Vrere captured in sight of their bwu ports; for the 
whole coaM was so completely blockaded, that iiutauces very 
rarely occttrf(|ipf their being able to elude the extreme vigi¬ 
lance of the Mulsh embers.*

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A very siiigulai proof of this fact took place; about twelvo 
months after the Camperdown fight. Two Dutch frigates, the 
Furie, of 3f), and the Waakzamhcid, of fi6 guns, had been 
lying in the Tcxcl many weeks with troops on board. Eager to 
seize the first probable opportunity of escaping, in order to effect 
a desultory descent oti some partpf tbe British dominions, being 
at last favoured by a strong easterly ^ale, which tKey flatteicd 
themselves had blown the English cruisers off their coast, they 
Ventured out to sea on the twenty-third of October, I79S^’ 
under cover of a thick fog, but were both captured on the follow¬ 
ing day, by Captain King, in the Sfrius. fiis lordship con- 
thuied to retaiu the same command till the commencement of 
the present year, but Uie exirerne caution of the enemy prevented 
him from finding any second opportunity of completing the de¬ 
struction of the Dutch maritime power; and the surrender of 
their ships at the Texel, in the month of August, 1799, has, to 
a certainty, removed to a more remote period the possibility of 
acquiring in the same quarter similar honours to those gained off 
Camperdown.

A fter the cwnelnslon of the third Dtrtcli wmr, wo opportehitf 
offered itself either to the British fleet, or that bdonging ta 
among their different cnomkis, of carrying the same maooeurre 
into execution, till the engagement between Mr. Byng and the 
French Admiral <GalU*onicre. The Iloachy-Head fight, the naval 
battles which took place off La Hogue and Malaga, were, of neces> 
aity conducted on different principles, which will be explained under 
a different bead from the present. 

In the action off Minorca, Mr. Byng had very judiciously con- 
trired to keep the adrantage of the wind; and such was the relative 
position of the two squadrons, that if he had immediately after n]rak.< 
ing the signal for his ships to go abouf, which consequently brought 
them on the same tack with the enemy, followed it with another for 
the whole fleet to make all the sail they could, without snhjecting 
themselves to confusion, and fall upon the van of the enemy, there 
teems but liulc duubt that Mr. West’s division alone would have 
insured the victory. This unfor unate man, without doviht, com¬ 
muted an irremediable suit of errors, in ordering the IX-ptford to 
■quit the line; in Ivcariitg away with the Ilamilies for the rear of the 
enemy; and in making the Signal lor the rest of the ships in his 
division to follow his example. This conduct, however ilf-jndged 
it might be, petTectl) emancipates him from tlie illiberal tiharge 
which his enemies laboured so powerfully to fix on hiyn—a want of 
personal courage; for the fact is, if he hud kept on the same ctvurse 
after the van began to engage, which he held before the action com- 
menced, the battle would, iu all probability, have boon nearly over, 
and tbc enemy defeated, ere he could have got ucarur to them than 
within random shot. » r ' • 

At two,” says Uiis unhappy man, I made the signal to engage, 
at I found it was the surest metliod of ordering «vt'ry sliip to closi; 
duvijt on the one that fell to tiieir lot; and here 1 must express my 
great tttisfactiuH at the very gallant manner iu which the rcar.ad. 
miral set the van the example, b> insUntly licaring down ontim ship 
he was to oppose, with his second, and who occasioned one of the 
Kauieh vltips to begin the engagement, which they did, by raking 
otP's as they u put down. (bore dozen on ties ihip that lujif opposite 
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fn This last act gave the fataJ check to the victory, which 

he otberirise would in ail likelihood have oiftaioed. 

On the sixteenth of March, 178i, the French sguadrOn employed 
in Aineriea''eoinpletcly baffled the British squadron' under Mr. Ar- 
buthnot by making use of this mameuvre. The enemy, who were 
really inferior in point of force, bat had the advautage of the wind, 
attacked with ail the ships th^ could bring into action, the Robust, 
the Prudent, and the Kurope: the former of these was engaged at 
one time by the French commodore, in aship of 84 guns, supported^ 
by one of 74, and another of 64; 4he other ships had the rmnaiq<»' 
der of the enemy’s squadron to contend with; the consequence 
was, that all those ships, but more particularly Uied^wo former were 
completely crippled before their companions could get up to sup- 
port them; and the French, perfeedy well satisfied with having 
saved themsolres from a more serious loss, were enabled to make 
good their retreat nilhuut further molestation. 

“ Attwo o’clock,”says Mr. Arbutbnot, ‘‘thevan ofmysquadrun 
wore in the line, and in a few minutes the Robust, which Jed the 
fleet, and aftewards behaved in the most gallant manner, w'us 
warmly engaged with the van of the enemy. The ships in the van 
aud centre of the line were all engaged by half an hour past two, 
and by three the French line was broke; their ships began soon 
after to wear, and to form their line again with their heads tu the 
south-east into the oc.an. , 

‘‘ At twenty tnmutes aftCT three I wore and stood after ihetn. 1 
was sorry to see the Rohiist, Prudent, and Europe, which were the 
headmost ships, and rec.;i\ed the whole of the eiicmy^ fire at their 
rigging as they bore down, so entirely dj-ssibled, and the London’s 
inaiii-top-sail-yaid being carried away (the two lirst unmanage¬ 
able, lyii:g with their heads from the enemy), as to be incapable of 
pursuit, and of rendering the advantage we had gained decisive.” 

The eng.Tgemeiif otr the Chesapeah, oa the 6th of September, 
I78L, is a curroLoratiiig proof of the correctness of this prin- 
riplc : the van and centre of the fleet commanded by Rear-admirals 
Craves and.Drakc, opposing ijiip to sliip with tlm enemy, loiceil 
them to give way ; while the Seven sternfijust ships of the liriti-h 
licet, uuder Sir !>amucl llpod, kept twelve of the enemy’s rear at 
b.Tv. it ntav be remembered that there was no small degree of 
niiirraiir excited among the uninformed, beran set hose ships were not 
a''tually engaged; but it inustbe evident to all candid inquirers, now 
reason has supplanted the rage ofpasslon,4l)at if the rear had borno 
away, aud eiQ!>ed with its antagonists,‘as the van did, it might, au^ 

#• 
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most prol^ablyjn'ould have bepn enclosed between two fires, tbrotigh 
which an advantage might have been gained of the most sericius 
consequences to the whole fleet. 

In short, the particular conduct of the rear proved the prefer, 
ration of the whole fleet. It will be hereafter necessary to speak 
more fully of this encounter, in treating of the manoeuvre lately in¬ 
troduced and practised with sb much success, that of cutting 
ihrough the enemy's line," 


ILLUSTRATIONS OF NAVAL HISTORY. 

T he first letter, in particular, is of the most interesting kind, as 
it tends to prove the high injury wantonly inflicted by the rage 
of party on one of the bravest and worthiest men that ever held a 
naval command—Arthur Herbert, Karl of Torrington. Tlie honest 
and unsought-for testimony borne by a person of Admiral Shovell’s' 
description, outweighs the .slanderous and cnvenonicd clamour of 
millions.

When your lordship w^s first ift si^ht of the French} I was fheii 
of y' Land’s-Kud, with 3 fregatts in my company ; and by small 
Tessclls that cam from th« eastward, I had still notiis of your seeing 
the French fl6et for 5 or 6days together; and nothing more rejoiced 
me then that your lordship declined fighting them; and S', in any 
other country but our's, your declining fighting would have shown 
yonr generalship, and been estpemed asitdescrviHi. My lord, here 
are many people in theso parts can very well remember that it was 
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my opinirm that nothing could be more to your lordship’s hon% nor 
to our country’s safety, then your keeping out of the reach of them; 
and nothing could hurt us hut fighting them ; and one need not goe 
far fur a very substantial! reason, which is, you wanted about 25 sail 
of good ships that were designed for the line of battle; and if it was 
thouglityou could bcaitthc French withoutthis 2.5 sail, why ware we 
af the unnecessary charge of so many supernum'' ships ? My lord,

I sAi LF.u from the Downs the 24th insl. in the morning, the wind 
at W. N. W, upon receiving intelligence that fifteen ships of the 
Jlrest squadron were at an anchor olV Diiiigcncss ; and at two in the 
afternoon came to an anchor about iLMght miles short ot them, the tide 
of flood then being against us, and the wind at W.S.W. they bear- 
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iiig from US) S. At eight at night the wind shifted to N. E, 
and about one iti the morning, a violent storm came on, with thick 
dark weather, (hat soon drove most of us from our anchors ; it con* 
tinned the greatest part of the day, so that we could carry no sail: 
but towards evening the weather abated, and this day (the 26th) 
we have little wind, and variable. I enclose to you an account of 
the damage that has happened to such of our ships as I have spoW 
with,*^ and hope their lordships will order an immediate supply of 
at^chors and cables to ns in the Downs, whither 1 am returning. It 
was fortunate wc did not meet with this storm off Dunkirk, or in 
thHClowns, in eilher of which places all our pilots are of opinion 
the w||ple licet would have been in imminent danger. The Roe- 
bfl^, from PortsHTouth, joined me the S'lth, when we wfcre in sight 
of the French. We cannot tell when the French broke way, not-’ 
withstanding all the. endeavours 1 used to be informed of it; but 
the Anglesea, who.se cable parted the 2o(h. at .seven in the morning, 
run close by Diingeiiess, and viewed both ^idcs of it, agd found them 
gone. The Duke, Princcs.s Royal, Prince Frederick, and Medway» 
not being in a condition to go into the Downs,* 1 have ordered Sir 
Charles Hardy with them into Spithead, and the Gibraltar to attend 
him.

trouble the house with, of dales b.ith prior and subsequent to the 
action, which leave no doubt on bi» mind that tiie French ship, so 
gallantly ilefcnded against the. bravery and superior skill of ('aptain 
'I'ru.vtiui, is- the same that arrived at Gitadaluupc from France, in 
the inoiitli of December IrfiI, called la Vengeance, mounting oUguns 
or iipwaids. 

In conlirnffition of this opinio?!,^he seejotary takes the liberty of 
stating the substance of letters received Irom Captain Daker, of the 
Delaware sloop of war, from U. H. I'lvillrps. K'u. American consul 
at Curacoa, and from D. M. Clarkson, Ksq. navy agent at St. 
Kitts. 

Captain Baker, in a letter dated (airacoa. ei:rhth of Februarv. 
tneotiuns that a French ship, called la W-ngcarue, of 5 J gnus, ha I 
left Guadalou peon her return to France, about the iirst o\ Februarv ;

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had a very severe action with the Cousteliation the following night;, 
and arrived at Cura^oa on the sixth, in a most shattered condi* 
tion ; that he understood she had lost one hundred and forty men 
in the action, and when she escaped from the Constellation, had 
fight feet water in her hold. 

Mr. Phillips, in a letter dated Cura^oa, Otb of February, to the 
secretary of state, announces the arrival there of the French sMpi 
la Vengean&c, of 56 guns, bound from Guadaloiipc to France, with 
a valuable cargo, and a large sum of specie, in a very distressed situ> 
^ion, having lost one hundred and sixty men killed and wounded, 
and her masts and rigging nearly all shot away in an engagement of 
hve hours, withi)) pistol shut, with the Constellation. 

Mr. Clarkson, at St. Kitts, in a letter dated sixteenth of February, 
states, VV"e arc certain Captain Truxtun’s gallant action was 
fought 'with la VeiigeaiiCL*, a French man of war of 44 guns, and 
five hundred picked men, from C*uadaluupo to France.” 

As to the. conduct of any particular officer, or other person on 
hoard the Consleliation, tlip secretary has no information, except 
what is to be found in the cominiinicatious from Captain Truxtun, 
by which, but still more by the result of this heroic action, it ap¬ 
pears that all the ufficer.s and men on board the Constellation must 
have nobly performed their duty. 

The praise of having piirsned, for many hours, a ship known to 
be of force so greatly snperior to his own, to bring her to action, 
and of conducting that action willi so much skill as to cumpen.sale 
for his great inferiority of force, belongs exclusively to their gallant 
commander. 

It cannot be necessary for the secretary to add to the cnlogium 
bestowed by Captain Truxtun on the brave young midshipman. 
James Jarvis, who gloriously preferred certain death, to an aban¬ 
donment of his post.

Copy of a Letter from Captain Thomas Truxto-v, to the Secre¬ 
tary of the Navy. 

United States' Skip Constellation^ 
SIR, at Seat Feb. 3, 1800. 

1 had the honour to address you (he day after my arrival at 
St. Chriatopher's, the tweiityilirst ult. as per copy annexed ; after 
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which I made every exertion in my power to get thp squadron, as 
well as my own ship, to sea, in the shortest time possible ; and gave 
all the commanders of the. different Ycssels orders to cruise sepa¬ 
rately, in certain situations, agreeably tef the copies enclosed. 

On the thirtieth, I feftSt. Christopher’s w itii the Constellation In 
excellent trim for iaUing, and stood to wSidVard, in order to occu¬ 
py the station I had allotted forniysclfy before the road of the ^ne- 
my, at C iiadalonpe, where I was informed a very largh and heavy 
frigate, of npwai^s of ddgiuis, wjb thqp lying; and early on the 
next day I fell in with I’lnsurgent, Captain Murray, and the prigp* 
brig Conqne^t, of Italy,,that had been fitted out to cruise with him 
in those seas. After a short intei-view with Capt;yn Mnrray, I rc- 
qup'^trd him to proceed to‘St. Christophrr’s without loss of thnc,-t 
and ci'Il otf our agt^t there, Mr. Clai’kson, for letters that I had 
lodged for hirn, which pointed out liis further de.stinatibn. *On our 
))ar(u!g, he immediately made sail to Iec^^a^i, and Idbntinned ply¬ 
ing to windward- Ai iuilf past seven A. AI. of the fuliowing day, 

I discovered a sail to fhe S. I'l. to whiah 1 gave chase; orid for fhe 
further particulars of that chase, a’:d the action after it, I must beg 
leave to refer yon to- the cxtrfbts from my joiiriia!, which is also 
enclosed, Jia being the best mode of exhibiting a just, fair, and can¬ 
did areount of all our t^nsaelions in (he i.de business, which has 
ended in the complete dik.manliement'of the Constellation, though, 
l^^l^trust, to the high reputation of the American flag. 

' I have just fallen in widi the Knterprizc, Lieut. Shaw', return-

{ shall be obliged, by your sending him again to me at Port Eoyal, 
Jamaica, as early as possible, as 1 shall be impatient to hear from 
)ou> especially as we are now in want of cyery thing, being a 
mere wreck. 

If I had met Captain Morris of the Adams, I should have taken 
the connnand of that ship, and kept the station to windward, leav¬ 
ing him in charge of the Constellation, to be refitted at Jamaica;

^ ship to the crown. Educated in the court, his youth was passed in 
those magnificent and romantic amusements which distinguished the 
beginning of Henry’s reign; nor was it till 1544 that he appeared in 
■AtL public character: in that year he attended the Earl of Hertford, 
^tind Dudley, Lord Lisle, in their expedition to Scotland, and is said 
' to have then entered into the naval service, in eonscqucnce of his in« 
limacy vfith the latter, who at that time commanded the fleet; with 
1 ,^ ^ these noblemen he scoured the coasts of Scotland, and afterwards 
landed at Boulogne, which was then besieged by the king in persori.

NEW INVEl^ED DiVlNC; MACHIXE.

To me (says our author) the grand question appeal s to hat 
shajic ought a certain capacity to hav e,^ that it may Uicet'sntii lh« 
Wt resistance in its progiess through the w alcr. at a given u'locity i 
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It will lie necessary first to prove that the deeper a moving body 
be immersed in the water, the greater resistance will it meet in pro¬ 
portion to the depth. This I think will appear clear from the 
following considerations:

TH£ CONSC’LS TO TUB MINlSTSa OF MARIKL. 

*■ ^ Tub consuls cannot pcrccire vrithout concern, citizen minister, 
that several vessels of the Brest fleet have been disarmed; and that

at a moment in which more than ever it was essential to complete 
the organization of our fleet, we have snflTcred onrselres to be dis¬ 
couraged by the first difllt^lties which have presented themselves. 

It is at a moment in whiqh the continental war absorbs the 
principal resonrees of the nation, a.nd th&principal attrition of go- 
Temmmit, that^he ministers of the marine, the admirals, and the 
administrators ought to redouble their courage, and to surmount 
every obstacle. 

Cause an inquiry to be made into the conduct of those admi¬ 
nistrators, or ofheers who have ordered the ^sarming of the four 
vessels which have quitted the road aud gone into the harbour, and 
of those who would have authorised the dismissal of the sailors. Such 
operations could not be legal without the special order of government. 

Take measures that sailors may be raised at the same time on 
all our coasts, and that also our ships may be equipped and stored 
with every thing uccessiary for their navigation. The French people 
wish for a marine. It eagerly wishes for it. It will make all the 
necessary saerificps, that its wish may be gratified. 

Keep a just, but strict eye upon all our officers, and upon the 
diflcreiit branches of the administration. It is time that dilapida¬ 
tions should be put an end to. Dismiss those persons who have long 
been too clearly pointed out by public opinion as partii:ipating in 
fraudulent transactions. Since the law cannot reach them, let us 
deprivi them at least of the power of domg injury. In the course 
of Frnctidor, if cirenmstances penult it, the first consul will go to 
visit the fleet at Brest. 

Rewards shall be adjudged to the ship which shall be best con¬ 
ducted, and the crew of which shall bo best disciplined. 

<< Order the commander of the squadron at Brest, a&wdl as all the 
other commanders and captains of ^hips, to remain constaiitly on 
board, to sleep in their vessels, and lo exercise their crews with in¬ 
creased activity. Establish prizes for the young seamen who shall 
most distinguish tiiemselves by their exertions, and for the gunners 
who shall fire most correctly. Let not a day pass without their «xcr- 
ctsing tbcoiselves at bring at marks on the coast, and in the open 
sea, BUONAPARTE, First Consul.

1. The commander of the road .‘hall give orders for the exerrbe 
of swimming, and similar orders shall be given by the maritime 
prefect. 

2. This exercise shall take place when circumslances shall pern;it 
it; and precautions shall be taken for the safety of the swimmers. 

3 . During the summer months there shall be a general e-xerrise 
of swimming, and prizes shall be distributed. 

4 . Whoever shall swim farthest in a given time, shall receive 10 
livres. 

b. The same prize shall be given to the man who di\cs best, and 
nails a plank to a part of a vessel under water. 

fJ. A chief officer shall have the distribution of the prize'. 

7. Thp.cabjn-boys shall be exercised every day.

FRENCH NAVAL TACTICS. 

A STIMULATION of spirit among the people in Fihik »• 
to a new organization of their inarinu, to attain which ciuL, 
the mo.st vigorous and enerptic tjlieasures are resorted A” hy llie 
consulate^ appears to engage ilie pens 6f individuals. These, how ■ 
ever, are probably in the pay of government, as tlioy have clioscn 
the official paper in that country (the Moniteur) for a tliscu‘<sioa 
OP the subject. Tlie first essay, tlie writer of which flatt' is him- 
t*elf that he lias discovered—“ What is the cause of the naval su¬ 
periority of the English over thp J rench,” is here presented; - 
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ESSAY I. 

RrnuriNn the possible causes of this excelicnco to t1ir?e, bo 
r.infiiilcrs <hat lii the two first of them, the superior architecture of 
the .shi[)s and the superior theoretic skill of the officers, the adran. ' 
tage is on the side of the French. In the third, the direction of the 
artillery on board ship, he. considers the whole supciiority of the 
Bntish navy to consist. 

“ The French,” he observes, “ direct their guns at the rigging, 
■wliinh is above all the body of th -' vessel. Three-fourths of the space 
thus aimed at, form a void, si>*<hat tlfree-fourths of the balls thus 
fired lose themselve.? in the air. From the uncertain glevation which 
is given to the guns when they are directed against the rigging, the 
balls whiidv strike the masts, must neces'-arily strike them one above 
the other; and experience proves, that fifty strokes of this kind 
against a mast do not break it, A>r though they may make the mast 
usedess for the future, they do not dismast the vessel during tibe com¬ 
bat.—Tlie yards are still le>s cv[io.sed than the masts, oa account of 
the oblique manner in whieli tliey jiresenf themselves to the enemy. 
The damage done to the cordage is not diflTicnlt to be repaired, es¬ 
pecially as the enemy must commonly be in a line from which they 
cannot depart, In order to profit of lids momentary advantage. 
iS'otwithstanding the great number of balls which pass through the 
sails, they generally serve, till the end of the engagement. 

Thn.^^ it ajipears, from theefu-cf of directing the cannon in this 
manner, that it cannot secure the di;im.as(uig of the vcs-iiH.s, and that 
the damage which it does to the yards, the cordage, and the sails, i$ 
not of great consequenre. And tlius also it is evident, that when the 
guns are pointed principally against the liggitig, the hulk of the ship 
cannot be struck, the guns cannot be fll.sniourited, nor any coii'idera- 
tile number of men killed or wounded: from which it follows, that 
the crew of the enemy being so little in jured, his valour, bis force, 
and consctjncully the briskne-ssof his fire, cannot be much enfeebled. 

“ The Englisli direct their shot always acaiust the hull ot the ves* 
.sel. It is thus that they succeed in stiiki. betw oeii wind and water, 
ill dismounting guns, and in killing such a number of the crew. In 
the first case they force thcii^enchiy to^take away a number of men 
from the management of the guns for tl^e service of the pumps, jmd 
nothing is so fatiguing or dispiriting as this. Whinate.ir of sinking 
is induced, men arc not much disposed to contend for victoiw. 'i'Jie 
dismounted guns cannot then be replaced. The carnage which is pro¬ 
duced among the crew diminishes its number, and spreads terror au'<t 
alarm among the survivors to such a degree, that their courage, their 
force, and coiu equcntly the briskness of tlieir fire must abate.

“ When the cannon arc directed against the hull of the ressefsy 
the halls which ^ass ahore must pa«s iUmost at the same height, so 
that those which strike the mast hit them nearly at the same point, 
and it is this which injures the mast precisely in the manner wbicb 
can bring it by the board. 

It appears to follow, j(fom the above reasonings, that the man¬ 
ner in which the English direct their guns must produce a mach 
greaeter effect than that employed by the Freach, and that the superi¬ 
ority of the English marUic in battle consist^ in the better employ¬ 
ment of its artilleiy, that is to say ,oin the better directing of it. The 
facts which have taken place in'tho principal combats of this war 
support these reasonings. On the first of June, 1794, the English 
had two vessels dismasted, the French had eleven. In the battle of 
the Nile the former had one, the latter had six. The English dis¬ 
masted vessels were those which lost the greatest number of men.— 
Other similar facts might be added, but they are so well known that 
it is unnecessary to enter into so wide details. 

<< In order to make the truth of the preceding reasonings, and 
the utility of thejr application more full, let us examine into the con¬ 
duct of the English admirals in battle, with a view of seeing w hethcr 
they have sought by fineness of manmurrlng, the advantages of po¬ 
sition, &c. or if they have depended upon the manner of directing 
their artillery. On the first of June, 1794, Admiral Howe, being 
to windward of the French, who cx]>ectcd him, made tlie signal to 
his fleet, that each ship should manoeuvre in such a manner as to 
attack his adversary iu (lie citemy’s line. Thinking himself secure 
of victory, he only added to this signal another w'hich instructed 
them to get to leeward of the French, with a view of rendering their 
retreat, after defeat, more difficult Admiral Duncan, In the battle 
of the Texd, acted in the same manner precisely >rith Howe, l)c> 
lieving himself, like him, sure of success, he passed to Icunurd of 
the Dutch, in order to prevent them, after the battle, from retreat¬ 
ing into their ports, which were to leeward. When tlie advantage of 
the wind is in possession, as in the two preceding cases, and when, 
instead of profiting of the advantage which this position affords, it 
is only sought to oppose shi{. to ship/ it is to be presumed that great 
confidence is placed iu tiic manner of directing the guns. 

Admiral Nelson did uut attack the whole French line—but 
why he not. do It was because his enemy being at anchor, 
allowed hint to employ ail hh vessels against a part oftiicirs, and 
because (he Fr^ich rear-guard, from its position and the state of the 
wktd, could only be a spectator of the destruction of the advanced 
guard and of the centre* 
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The conduct of Admiral Rodney, on the 12 lh of April, 1782, 
and of Howe on the 29th of May, 1794, may be opposed to the or¬ 
dinary tactics of the English ; but it ought to be examined why they 
acted in this manner. On the 12 th of April, 1782, the French had 
the advantage of the wind, and sailing better than the English, could 
keep themselves at a distance,w'hich was not consistent with the Eng- 
Jislf tactics. Rodney found himself obliged to break their line, in 
order to fight them nearer. The conduct of the French enabled ilim 
to succeed. On the 29th of May, 1794, the French had also the ad¬ 
vantage of the wind over the EngHsh, aii^l as they did not shew them¬ 
selves disposed to come spfiTiclently near, to engage in a decisive af¬ 
fair, Admiral Howe, in order to force them to it, endeavoured to 
break their line. This manoeuvre did not succeed^ It is known iu 
what confusion his fleet then was, and what the French admiral had 
it in his power to do. It may be supposed, from the conduct of the 
French in the battle, that their intention was only to get clear of 
the English vessels, so ns to avoid a decisive aflair, and they have 
so much this habit, that in (he battle of the Nile, in which almost 
all the vessels were at anchor, they nearly gained it. The headmost 
vessel of the English line, to which a French vessel surrendered, 
and which, on the following morning, set sail to prevent the flight 
of the two French ships and of the two frigates which escaped, and 
whose fire she receded in passing, bad only one man killed and a 
few wounded.—The scenud vessel a-head of the English.line had 
only two men killed, though a French vessel surrendered to her 
alone, (ithcr similar examples might be adduced. 

“ To convince one’s self of the superior utility of killing as many 
as possible of the enemy, rather than of injuring their ships, it is 
only neco'^sary to read the ofliclal account of the English captains 
who have been taken, to shew that it is always the greatest loss of 
men which has forced them to surrender. If the superiority of the 
English marine docs not depend on the n anner of their directing 
their artillery, upon what does it depend ? Why are (he continual 
defeat', which their enemies experience never interrupted by tiie 
chances' of war ? The French have reduced naval tactics to a system. 
The English never study it ^ they have not even a school for the 
marine.. The facility with which they triumph over their enemies,, 
has made them neglect the study of a theory stivclr necessary for 
the perfect knowledge of the practice which it teaches. ' 

“ It may be said, perhapsT, that the English vessels art inanutd- 
with better sailors, and a greater number of them, thau the French ' 
—but, in a battle, there is only a certain number chosen to perform 
the manoeuvres, the remainder attend to their guns, and a sailor U 
|3ab. Cfbion. (UoU IV, u 

£3d Edit.] 
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not better for 4his than another iran. The French hare can^OUltefs^ 
—the Knglish liave none. Are the Knsliifh sailors more brave than' 
the French? They xhonhl be., if bravery consists in a great measure 
in the rontidenco which one has in the means of displaying it, and in 
thti smallness 6f the danger wh¥:h a person believes th^ he ifnns^ 
The habit of conquering also makes them engage in battle with an 
eiw^husiiism and courage, w hich men accustomed to defeats*se. 
vere losses caiiuol have. Do the English soldscrs^rescmble tbevTsaUors? 
— .Vo; the French troop.s are to them, in this respect, what the 
Eaglish sailors arc to the I"renej*sailors, .ind for the same reasons. 

“ It ap|x5ars, from these new observations, that the superiority 
of the English Tgarinc coiKsists in the manner of their directing th<'ir 
guns, and that the excellence of its oflicers and sailors in the day of 
battle, is only the natural consequence of this. 

“ If its own means of victory were em])Ii>ycd against this marine, 
it would not Jong cmitinne to be tlie priiicipal supportof a govern- 
menf which is the greatest ol)-.tiicJ-o to tiie triumph of the cause o.‘ 
liberty.”

They have thoiigh%^i^-«reason, 
that he nbose head is responsible for the success of ah Hperation, 
ought alone to be trusted vrith the choice of the materials, andfthe

On thc'$5th iilti id>out sIh P. M. off Ostend, his Majcst^S ship the Neme* 
ala, C^apt. Baker, Terpsichore, la Prevoyant, the Arrow, ot' 40 guns, and Nile 
lu^gjsr, fell in with thePreya, a Danish frigate, bavinf^itidcr convoy, two 
iditps, two bri^ and two galliots. The Nemesis hailed her, aad said she 
Would send her boat on board the convoy. The Danish commander replied, 
that if he atteinpted it he would fire into the boat. The Nomesis's bout was 
then lowered down, ivith four^fien and a midshipman in her, ready to go oa 
hoai^ the convoy; the Danish frigate immediately fired several shot, which, 
nii.<sing the boat, struck the Nemesis, and killed one man. The Nemetds im> 
mediately j^ave the Dane a broadside, wlien a most spirited action took 
place, which lasted for about twcnly>live minutes, at the end of which time 
tiie Danish frigate being much crippled in licr masts, rigging, and hull, struck 
l»er colours. 


The Danish frigate and convoy were brought into the Downs on tile €tb 
instant. ,

By the conduct of the Danish commander it appeared to be the intention 
of the Court of Denmark, in conjunction with that of Sweden^ to try tlie 
cfiicstiun of the rigJjt of British ships of war to examine neutral vessels, 
w hich opinion is strongly strengiiicncd by the following extract of a letter we 
have received from Gibraltar. 


A Swedish frigate, of 44 guns, having some vessels under convoy, was 
met by the Leviatlian, eomnianded by Admiral Dnekworth, who hailed tlic 
, Swedish frigate, desiring to know w'hat were the ships that were under «)n- 
voy. Not receiving a satisfactory answer, Adnilntl Duckworth said he should 
bend a boat on,board. The Sweibsli captain replied, be would fire into any 
boat that should attempt to do so; which threat he carried into effect, and 
killed one of wr seamen in the jAiviuthan's hoar. Upon this. Admiral Duck« 
worth ordered his sliip to be laid tdougside tlie Swede, iufunned the eaptain 
that he had coiptnittcd murder vm a Uritisli subject, and that it would only 
be doing him justice to ^pen tlie lower deck ports of the i^eviathan, and give 
him a broad^ule. He insisted, hupeyir, that the Swedish captain sliould 
follow hitii into Gibraltaiy and tbere cxplniTl his conduet. The result is not 
known.’' ^ '

GENERAL OIfc’ERVATtON9»ON THE CONIHJCT OE THE 
NOR'niEIlN POWERS. 

Tlic British navy, in the zenith of its power, with nearly its full force, 
ready fo.r action, has little to apprehend from a confedjjfacy, merely now 
beginning to arm; and let it be remcinhercd, that for nearly half the year, 
the very elements themselves suspend the action of these dreadful aiit«!;(i- 
iiists; the ice is, for many months, nn impenetrable blockade; and fur the 
remninder, it is more easy, afier having laid Copenhagen in ashes, to block: 
up the Sound, a strait of only four miles hrond, with convenfent anchorngeX 
and sliiit them up to quarrel with each other, than it is at present to gimtd 
the entrance of Brest harbour, or was heretofore to coop in the Dutch. !^at 
all the ghust.s in the c.istlc of EUiaenr would, wc l>c]ieve, prevent this pro¬ 
ject being executed by less than twenty sail of the line. 


SECRET EXPEDITIONS. 

THE two naval cxpeMiiiuns, which have been so long in prcpamiion, have 
at length put to sea. The fifst, with the troops whicli had been cncum])e(i 
at iM'uihainpion. and those assembled at Porlsinouth and the Isle of Wight, 
sailed from .St. Iltlens on the 8th instant, and was to proceed to'Plyinuuilt 
lor the purpose of recoiling additional forces, making in the whole 17,000 
men. The fleet employed on the second expedition appeared off Yarmouth 
on the Oil), when, a iVigate hearing signals having fired four guns, it was 
speedily.joined by the whole of the squadron, under the command of Ad¬ 
miral /lickson, then in that harbour, and immediately made sail to the 
eastward. 

iSio otlkial informal ion ha? hitherto transpired respecting the destination 
or success of cither of tliesc fleets. The troops the\ carry consist chiefly of tlj*' 
Dutch regiments, under the cmnmatid of the hereditary Prince of Uraugis. 


VAN DIEMAN’S LAND DISCOVERED TO BE AN ISLAND. 

GOVERNOR HUNTER, who eontiiuics indefatigable in Iiis exertions for 
the improvement of Botany-bay, Imving ei^ertained a conjecture that the 
land called V aii-Dicinai/s Ijind was not a part of tlie coasiof Ncwlfuliond, 
but probably a group of islands separated from its souihern extremity by a 
strait, fiUod out a two-decked boat of 15 tons burthen, built at Norfolk 
Island, and sent her to the southward, under the direction of the second 
lieutenant and surgeon of the Helinnce man of war. The boaf passed 
through u wide and extensive strait, and completely circumnavigated Van 
Iliemairs Land, entered two of its rivers, and went many miles op the 
country.

Ho expressed on that 
occasion, that his only reason for so doing was because he con¬ 
sidered Mr. Shute as the man of all ollicrs most desen'ing of 
being a^pted by him. 


Some years after this, a second vdry considerable csbite w as 
beqneatiicd to the same honourable person l>y Francis Barring¬ 
ton, of Tofts, in the county of J'ssex, I’^q. who had married 
his aunt.

Barrington; and, on the lsc-<!:' July, 17-0, he was created an 
Iri)&;|i!ecr, by the lilies of Baron Barrington of Newcastle, and 
‘ Viseptmt Barrington of Ardglass, in that kii%dom.

'',uei)co of liis own merit and worth, than by any iidvantage whiph hetlC' 
nved from his noble biilh, rlirmtgli tlic ditfercut subordinate stations, till he 
.'jt length became comtnandvr of the Mercury fiie-ship. He w'nspromoted, 
on the I.S 1 I 1 of March, 17 10, to be captain of tlie Adventure, a lifl,h rate, and, 

11 the ensuing month, was made governor of Nowtutindlmid. I« held that

He was immediately after tl»is promoted to the Nottingham, of CO guns; 
and, in the Cohrse of a short cruise, on which he immed'.atclv prococdctl, .'ink 
a Jai'ge French privateer called tlje Bacchus; all the crow were, however, 
3avcd, except the liculc-naiit. Ills lordship was taken ill on his return into 
jxirt, and unliappily did not long survive this exploit, dying Jati. 2, 174C-7. 

It is elscvvheic rcintirkod, that from n ninltitudc of concurrent testimonies, 
lie appears ro have been an ofiiccr who attained a great share of popularity, 
end was indeed very tk-civcdly the idol of all seanuai wlio knew him, as 
well on account of the Ingh opinion entcrtiiined ol his gallantry, as an mviiv 
riblf; fund of good Innnour, uhu li kilter qnallvy coiu.iiiated the affections of 
ineu ia Uie same degree tinii the first related excited their admiration and 
Cstepin.

Chartres, a French East India ship of considerable force. 

Of this encounter the following official particulars are given; 

At nine in the morning his majesty’s ship Bellona, commanded 
by the Honourable Capt. Barrington, garc chase to a sail standing 
to the casitwavd, and at one discovered her to be an enemy. In 
three quarters of an hour the chase hoisted French colours, and 
fired at the Bellona, which Captain Barrington, not thinking hioi'.

Ue is-said to have cotmnued capta* o5u.the T..eopard till the beginning of 
the year 1745, when he wiis proniuted to the Detiauee of 6l) guns. Having 
unhappily contracted a habit of intemperance, which occasionally rcnch'ied 
him very unfit for command, and betrayed him into several breaches of 
duty, his misconduct at last became so apparent and glaring, tinO he was 
brought before a court-martial, of which Mr. Grilhii was president, held on 
board the mibury, at Purtsnmuth. The charge against him being iucoiicro. 
yertibly proved,.lie was .sentenced, to he dismissed the service on the @8th of 
March, 1746. He did not long survive this disgrace, the cause of winch all 
benevolent men* while they coudenm* must at the same tui]« compassionate.

Nat long a^r the return of Captain Bhrringtcmt hito poit 
with his at lestst'^el'ore the canfilusibn of the then current 
year, he rtenjaved'into tl«h Romnej, a laqte fifth rate', mounting 
44 guns, in jahicli ahtp lie contiimcd till the cOiulubion of the 
war; but unfoitunatcly Wothont iiieetin't with au) second oppoi- 
tiinity of distuiginshing himself so cscuispit uonslc as he had b< fore 
done. Not long after the cessation of hostilities lie n ns appointed 
to the Seahorse, of 20 giue, and ordcicd to the iSleijiteirancan 
with the late Admital Krppcl, who was appointed to command 
on that station, witli the estuhli‘dicd lank of couimodoie. While 
eiaplpjed in {hat quartci, he was paitiuilaily nccupictl in Uic 
civil capacity of a ncguliatoi with the difieieiit piiaticai states oi 
tlio coast of Barbaiv, for the laiisuni of many British subjects 
who had been captured at difleieijjt times, and were then lield 
in a state of slaveiv. This occupation, melancholy and disagiee* 
able as it might on some accounts be eousideied, \\as on olliers 
far from unacccptable^tp a man of Mi. Barrington’s ht'oevolent 
turn of mind.—After much dillic idly he succeeded in efFecting 
hi^ purpose; if not so completely a^ lie himself might wisJi it, 
at least as w ell as the pcc idiar nature of his commission aUowcd, 
which appears by the follow Afg ^tracts from oilicial documents:

In four or fire days, Captain Barrington will $a^ from hence in

pointed to tlw Crown,-ii fifth rate, of 4^ ahd 'dVdered’to 
the coast of Guinea; a quarter more particularly in time Of 
peace, where he could hiive no opjioftnnity df being othervi ise 
thiui veiy uninlerestingly employed. J^e dfd not, lio^yever, long 
remain on that station, and im mediately on his return to Eng- 
laiivi was promoted to the Norsvudi, a fourth rate, of 50 guns, 
one of the ships Ordered to be put into commission and equipped 
for immediate serviex^, iu consequence of the various encroaclr- 
niciits made by thejl'reuch on the British seitlemenls in'North 
America. The squadron dcsiiiud on this occasion to assist in 
punishing the insult witicli t{:e honour of the natipn aud thO 
property of plundered individuals had received, was put under 
the ernnmandof Commodore Kcppel, who was entrusted at tlie 
same time with tire protection of a fleet of transports, having on 


board a nnmber of troops, with ili-eir |:afnp equipage and ar¬ 
tillery. Tlliis army tvas coinmaudcd by the brave, but rash and 
imprudent General Bradd<^k; and the quarter in’ which it was 
dcstine^to act being so far removed from the coast, as to ren¬ 
der atly jpian of cp-operation impossible^ the .naval transactions 
of that expedition were necessarily confined to the mere pro¬ 
tection of the troops on their passage, and providing for their 
different wants, as far as circumstances would permit, after they 
ivere landed. 

Captain Bgrrin^on, after having remained for a sIiorJr^tinj|| 
' subsequent to his return to Europe without holding any edm- 
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mission, was^ in 1 7.^7, appointed to the Achilles, a new ship of* 
Go ^uns, one of the fleet,(kstiued for the home or channel ser¬ 
vice. soon as^.\v|is equipped, he was ordered on jbe un¬ 
successful eiij>edition gainst Rochefort. Independent of that re* 
luctance with which it ts natural for all people to outer into any 
^ detail of an.QCcurro]qce ,<m;i \vhicli, ^ wdsltcs ^nd expectatiCns of 
a whole after hninj an;|h^y fi»e^> were .chilled by the 

severest disappointment, Bhrriug^ uas so trivially 

concerned in? it, as to render an^ account <n the trans¬ 

action irrelevant and improper. He wa^ afteiw'ards. ejnph>yed as 
a channel enpeer dufit^ the remainder of that year^ and at the 
commencement gf the ne.vt, was occupied in a similar kind of 
service, under tlie orders of Captain Piatten, who was senior 
ofliccr of onfc of the small squadrons which uere constantly kept 
in the channel and off the coast of France, to ^^event as much 
as possible the depredations that might olhoi wise have been com¬ 
mitted by the enemy’s cre.isrrs. 

This little armament h.ad tin* good fortune to fall in with the 


Raisonable, a Fjoj-eh .'.hip. of war, nionnting 04 guns, whi<'h 
the -Dorsetshire, ( onnnuiided by Captain, afterwards Sir Peter 
Denis, wa.s immedia: .Ij orch'i-'-d to chase; but, iti consequence 
of its being di.sc;Act'd that tSio object of pursuit was a very 
large vessel, Captfin P.n nngton was ordered to follow in pur¬ 
suit, and to support the if necessary. Tlie superior 

sailing of the laltej. and ilie briskness of her attack, pre¬ 
vented Captain Barrington from acquiring that opportunity of 
distinguishing him.self which his gallantry and natural spirit 
flattered him, with the hopes of, when first ordered to pursue.— 
He continued occupied in the same line pf active service till the 
year 1700, when he was ordered to Ixmishourg,' which forti ess

had not long before been captured from the,enemy. Previously, 
however, to his quitting a stuticn on which he had been so long 
co(!p(d;^ed, be had the happiness, in the month of April, 17^, of 
iBkfling ill witli a French ship of war called the St florentine, which 
was of equal force with the Achilles. After a short chase he got 
^lose up with bis antagouist, whom he brought to , a very close 
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9otion, ^«'hich was closed after a eon^ued contest of two hours^ 
bj the surrender of the enciny. • 

The (peculiar imanTOr and address w'Uh which the Achilles 
was .maneeuvred daring ihe encounter^'Te'Hecte(| a brilliancy on 
the character oi her cortimaddcr,' superior>^f jpossible, to the 
lustre produced by the most splendid achieveit^t. Furious and 
uninterrupted as the actioti haiira^^d for siich a lengtii of tiihe^^ 
two persons crnly wereiHled^ lils^st^enty-three wounded, among 
Mr. Barrington’s crew ; wir^ oi^oard the French the carnage 
had exceeded five ftmes that number; the ship itself being re> 
duced at the same tinto almost completely to a wreck, not only 
by the loss of all her masts; 1>ut by the extreme ihjury she had 
received iii her hull. Prudence and ability; connected with a 
proper portion of spirit, render the cliaracter of a commmidor 
perfect; and, in few instances have these united qualities ap¬ 
peared with greater advantage than they did in that of Captain 
Barrington, in the different occasions which he met with of 
displaying them. 

After the return of Captain Barrington from Louisbourg, at 
the close of the year the Achilles was taken into dock for 

repair; a necessary op'‘ration, in which the greatest part of the 
winter was consumed: w hen completed, he w'as ordered to pht 
tiimself under the cuinmaiid of Commodore Keppel, with w'hom 
he accordingly proceeded on the expedition undertaken against 
Bclleisle. Here he again signalized himself, particularly in tiie 
attack of one of the forts situated near the shore, which, had it 


not been previously silenced, would very materially have in¬ 
commoded the troops during their debarkation. So much did he 
distinguish himself, that, as a mark of Mr. Keppel’s esteem, 
he was chosen by tliat gentleman to be the bearer of his official 
despatches, in whicl^ he pays Captain Baitington the follow ing 
concise well-deserved compliment: " Captain Barrington having 
been employed in many of the operations on this service, 1 have 
sent him home with this letter, and beg, sir, to refer yiMi to 
him for the particulars.” He cantinued in the same ship tili 
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))e8i)y oondii^ioO of die war, but MPa«, generally spealdng, 
ver^Hinlnftt^edly employed, bwing to the btaction <rf ibe euc- 
tajf, naturally coti8c<}tiu>it to (be Itoavy losses whu^ tbcir marine 
Imd MiStahied. 

In the eaily pait'olf die jtar 1782, indeed, he nerved in die 
small armament to switch (he onions fdd Imentioned had<^bled 
ibiitain to reduce her naval stationed in the channel. Be* 
tore the actual cessation of fHostitities took plate, he was ap* 
pointed to the Hero, of 74 ^ns,' one of the ships emplt^'ed in 
the same line of service that tt^e Achilles had been, and under 
die same flag'*ol|^cef, the late Sir Charles. Hardy. 'Fbe Hero 
Slaving been pat out of commission and dismantled, as> soon a^ 
the definitive tieaty of peace bad taken piioe, Mr. Barrington 
did not take upon him any subseqaent cbminand till the jear 
3768, when he was appointed to the Venus frigate, of 36 gun&, 
which w'as at diat time considered as the finest sliip of Uiat clast 
that hud ever belonged to the British na%y. 

The cause of this appointment was, that Captain Barrington 
might act as naval instructor or tutor to bis lio^al Highness tfir 
late Duke of Cumberland, who had then detormiited on entering 
into the naval set vice. No person more fit or more capable of 
undertaking such a charge could have been found. Hie prepara* 
toiy service in the navy, as far as regards a personage of his 
highnesses elevated rank, was, at that time, a mere matter of 
form; fur, it had been customary, as in die case of bis ro)al 
bi other the Duke of York, to {momole princes to the rank of 
fiag-oflkers, almost as soon as those bodily inconveniences ge¬ 
nerally experienced by persons on their first going to sea, bad 
worn off. But in proportion as this preliminary service was 
dispensed with and short^ed, by so much the more did it be¬ 
come incumbent on the preceptor to be diligcnt*m communi- 
Gating hb iiistiucudiis, and on the pupil to be attentive ui re- 
cehriog them; so that this appointment which might have been 
curs^y passed over as a circumsUnce of trivial or no conse¬ 
quence, will be found, on closer examination, to be one of the 
greatest compliotents that could have been bestowed on him. 
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Captain Bariington^ that die rules uf the service might be 
piescrved, at least 4 »tt such occasions as it hai^ b^<ni unusual to 
dispense tvith them« resigned die com^aiid of tbe Venus for a 
few days, in the.eoufse of tbe^nonth of October following his 
appointment, in order to afford die opportunity to his royal pu¬ 
pil of behig promoted to the rank of poet-captain. The duke 
being (Quickly afferwwrds advanced to die station of rear-admiral 
of the Hue, Mr, Bariington reeUteod his former as com¬ 
mander of the Venus, and hadth« honbui of attending hjis royal 
highness to Ltsbon. After his return to England, he continued 
without holding any commission till the year uhen, in 
consequence of an apprehended niptuie with Spain relative to 
the Falkland lslands> he was appointed to die Albion, of 74 
guns, orio of the ships oidered to be equipped at .Chatham on 
that oocoiHon. The dispute being accommodated, the ship just 
mentioned uas ordcicd to be retained in coinnussion as a guard- 
ship stationed at Plymouth, wUeie Captain Bairingtoii continued 
to command hcrduiing the three smcceding vears. 

In 1777 ,all prospect having vam»lied oi tuiminaliug the con¬ 
test ubich Imd then so loug subsisted between Gicat Biitain 
and die Ametican colonies, and as it Ik came e^ely day inoie 
and more probable that Piancc had ic<>oIved on becoming a 
party lit the dispute, Oiimt Biilain applied hei&elt with no in- 
coiisideraH© degiee of eaincstncss to the equipment of a forim- 
dable nuMtl fmrcc. Mr. Baiiiiigton was accoidnigly cuiitmissioned 
to the Pimee of Wales* a thud rate, of 74 guns, one ol the ships 
Oideicd to be fitted fur immediate seivice. As soon as the ship 
was ready for sea, it was ordeied out on a ciuisc in the bay of 
Biscay, for die purpose of distiessing the Ainciican commerce, 
and met with no inconsiderable shaie of success. Mi. Baiiiiig- 
ton, however, was on the point of engaging ui a far more active 
scene, and consequently fai nioie agreeable to his active turn of 
mind. Being promoted, on the 2 Sd of Januaiy, J778, to the 
rank of rear-admiral of ftie white, he hoisted Ins flag of board 
the samu ®hip, and was ordered to the Wist Indies, having 
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been invited "With the chief commnd of tlijp naval forces em¬ 
ployed in that quartcs'^ as succealor.to Admiral Young. The 
rupture with France, ^e ev«it which had bwn so' loug taedi- 
tjitet^ that counity, and considered'p iifevjtablc by j&ttain, 
having Cf.‘tD>nenced, in 1778, the furbe tthdef the orders bf ftfe 
vice-adoiii al became, totally inid^ualB id die protection oC-such 
vil^uiiblc possessions as <the West luaw islands, h^r, Hiotliam 
was acco) dityjly d^ehed to enforce him from North Ameri¬ 
ca, with tw'o ships of 04 gmifi ithree of ftftytf and a 

boMib-kemh. This squadron also served to convoy to the West 
1 . which wore then very ill j^afmoned tind provided^hh 
Wo i a fleet consisting of flft\ hired transports, having on

b !aid a cohSKierable land force, intended ,np^ merely for the 
protection qf the British possessiuua, but for the annoyance 
and aUack of any colonies, the property of the enemy, which 
shtii. u bo considered .ik vulnerable. 

A junction having been liappily formed with Mr. Barrington 
at Bai budocs, w here he had collected the whole force under 
his command, \hich consisted of no more than two two-decked 
ships, the Prince of Wules and Buyne, with six or seven small 
frigates and sloops of war, it was resolved to commence the 
operations against the enemas, by an immediate and powerful 
attack on the Fu iich island of St. Lucia. Scarcely had the 
troops obtained a footing on the i.slaiid, when the whole atten¬ 
tion of the admiral was, through necessity^ diverted to a sud¬ 
den, tho .gh baldly unexpected enemy, in the Count d’Bstaiug, 
who had arrived at Martiiiico a few daya before. Tire following 
plain unadorned account of the principal transactions which 
took ]>lacc on this eventful occasion, cannot fail of proving in¬ 
teresting in the extreme to every lover of his country and every 
adnmer of gallantry: ‘

Sir,'- * 

In my letter of ttie 34tli of last month from Barhacloes, 1 iiu 
farmed you of the. Venits^s arrival there, Mith atir aqfrount of 
Commodore fioiham’s behig on his way to join roc; and ypu will 
now \>lease to acquaint my Lords (Commissioners of the Admiral^, 
that the commodore arrived there on the TOth instapt, 'Rrith his 
majesty’s ships the Nonsuch, St. Albans, Pri'ston, Centurion, 
Isis, and Carcass, and fifty«blfte transports; having on board 
3000 troops,, under the command of Major.geiieral Grant. 

To save time and prevent the confusion naturally arising from a 
changi^ of signals among the transports, 1 adopfed those of the 
commodore, and directing him to lead with the landing division, 
put to sea the 12th in the morning, in order to carry into cxocit. 
tion their lordships* secret instructions, and about threeo’clock on 
the following day anchored here with the whole squadron; except 
the Ariadne, Ceres, Snake, Barbadoes, and Pelican, which 1 had 
stationed along the coast to intercept any vessels attempting to 
escape from the island. 

More than half the troops were landed the same morning, under 
the direction of the commodore, assisted by the Captains (jritTitli, 
Braitbwaite, and Onslow, and the remaindiT the next ^^Tioruing 
(the 14th), when they immediately got possession of the Careenage; 
and it was my intention to have n-moved the transports thither as 
•oon as possible, had not that measure been prevented by the ap. 
pcurance of the Freuch fleet under Count d'Fstaing, of whom i 
received notice in the evening, by signal from the Arijdiie. 

It therefore became necessary to scenic the ports as well as wc 
could in the bay, and the whole night was accordingly employed 
hi warping them within the ships of war, and di-posing of the lut- 
ter in a tine across the entrance in the order they stami in the mar. 
gin:* the Isis to windward, rather inclining into the bay ;* the 
Prince of Wales, being- the most powerful ship, the outermost to 
the leeward ; and tbujknus, Aurora, and Ariadne, fliinking the 
space between the ip||patid the shore, to prevent the enemy's 
forcing a passage that way. 

Almost alt the transports had fortunafely got within the line be. 
fore half past eleven in the morning of the Idlli, when tlie count 
thought proper to bear down and attack us with ten sail of the line, 
happily without doing ns any material injury ; and at four in the

necessary sail to get to .windward again. 

Ttic next day (the 16tb), the count shewed a disposition id at¬ 
tack us a third time; but.on thu^ppearance of a irrigate standing 
for his fleet, with several signals flying, he plied to windward, > 
and in the evening anchored ofl'Gros Islcf, about two Icagties from 
us, where he s^ll continues, with ten frigates, besides his twelve 
sail of the luie; and notwithstanding this superiority of force, he 
has been accompanied, from his first appcaratiGe, by several 
American privateers, one of them‘'commanded by the outlaw Cim- 
ningham, who last winter infefted the coast of Portugal. 

That night and the following day, the enemy landed a large body 
of troops from a number of sloops and schooners, which had an. 
chored in Du Choc bay, and on the ISth made a spii it«“d attack 
both by sea and land on onr postat the Careemage, but met with a 
very severe cheek, having been repulsed with great courage by a 
Email detachment of our troops under Brigadier-gcnci^al Meadows. 

They*havc attempted nothing of conseipience since, and what 
maybe fheir future plan of operations 1 cannot conjecture; but 
their continuance at anchor has afforded us an oijportnnity not only 
of getting in all the cruisers, except (he ('ures, and ail the ti aris- 
ports, except one (with only the baggage of the oHicers of three 
companies on board), which has fallen into the ^niumy^ hands, but 
also of strengthening ourselves by warping the ships of nar fartlmr 
into the bay, and making the line more compact, removing the Vc. 
nus astern of the Prince of Wales to flank that passage, and erecting 
batteries at each point of the bay, that to (he northward under tho 
direction of the Captains Cumniing and llobcrtsoii, and that to the 
louthward under Captain Ferguson. • jj; 

This being the situation of the sqtiitdrdjjM the army bj^g in 
possession of all Uie strong holds in the ne^bourhood of (he hay, 
such a spirit of cheerfulness, unanimity, and (xtsolution aeioates 
th^hyle oi^^ur little force, both by land and sea (mttwitbstand. 

|pig the amassiog fatigue tlicy have undcurgoac), that wc are under 
no appreh'enrions from.mny attempts the enemy may meditate; and 
from the accounts which have been transmitted to me from Captain 
Linzee of the Pearl, who arrived at Barhadoes the i^tU instant, . 
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that Vice-admiral JJyron to sail from lUiodc Island for Barba- 
docs, the I8t;b of last month, with sixteen sail of the line and 
several frigate, there is every reason to hope he will soon be here, 
in which caseafTah's in this country must tahe a very decisive turn 
in fivonr of liis majesty’s arms. 

Should any unioresecn accident, however, prevent^hc vice-ad¬ 
miral’s arrival, thCir lordships will, nevertheless, be pleased to 
assure his majesty, that every thjng which can possibly be done,by 
so small abody of .troops and so few ships, against a force so very 
superior, will be cfTccted. 

I cannot conclmlc my letter ‘alihout acquainting yon^ that in all 
probability oiir operations here have hitherto saved the islands of 
St. Vincent and Granada, which we understand from some olhcrrs 
who are prisoners, were the objects of Count d’ltstaiug’s expedi¬ 
tion, when a sloop that had escaped from this island falling in 
with him, and giving him notice of our being here, directed his 
attention toward us.

P. S. I have the satisfaction to add, that this morning the squa¬ 
dron got possession of an American privateer of eighteen guns, 
called the Bunker’s Hill, which at day-break was discovered witliin 
reach of our guns, and having struck upon huding she could not 
escape, the boats towed her within the line before any of the 
French fleet could get to her assistance. She sailed Icom Salem 
the 2(1 instant, and was intended to erhise fifteen leagues to wind¬ 
ward of Barbadocs, but had missed that island and fallen to 
leeward.

Tile critical situation in which the adininil found himself 
placed on this occasion, was such as to call for the most vi¬ 
gorous exertions botli of body and mind; attacked by an ene¬ 
my’s fleet more than double bis own in force, he bad not or.ly 
the safety of his ships to attend to, but his anxiety received con- 
siddNlflile atigmentation from the reflection, that the preservation 
of an army, on whose safety the fate of all the British possessions 
in that quarter depended, rested merely on the event, not barely 
of his baffling or evadii^ the force of the attack, but dfhis re¬ 
pulsing the assailants with disgrace. His own abilities, seconded 
by the bravery and intrepidity of, those whom he commanded, 
proved fully competent to the execution of this apparently 
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arduous task. Foiled iu every aUeiupt, the French commander- 
in-ohiefy aftcr<a series of reiterated attacks, made in his amphi¬ 
bious capacity of admiral and general, by sea and lanci, all of 
which ended in his discomfiture, was obliged to retreat from the 
fury of an antagonist, the inferiority of whose force almost in¬ 
duced contempt previously to. the actual commencement of tiie 
hr$t attack. 

llic ensuing brief and modest account of this memorable 
event, will probably transenit it po posterity with more advantage 
than any more enlarged and florid historical detail of the circum* 

stances which attended it.

Prince of Wales, in the. Grand Cul dt Sne, in Ifie 
Island of St. Lucia, Januariif6, 1779. 

You will herewith rect'ivc the duplicate of a letter I wrote to 
you the 23il and 24th of last month (No. 2J), and despatched to 
Covernor Ifay of Barbadoes, to be forwarded from thence to 
Kngland by some fast sailing vessel, that my Lords Commissioners 
of the Admiralty might have it in their power to refute any misre¬ 
presentation which Count d’Estaing may have transmitted to his 
court of the situation of his majesty’s forces in those seas. 

From the state of inactivity hi which the count continued for 
several days after, 1 began to conceive it was his intention to 
form a blockade, with a view of starving us into a surrender; 
but to my utter astonishment, on the morning of the 2?)tli 
(having re-embarked his troops during the preceding night), 
he retired with his whole force towards Martinique, and loft 
us in quiet possession of the island, which capitulated whilst 
his. fleet was stiii in sight, upon the terms 1 have the honour 
to enclose. 

1 should be very much wanting, were 1 on the present occa¬ 
sion to omit acknowledging the assistance I received from Major- 
general Grant, and the forces under Iiis command, as well .is 
expressing my entire satisfaction with the conduct not only 
of Commodore Hotham, the several commaiidcrt, ainhthe of 
the officers of the squadron, but also of the people in gmleral, 
who never in the least repined at their precarious situation, and 
the difficnities they hourly encountered, but still performed their 
duty with alacrity and spirit; and sensible of the additional fa. 
tigue the troop.s underwent in occupying more extensive posts 
for tile security of the squadron than there would otherwise 
have been occasion for, laboured with the utmost cheerfulness in 
7 
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conveying, provisions, &c. for them through roads ^hat were lil. 
most impassable. 

I likf'tVisc beg leave to mention to their lordships ihe very 
grcAt assistance I received from Captain Barker, the agent of 
transports, and the’’services of Li^tenan'-governor Stuart., of the 
island of Dominica, who has done i*’e the favour of oiheiating as 
an honorary aide-de-camp bettveen the general and myself. He 
accompanied me upon this expedition in hopes that his majesty’s 
arms might afterwards be cn^pio^ed in,recovering that island, 
where, from his perfect knowledge of it, he must be particularly 
useful, and therefore offered liinisclf as a volunteer. 

What has become of the enemy’s fleet since its deeperture from 
hence, I have not had it in my power to learn; but 1 hope. Vice- 
admiral Byron, who, I ha\« the pleasure to acquaint you, arrived 
here this morning, with nine sail of the line, will very soon be 
able to give their lordships that information; and that Rear-ad¬ 
miral Sir Peter Parker, and the governor of Jamaica may be upon 
their guard in case of its ajqiearance in those seas, I have sent the 
Ariadne to Antigua with letters, to be forwarded from thence by 
some I'ast-sailing vessel, uhich I have requested Governor Burt to 
despatch fur that purpose. 

J have great salist'aelion in hearing, since the capituIatioiK that 
when Count d’Kstaing was directed hither by the sloop I men¬ 
tioned in my letter, he wa.s bound iirst of all to Barbadoes) in ex¬ 
pectation of finding there only the I’riiice of Wales, the Boyne, 
and some frigates, of which he liad received intelligence from a 
French flag «l truce 1 had ordcrcil away immediately on the arrival 
of the Venus. 

1 am sorry to add that the Ceres, vhich was missing uhen I sent 
away that lefter, uppear,s, by the ,'\iar(iniqiie gazette, to have been 
talccn, after a chase of fori)-eight hours, by the Iphigenie, a 
French frigate of 36 guns: but i have no account of it from Cap¬ 
tain Dacres, or any of his oSlicers. 

I cannot help regrettin-, t!ie los-. of this sloop, not only as she 
sailed j»markaibly well, but as Captain Dacres is an officer of in¬ 
finite merit; 1 have, however, in order to replace the, ». cies, as 
the Bunkcr’s-hitl privateer has the reputation of Ix ing a i -st sailer 
(which her log-book confirms), commissioned lui as a sloop in 
his majesty’s service, by the name of the surprise (beinJl ex¬ 
pressive of the maouei in which she came into <»ur pusvevsion), 
and appointed Lieutenant James Brine, first lieutenant of tbu 

Qpri'n. did. IV. b b 
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Pjince of Wales, to be master and commander of herj with a 
complement of 125 men. She mounts eighteen carriage and eight 
swivel guns. 

For further particulars 1 beg leave to refer their lordships to 
Captain Robertson, of the Weasel, who will have the honour 
of delivering fiiese despatches, and whose conduct as an oflicor 
nierifs tlieii^Iordships’ protection, as wcU as every favour llwy cao 
possibly shew him.

When the reflecting mind of a I5rit6n coolly and deliberately 
draws a comparison between the Unniihation of this coJitest, aiid 
of that Nvhich, under nearly similar circuinbtauct:s, took place 
twenty years afterwards on the coast of Jvgypt, it becomes 
doLibttuh between gratitude and admiration, whelljer the former 
alone shouid I>e poured forth in acknowledgments that lliose 
events were solely conducted by a predisposing Providence, 'UC- 
couring the weak and punishing the g'lilt} ^ or whether the 
latter sliouUl claim some share in the elTnsions of the heart be¬ 
holding the extent of that fortitude, prudence, and general 
ability with which the supreme directing l*ower can, and does 
on special occasions, influence and direct the minds and the 
exertions of Us hnnible though favoured agents. 

The attention of the admiial during the foregoing peiiloiis 
service was not, as is appart nt from the latter j>art of lu^ 
despatch, c(»ldly confined to the nairow limits of his own 
command, but was prudently extended to eveiy tpiartcr whcic 
snppo.sition ccmld sugg«‘st that the vengeance of an irritated 
and disappointed foe was likely to fall; hut, as is also explained 
in the same despatch, the apprehension of any future attack 
from the enemy in that quarter had been coiujrletcly d 

by tlie arrival of Vice-admiral Byroti with his sfjMadroii fjom 
North America. The gentleman last mentioned being of 
higher rank in tlie service tlian Mr. Harrington, natural!v took 
upon him the chief command, on which occasion he paid the 
following proper and well-deserved complimcut to tl»e abilities 
' of his predecessor: 
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** As I found it necessary,” said Mr. Byron, y to take t|ie 
Prince of Wales, and all the ships of the line, with me to 
meet M. d’Estaiiig upon liis coming out of Fort i*oyal har¬ 
bour, Rear-admiral Barrington (w ho had shifted his flag to the 
Isis), t*xj)ressed a desire to return to the Prince of Wales, and 
act wish me, rather than remain at the Cul de Sa^: I granted 
his request, and must acknowledge myself very unhappy at 
beipg so circumstanced as to be under aji indispensable Jiecessiiy 
of interfering with a command intrusted to an officer, who has 
done liis duty willi singular aiUantagc to his country and honour 
to himself.” » • « 

Thus did the active spirit of this gallant gentleman vohm- 
tfiiily court, as it were, dang<;r and fatigue, because he con¬ 
ceived it probable that an o[)].*ortU''it\ might occur’of his being 
able to render serviee.to his country. I^fr. Barrington continued 
hr act as second in cotuniand of the fleet as long as he remained 
on that station, and was, rni the lyih of March following, ad- 
vaiu ed to the rank of rear-admiral of the blue. I'or several 
mouths the British aiMianienl wa>. «)h!lged to couteut itself with 
the lroul>h;.soine task ol watching lire motions of the Trench 
fleet ill Ptjit and priweiiliiig the possibility <7f its ef- 

ie< tinr au\ inisciru J ag:'.iiist the Hiiiish possessions^ by any small 
M|na'li'r!js whifh imgiit lie tieta'lu’d from it. A.s summer, how- 
i\ei, ad'.nets!, a!i‘,i’rs appeai»-d to wear a more serious ji.spect, 
and to promise an apiH araiiee of .some more active .STCiie. 7'his 
appearance \'.as, mifoifniKilel}, from the e\{ iits which attended 
Its t\ a!I/.t(ioii, not fallaei<nis. 'I'he Coiiiu d’Eslaiiig, who hud 
l)ei*ii con.siderabh reinforced from Juirope, till the arinanieiit 
u’.hIci l)isoid«r.s hid sw«''hd to nearl\ thirty ships of the line, 
took ad\an!;ige of f!ie pallia! ahsenee of the British fleet from 
Us .station oft' Mailinico, and put to .sea,with hi.s whole force. 
A eoiisiderahlj^ b idy ot land-foires had been taken on board the 
.ships piTviou'ly to tlicir putting to sea; for the French com- 
Tmuidcr-in-chief had projected an attack on several of those 
British colonies wdiich ajipcarod in the most defenceless state. 
The superiority of his force enabled him to execute his projeol 
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with nuccess, for he made himscif master of St. Vincent s and 
Granada, whicli tlie counter-attack made by Mr. Bairington 
on St. Lucia had on a former'occasion preserve.!. 

The moment that Mr. Byron was informed of the French 
fleet being at sea, he sailed in search of it, though the force 
under his^h'ders was nearly one-third inferior to that of the 
enemy. Mr. Barrington commanded, as the post naturally 
allotted to the rank which he held, the van division; and the 
two fleets having met off Granada, on the 6tli of July, he began 
tije action by a most spirited attack on the enem}, in which he 
■w^ very brayely supported by the Sultan and Boyne. When 
the comparative strength of the two tteeAs is considered, it may 
at first be tlioiight an at t soinevvhat bordering on rashness, to 
attempt bringing the issue of the campaign to such a decision. 
But Mr. Byron, well aware that the situation of public aflFairs 
demanded a .speedy exertion, and feeling that a victory might be 
attended by the mest solid advantages, while even a discom¬ 
fiture, tliongli of the worst kind he could forbodo, woultl be 
productive of little inconvcuieiicS, rc.solved U> engage tljein, 
though his force amoniili d to no ranrt* than twenty-one .shi[»s 
of the .line, many of iliein si\ty-fours, ^ and much out of 
condition, opposed to twenty-seven ships under the Count 
d’Estaiiig, all of them in good rejiaii, and very few of less bji te 
than 74 guns. 

The count, in addition to that advantage which he derived 
from his superiority of force, posses.sed the wcailier-gage; and 
being resolved that nothing sliould divert his attention from the 
. favourite objt ct, very cautiou.sly avoided any thing like a close 
i action; so that, notwithstanding llie very spiiited manner in 
which Mr. Barrington and his companions assailed the enemy, 
the contest ended wjUiout any important benefit having been 
obtained by either party. But though the general termination 
of the encounter was such that Britain derived no advuntiige 
from ‘it, except the honour of having compelled so .superior a 
force to decline all further contest may be deemed one, few 
Superior instances of personal exertbn have ever been dis- 
7 
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played tliau were on that occasion. The van of the foe fled in 
dismay from the tremendous fire of the Prince of Wales, and 
its associates; for the subsequent ji^aution appeared. nearly 
as much owing to an apprehension of encountering too 
closely that hardy spirit of which the enemy had received so 
strong and pou'crful a proof, as to any other sdiret plan of 
future operations, then buried in the bosom of their commander- 
in-chief. 

Among the ships which were *fenabled to close so sufficiently 
as to share in the laorcis earned in consequence of this 
event, was to be rcckoaed the I..iou, of G4 gunw, at i\iat time 
cummauded by Captain, now Admiral Cornwallis. SVie bad 
the luistuiiuue to be reduced almost to a wreck; and being 
neat ly uniuauageable, was, when in this deplorable situation, 
attacked by a French ship ol‘ 80 gun.s, which bore down with a 
very evident intention of raking her. Dreadful was her con¬ 
dition, and nothing short of the most prompt and spirited 
exertions could possibly have preserved her from destruction 
almost iustautaneous; for the only opposition that could have 
been made by Captain Cornwallis to so powerful an attack, 
was from four guns, which were all that could be •brought 
to bear from the Lion on this new and tieinendous antago¬ 
nist. Admiral IJarriiigton .saw the danger, and with the most 
marked dt'cision resolved to parry the stroke. He immediately 
put his helm a-wGather, and beaiing down on tke I’rencli ship, 
had the good fortune to interpose his own broailsidc at the in¬ 
stant the enemy was preparing to throw the whole of his fire 
into the Lion’s stern. Having thus sustained the first shock of 
ihc enemy’s fury, Mr. Harrington imniedialely began to attack 
the assailant, and retaliated on him ■'» severely, that after a very 
warm but short action, the in h ship thought proper to sheer 
oft' in an excecdiuglv shattered cmidition. 

So heavy a share did llie i^riiice of Wales sustain in the 
•* • 

whole of this engagement, which could hy no means be con¬ 
sidered as a generally serious action, that .'icventy-two persons 
on board that ship w ere either killed or woiiiuled; among the 
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latter was tlje admiral himself; fortunately for liis country, for 
his numerous friends, and for himself, the injury which he 
sustained was too slight to affect his future health, llie ad¬ 
miral returned to England not long afterwards, and did not hold 
any subsequent appointment till the middle of the ensuing sum¬ 
mer, when he was nominated second in command flf the 
main or Chaijpcl fleet, under i\dniiral, afterwards Sir Francis 
Geary. He did not Ipng retain this station, having quitted it 
after a short cruise, in consequence of Mr. Geary being obliged 
to resign his command from ill hcafth, and of his own uii- 
willingness al that time to take upon himself so r<*spoiisiblc 
a situation as that of conimander-iii-chief. On the Ifith ofSept. 
in this year, lie was advanced to the rank of vice-admiral of 
the Avhite^ and after a retirement of nearly two years, here- 
hoisted his flag, in the month of April, 178‘2, on board the 
Britannia, a first-rate, being apj»ointt d once more to command 
in the home or Channel licet. 

Intelligence had been received by the British inlnlstiy, juat 
before this time, that a convoy was then on the point of sailing 
from the port of Brest for the Ea-t Indies. Mr. IJairington was 
orderecT to put to sea in tlie hope of his being able to iiiici cejit 
them. He accordingly sailed from Sjiithoad on the l:)th of 
April, with the following sliips uiulcr his connnand r

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lie had the £;of)d fortune to fall in with the object of his 
pursuit on the i!Oth of the same month. The force of the 
enemy consisted of tw'o ships, of 74 guns each, the Pro- 
tecteur and Pegase; FAndromaque fiigate, <if iJ'J guns; I’Ac- 
lionnairc, of 64 guns, armee eu jiute.; with seventeen or 
eighteen vessels under their convoy, the whole bound to the 
Past Indies, 'riirough the activity of tlie officeis acting 
under the orders of Mr. Iferringtou, the Pegase,* the Ac- 
tionnairc, and twelve of the ififi'rior vi-'-.scIs vAcre captured. 
iMr. Parringlon continued on the .sann*. station, but rather 
uninterestingly employed, till the inonih of Sepi^cniber, when 
he sailed from Spithead iis second in command of the for¬ 
midable fleet sent under the ordeis of Lord Viscount Howe, 
to attempt the rehef of Gitnaltar, which was tlien closely 
pixssed on the land side by a Spanish army, while the com- 
bitu-d fleets of t’tc enemy, amuuiiling together to nearly fifty 
sail of the line, biuckaded it by sea, and flattered tliemsei\es 
with the hopes of being able to prevent the introduetion of any 
succour wlialcver. 

'Die events of this momentous crisis are briefly given by 
Captain Diiukwater in ibe following terms: The intelligence 
of Jjord IL)WC being so near, now, for the first time, gave us 
sensible pleasute, n(>t so much on aceonnt of our personal 
situation, as of the advantage whicli the enemy’s recent mis- 
fortniie.H would give his lordship over his opponents, as well 
toward accomplishing the object of hi' orders, as affording him 
a fuitlier opportunity of acting as his loidsliip’s well-known 
abilities might dictate. Wc were so eluted by our enemy’s dis¬ 
tress, that some were so sanguine as to anticipate the most 
glorious conclusion of the war, and of oiir own sulVcrings. Oar 
hopes, however, were soon depressed, by ilie intelligence of 
Lord Howe’s great inferiority in number. 'l'hirt\-foiir sail to 
opjiose forty-two, whicli still remained at anclioi in the bay. 


* Fur a particular accoiint of the capture of ihis s.hip, lliC Mem j:r$ 
of the £url of St. \'i«cciit, page f*. 
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gave US reason to be apprehensive for tlie safety of the 
British fleet. The navigation of the Straits was so pre¬ 
carious, that if liis lordship once entered the Mediterranean, 
he might probably be preveiued from returning for a con¬ 
siderable time; and the enemy, though now distressed, might, 
by the assistance of the cunip, soon refit, and attack himr under 
every advantage. 

“ About sunset several large ships were discovered through 

the hu:?c, and soon afterwarfis the Latona frigate, Captain 

Conway, anchored under our guns,« and infoimed us that 

the ships in, the Gut were the vau of the British fleet, 

commanded by Lord Howe, consisting of thirty-four sail 

of the line, including eleven three-deckers, with six frigates, 

* 

and thirty-one oiduaucc transports, and a n iiiforrement of 
upwards of 1C^)0 men for the gairison. Captain Conway 
farther told us of the auxieiy which prevailed at home, 
relative to the situation of (Jibialtar; and that it was only off* 
the southern coast of Portugal that Jy>rd Howe had liis doubts 
removed, by receiving iutelligciice of the enemy’s late defeats. 
This welcome infoniutiou, he said, was accoinpaiiied by ad¬ 
vice, that ‘ the combined fl<?cts hud taken their station in the 
bay of Gibraltar, rcsolulely dt;U imincd to jnevent, if possible, 
the intended relief.’ We learned tliat, ujioii receiving the latter 
zntelligcnee, the admirals and piincipal officers were summoned 
Dll board the V’ietory, where particular instructions and orders 
were communicated, in expectation of an engagement, which 
Was considered as unavoidable. 

“ Although the enemy’s signals for the approach of the 
British fleet were made early in the afternoon, yet the 
Spamih admiral exhibited not the least appearance of op¬ 
position to any reinforcements being sent into bay. 
This favourable opportunity was, however, lost, owing, as 
Lord Howe expresses in his official letter, to the want of 
timely* attention to the circumstances of tlic navigation. Only 
four or five transports reached the bay; the rest, with the 
fleet, were carried by the current into the Mediterranean. 
At night, or early on the Ifltb, Captaiu Cuidis sailed in the 
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IfStona, to ii>forin Lord Homo of the calamity which had be- 
falleu the enemy’s fleet. At noon the Britisili fleet appeared in 
good order off Estepona or MarbellR, and the transports, with 
the frigates, were working to windward to gain die bay. As 
they approached the isthmus, the enemy saluted tbenfifrom their 
mortars^ and flred upon them from behind the eastern ijjdvanced 
guard-house. * 

" While the British fleet, witli the ^transports, were thus 
ciidcally situated, the combined flhets were active in repairing 
their damages, and in forming a line-of-hattlc along the shore. 
In the morning, a number of troops were einbark'td on board 
them from llie camp. Their xebecs, cutters, armed brigs, and 
guii-boats also assembled in Sandy bay, with an intention, 
probably, of picking up our straggling transpoUs. In the close 
of the day, however, this fleet of craft returned to their main 
fleet. At night the Pantiicr man of war and seveial trans¬ 
ports anchored in the bay. 

" The British fleet, at day-break on the 13ih, was still t<ft' 
Marbelia, with the wind at west. About iilm; o’clock A. M. 
the Spanish admiral made the signal for the cfombined fleets to 
weigh anchor. By one o'clock the whole were under weigh. 
At three, a French rear-admiral, bcipg the Ia.st of the rear 
division, cleared the bay. ’I'heir number in all amounted to 
eighty sail, of which the following, 1 believe, is an accurate 
account: six three-deckers, thirty-eight two-deckers, including 
several fifties; total, forty-four men of war, five frigates, 
twenty-nine xebec.s, cutters, armed ships, and brigs, also two 
imagined to be fireships. Notwithstanding little doubt was to 
be entertained of the enem;y’s intention of leaving the bay, the 
Panther man of w'ar remained at anchor, with sever:\l ofliccis 
of the ganrlson on board, whom the governor had permitted to 
act as volunteers in the engagement. When the combined fleets 
had cleared the bay, they stood some time to the southward, 
and leaving a line-of-battle-ship and two frigates to present 
the Panther from joining her admiral, drove w ilh the current 
some leagues to the eastward. They then a]>peared to edge 
JRat).

down towar^lSie Biitthli which was in c!ose*iinc-of-haUfe

* with -the frigates which had been beating up, falling behind 
them to leeward. Thus were both fleets situated at the ek>so- 
©f the evening. Before the enemy had totally (jititted the bay, 
Civptain Curtis landt'd in a sinall boat from the l^iloua ffigale, 
with 20,000l. in specie lor the garrison,, having narrowly escaped 
being cut off by the ponibined fleets. He told us the llrhiMi 
fleet were in high spirits, and impatient tci engage, notwith- 
^ standing the cnein)’s groat'Superiority. A\hen the combined 
fleet first appear ed in motion, the Spanish, prisoiieisj. who I'ad 
been landed Iroin the St. Michar 1, were so overjo\(d, tliat they 
dlUld not forbear expressirrg tiieir e<^'?lacies in so riutoUvS'a man- 
ncr, as to call for some seventy to coniine them within tin# 
linrits of their camp. 

“ J*art of the combined fleets, on the morning of the l.Oth, 
wei’e seen, though the weather was very hazv, oft'Mailx-lla. 
Tlie British fleet was out of sight; the Pantlier, nevertheless, 
attempted to join them. About seven A. 31. the wirid came 
about to the eastward- In lire forenoon, nine polacres sailed 
iiom the Spanish camp, with troops on bnaid, for Ceuta 
This brought to our reccdlection the critical stat-; of that gar¬ 


rison, both as to men and pro\ isiotis, wh«ia Adiiriral Kodney 
was ill their ue:ghbou;huo(l in J780; ^and the eneu*}', fi'Oin cni- 
bracnig ibw oppoiluuity of seiidlng supplies, appeared not en¬ 
tirely to iuivc forgotten it. About noon, the Bntidi fleet 
was discovered inlheofling, to the south-east of Ceuta, standing, 
under an easy sail toward tlie rock. At night, the I^atona, 
with eight or ten Iranspoils, anchored in the bay, I'hey in¬ 
formed UR, that the Buffalo man of war, will) t|ie remaining 
twelve ships,, bad separated, by order, from the fletd; but had 
^not aftervvard.sjoiiied.*^il%’h%intelligence gave us some unfra.sine.ss 
for ^leir safely; but we flattered ourselves they Welre gone, 
agreeably to i^truciions, to the Zafarinfe island, the place of' 
rendeiivoits in* cftse the fleets engaged. Captain Conway, after 
a short conference with the gover nor, retnrned in the mon^g 
of the l6th to the Biitish fleet', which cruising to the ea.'t»

liad been foropd from the bay on the 11 %• Shioe the avrival 
of the flrsi transports, the garrison had busily employed 
in disemhiirkro'g the supplies. The former had principally 
brought us only men and ammunition, which probably migl^t, 
w'ithout tbiasrpidy, have become as scarce articles as the former 
1 hadbetm. *• 

C)n the 18th, flic wind again came about to the north-east, 
and the Buffalo, with eleven of the missing transports, arrived 
,i|pi|.the course of the day. These ships, as we had conjectnred, 
bad .separated from the fleet, and were proceeding to the pi|ice 
of rendezvous, when, not hearing the engageuietib and the 
wifid veering about, they returned, and were .very near joinii^g 
the combined fleets, hut discovered their error time enough to 
.j eclify it. The missing vessel, they informed us, had been taken 
by llie enemy, some days before, Malaga; and having on 
boa?d tlie wives and baggage of the two regiments which were 
on board the fleets, and were intended for our reinforcement, 
her capture greatly distressed those corps, atid the«ganisun 
heartilv condoled with them. The Latoiia, in her return to the 
fleet, cinused and boarded a vessel v hich proved to be a Spanish 
fireship. The crew deserting her, were conducted by two gun¬ 
boats, attending, to a xebec at some distance, which afterward 
went into Ceuta. The prize was sent into the bay. About 
tK)ou, four or five men of war arrived from the fleet, with the 
2^»th and 29fl» regiments. Lord Mulgiave, who commanded 
the disembarkation, lauded the troops w ith the greatest expedi¬ 
tion under the lime wall al the New Mule, Rosia, and Camp 
bays, and returned to Lord llow||i. off letuan. We now 
learned that the admiral, having accomplished the object of the 
expedition, intended to enfftrace the favourable opportunity of 
the wind, and immediately returu to the westward. * ,, 

^ At day-break on the IQth, both fleets, to our great aston^- 
jnent, w'ere in sight; the confined fleets being sopie leagues to 
windward. When the British fijeet was abreast of the Euroj^a, 
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Lord diiBpBtclied 'the TisipboRe fire$h]|> widi a fardier 
su^ly of frawder/ 'coUected from tho fleet. Itie British fleet 
aft^vRrds put l^efore the wmd, and stoPd under an easy in 

chs^ ord^' lo tfaf^^estward., Th^ Fan of the jC^ihined fleets^ 
composed of jTrench ships, lg4Iowed wifli a {H;es8 of eapFass at 
some distance. . By two o'c^k P. M.-Lord Howe wal out of 
^ight; but the Spanbh ships sailing heavily, it was night “before 
they disapi^ared.” , 

In the ^hsequent skirmish whmh took place on the SGfht of* 
October, immodiately after the servio^laSt mentioned had. been 
completed, Mr. Barrington was more matmally engaged -j the 
Britannia had a greater number of men killed or Confided than 
dihost any ’ship in the fleei^^the liuflalo excepted, twenty«one 
^f the crew being either killed or w'ouhded. 

Peace succeeding almost immediately to the return of the lleet 
into port, Mr. Barrington consequently stmek hislli^, and held 
no farther naval appointment till 1790, when, on the apprebenh 
sitmof a rupture with 'Spain, he re-hoisted it on board the Royal 
George, on being appointed to ih* station of second in com¬ 
mand tn the main or channel fleet, then under the orders of 
Earl Hbwe. 

JIuring the preceding interval of peace, he was, in 1785, ap¬ 
pointed one of the board of land and sea officers convened for 
the purpose of inquiring into a system of national defence, 
brought fdlward under |jje auspices of the master-general of the 
ordnance; jmd on the 24lh of September, 1787, he Was ad¬ 
vanced to tli« rank of admiral of the blue. • ,y- 

Far, far, however, more consequential to the character of 
this good man, than any honours of this kind, well merited as 
they certainly were, was his attention to the iotet^ests aifd pro¬ 
motion of a society instilUtcd for the relief of indigent naval offi¬ 
cers, their uidows, and their children. Unprotected by any 
\>ubiic aid, the promoters, among the fl?^ and most active of 
]^um u'as Mr; Barrington, bad to contend with those difficul- 
imS which all societies,' ootwithstandbig the benevolence of tbeir 
tendency, scarc^y> ever fail to meet with on their first intro¬ 
duction to the world. Nevertheless, such was the assiduity of 
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thif Irleiid to distress^ ' aiiiS' of hu no less amia^^assuciates, that 
iiva aiiort tifiiie they 1^ the satisfaction of beholding the pliikn- 
tljitfpic tl^viibg under their bands, andafiffusing its com- 

foris,, as 6^ as its stnength and magnj^od^^knni^ted, to all who 
aonght ks friendly shekcr and support; ‘5^ ■' : ' ’ 

< ?lio dtspttth with Spain having bcci]^ saucably eoncli^ed, 
aiiithotit the necessity of even sending the armament tos^,^'Mr. 
Barrington ^uck his flag, and, owing to his infirm stute of 
health, never took upon him any subsequent command. ! On the 
£{2d of April, 17^, he was, in consequence oi a promotion of 
4kig officers wlucb then took place, raised to tfaft rank of adm'irid 
of the white, and at the time of bis deadi was senior in dial class 
of officers, the admiral of the-Heet being the only officer Hi the 
service who preened him. In the nfontb of October, IJ70, 
he received the honourable appointment of colonel to the Chat¬ 
ham divmoD of marines, a station in which he succeeded the 
late Earl Howe, who was then promoted to be rear-admiral of 
the blue, and consequently became incompetent to hold that 
station any longer. Mr. Barrington held that post till his own 
promotion to the rank of a flag officer, in the month of Januarv', 
1778. Ill 178.5, he succeeded Admiral Sir Thomal Pye, tlien 


deceased, as lieutenant-genend of the same corps; and on the 
death of Earl Howe, on the oth of August, 1799^ succeeded 
him m the generalship thereof. Such were his appointments. 


such were his services, and such w^re his honours. However 
orthily and truly the latter were acquired, he gained to himself 


a far superior title to any that even a monarch could l^stow, and 
as though the family motto had been pointedly selected in allusion 


jto himself—that of a benevolent aud an houest man.

I NDEPENDENT of the instances already adduced in proof of 
the efficacy and advantage with which a partial audspirited at. 
tack on an enem}'’s line has rarely fa%d to be attended, there are 
two other events which place the propriety of the measure in, per¬ 
haps, a still more striking point of view than any of the preceding 
have done. They are the exact counterpart of each other: the 
first, whii h happened in the lato war, shewing the mischief result¬ 
ing iron) the neglect of it; the second, which took place during 
the present, the glorious success occasioned by an observance of it. 
*' At day.light on the morning of the lllth,” says Sir (ieorge 
Brydges Uodney, in his litter to Mr. Stephens, dated off Port 
Hfiyal bay, Martinique^ April 26, 1780, “ we saw the enemy 
<ii'tme.tlj> begitiiilng to form the line a-hcad at two cables' iengik 
diNtanctt. At forty-five minutes after six i gave notice, by public 
Siigoni, that my inteutioii was to attack the enemy’s rear with my 
w’boie force, wlricU signal vvas ariswcrcd by every ship in the licet. 
At seven A.'M. perceiviug the licet too ranch exteuefed, 1 made 
tlie signal for, the lioe-or.baitle at one cable's length asuiider only. 
%At thirty minutes after eight A. M. I made tbo signal for a line-of- 
battloaiilin'east, eticb ship bearing from the N. by W. and S. by K. 
and bore-lii^vvn on the encoiy. The signal was penetrated by them,

who discovered my intf^tioR)' wore, and formed a liiic-of.ba^tio 
on IHe other , 

The latter circumstance, added to the mistake afterwards com- 
nitted by idie leading ship in the British fleet, whiph stood on for 
the cn^y^s van, contrary to the intention of the British comw 
mander-iii-chie^ '|i.nd ^hereby compelicd the whole of the^cet to 
follow him, rendered the whole df his plan abortiv^e. The contest 
ended indecisively; and the enemy , though worsted, might be sW 
to derive every advantage which they could have expected even 
from a positive victory. Sir George, in* the latter part of his let¬ 
ter, inserts what amounts almost to a confession of this being tlui 
true stale of the case. At the conclusiou of the battle, the 
enemy might be said to be completely beaten ; ifut such was the-, 
distance of the v«i and rear from the centre^ and the crippled con. 
dition of several ships, particularly the Sandwich, who,"#for 
twenty.four hours, was with diflicnity kept above water, that it 
was impossible to pursue them wIJiout the greatest dJ»advantage.’* 

Let us now direct our min^s from an event 'which cannot be 
otherwise than unpleasiuit to every lover of his country, to one 
more recent, than which none was ever more productive of glory 
and of substantial advantage—the battle of the Nile; a content 
brought to the most glorious issue, b}' an attention to the very 
principle which is here attempted to be recommended. The French 
fleet lay at anchor in an open bay; and Lord Nelson, yith great 
judgment, conceived and arranged his plan of engaging the w'ca- 
thermost ships of the enemy's line with his whole force, justly con. 
eluding that he should make himself master of them before any 
succour could be afforded by their companions, even if tlicy should 
attempt it; and that he might afterwards pursue the same measum 
with the remainder, attacking them prdfgressivciy in the same mai;- 
nhr. Thu event fully proved the ability of the arrangement, not¬ 
withstanding the advantage the enemy derived from their batteries 
on shore, the erection of which was a full and convincing proof 
that they were apprehensive of, and expected an attack. Their van 
was assailed^with so much spirit, that after a contest almost incre¬ 
dibly shm^, the British commanders were perfectly convinced they 
bad secured a victory, though they knew not to what extent. Ac¬ 
cording to a very correct account of the action, drawn up from the 
minutes of an officer on board-the squadron, the Goliath lAd Zea¬ 
lous, followed by the Orion, Audacious, and Theseus, :^ook theif 
stations between the shore and “^he enemy’s vau, anchoring cldse^ 
alongside lo Guerrier, Ic Couqueraut, le Spartiale, TAquiloji, and 
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Je SovraraSn Pe 9 pl«j /w^ilo tke, Vanguard, the Miuotttur, De* 
fence,. Bd^egrojiSiOn, Majestic, Swift8n^re, .and Ale:iEh»d«r» briig* 
ingiF.:np outside <»f the saiuh ehips,-joined ili 89 furiods an 

attack, tlihdt aU tl^se vessels might ko considered as eol|hpfeiely 
tha power of t)dt assailan^ in less than a qa|n-tor of an hour after 
the teti^ cemmehCed, dotwithstandiog. sot^ of' ^cin. still 
tiuhed to keep iipa ft^leTcsisto^e. . * 

Aj the TOD ships were progressitrely subduers the assajlai^^ who 

bad anchored by the stern, moved onward to contest with new. an¬ 
tagonists, where ^ey expeVicncedra repetition of the like shcccss, 
and in less imp two hours after the first gun had bemi fired, thveo 
other ships, I’Orient, I’lteureux, and le Toniiihit Were also si¬ 
lenced and subdaedy :,thoi||^ they were liot absoluteily taken pos¬ 
session of. A cdntinuancc of the same mode of conduct, and the 
spirited manner in Wkfch the Leander, of 50 guns, brought up 
athwart the hawse of the Franklin, of 80, produced the shbse- 
quent surrender of that ship, together with tb^ MerCore, and the 
destruction of the Timoleep. Thus were eleven ships of the line, 
out of thirteen which composed the enemy’s squadron, either cap- 
Itured or destroyed. The means by which this most glorious defeat 
and conquest were effected,' are concisely, but clearly, pointed 
out in the narrative: after the victory had been secured in the 
van, iucb British ships as were in a condition to move had gone 
down upon the fresh ships of the enemy.” 

The uninterrupted sticces.s which has attended the application of 
the foregoing system of attack, inconi rovertibly proves tii Utility. 
To convert theoretical observation, and the workings of cool re¬ 
flecting genius, into real practice, requires an additional talent 
beyond what would be necessary in the more qaict occupations of 
lifm ’ Tt is rUquisile that no inconsiderable portion of native genius, 
improved by mental application, should direct the arm of war and 
support that bravery, that personal gallantry, which, deprived uir 
each aid, aii^ acting only according to its natural dictates, might 
not improbdtily be termed rashness. The qualities just mentioned 
conjoctiv|dy form-file character of an able commander. , ' 

j After Imving adduced the foregoing abstract instance^ wj^re such 
qualiti^ taisting in the saute person, seizing the proj^l apd for- 
^nate flstMlbeiit bfdppifcation, have rendered tfie partieuW system 
of Hftvalitacticis jiEst treated of more eminently conspicuous' in the 
raiMritiine Hpnals of Britain, because it has been most frequently .

fl'IBE 6asr of the Maria Svreiiah taerchaatmait, lateljr heard in

The many European 
treaties whiidi refer to this right, refer to it as pre-existing, and

be it spoken) an opposition of illegal violence to legal right I am 
not ignorant that^ amongst the loos^c doctrines which modern fan* 
cy, under the rarious denominations of j^ilosophy and philanthro* 
py, hare thrown upon the world, it has bean within thc^c tew 
years advanced, or rather insinuated, that it might'poss^ly be well 
if such a security were accepted.

{'uUt.—>(i^llformably to this principle wt* find in the celebrated 
French ordinance of 1688, now in force, Article 12, “ That every 
Tessd shall be good prize in case of resistance and combatand 
Valin, in his smaller Commentaiy, p. 81, sajs expressly, that al¬ 
though the expression is in the conjunctive, that the ^resistance 
alone is suificicnt.’ He refers to flic Spanislfordinancu in 171S, evi¬ 
dently copied froro.it, in which it is express*^ in the dklunctive, 
in case of resistance oa comhat,”—And recent instances are at 
hand and within view, in wliicji'it appears that S.p;»in contin.ics to 
act upon this principle. Tl»e^.first time in ahich it .occurs to my no¬ 
tice on the inquiries 1 have t)een able to niahc ip tlic institutes of 
our own eountry respecting matters of tliisiUptnrc, except what oc¬ 
curs in the Black Book of the Acinitraliy, is rn the. Order of Coun¬ 
cil 1664, Article 12, which directs, i'hat when any ship met 
withall by the royal navy, or otlior ship r.ommissinned, shall fight 
or make resistance, the said ship and goods shall be adjudged law. 
ful prize.”—A similar article occurs in the proclamation of 1672. 
And it is observable that Sir Robert Wiseman, then the king's ad. 
▼ocate.gchcral, who reported upon the articles in 1673, and ex¬ 
presses a disapprobation of some of them as harsh and novel, docs 
not mark this article with any observation of censure. I am thcre- 
fpre warranted in saying, that it was the rule, and the nndiNpnted 
sole of (hc*British Admiralty. I will not say that that rule ma) not 
liave been broken in upon in some instances by considerations of 
comity or policy, by which it ipay be fit that the administration of 
this species 6f law should be tempered in the hands of those tribu¬ 
nals which have a right to entertain aiid apply them ; for no man 
can deny that a state may recede from its extreme rights, and <hat 
its supreme councils are authorised to determine in what cases it 
may be fit to do so, the particular cajitur having in no case any 
other right or title than what the slate itself would possess under 
the same facts of capture. But 1 stand with confidence upon all fair 
principles of reason—'Upon the distinct authority of Vattel—upon 
institutes of the great maritime countries, as well as diosopf «iur 
own country—when I venture to lay it down, that, by the law of 
:||alions as now understood, a deliberate and continued resistance 
to scari^, on the part of a neutral vessel to a lawful cruiser, is 
fuUoiif^ t>y Ihe kgal consequence of ctpfiscation.’*

I N cansequcn<^e of certaia intelligence brongl^ easta'ard 

by Captain Shepherdson) o(tho Vetiua) that part of (he crcff 
of an English ship of war (supposed to be bis majes^’s ship the 
Resistance), which had the misfortune to be blown tip in the Straits 
of iianca some months befoce, hhd been picked up by some pirate 
prows, and carried to Lingan, w^herc the survivors still existed in 
a state of slavery, Major Taylor, commanding the garrison of 
Malacca, immediately despatched a prow to that island, for the 
relief of those unfortunate men. 

In this prow, suitably stored with supplies, he sent a sepoy, 
who, being well acquainted with the Malay tongue, w'as charged 
XTith a letter to the Sultan of Lingan, entreating that prince to 
assist in the. most cfl'cctual measures for the recovery and release of 
such of the Resistance’s ship’s company as he might be able to dis. 
cover in this caiamitous situation. 

On the 5th of December the prow returned to Malacca, bring- 
ing with her one seaman, late of the llcsistance/s crew, from the 
declaration of whom the following narrative is taken. 

The detail given by this man appears entitled to the greater share 
of credence, as no deviation from the circumstances related in his 
story was to be found upon the several interrogatories put to him 
from time. to. time afterwards. It conics* very near to the floating 
report which Cujitain Shepherdson had of tlm Malays at Rhio; and 
coincides remarkably in many of its principal points with that 
which had already come round to Malacca from Pinang, as there 
related by his three comrades, who had not less pruviduiitially ar¬ 
rived in safety at that scUlcmeirt.>^ 

As the complexion of the several unpleasant situ ition.s, if not 
actuAl distresses, into which tlio Resistance was eventuattv cast; 
and as the sad disaster itself of that ill-fated ship seems to derive 
much of its tincture, or may perhaps be deemed to have originated, 
with the gale wliich she encountered almost a year ago in the Fadfic 
Ocean, on IjgV way to China; her story is ou that account brought 
fSAb.

person here mentioned) addS) that^hile his country has to lament) 
as it must deeply feel) tfid m!sfor|une of that iutelligent) gallant) 
and worthy commander) it is nof less.his mournful task to mix the 
tear of private friendship and sincere esteem for that officer in the 
individual; aridsfor more than <Hie active and'deserving character 
besides, serving with him, whose moinory|%Ul ctef remain not 
less dear than their cruel fate is to be regretted. 

Thomas Scott,'seaman, ag'ed 22 years, a native of Wexford, in 
Ireland) relates, on examination, as follows; 

That he formerly belonged to the Chesterfield South^sea whaler; 
from which he remained at Timor d3csar for three years, in the 
Dutch employ, till the capture of that place, wlmii hp entered on 
board the Resistance. 

'Iliat she met with a’^heavy gale of wind on the —- of last 
December, which continued for four days unabated; and in which 
she proved so leaky, that her chain.pumps were kept constantly at 
w'ork night and day; at length, in order to lighten her, they were 
obliged to heave a number of her uppcr-dcck guns overboard. She 
then bore away for the Philippines, intending, as lie bulieveS) af¬ 
terwards to sail for Malacca. Being in want of wood, water, and 
jirovisionS, Captain Pakciiham tried the expedient of hoisUug 
Spanish colours, as he cruisciT along shore, (ill lie came (o anchor 
nearly witliiu reach of the guns of Ante,go. The depnty-governor 
of this town, and the captain of a Spanish brig then lying at an¬ 
chor, in (he bay, accordingly came off todicin; but discovering 
their mislakc when too late, upon ciuleavunring <o escape, were 
soon brought back, and put on board by a boat from the Resist¬ 
ance. Upon their assurances that tlic}' would do theit utmost to 
have the wants of Captain Pukenham amply supplied, he generously 
suffered them to rctm n same evening lo the sliorc. JMo part, 
howcveil^ qf these f.ur promises being fulfilled, nor the likelihood 
oi it, at five o'clock the lu xt evening Captain Pakenham sent his 
ihird lieutenant, Mr. Cuthberf, in the cutter, with an armed 
party, to cut out the Spanish brig; in'which attempt they suc¬ 
ceeded, though fired upon smartly by the guns of the fort, withia 
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lunge of vrhiisli «t*e had anchored. Scott reBicmlKrB this evciit to 
have happened on Chiistroas day. , 

Th« i{e«hifi!|Bce and her prize saijed fr^flicnfqC, immediately 
afiefi for J^Iar^ngnn; at which ptac« they drrhed in four days. 
2iavu{ig,;^o(^(^.|md. waU'red thure^ and procured a iwi tial supply 
ofric^p# well as live stock, the ship c<ji)tintt|jig,jieaky, with blow- 
ing^catber^ Captain Pukciihaiu and the i^rize fet s^iil from this 
place for tbo.ipciebes; and arrived in aboi|^ jnjgbteep days at Idmhy, 
itear MwOiadao, on that island. The saipc evening that he anchored 
here he dospaiched the brig to Amboyiia^ to signify^hU distress for 
supplies; ill consequence of wlrieli, the Bombay fVigato was sent 
off from thence, .on tlm^arrival of the brig, to his relief. After 
staying a week braoorc at Lhnby, and having witif some difficulty 
collected whatjic coidill) provide for the reniaiDing part of his voy¬ 
age to Ambuyna, he weighed anchor, and sailed from that place, 
falling in with the Bomlxiy frigate ahd the supplies scut him on 
board her, in .seven days after, off the i^luad of Booroo. 

Having arrived at Amboyna, and remained there about two 
months'rui)ij(iriiig and refitting, the Ucsistance sailed to Bouroo; 
-where refreshnirut and stock, a,s well as wood and w^tcr, were 
more abundantly and convenient!y to be procured than at Uie 
former place. From Booroo she departed fur Banda about a fort¬ 
night alter, but springing a leak oil Ambuyna, was obliged to put 
back again to the former isl. iid. 

Fatly in .Ti;iy she sailed irom thence again ; and, runping close 
along liif .shore of vlaca, took a Dutch brig off the town of Serrabi, 
which, being in bal'.ist and of iitllc value, wu's released the same 
night. The llesUfance next steered her course for tlie Straits of 
Banca, which having made pi about live days, she there fell in with 
a lit'Ci oi; about fourteen pirate prow;; at aoclior under the land of 
Bliica, each capaDle of containing (ifty or slvty men. In order to 
board and examine one of the largest of these, Captain Pakeuham 
manned three of his boats; but the Aial.iys in the prow for .some 
time refused pennUsion to I/ieufeu'ints Cuthbert and Mackay to 
ruine on board tlic.m. As tlicse oljjccis, however, per.iisted iu ac. 
e.mipUshitig their orders, the Alal sys at length suffered it without 
oppo ition; but it was found ii-ipossible to effect their piirpo.se of 
searching them for Dutch property and g|^ers; tor .such was the 
fermeiic among tho Alalays on board, that to avoid the eonsuQuenco 
M ’th which they were threatened fur insisting on this ex'iniination, 

1 .y wore obliged to insure tluir safety by a liasty retreat over the 
Bide, and return to their own ship. Captain Fakcnham resented 
ihli Conduct by the disdiarge of some of iiis twelve-puuilders; 
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which soon dispersed tlic piriilcs, and sent them into shoal water 
iindiT the land,. 


Harhj; weighed anchor about nine o’clock nci(t morning, and* 
cut out st Malay sloop that haHi been Oaptnred hy^epirates on her 
way from Batavia, and was left at her anchors when^they deserted 
her t?»e prectsliiig night, Captain J^ikniiham prorceded with licrotv 
his voyage down the Mraks, As the sloop was presumed \p be 
Dutch property, (fit papers belonging to whiqh her Malay captiiia 
was suspected of having (lcstroyedi,*ar)d,. if coikienitied, would have 
been of some value, being'liiden ^'itli cloth, salt, and other mcr*- 
< iiandise, she was detain^ till tliu evening<iftcr the second day 
ttom Iter i^e-capturc, when it was intended that her commander 
(still ou board Rch;^taIlce) should be restored to his vessel, and* 
herself icloased, With a view to this, the’Resistance eanic to an 
anchor in the Stfaits of Kanc^, at an early hour in the evening on 
the 2Jd ol July, a., the sloop had at that time fallen so much astern 
Us to be entirely out of siglit: and the latter joined, about one. 
u eloek the next morning, awl drop;.ed author under the stem of 
the llcsistancev 


J he ofliccrof the deck, RieHtcnantCJiithtrcrf, hailed the sloop, in 
order to put her eommander on board j but not being beard, re- 
coiiriled Jie Malay eaptain to this short larllier detention, by the 
assurance that he should depart for his tes.^el with the morning’s 
ddwfi—a dawn, alas I m itlicr was to see—for Scott, the narrator, 
Sju ping at the larboard side of the quarter-deck (as it was so line a 
night that he did nbt wii h to retire to his birth below), was suddenly 
awakened by a lieree blauc, that sdzed his clothes and hajr,si»! ceeded 
in an instant by a tremendous explosion, from the shock of which, 
he conjectures, he became utterly sensclosi for five minutes ormore» 
^ lie computes this dreadful accident to have taken place about four 
O'clock in the morning (‘^Ith July, J7yS), from the day apiiear. 
ing about an hour after ho was blown np; but how it did or eonh) 
happen, circumstanced as the ship then was, he professes hiuiscit 
totally unable to (dlcr an opiniou, or hazarda ronieclure. 

l.cn ho recoiereda little, he found himseli’half <,uaoi.ated with 
Wafer, floating and struggling with twelve others in the same siiu- 
ation, the small remainder of the line ship’,, company to which they 
lad jiiftt belong* d. jfe iwade slijlf with these to reat h the netting of 
ti 5 upon (lit ^1,11 boaid iitic, which just remained above the water. 

At the dawn of the day the ju-ople belonging to thesloop,tbcunof 
onl ot had a.fern, who mu.t easily i.ave diseoverqd the condition of 
the wreck, and beard the rejmaud shouts of the wretched beings who 
«eie L inging toit,callous totvery iuspulscof humanity, after the dis- 
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dijarge of a single musket, having weighed anchor, stood over, with¬ 
out regarding their situation, to the island of Banca. The weatherr 
coutiiiiiing mild, and the water smooUj, they set to work about 
eleven o’clock iiv*the forenoon, to make a raft of^such pieces of 
timber as they were able to pick up around them : they were for¬ 
tunately enabled to accomplish this by means of the main yard, 
which, lying alongside the wreck, furnished them w ith ropes siifli- 
cient for lashings ; it also gave thorn cloth for sail, which they fiyrd 
to Iho mast -of the joUy-buat, and they coaiplcted their ta^k by 
making a pialfunu upon it of such p'anjis as they coiild find. 

From the shock ai<d severe scficching that one and all of the sur¬ 
vivors had cxp*Tienccd,-tb<‘y were uTjalile to .tccumplish their work, 
before one o’clock P. iVi —id ^'act, four oi live only of the number 
were left in any circuAtiitanccs (o bear u part in it, (he united labour 
of whom was very inshllidont to secure, as it ought, tlie raft they 
had thus contrived. 'J’lic solicitude they must have felt, in their di'-.. 
tressed condlliou, to reach the shore before night, was coi.sluera- 
bly augmented by the circiinivtaiice that the i)ic"c of the wreck by 
which they clung would only bear (he weight of two of the most 
shattered amongst liu'm (Jaine.s Sullicin ajid Robert Pulloyne, sca- 
mcu)j mid whoin llic compassion of their comrades had agreed, ac¬ 
cordingly, to give the preference to, by mouutiiig them upon it: a 
single pumpioii being a( the •-ame time the amount of all tiie suste- 
unnee the whole party had to depend on. 

flaviiig committed thetnselves to thi-. r.ift, tlicy made sail for the 
n 'arcst shore, which vas the low land of Sumatra, distant about 
ti ree leagues, and about siv It agues to the southward of the Dutcii 
settlement of Palambaug. About .seven o’clock it came on to blow 
fresh, and the sim ran high, with a strong current then setliiig id 
against them. They were yet a considerable distance from the land, 
when 'he lashings of their mft began to giro way, and itself to part. 

t iy eiery plank of the platbirm was pre.'.cnlly washed off, 
b'!'., t.i complete the mi.sery of their situation, their mast and sail 
w ■ ' t 'Tried away. But re.soiirei‘, not despair, is the eharacter of 
a i.i'h seaman. Scing an auclioi-stock, which had K*cn lately a 
p..;i. o*’ ilitt raft, and uhich promi-se;! more security to t'lose who 
n.glit be able to reacli it, Hoaiiug :i cfuisiderahlc nay from them, 
'1, Scott, being the stoutest of the iiarty^ rc'(»hed (o suim alter it, 
and encouraging Quarter-master Ale.vaiiJer M’t-urfhy, Jehn Nut- 
ton, and .loscpli Scott, seamen, to follow his example, they ail four 
brought it in safety. 

It. was at this time one o’clock A. and dear moon light, eight 
pno?^souls still remained by the raft (Pulloyne being dead), who, 
seeing this part of their number, from whose exertions alone a r.iy 
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of ho[ic appeared, thus consult their own safety by the on^ possihfd 
cliance fot U, bewailed their separation bii^‘rly. 

The a^enturers on the anchor*stocH lost sight in another hemr 
of the forlorn Companions of their distress, and ncf er heard nor saw 
them more. 

By means of two spjws fashed across to keep the stock ,from rol¬ 
ling, they continued to be borne in safety upon it till about bine 
o’clock ucst morning, when the eiirrent, changing again, set'then* 
fast towards the land, under the lee of whid)^ tho>ugh t||ey had been 
driren out further to sea thgin they were when thty iCu the wreck,, 
they fortnnatcly arrirrd'^ with thfi help of a paddle, a'jont nine 
o’clock the same night (25th). Some surf vunning along the sliorc^ 
they found it a matter of no less diRiculty, in thetr exhausted .and 
weak state, after again betaking themsclrcs to swimtniiig} to 
reach the Imach. ^ 

Having tlius providentially cflccted their escape from the clangers 
of the deep, others no less furinidable stared them In the face upon 
this desert coast; or a roast, if not desert, pressed only by thtffoot- 
steps of men scarce less savage than the wild beasts that roamed its 
adjoining thickets. The first care of the seamen, after their fatigues 
and sufferings, was to gather leaves and dry grass, with which they 
made themselves a bed whereon to repose. On this they slept sound 
till inurningy when, awakened by tho call of (hirst, they c^eiit to 
.look for water, which they foiiu<’ at hand; but no manner of re¬ 
freshment could they discover besides, not even a single shell-fish. 

In this deplorable condition, and alujost naked (a single jacket 
and a couple of shirts being their whole slock of clothes), they re¬ 
mained starving till about four o’clock the same afternoon (26th), 
being a term of three whole niglir,s and two day.s from the time of 
their being blown up, when, straggling along the shore, and almost 
in utter despair of all human succour, one of the party discovered 
a Malay prow, lying in a bight, hardly a ({uartcr of c mile from 
them. Upon lliis they consulfecl what wa:. best (o be done, and it 
wa.s resolved that T. Scott, being able to talk the Dutch and Malay 
tongues fluently, should approach it singly, while the re.-.t kept out 
of sight. And well it was for them that such was the )tlap and pre¬ 
caution they ob.s«rvcd,‘for had they all advanced together, unarmed 
and defenceless as tHiey were, it is almost a moral certainty that not 
a life waiild have been spared. On a nearer apiiroach, he presently 
disooveriNi four mure pirate pro\v.s with the first, some of the people 
belonging to which were at work on the shore, repairmg a boat. 
Oi> pcrcciv ng '*cott, their head man immediately made towards 
him, a till an up';f<f*d a\e in his hand ; upon a loud shout givo^'by 
whom, a crowd followed, equally determiuod to pul him to death. 
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But, falll’nif upon his knees, and supplicating for mercy in thdr 
own tongue, the chief relented, and forbad any of ITis people to do 
their prisoner harm. They asked him earnestly what countryman 
fie was; froin whence he came; and what he wanted among them. 
He replied he was an unfortunate Englishman, one of a small re> 
maindcr that survired the accident that had lately befallen lU ship. 
Theyarepeatod the question, whether he was actually an English¬ 
man ? and charged him, if a man of the Dutch nation belonged to 
the number saved, that he should discover him to them, at bis pe¬ 
ril, Being answered in the negative, the chief (or rajah, as they 
styled him) inquired particularly whether the captain survived, in 
which case he would undertake himself to convey them all safe to 
Malacca; but his people, as well as the Malay chieniimself, vowed 
that if the party that kccidcnt had thus ppt into their hands had 
been Dutch, no consideration should havl induced them to shew 
quarter to a single man. 

Some of the pirates were now di< ected to where the seamen were, 
who presently returne.d with them, trembling under the most alarm. 
.ing apprehensions that they should be massacred, as they conceived 
Scott had already been; for they had seen the latter surrounded 
by an angry and threatening crowd, themselves being then undis¬ 
covered. 

Op their arrival, a!! four were made to sit down, till they fully 
falislicd their curiosity, by asking a thoii'.and questions leialing to 
the ship, and Iheir prisoners. The next step the pirates took was to 
divide the captives; each of the rajahs takmg two into his own boat; 
the quarter-master and Hutton into one, the two Scotts into the 
otJier. 

It was now past six o’clock P. M. when the almost famished sea¬ 
men at last had the wants of nature relieved by a plentiful meal of 
fish and rice, which was nerved to them in each oi the boats. 

The lime i^ilowcd for this refrenliment being expired, the five 
prows immediately put off for the llesistancc's wreck; but after a 
vain search of two whole d.i} s, tliey returned without being aljlc to 
pick up any part of the ship, or of her contejiis. Some seamen’s 
chests, containing a few dollars and articles of little value, however, 
and a few of the bodies, continued to be washed on shore, from 
time to time, for some tlays after. ^ 

AVhilc these live prows, which formed a part of a fleet of eighteen 
or twenty that were distributed along the land, remained crui^ng 
separately up and down the Straits, on^ the look-oiii for trading 
craft from China, Java, &c. (which might be about three weeks), 
the ^lala)s continued to behave so well towards their prisoners, 
as to leave them no great cause to complain. 
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About Uio2dtU of August, the prow rajah, or principal provy^ 
in whic^ tjte narrator was, at nine A. M. full in with a sloop from 
Java. The crew of this vessel, under cover of the preceding night, 
had abandoned her, betaken to their boats; and escaped to the 
near^t sh 9 rcy^ making the best of their way (probably with w'hat 
sppeie they possessed) for the neighbouring town of Banca, 
whither it was believed they we^c bound, and where, the^ wore 
secure of protection. Immediately on seeing this formidable 
prow, which carried one twcive-pouuder, two swivels, and a 
proportion of musketry,* sword.-;, lying at’jn'chor to wind¬ 
ward, and it being well asCcrtaitfcd, from her strength and appear¬ 
ance, what she w'as, as well as that no mercy was to be eJtpcctcd 
from the sang^nary banrl aboard her, they wisely made this sacri- 
lice to their personal security. 

Before the prow' rajah boarded the sloop, the English seamen 
received a promise of a small -dividend o€ any cloth or provisions 
that might be found on board. Being laden, however, only with 
salt and oil, a snialf proportion of fowls, lice, and cocoa-nuts, 
part of her stock, came to their share, in common with the other 
hands. The prow proceeded from thence, with the sloop, for Pe- 
nobang, a town on the island of IJngau, which they reached in 
three days, and where their prize fetched the captors 1500 rix- 
dollars. Here the two Scottswerc separated, Joseph being sent on 
in the prize to the town of f Jngan, and Thomas remaining with (he 
rajah of ‘the prow behind at Penobang. The pirate.s have a small 
fort or block-house at this place, syrrumuled by water, roonnling 
several guns, which are occasionally run out of their houses, which 
arc erected universally upon sluke-i or pile.s. 

Thomas Scott remained as a slave here with the rajah of the 
prow, his master, four or five weeks, wheii he heard the news of 
Quarter-master McCarthy and Button arriving in the small prow 
at Lingan; that the young rajah who coramauded that prow had 
very liberally and humanely rejected any ransom for his captives, 
and freely presented them to (he sultan. 

Adew days afterwards hehcarxl that his namesake (Joseph) Scott 
bod been .xan^'omed of the Timor men on board the prize, where it 
was his fate to be disposed of for fifteen rix-dollars; and, finally, 
that the snitai) of Jdngan had (with an alacrity and generosity 
whicl^at once stamps the patural disposition of his heart, and the 
regard and respect he^ bears towards the British nation) pro¬ 
vided all the surviving seamen of which he appears to have had any 
knowledge, with a prow to transport them to Piuang. 
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Thus dill tlic national character of the land from whence these 
poor fellows sprang become a bles&ing to its individual!, in the most 
trying and perilous situation imaginable: it would not become us 
to reverse the medal, and make the allusion, however it might ap¬ 
ply, to any other country, whose conduct towards* the Malay 
islanders has been so widely dilTerent, and in consequence of which 
they experience very different cifccts. 

It was not till nine days after the liberation and departure ofhi^ 
comrades for Pinang, that Thomas Scott was brought up by his 
owner from Penobang to Lingan, about half a day’s sail, and there 
sold in the n arket for thirty*fivc rix-dullars. 

llis ])nrchaser was another rajah, or head mate, who proved to 
him a kinder and more considerate master than the fiA’mer; he had 
now a better allowance of victuals, more liberly, the gift of a cloth 
to cover him, with a handkerchief. Lamenting the hardships of his 
fate, in being the sole person of his countrymen left bchinibin bon- 
ditge, Ills new master encouraged him by the assurance, that when¬ 
ever lie (Scott) should be able to pay him back the original amount 
of his purchase, he would 'immediately release him. Uut his deli¬ 
verance, and tiiat from a quarter totally uniinagined and iincx- 
j’/etrted, Avas, under the di>pensation of heaven, then at hand ; for 
the next day, *(0 hi. un-.pcakable joy, he found the sultan had be¬ 
come llis ransomer also from the Macas-ar rajab. Being ordered 
into tlie ])reseiice of his benefactor, he was given to i.nyerstand, 
that ill consequence of a letter received by the sultan the preceding

SIR. F.niTOU, 

I N oticring to your notice a few rcm.-irks on the cablc' and an¬ 
chors of ships in the royal navy, J cannot but feel the di-.-ult an- 
tage undef which I may lie w hen thus attempting to shew that (jIj- 
jects of so much importance, after having for ages, miy ccMifuri* !., 
employed the most sagacious and minute observers, and recciiei! (he 
benefit of their inquiries and experience, still admit of fardicr im¬ 
provement. Eat if, as I conceive, any deieet s'ill exists in mntlers 
of this moment, you will allow that a man of priticijde. in.j\ feel 
anxious for the disclosure of those ideas n hich he, rightly or othei- 
wise, imagines essential to its remedy. Under tliis impression, i 
take the liberty of requesting you to iil^ert the foliyv,*n:' letter, in 
which I have thrown togeth<;r my reileelions on the subject, and 
the facts by which thovc rciiections have been stiggistcd. 

TIi« first position v, hich I shall alttsnpi (o establish is one that has 
every rlaiin to prior consideration, «!ul whic]i, if admitted, of itself 
poiins out ti;e necessity of some such other new regii'atiorij as those 
that 1 am about to propose*. 

1. It a!'p'''’,rs to me, alter the fullest consideratiou and lesearoh, 
th.it Id.; Li..ps a;e inbuQicietitly cabled. .In siij)ji(irt of this 
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Opinion I must remark j Isit, that merchant ships, being from three 
hundred ions to seven hnmlrcd and fifty, whi'’!! descripti(»n 

includes the smaller vessels of the East India company, an: rertaiuly 
Jiot provided with cables of a strength more than adequate to their 
size, wants, and degrees of exposure; 2illy, that tlicsa degrees of 
exposure, and cunscqueiit wants in the merchant vcs'iels, are far 
from being equal to tho*'e of his majesty's ships j 3dly, tliatmcr-* 
cliani vessids arc not over cabled ; but that, on the contiary, as aTl 
who are a> qnainted with them readily agi- e, could tiicy inanage 
them rabies of a still larger size jit'ould be desiiable; now, these 
])Oslii!,ites being granted, ^it follows that his majesty’s ships, not 
having cables of one-half, nor in some instanee-, of one third of the 
Rtn ngtb of those on board such mclehaut vessels, art^iiot cabled to 
one-half, and in some instances to onc-third of the requisite strength. 
This is a fact whieh, as rumour ha- said a reduction of the cables iit 
tlie servire has been proposed, seems to be either unknown or un¬ 
regarded. This I know, that the rilative proportion ofstiength be¬ 
tween the single rabies of ships of the line, and those of ineichant 
sliijis of 3 or liily tons, is not more than as three, or even two, fo 
six; and that in length and inimbcr, they hardly exceed the actual 
length aiidnuiiiber of an East India ship of 750 tons,anil havenot,at 
the same lime’, more, than one-half or a third proportion of relative 
sfrcnglh ; whence it follows, I conceive, that if an India ship is not 
greatly ovei-cabled, a ship of th ■ line is greatly deficient.^ 

II 1 am riglit in this idea, it will no longer be urged against me 
that the subjeet has been already compli-teiv examined. If thlsdis- 
prf»pmtion X'-' really productive of the evils v hich 1 attribute to it, 
it will be allowed that even thongli the facfs alleged are weaker, 
and the arguments interior, it would become the duty of every 
friend to his eoiintry and his countrymen, to stand forward in such 
a cause, ^Viiat relates to the mo.st important branch of the navy, 
to the general defence and welfare, and tp a point so interesting to 
Iheii safety, as firm anchorage and retention, can be of no slight 
or trivial eomidcralion. Single ships ot the tine of battle ar- of a 
value, etid, vriiul is more, include a population equal to those of 
some states that have a name in Europe, United, they are tho 
greatest of the national energies, the acknowledged .support, if not 
the source, ol the wealth aud power of tlie, nation. They contain 
an asseniblagc of men forming a body not to be paralleled lorforcc, 
bravery, and skill; and which, should any iiiisiortunc overwhelm, 
ages to come might not replace. Ought a pledge of such immeiiao 
worlb, and a pledge too for the public safety, the guarantee of 
wealth, liberty, and glory, and, as things now stand, of every 
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thirig near and dear in private as well as public estimation, to bn 
permitted, if Vhe contrary is possible, to exist a moment in danger 
of su'flTcriiig from the incommodiousucss or inadequacy of tboiia« ; 
strunients they employ. 

In \rafching the enemy’s coast, which is become a usual doty, 
and in many exposed situations both atliome and abroad, our abips 
*want retaining powers of the greatest strong^; and shuiikl these 
powers, from error in calculation, or any other cause, be formed 
of less than that required strength, and mneh mure if, in the most 
important instances, it is less than half of what it ought to bo, it 
would be extremely criminal were v*c p^>.siToIy to witness so groat 
an evil. It is not extravagant to suppose, that such a distribution of 
the navy niay*bc occasionally rcqniied, as would leave half of it, or 
nearly the whole, upon the shores of the enemy, or in our own 
roads, exposed to (he necessity of outriding^ the most destructive 
gale, and a gale of that increased violence which late instances lead 
IIS frequently to expect: in such a case, the (lower of the heruisiii 
of (ircat Britain might be buried in the ocean —.1 calasiroplie loo 
dreadful for thought, but which, as far as second causes are con- 
rerned, must be influenced by the hold of anchor^, aud the strength 
of cables, 

11*. It is my opinion, that the complicated nine-strand lay of ca¬ 
bles is of inferior strength, and coiled with greater dilhculty than 
simpler combinations. 

] ll. That it would be highly for the good of the service, and is 
practicable, to adopt, for sheet and spaie cables, if not for bowers, 
eordaire of double or more than double substance. 

IV. That (he bitts might be altered to tfutcod, and in a nianiuT 
beneficial to all cables, according to the recommendation ofiMr.Snod. 
grass, and that these improvements might be carried still farther. 

V. 'f'hut anchors of the present magniiudc, being much more than 
sidcquate to cables now in use, would be sufficient, or nearly so, 
for those of the proposed fabric. 

Vi. That an alteration might be made, which, though the anchor 
is, in my judgment, nearly perfect in its common furuis, would, iu 
some cases, aid its olBce; and, 

Vll. That ships, to ride secure, do not want so groat a scope of 
cable as is commonly supposed. 

'J'h% anchors of ships of the line are^ it is allowed, in tolerable 
proportion, though perhaps rather below what their circumstances 
require; ashipof J(X)tons possessing anchors 0 /twelve or fourteen 
,6'-' t. East liidta ships, of 760 tons, anchors of thirty-two or Ihirty- 
fourewt. seventy-fours, of 1800^tons, from seventy to eighty cwt* 
Bccond-rates, from eighty to ninety; and, as I have been ioformed) 
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tWanchors of first-rates, which arc of 2200 or 2300 tons burden, 
hltely approached to five tons 'veight. These res{iective weights, 
common arithmetic shews, are nearly proportional to those of the 
merchant and EasH ndia Company ships, and perhaps nearly suffi¬ 
cient; for I never heard that, except in very loose ground, where 
the fonn of an anchor is of more consequence than its weight, tlm 
sttichflrs of merchant ships are not sufficiently powerful for the 
cables to which they are attached. They have appeared in all Ihe 
instances respecting which I have either had experience, or oppor¬ 
tunity of making inquiry, to what 'they ought to be—that is, 
completely superior to*lthe cables; and, consequently, till farther 
experience amends present conceptions, it may not be improper to 
receive them as sufficient in all instances for the equivalent propor¬ 
tions of cable. Such have they, at least, been proved, lor those 
which the ships of the East India company annex, and which arc 
the best in all respects for comparison with his majesty’s ships, as 
well on account of their size, methods, and habits, as of the rea¬ 
soning and experimental inquiry which has been made in this ser¬ 
vice, and the knowledge which is generally possessed, or easily 
obtained, respecting the properties and powers of those ships, and 
their instrumental parts. 

To these comparisons I now proceed, by means of which I shall 
point out that his majesty’s ships fall beneath others in the propor¬ 
tion of their cables; and that those ships being barcljt sufficiently 
found, the king’s being still inferior, must be obviously defective. 

The East India company’s ships, ] mean the smaller, preserve 
prelly nearly the proporlion customary in the merchants’ service, 
and this is scarcely suffieieni; but they can take b.'tter stations for 
riding than can the ships of the line, and have none of those pressing 
occasions for extreme power in their retainers, which occur per- 
petually in the public service. 

The elevation of the lowest ships of the line, joined to the in¬ 
creased proportion of their masts and yards, the superior measure 
allowed in his majesty’s tonnage, added to their outside birth, 
cause the least disadvantage they sustain in riding to be not reason¬ 
ably less than a fourth more than their nomiiul tonnage compared 
with the East India ships adduced; while second and first rates may 
be reasonably set at a third more than theiis. This statement, in- 
deed, does not greatly exceed their real tonnage in merchant mea¬ 
sure, and these considerations will cause seventy-fours to be rated 
at 2100 tons of East India tonnage, aecording to the strain they 
exert in cables: second rates at not less than 2(i00; and first rates 
not below 3000. .

Should they only attract the rriticism of the oilicLM's of the marine 
artillery, 1 shall have attained (d>ject; for this would bo one 
means of drawing them from the apathy in which they scum to be 
held. 

Theantlior has fixed upon three causes, which he tliinks suffi¬ 
cient t® give suiieriority in naval combats: 1st, a suiiviioi excil- 
lance of ships j ‘2d, a more profound knowledge in the officers of 
naval tactics; and, 3d, the more advantageous use and direction 
of the artillery. 

The author next having, in some waj or other, demonstrated 
that the two first causes are in favour of tin; French, concludes 
that it is the bad use we make of our artiileiy that is the cau'>e of 
our reverses. 

it appears to me that he would have been more just bad he con¬ 
cluded, that our defeats arise merely from the inferiority of our 
artillery. 

The two first points not being within my sphere, and having been 
already resolved, 1 shall now, in concert viitii the author, examine 
what is the influence of the third. 

It cannot be doubted that this influeuce is very great'in naval en- 
gagemeiits, since it is well knoun that artillery is employed in them 
as the prineipul agent—that if it often prepares tiic viciory to land 
armies,*it must by sea not only prepare but determine it. I am far 
from thinking that much-does noi depend upon the skilful ina- 
nieuvring of the.$)i>pt*> but can these luanccuvres be always exe- 
cuted under the superior fire of an enemy’s artillery ?

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The aittfcor states, that” the French direct their guns at the 
rjg:.»n v\luch comprehends every thing that is abflve the body of 
thcv<ss< l, that Ihrci’-fonrths of this space is a void, and, conse- 
tjnenJly, that three-fonrths of the bails so directed, must lose 
tluMiiselve^ in air.” 

'J'iic last phrase is not correct, for the balls do not lose them- 
sclvcs*in air, batift watei;.

Tims the instructions which the author has given rcspectinc tho 
management of artillery at sea only relate to firing point-blank.. 
His views are undoubtedly not confined to this point: he lias given 
room to hope that in a second memoir he will explain them fur the 
instruction of the offieei s of the marine artillery'. 

It may bo supposed from the conduct of the French in battle, 
that their intention was only to get clear of the English vessels, in 
order to avoid a decisive action.” 

1 suppose that the intention of the French sailors when they arw 
engaged, is to do all the ill possible to the enemy, and that if the 
ctfcct doe.s not correspond with their intention, it is the fault of the 
arms which they use. 

1 shall only cite one fact to give an idea of the effect of our artil¬ 
lery. tJpon the i cturo of the French ami Spanish fleeis, coromandvd' 
by Admiral Bniix, they lirctl 000 cannon shots at l^t, at an Alge¬ 
rine corsair, w'fthouttlic smallest oflect. 1 do hot believe that in a 
combat of this q|^ure there was ever so much unavailing firing. 

'Though the pi'cfercace ought to be given to directing the guns sa 
make fhem strike the hull of the cnetpy’s vessel, fdo not think ’ 
that this opinion ^ the author ought to be considered aa an cxe{il* 
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sivr pnnc^)le* For Instance: in a particular engagomen^t, Ui&cotn-^ 
mandcr of asbip, the superiority of whose artillery, over that of its 
antagonist is di^mihle, ought, it appears to me, to save the cnc. 
nty’s vessel, and only to tire at the rigging. 

The author, in examining the conduct of the English admiriils in 
battle, asserts tbai they have neglected manseavring, with the ad. 
vantages of position, and that they have reckoned solely on 
superiority of thrir h^titiery. The English admirals have done uhat 
every able general will do, when, having the superiority of force, 
he can, by com|:ating the enemy’s armament in parallel order, %ht 
it along the whole extent of its front, and destroy it 'completely. 

The author ob erves, tliat the English have only produced one 
contemptiblc^ork upon naval tactics.” Out fhey^havc produced 
several excellent ones upon artillery, which is at least as essential. 
That they have no marine school.” We. have, in opposition to 
that, no school for artillery. Lastly, that they have no naval 
corps of artillery.” It may now be asked, if we have any? If that 
body which we know by the name is organized as it ought to be? 
If the men who compose it arc chosen, and if they arc commanded 
at sea, by the officers who trained them ? 

The only French author «\ho has written upon the subject of the 
naval artiiierff is Citizen Texier Noibic. Ills work, thoo|^ mo. 
dem, appears to me incomplete, because he has not taken notice 
of the g cat changes made in the land artillery, in 1765, and since 
that period, nor of the discoveries which have arisen fioTn the dis. 
cussioiis which the subject of artillery has undergone, although be 
could nut be unacquainted with them. It is tnie that it does not 
seem to have been his object in liis researches to appretiate the im. 
portance or advantage of these changes, nor to make any applica¬ 
tion of them to the naval artillery. 

'i'he land a"tillery having been carried to a pitch of perfection, 
wiiirh has attracted the attention of all military men, and even of 
the learned of Europe, it would hare been surprising, if the naval 
artillery had not reaped some improvement from this perfection, 
were it only in those parts of its cunstructiou or management which 
are analogouff, or similar, to those of the land artillery, if it had 
had a corps destined particnlarly to its service, of which the officers 
had been artillerists. This corps not having existed, the naval ar- 
tiili'iy has undergone very little change. ^ 

1 have proved that our navaj artiileiy does not famish any means 
of taking a sure aim. It is still more defective with respect to its 
mounting, because this is not eiStablishcd on any rational principle; 
some of them being contrary to the simplest rules of mechanics, it 
fgSb.Cbtnn.tanl.

ledgeofAelawsof cohesion,of thcforcc of tenacity in Aeparticlesof 
cast iron, and of the efiect of Ae powder which tends to break them. 

It will be necessary to adapt to onr guns boutom de mire* and 
hoiUises nobiieSf i similar to those w ith u Inch lield.pieees are provided, 
but of which the properties win be more extended, and Ae use more 
sure, without requiring any greater skill on the part of the catinonier. 

The next thing requisite will be, to facilitato the means of taking 
aim by the sides of the gun; some method of making fast the gnns, 
so that Aeir weight being nearer to the centre of gravity as to Ac 
Tcsscl, the motion may be made less, which must also be provided. 

The carronades ought to be cast a.new, aii their construction, as 
well as that of Aeir frames, is evidently bad. 

Schools of artillery for the naval service ought to be established, 
in whiA officers, by being taught a good theory, may be prepared 
for serving usefully. 

A corps of marine artillery, oi chosen men, ought to be formed; 
to the officers of which ought to be granted the power of directing 
iheartillery at sea, and Aat of commanding and disciplining their can* 
ttoniers. These officers not being then so completely null as they are 
mt present on board our vessels, wonld have the glory of being able to 
contribute to our success, the only one of whiA they could be jealous. 

The aeal which animates me for Ae honour of the corps to which

necessity w^iCh compelled mo to Qj. A. iiuodied tinics I was tempt- 
ed to maneeuvre m order to cripple her from fighting, tfs well as some 
cutters that followed her and annoyed ns with t^eir tire, but as the 
wind blew fresh, and I observed, ilutwithst.ie^ing the d.iiknisii of 
the night, several ships at the ettrcnity of thi lioiunn in full sail t<^^^ 
supp >rt h( r, I was sensible that by lying to [ should be giving them 
all time to come up and that mj escape would b*. impossible. We 
were thus annoyed during the whole of the night b^ this Ingalc, 
who^e file brought down oiir main-top-mast about five in the inoin- 
ing.

It wa> about six o’cldl||rthc Foadroyaiit, of 81 guns, one ol the 
finest vesseliJn Fnglamu, passed a-stern of the William Tell, calling 
out t())|tber to strike, and at the same time pouring in her whole 
broadside. In coitscquence of their manoeuvres the two ships were 
soon alongside of oach other, the Foudroyant on the starboard, and

In the state in which the William 
Tell was, I confess I had but liKle hopes Of the issue of so niteqnal 
a combat, but the determined resorirtton of her crew was such, (hat 
I was certaintiihc would be Nearly purchased by,thr enemy; besides, 
while tiic ship was manageably vire were capable of any 4)oId attempt, 
writhont dre^ of tlie consegV^i^s. It tvas lor that reason I ordered 
Capt. Saunici* to board the Foudroyant, whose fir I perceived had 
abated. Thelgommandcr seized the first opportunity (hat pre>ented 
itself, and rnshi*'? suddenly on her starbuard.side, he cro.ssed her 
bowsprit. The enemy judging of our intentions, manicuvred in or¬ 
der to proven! our bo.ardiag; the two vessels nearly touched each 
other, but could not absolutely meet. The result of this maiiccuvre 
was, that the Fomlroyant, which had already lost her mizcn.mast, 
was terribly maiilo.l both fore and aft, her fnrc-tnp-mast had fallen, 
and she w’as fain to sheer off with what roasts she had standing. Du¬ 
ring the rest of the engagemen! she kept at a distance, which did not 
admit of our boarding her. It was then that Captain Saunii r, who 
had directed the manceuvre with iinconinjon ability, was severely 
wounded. He was immediately repiaeed by Lieut. Donadien, an 
offictsr of very great merit. From seven o’clock the William TeJI, 
having only her mizen and mizen-top-raast left, had to engage two 
ships of the line and a frigale : she answered their fire by both her 
broadsides, and frequently by her guns astern. The riggiiui had se- 
Tcral limes taken fire, and had been repeatedly e\tingui-,hed; several 
explosions which I had heard on board the enemy's ships assured me 
that the same accident had happened to them. Unfortunately the 
falling of the masts obstructed (he working of several of our lar¬ 
board guns, ^nd wc were obliued to be continually throwing wa'er 
on that side, where the ruins of the masts anvt rigging, which we 
were unable to remove with sufficient speed, threatened every mo¬ 
ment to set fire to the ship.

1 was sensible that the men 1 might lose 
by a longer resistance would be the useless victims of a vain obsti¬ 
nacy; upon this conviction, and persuaded that the defence of the 
William Tell had been in every respect truly honourable, 1 thought 
it my duty to submit to fortune, and about thirty .five minutes past 
nine, after the ship was a wreck, top flag was struck.

** 1 mall beuin hjr informing you itmt we sailed from Ydrinouth with tlie 
ships and vessels named in tlie margiit,* on the 9Ui of August, at seven in 
the morning; we had a fair wind, thhitigh biit^iittle of it etund^our passage; 
nevcrtt elLM, ordering the last stBiug sbm tp tow the slow sailing ones, 
we readied the Skew on the 15th fiiUojgffigj^bming previously despatched 
Sir Home ropham, in the Romney, to al|hiice aa ht^ as to the entrance of 
the Sound, tor tlie purpose of procuring intellifmnee of the stre^iigih and 
position of the Danes, and for forwarding such despatcltes as he might meet 
with from Lord Wiiitworth. 

“ On the 14tii we had received iaibrmatiim that three sail of Danish 71 
gun ships were moored with ronngi on their cables across the narrowest 
part of the Sound, eaten ling from Cronbeig Castle to the Sweilish shore;

Tt is 
excHtedingly^gratifyibf to utf chat we are now enabled to wind up oiir narra¬ 
tive with an account of a ihjvouralile tcrmihatioii of the affa^ and . that the 
situation of thiugs seem# co^aijrRnt A hope that the two (Entries, will pre¬ 
serve a go<^ uaderstaiKling w^^jpach other. It was not that Britain had 
any thing tD.|car: atiijgle e^lop^ her pov/er must have crushed so weak'an. 
enemy; but |;be feelinga-of huihanity recoiled from the nepesstly of extend¬ 
ing the borrura of war. Happily, that dreadful ahernauve^'Abat** last/' 
and deservedly last, “ argument of kings/' has been avoided: , .

“ The discussion respecting the asserted right of tlie “English to visit con¬ 
voys, shall he adjourneil to a further negoLiation in London. 

“ Until this poijjt is decided, Danish ship.s shall only^sad under c.jiivov 
in tiie Mediterranean seas, to protect them from the Algerine cruisui a, and 
shall be liable to be scarr.jted as heretofore. 

“ The convcnlioii shidl be ratified by tlie two courts within tlireeyi'eeks.” 
We are swriy to observe that die court of Denmark still considers “ die 
right of die Knthsh to visit convoys” as a point that requires discussion. 
That such a right necessarily exists, geems evident from the plaiti consider¬ 
ation suggested by bit William fscott, in Ins Very aide and intelligent speech 
delivered on a late occasion, and which we liavc alreatly inserted; "I “ that 
unless neutral vessels he visited, u i« impossible to ascertain their neutrality.''

‘JtDMIIiAL KINCSMILL’s DINNER.

This dlly Admiral Kingsmill gave a splendid cntcrtninmcnt to tlie mer-* 
chants, mayor, sheriffs, and principal inhabitants of this city; at which 
Major-general Myers and his staff, Major-gcneml Sir Charles Ross, and all 
the principal naval and military officers in this. n6ighbourhood were also 
present. _ I'he dinner was such as nngitf have been expected from die uiu- 
tiificcnce of the dignified and respeetdd eliaraeter wlio presided. It was 
equal in spleiRlour and elegance to any entertainment ever jAven in this 
country, and, while it bespoke the high estimation in wliichJdui worthy ud- 
miral holds (he inhablttf^ of Cork, it reflected the highest nonour on his 
libcndity.

At the lower 
end of the table wasanorber transparent painting, representing an admirars 
ship ill tlie centre, a .seaman on each side, standing on tlie pctle^tids of l-'or- 
tilude and Valour, «upporiing an admiral’s flag. Over the slop was displayed 
a naval crown, and beneath two dolphins, holding a label, on the one side 
of which were the w<n(ls, “ our liade proicttcd;” and on the other, “ onr 
enemies vanquished.’’

' Almost immediately after the violent measure ^tftioned 
had been taken, the Favourite sloop was despatched home to 
England, with the intelligence, and Mr. Govver, together with 
the crew the Swift, took her passage on'board her; it was 
extremely prosperous and speedy, that* vessel having arrived at 
the Motheibank on the 22d of September, alter a voyage of 
seventy days. ^ 

Mr. Gower continued unemployed after his arriiml till the 
appointment of Sir George Rodney to the Jamaica cominund, 
which took place in tlie year ensuing. 

An instance of the ill lurk, with respect to promotion, which 
attended Mr. Gower on this occasion, is of too singular u nature 
to be passed over unnoticed He was appointed„secon(l lieu¬ 
tenant of the Princess Aintiia, whieii was Ihe ship of the 
commander in chief, so that he ron^eqiionlly iniglit be con¬ 
sidered in ti>e direct and certain chjuiuiei for advaucenieiil. 7\t 
the time Sir George first hoistcd'hls the late Sir Robert 
Harland was on the poiiit of proceedirig. to the East Indies as 
commander in chief of a squadron ordered lliiiher to watch iho 
motions of the French. 'I he jwesent Sir John Odjioys, vice- 
admiral of the red squadron, was at that time third lieutenant 
of the Northumberland, and being ordered oul with a pai tv to 
press men for the purpo-e of manning the squadron, an affray 
look place, in consequence of which a man unforlimately lost his 
life. 

Tt then becoming ncccssan’, pro foj'mAj that the conduct of 
Lieutenant Coipovs .should be legally investigated, ho was obliged 
to remain in England for that purpose, and a proposal was made 
to Mr. Gow'cr, that he should exchange situations, as the trial 
would be ov|:r in suflicient time to permit Mr. Colpoys to pro¬ 
ceed with..|^r George Rodney, who was not ready for sea. 
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to tlie Wfist Indiits, while, on the other hand, the detention 
would prevejil his accompanying Sir Robert to the East. The 
chance of pr<m|otion which Mr. Gower possessed in his own 
station, being hstensibly so much superior to that which w'as 
offered him, hjeinaturally rejected the prbj^saljand Mr. Colpoys, 
as 6opu,a8,tte^irial was over, followed his nduiiral, having tak^ 
his passage bn board an Iridianiau. The event, libwevcr, proved 
directly cbntiaiy'to human foresigl.i, one vacancy only happen¬ 
ing on the West India slatipn during tlie wholn tinie of 
Mr. Govaor’s aWnce. .He couse^uently experiencelTno further 
advancement diau from the- station of sc:<;oncl to that of fust lieu¬ 
tenant, while Mf; CoJpoys'liad she gootl fortune in the same in¬ 
terval of time, tp be advanced to the rank of post captain, 
by commission, hearing date. August G.5, 1773^, appointing him 
to the admiral's ship liie Norlinirnberland. 

Mr. Gtwer of conrst K tiirncJ to England a lieutenant, and 
not having obtained pioinotion, w-i - obliged to remain inactive 
on half-pay till the niuiuli of ^March, 177-5. He was ihcn 
appointed fhrst lietUcnant of the Levant frigate, commanded by 
Captain George Murray, micle to the jn-esent Duke of Athol. 
He sailed on the- -Ilh of June following, and continued during the 
space of nearly four bn the IVlcditerrancan station, under 
the progressive cortimaiwls' of Vice-admii-al Man end Rear- 
admiral DulT, I’iie Xifevant w as, after the commencement of the 
American war, extremely successful, having ca})ti;rcd so con¬ 
siderable a number of prizes, that few vessels, perhaps, have ever 
quilled a station with more eclat respecting heisclf, and more 
regret from tlie officers and ollmr persons concerned, who 
derived advantage from her good fortune and the activity of her 
people. 

The Levant having been ordered to England in 1779, was 
sent iinmediaiely after her arrival, with many other inferior 
ships and vessels, auder lire command of C.iptain Murray, over 
to Helvoelsluys. The object of this errand was to escort from 
thence the packet on board which the Duchess of Devonshire, 
witli many other personages of high rank, iiad embarked, uud 
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uhose pasiage itai render^ eomrHhut iwerarious, on account

in the Kordi tea. The Levant, however, was |M«veniai trend 
executing this ttervice by a contnuy wiad* 

Sir George Rodney, the forhasr friend and pdfah Mr. 
* Oovver, received about this time bis wdhknotvn applmiftnsitlit to 
the chief command on the West India statioii, and immediately 
chose Mr. Gower to be his hrst lieutenant on board the Saudwich. 
The tieetj'V;;' itfa a considerable number of merchant votsids under 
its protection, sailed the latter cud of Desceniticr, and on the 
of Jamiani' had the good fottmie to fait in with a Spauhh convoy 
belonging to flic Ro\al Conipat^ of Caiiiecas, hound from $t. 
Sebasiiau’s to Cadis. Of ttt entwseven aall composing tliis Sect, 
twenty-six sveie capUned, seven of rthich were armed, and coiu> 
pleteJy frUt'd acrordh^totheii cMteifUif mfts, os ships and vessels 
of war. The commodore's ship, calii d the ( iuipusroiina, mounted 
64 guns, and being deemed iii cvi iv le&pect iit for service, was 
iimnediatefy comtuissh ned b\ Nirfieoig^* ai» a British ship of 
tlu>liue, and called the Piiuft: VYiDiam, Mr. Govvtr being ap¬ 
pointed her captain. 

This commisMott being conliroied liltbout luvsitalion by the 
.ddmiralfy, Mr. Gower, as some fociimj>eixie for thoa: maiufoJd 
disappointments which lie luid hefyte e&jieneuoed, escaped 
passing thioo^ the intcimediau* rank of eoniuiander of a sloop 
of war, a circumstance very niiusual. 

On the l6t}i of the same mouth in wliidb Captain Gower met 
with that well deserved advanrcnieiit just mentiontMi, tlte 
zncmorable action took place oti Caj^ bt. li' in( ^ between the 
Britidi dect and the Spsuu&h amraiULnt, couux^ Sled by Don 
Juan de Laiigara, an event so recent as not torequiTe^aiiy lartiier 
account than what has been alit^y given tu tlie Memoir of 
JLord Rodney,*' niorepa'tlcuiaily* sv the Piiiioe Williaoi was not 
fortunjite enough to have any uiterestiug stuie in the action.

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I'lic flct t soon aiicrwards reached Gibraltar with the prizes it 
hud so siicc.c>srully made, and elliectualiy relieved that fortress 
from the famia^like distress which the hostilities with the court 
of Spain and tlie close blockade consequent to tlicin bad ueces- 
sari^' the cotiunuahce of the fleet in Gib¬ 

raltar 4)a>>50aptulu. Gower was removed, first into the l^orci^ 
pine, of ^4 gnus ^ sccoudlv, into the Enterprise, of £8; and 
lastly, on tlie I4tU of February, 1780, into, the Edgar, of 74, as 
captain under ^Qommodore Elliot, who hoisted ^is broad 
pe)|,dat|t on board that ship, being left behind the fleet as com¬ 
mander in chief of a sni^all force, which it was supposed would 
assist in tbcJdeience' of liie fortress* 

It being e^P^^rihictifally found, after a few months coiitinuuiice 
fh(*rc, that to persist in the same measiue, was to render so tine 
a ship nearly usoiess, Coiiiinoiljie Elliot retui^ned to England. 
Captain- Gower contiiuied in the same command, sometimes 
serving under the lamimodore himself, and, during his absence, 
oommaiuliu^ tlie Julgar as a cruiser or a private ship in the 
cliamicl lu-et, till the year 1781, when Mr. Elliot having struck 
his broad pendant and resumed his'station of a private captain, 
Mr. Gower of iiccessi^ quitted the Edgar, and continued till the 
month of November, on half-pay. He was then appointed 
captain of the Medea, a.'filgate of 28 gnns, under orders to join 
the sipiadvon fitting out for the East Indies, under the command 
of Commodore Sir 11. Bickerton. Accidents, however, prevented 
(’iiptain Gower from joining his companions, and he therefore 
proceeded alone as far as IJio Juuelr<‘, on the coast of Brazil, 
where he met with tlie Sceptre, of G4 guns, one of the ships 
composing the same aninmieiit. After continuing at that port for 
six weeks, .in daily expectation tliut the squadron which had 
sailed from England three days before the Medea, would amve, 
the two ships proceeded to India in company; when, on their 
[lassage, in doubling the Cape of Good Hope, the Medea cap¬ 
tured, on the 21st of May, 1732, a large I’rcnch ordnance store- 
ship bound also to IiiSia. This vessel had parted company

Captain Gower, according to his instructions, used every 
possible endeavour to reach Potidicherry by a limited day. 
His exertion was peculiarly tiecf»saf3ii^.,for the soldiery had 
not been able to carry with them^ie^e ^en a imry Umited pro* 
portion of provisions from Madras, aod '^vtnon^u/which then 
blew contlnary to tlie Medea s intended ttoursepibceatened very 
pow'erfuliy .to impede and prolong her parage. What then must 
have been the fate of those troops, had he not resorted to extra* 
ordinary a^eans for their support f To have waited for the 
atoreships and vessels which he was ordered to protect, w ould 
bat have increased his uiihculties and his delay ; to qmt (£»iin was 
daugerpus; but tlic special emergency determined him to adopt 
the latter measure. He communicated to the general his 
opinion of the small chance tliere was of his arrived ot the place 
of his destkituioii by the limited time, fuovided he was not freed'

On the (iUth of Srptetnbtr, the Medea was orders to 
JJengal, having ll;j- goncral, Sir Eyre ‘ Coote, on board, as u 
passenger ; that ehniige of air hting considered as indispensably 
iiecesstuy to the recovery t/f liis healtlK Captain Oower w'as 
ordered to remain on the coast of Coromandel, for 

the better pi otcctio«^f?ai^;C<i88ti«g trade during the continuance 
of the soutb-^0t the Jtritish fleet having protfCeded 

To Bombay, ji^oi-der tcx«v<ud the tempestuous weather to which 
the former coast, Is so extremely liable during the three mouths 
then ensuing, i 

Early in tlm month of January, 17^3, the French fleet, which 
v\as then under the command of the Count de SuffVem, anchored 
in Gunjam road, one of die northern settlements on the coast of 
Coromandei. The chef d escadre intended to continue there 
for some time, in the hope of not only being able to intercept 
and disturb the British commerce, liut of effecting some depre 
dation or confusion among the settlements in that quarter and 
Caplitin ^ower entertaining not the most distant idea that tte 
enemy w'ere even in th<we seas, the Medea came to aii anchor n 
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little way withotit them. The «i"ht was foggy, but uotwiih- 
standing the haze, tlic Britidi frigate was visible* from the 
French fleet, in ronsequeoce of the latter being under the laud; 
and Suflfrein, being well assured that slie did belong to his 
squadron, very ailfully formed a plan for secnhng liefHlie next 
mpmiug. ’ ^ • 

Great indeed was tlie astouishniebt of Captain Gower and Iiis 
people when they discoi|Bred, on the approach of day, sct^ral 
ships nK#t^bg towards them, w4i!le the appearance of otheiB 
in the offing, xvhich had been detached llull»cr during *the night, 
appeared totally to preclude all possibility of 'escape, 'flic 
Medea being, however, a very swift sailer, and extren^dy well 
jnanaged, svas foitunate ejioiigh to cflict her cscajjo, tbougli at 
one time within cannon-shot of the ships which were in cha;..o ef 
her, and her capture was considered by the pursued, as w ell as 
by the pursuers; inevitable. 

On the Ifiili of the same month (Jarmarv) the IVIrdcii was 
again chased by a IVcnch cruiser, but as the vc'ssi l did not 
appear larger than a frigate. Captain fiower ordered the 
ship to be put about, and stood for Iut. He brought the enemy 
to action in the evening, and, after a contest of eighteen minutes, 
had the pleasure of seeing his aulagonist suircnder. Ihe prize 
proved to be the Chaser, a shij) of war, mountipp 20 guns, six 
pounders, charged w ith despatches fronv-tlie Isle of France, for 
the French commander in chief. The Med<a iraniediutely 
proceeded to Madras, and despatched the Chaser from thence 
to Bombay, where the British tlect still cuiitinued, with an 
account that a French armament was on the Coiomandcl coast 
on the 23d of .la> nar). 

The Earl of Macartney, who was then governor of Fort St. 
George, having received intelligence that three large stoieships 
belonging to the enenu, and annee. en flutef w'ere then at 
Goudelour, or Ciuldalore as the English term it, a French 
settlement distant about twenty-eight leagues from Madras, 
immediately communicated this hiteliigcnce to Captaiu 
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Gower, who put to sea the same cvenu»g, notwithstanding 
his complement of officers and seamen Has very much lediv ed, 
in consequence of his having in great measut, iua:i .</(’ the 
Chaser He bad laid his plan wttli much Cv.ro .tnd precaution, 
hoping that he should be able to get up with tiie euein> beloro 
day-light, and maae himself ina->ier at lea.>t of one of liseia 
before he should be lieaidi of or discoveied. The Uhole of the 
plan, however, was mifocluaiatcly tt jstrated by tim failure f.A' the 
wind. 'I'he J\jcdca, therefi)r<% plicitered herself the; coast 
during the whole day, and the time w*.?! consumed w assHhumsiy 
attemptiiig to disguise and disfigure the Vi ssei m sm.! a juauinu' 
that its real character ami oondilioii should not be disco* .'red by 
the enemy. In thi=’ project ids.) Capiam Gower hud live 
misfortune to be disappointed. 'I'lu enemy received iUiclUgcm o 
of every circumstance that uccuntd; hut, igumant of dris, uiid 
considering himself pci ft-cily secure, he again inade sad as soon 
as it became dark. The wind failed it second time, and the 
Medea was more than three miles distant from the road of 
Cuddnlorc at iht' daw n of the dav. 

Instead of timimg three ships in t!ie road, as the information 
promised, there rnuained but •me, appitrenlly a \orv large vesM'l, 
having her top-sails lop^, and with every other indication 
of being prepared to put to sea. She had a complete tier 
of lower-deck {iorts hauled up, ana \vas jit anchor with springs 
on h>?r cables under the pr«>tection of the forts ; the vessel had 
Dutch colours hoisted, and began to fire at the Medea the 
instant she arrived within gun-shot. The situation of the frigate 
was critical, the cnter|>rit>i' was extreme Iv arduous, and nothing 
but the greatest and most prompt exertions could render .success 
even probayie. 

Tv> liave attacked the enemy according to the pre^iou*-ly 
proposed plan, by running on board her, and eutorii*' a sufheitut 
number of men, appeared not only dangerous but iinpi aeticaljle, 
first, on account of the high stale of pieparation in which

in order to arrange, and set mailers to rights in the best manner 
circumstances would admit of.

Yryhcid, a Dutch East India ship, pierced for ti^i guiis, but 
having no more than 32 mounted. She bad brought a cargo of 
ordnance stoics to Cuddalorr, and wag to have rpiitted it on the 
very day she wa.s captured, being hound for Triticomale, in the 
Island of Ceylon. T’he lower masts and' bp^spiit which formerly 
belonged to a French ship of the liar, that had been, stranded 
and lost near Pondicherry, were seemed alongside; the lower- 
deck guns and carriages W'ore some of them on the lower-<leck 
of the prize, the, remainder w ere in the hold, and those guns 
with their carriage.^, were fortunately as w<?ll fitted and adapted 
to tlic ports of the prize as though they lutd bceu purposely 
intended for her. 

This circumstance would have rendered the Vryhetid coin- 

If- 

pletely efieclive as a ship of the hne the instant the guns were run 
out of the ports; it w-as even intended that she sbotddjoin the 
Frjpich fleet and be stationed as a vessel of tluit class, so that 
the loss of her must have been much feft by the enemy. Thci 
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merit of the foregoing transaction, independent of the great 
inferiority of the Medea’s force to that of her antagonist, a«id the 
peculiar circufilStandes and disadVaul^es under which she was 
compelled to 'itfoinineiice her attack, was considerably heightened 
by the fiUtrther disadvantage of a very short comple ment of hands, 
the fim li^ntenant,'together with thirty of the best seamen, 
having been desptitched lo' Bombay, as already related, in the 
Chaser. '' • 

"iTie crew had experienced a scarcely less cot^ser^aential di¬ 
minution, owing to the master, the boatswain, the gunner, and 
many ’ other persons belonging to the ship, being ashore at 
Madras when the inlelligtnct uus received: notwithstanding 
whichi Captain Gower resoiveil to put to sea without them, 
fearing that if he used not the utmost cNpedition, tlie enemy 
might' receive intelligence of liis intention at Cuddaiore. 
What must be the anxiety of a commander in so trying a 
situation, with so reduced a number of men! He had to 
navigate a ship which was three tnries the burthen of that lie 
commanded, in addition to his own; he had more than oi.f* 
hundred prisoiwrs to guard; and he w as to effect hia passage 
into Madras road against the monsoon, with a French fleet to 
windward of him upon the same coast. The oifly oiitcer that 
continued in the .Medea, exclusive of Captain Gower himsclf, 
was lieutenant Hutcheson, of the marines; so that these 
two gentlemen were obliged to take watch and watch during the 
w hole passage, w^hich continued five days; and Captain Gower 
himself is said to have scarcely quitted the deck for the whole 
time. 

'I'lie conduct of this gentlemau on the occasion Just mentioned, 
as well as Ids former services, w'cre considered so highly meri¬ 
torious, that the Governor aud Presidency of Fori St. Getugc 
requested Sir Edward Hughes, the ua^al commander in chief, 
to convey to him their sincere thanks; and the lords of the 
Admiralty themselves, as soon as they became acquainted w^ 
the different circumstances which attended tlie transaction, were 
equally forward in shewing siipilar inaiks a approbation with 
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regard to Captain Gower himself, together with the officers and 
people whom he led to victor}’. The prize, through the posses¬ 
sion of wliieh he had very justly acquired so much honour, got 
safe to M aha*;, where the captors were offered the sum of 
thirty-six thou iued pounds for the hull and furniture; but Cap-

Instance. An accoiuit of thr.-'C difli rent orters, toj'ether with a 


description of the vessel l>.iself, were immediaU ly ciuivcyed both 
by sea and lar.d, for the f>uip<ise of more effectually .securing 
their arrival, to Sir Edward Huglu s. ll'ey were accompanied 
by a declaration of Captain Gower’s opinion, that t!u‘ ve.'stl in 
question wa.s in evei^ respect prctpeily adapted for his majesty’s 
service, and tliat in consequence of that idea, he would continue 
to decline any proposal whatever that might be made for 
tire purchase of it till the pleasure of the commander in clil<.f 
should be fully known. The ship continued fur three months 
after this in the possession of the captor*!, when a squadron 
of French ships having stood into the road of Madras, merely 
with* a view of insulting that port, and fired a few shot at the 
different ves.sels which were anchored there, they them¬ 
selves continuing under sail the whole time, the people oh 
board the prize were so .^tron^ly apprehensive that the aU 
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tark of the enemy was uriiicipally ititerKleil as^amst llieir vessi l, 
which vas the only one in the road that apjjeared woithy the 
atteiuion of a foe, that they vet.red away the cable, in the hope 
of preserving her by getting nearer to '.he shore. 

The appn'heiisiou probably W'as groundless, but the measure 
taken for her preservation was fatal. The ship inifortunately , 
got into the surf, and was totally lost. Thus^did the brave 
captors, owing to their over-zeal for the service, lose that 
valuable and well-earned pccuniacy reward which their gallantry 
so justly inoritcd. Previously to die loss of the Vrylicid, the 
Medea lier.self had, on the 5th of Pebruarv, very narrowly 
escaped being captured by the I'rench Heet, when they were on 
their passage from the Gun'jam to the southward: though neai4V 
surrounded, she was, however, fortunate enough to effect her 
escape. On the iGih of March also, she, for the third time, ex- 
perienct'il a similar instance of good foitune off Pondicherry, 
wliere two I'rench IVluates, under cover oi' the night and a thick 
ba/e uhieh then jirtvailed, got within hail of the ISIodea before 
lliey were di.sc^>\ere(l. 

Early in the mnnlli of May follow ing, owing to the gieal exer¬ 
tions which the lucnch weie then making, it became natural to 
exjiect that au action must inevitably take place between the two 
fleets; and as the British force consisted at that lime of eighteen 
sail of tlie line, divided into three squadrons, under an admiral 
and two commodores established by the Admiralty, having cap¬ 
tains regiilarlv serving under them, it was strongly recommended 
to Sir Edward Hughes t! ai lie should appt.iut an additional 
or hist captain to his own ship, by way of lessening ihut tutiguc 
of body and mind which he must of necessity undeigo in case of 
an action, as having so e.xtensive a command to attend to. This 
honourable stSition was accordingly offered, as is customary on 
inch occasions, to several of the senior captains; but they 
declined it iu the handsomest manner, and at the same time 
unanimously joined in recommending Captain Gower as ‘the 
fiUest person lor so important a trust and office. 
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The necessary«a;nmsirnicrit was i;jidc, but the appointhii wt 
did not taktj {)lat<', owing to the t Ati(.ute dtlicacy c.t' tl.e vum- 
luaudei-iu-cliicf, who, uotwithsianduig the ardir-us task which 
presented itseh to him, hc-sitated to eonipiy with his owii' 
wishes and inclinat'anis, as well as those of every p‘.rson under 
lii-s oideis, bceunse he did not actualiy couiniund at the time 
that sufHcitnt uumher of ships which, according to the julcs of 
the service, would have rendered such a measure a mere maltii 
of coursV * 

From the 13th to the 21st of June, both Atets wen* 
nianauivrcd in si^ht'of each other, in die iimtiuil hope of bein^ 
a^le to seize some moment and opportunity peculiarly favourahlv 
to attack. An action certainly appeared unavoiilable; but the 
enemy, though they possessed the wtatlier-gage, not thinking 
even that advantage .sulFicicnt to warrant llif ir ha/ardiiig a:’ 
engagement, appeared to d<-cline a contest till some oecasi< 
still more favourable ‘hould olv.;r. 1. ndcr these circuni-itat’ci'-; 
the action was del'erie<i till the * veiling of the 21st. JJuiiog 
tlie whole, of the period in which the tv.c fltels had laen 
in sight of each other, the Meuta had been con-iai.tly employt e. 
dining the night in walcliiug the ni'ition' i»f Mon,inn ('■’ 
Sufi'rein. Ihe service was of the most inipoilant nafmr, 
and the risk proportionahly great. The stju-idron cf the cii'^my 
was e.'.iitmely aleit; and, fom her situation, the Med'a wu^ 
isnavoidiibK in hoinly daogir of being caplined. 

The Uiilorlimatc engage incut which folhiwed the exetliors. 
iusl rnentioued, was productive of what the eiuiny had never, 
before that tune, been loituuute enough to acipiiic in any part of 
the world—an advantage o\er the IJiiti-.h licet, w.ili a foict; 
evidently iiilieiior. 7’iji.' iinpre' edcntcd c’.enr v.^„s occH.sirnn‘d, 
xio! only by the bad coiulj'i-ai ol scvioul .hl]»s .which compo.icd 
the British ileet, but also hv liio »!icud:iil siekucs" and inortalitv 
then prevalent among the crew T };< di'^grace at le.sst (for 
the .CRcniy reaped no advantage whalc.vcr but tfie hoiuair of 
Ira'ang obliged t’ne JJriti^!; t't d'-' lin-* all furthc eoiit(»i) might 
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have been happily prevented, had the intelligence that the 
articles of peace were signed, arrived from England within the ' 
time generally required to convey it from thence. But though 
private accounts and nevt'spapers, which had reached India over¬ 
land before the action look place, all agreed in asserting the same 
event, y^t the otiicial account thc.t tianquillity was re-established. 
between the cont( nding nations did not reach Madras till 
the Mist of Auguit following. 

This Interesting inU Uigeuce w^s brought by bis majesty’s sbip 
Crocodile;*and, pending her arrival, no inconsiderable share of 
address and management had been necessary to induce M. 
de Bussy,»‘who then held the supreme command of the French 
* 2 aval fnjee in that country, lo consent to a truce before 
*hc pleasing intelJlgence was oflicjjiliy eonfiinu'd. His hesiia- 
t*c-n and demur were the naluial consequence of the laic 
aivantage which Ins counii unen had obtained by sea, and the 
iuccesses vrhich had, for a short time preceding, attended their 
land operations also in the same quarter. Thus good fortune 
gave birth ter the most imperious assumption which haughty 
pride could dictate. 

7’lie certainty of peace, however, being establlbhcd, the 
Medea was ordered lo be dismantled curly in the month of 
July; and, being converted into a ilag of truce, was directed to 
convey a part of the council of Fort St. George np to Cudd.i- 
lore, for the purpose of treating with General de Bnesy as to the 
farthcar terms of pacification, Captain Gower being commis¬ 
sioned by Sir Eilward Hughes to act in the same capacity, with 
regard to the naval elepartmcut, between himself and Monsieur 
de SufiVein. A common newspaper, which had reached India 
from Europe, vt'as the must authentic doenment which Captain 
Gower possessed in proof of the treaty of peace being con¬ 
cluded in Europe; but he contrived with the best address 
to carry his point and prevent any recommencement of hostili¬ 
ties. This delicate and interesting business being concluded, he 
was next employed in jiegotiating the exchange of prisoners, 
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a species of (llplomatlc occupation in which he was e<|iially as 
successfiri as he ha»i been in the fofiner instance. 

On the 8lh of September he sailed from India in the Medea, 
being chosen by the coinmander-in-chief to he the bearer of 
duplicate despatches for the Admiralty board, together, W’ilh his 
'Iciicrs for the secretary of state; the originals had b^en sent 
away three weeks before, but the Medea having arrived at the 
Cape on the day of October she there overtook them. 
J^o malViial or interesting occurrence took place with regard to 
Captain Gower, who continued his voyage to England, till the 
17tl» of December, when the Medea being oft’ the Western 
Islands, had the misfortune to encounter a dreadful gale of 
wind, in which she not only lost her main and mizen-masts, but 
was in other respects so materially injnreii, as to be in the most 
perilous slate. An event took ]<!ace on Uiis occasion which 
is far too interesting, and too instructive to mankind, in respect to 
that providential cai'e which so frequently snatches them from 
the very jaws of death, and preserves them safe and unhurt 
in the midst of a myriad of surrounding perils, to be jieie 
omitted. 

At the time the masts went overboard, tlicre were thirty- 
six of the crew employed aloft, every man of whonj was, as a 
ualural consequence, instantly jnxeipitated into the sea; but, one , 
person only excepted, Uiey were ail taken up without having 
sustained the smulle>t injury. The ship being refitted as well as 
circuiustaui'c.s would permit, as soon as the gale had in some 
degree moderated, she proceeded on lier com sc to England, and 
bad the good fortune to arrive at Spiihcad, without having met 
with any other sinister accident, on the 7th of January, 1784. 
j^Jotwiilislandhtg thi’ delay occasioned by the accident just 
related, which had nearly proved fatal to Captain Gower, and all 
his cr^w', he had the .satisfaction to tind that he preceded 
the oiiginul despatches, which did not reach England till three 
weeks aftei^ his arrival. 

In Captain Gower had the bbnonr of being nominated 
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by the Earl Howe, that time lirst lord comniissioner 
the i\dmiraity, to go to Iiuiia with a broad pemianl us sciacir 
officer of a squadron epusisting of live ships of the line, but with 
,v only those emolamcutis attached to a commodore who has not a 
<»ptain under him on board his own sliip. 

Captniii (iower was kept for a considerable time in a state of 
suspense, no equipment of tlic ships in question taking place. 
At lengtli, Commodore Elliot being, in JTSO, appointed gover¬ 
nor and commander-In chief on the Newfouiidlund station, the 
solicitation made by the latter that Captain Gower would ac¬ 
company him thither us his captuiu, puc an end to the embar- 
'Tassnieiit. The Admiralty board being immediately informed 
of the proposal, consented to his accompanying his friend thither, 
and were more particnlarly induceil to comply u iih the request, 
the service being considered so nearly allied to the home station 
as to afford an opportunity to the board of recalling, and send¬ 
ing him into aijy ovher quarter, if it should be deemed neces¬ 
sary, at a notice extremely short. 

An appearance, however, of sonic commotion or disturbance 
in tlie East Indies, rendered it expedient to scud out an officer of 
higher rank in the service than that which Captain Ciower tlicii 
heUi; so that he remained on his station, and continued to serve 
, under Mr. Elliot, who was afterwards promoted to a flag, as 
long as that officer himself letaincd his appointment, which he 
did lUi the month of November, 1788, when the Salisbury, 
which was the admiral’s ship, s'!as paid off. During the time 
he was thus engaged, the idea of sending out an umba.*:.sador to 
China had suggested itself to the Britisli government. After 
some debate and deliberatioii, it was positively determined on. 
Colonel Ci\lhcart was th*e person at that lime tised upon to flii 
this diplomatic character; and having lield various conversations 
with Captain (jower on tlic subject, he conceived, from his 
manner of expressing himself, that the command of the.ship 
intended to he employed on that occ^ision, would be au appoint-^ 
0 i«nt by no means disagreeable to him. 
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The business had proceeded so for’that the t^’esbil fri;^t8 waa 
ofdered to be equipped for tlie service, and Captain Gewer was 
not only appoiofed to th.e command, but a gentleman for whose 
nomination to the station of lieutenant under him he had inteod' 
ed to soKcit, received that commission. AlFaiis being in this 
^"tnaiion, it was resolved to send out a vessel to Kowfomidland, 
when- Captain Gower then was, in order that he might return 
to England, and enter tipon the duties of his command. 

Farther consideration caused; however, as much of the plan 
as related to Captain Gower to bo abandoned. Such e.\p€dition 
was used in fitting the ship that it was found she would he rcadjj; 
for sea long before he could return to England ; and, as it was 
conceived that nothing would con*^rihure to the success of the 
plan so much as its prompt execution, lest other nations, taking 
the alarm, should use me.ans to frusliaie it, the ambiissador wa.s 
induced, fbr the purpose of saving time, to consent to the ap¬ 
pointment of aiiothtr gentleman as captain. It would certainly 
have been immaterial to relate this circumstance, had not tlie 
singularity of hifi commission in the same line of service five years 
afterwards, sanctioned the statement. I^ord Macartney being 
then nominated ambassador to China, Captain Gow'er took 
upon him the command of llic Lion, of 0l guns, which ship 
was ordered to be equipped for the purpose of conveying his * 
lordship to tlie scene of negotiation. 

Pieviously to his departure he w’as honoured by his n)aje.«»ty 
with knighthood, as well, perhaps, in testimony of the.sense 
which was entertained of those services which Captain Gower 
had rendered to his country, as to .stamp a consequence on the 
embassy itself. Tlic Lion sailed in the month of October 
following, and proceeded to the Yellow Sea, distant from tho 
city of Pekin, where the Emperor of China frequently resides, 
about one hundred and twcuty miles. On their outward passage 
they touched at Madeini, and the following remarks made by this 
gentleman, relative to that island, with other p.artlcalars, arc too 
interesting and curious to be oi$^tted. *

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All sl^ bOfltid from Enrojic for the iilaiid of Madeira will dis¬ 
cover |:hat their \Wiy is influenced by a currtiil. or i-i-t from tlio 
Wost^ Ocean in<o ihc bay, formed betw* en i.'s!:ant and Cape 
Fiiiisterrc, and into the Mediterranean ; and as well as tlie obser¬ 
vations mddo by Captain Gower, in five visits to Madeira, could 
enable him to ascertain, that current should be estimated as setting 
•outh-aast about eleven miles in fifty leagues- * 

All ships bound for the isiand of Madeira should endeavour to 
make or steer for i^orto-STuto, and then proceed for the Brazen 
Head, or eastern point of the rjtrad of h^unchal, the oai^tai of the 
island, by,gohig between it and the Oe.crtas, oft the iiorthernm(;st 
of which is a high rock 'hat is frequently mistaken for a sail. Tho 
pa‘>sage is about nine mi'es wide, but without soundings, exei'pt. in 
very deep water close to Madeira. The iatllude of the road is 
thirty-two degrees, thirty-seven minutes, thirty seconds north; ami 
the I<>:)gitiide, a.'Cer'ained by sc ■ oral eclipses of the satellites of 
Jupiter, and an eclip'C of the sun on the tth of June 1788, 13 
iCTcnteen d'^gnjes thirty-fivc minutes west of Greenwich. The 
e.ompass has eighteen deirrees thirty-five niinutcs variation to the 
vestwaid of the pole. The tide flows, at the lull and chajige of 
the moon, north-north-west, and south-south-east; spring tides 
rise pcrpi'iuficulariy seven feet. The flood sets to the eastward. 
The regulations of the port require all ships, before^ or immediate¬ 
ly on anchoring, to send to acqit.aint%he governor of the island 
with an account of wliat they arc, and fhcir reasons for stop^jing 
there. Men of war arc not to send their boats to vessels coining 
into the road, until they are visited by the praliqne-boat, or boat 
whose biitincss it is to ascertain if any infectious disorder is 
on board. The same is to be observed respecting vessel ihat 
arc depaiting, which are not to be boarded after the visiting officer 
has been to search for natives leaving tlm island clandestinely, ?T.d 
for prohibited goods. Engli^h men ol war salute with tl.irteeft 
guns, after receiving an assurance of the return of an equal number. 

Ships’ boats may land on the beach during the sHmnv;r months ; 
but when Jherc is no landing of goods to make it roerssary, i( is 
better to be avoided at all sea'^ons. both for the safety of the boats, 
which are driven by a violent surge upon a shingly ^llore, and for 
prevuiUing tiie common men from having the opportuni;y of fre¬ 
quenting the disorderly houses in the iicighboarhood of the beach, 
aiid drinking the pernicious spirituous liquors vended hereabouts. 
The 1 (^ 1 ]ding near the Loo Rock^ being defended from the surge, i$ 
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rery safe and easy; and though there are cottajydi near il, tfte 
boats’ people may be easily kept from them. Cautioji is n6C^s|iry»'’* 
likewise^ against the boats coining on board, undf^'^prc^wicc of 
aelting fish, lowls, and regctablcs, for their chief objei^t ii^’the sale 
of the worst spirituous liquors, and often concealed goods. Fjrcsh 
beef, wa^ri and vegetables arc to be procured here for the ship*'* . 
company, and are sent on board intioats belonging to the place. , 
The Dritish government allows the contractor five shillings a ton 
for water, and six pence a pound for bfof, for the use of the crews 
of his iH^ajesfy’s ships Of war. The contract "wine is of a weak ' 
quality, and will hot keep; aiiH the price is 161. for a ton, con- 
tailing one liniidred and twenty gallons. A fleet of lwrnl}*-sail of 
men of war may be amply supp.llcd with refreshments here, if their 
stay should not exceed ten d.iv*>* 

The road is open fiom the west to the sontl..south-east. Tlte 
W'inds blow strongest hero, from stMith.nr.st to soulh-cast. Shijis 
obli^rd to anchor in the winter in Fnnrhal road, should be icry 
atrentive to the dark gloomy appoarcnce of the weather to thfr 
southward, with a swell setting in: for it is very dangerous to 

remain at anclKir with llivsc prognostics.

The Lion proct eded afterwards to Tenei ifTe; to Si. Jago^ one 

the Gipc de N’crde isiji^nds; iiio Janeiro, the capita! of Brazil; 
lilis Tiislan d’Acunha Islaiids, hardly ever touched at, and but 
lit4.e known by Europcaus : the exlraordinarv island of Anister- 
dam; the straits of Stmda, Baiica, Formosa; the eastern extre¬ 
mity,'of x^sia; and, lastly, ilie Veliovv Sea. T^inie of the 
navigation from Clnisan to the extreme poiut of l!ie voyage Imd 
ever been travelsed before Ijv Europeans; and as these enter¬ 
prising men received no as^i^iaiue whatever from the Chinese, 
who were extremely astonislud at the attempt, the particulai s of 
tills tedious passage cannot fail to prove extremely interesting.

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expedition utterly npkndwn to Europe^*; and, it may he consl- 
dered as no trifling adrantage gained by the embassy, that it af¬ 
forded opportunity of exploring, witho*it giving offence or ex¬ 
citing suspicion, even nnder the guidance of those w'ho were con-' 
stantly employed in its navigation, a tract of so considerable extent. 

At Cliusan, the mandarin had compeited two native pilots to un¬ 
dertake the care of the Eion and Ilindostan. Though forced into* 
this service, tJiey appeared, when on board the ships, extremely 
ready to perform as well as they were able. 

On the 9th of July, 1793, the squadron under Sir Erasmus 
Gower entered this sea. The weather \va,s dark and cloudy. A thick 
fog covered the horizon. A lieavy swell came from the east-south¬ 
east. The departure, or point whence the progress of the squadron 
is to be comptited, is the isle called Piitch-Cock, lyitig in twenty- 
nine degrees fifty-two minutes north latitnde, and one hundred and 
twenty degrees fifty-two minutes east longitude.’ The ships, when 
sailing in six fathoms water, drew up the mud in such quantities, 
that each left in her wake a streak of yellowish brow'n, for near 
half a mile. A circumstance which, to persons not apprized of it, 
would be apt to create alarm, lest it should denote a sudden shoal¬ 
ing of wp,tcr. 

Wednesday tlic 10th of July. Thick hazy w’eather, and a con¬ 
stant heavy swell from the eastward. In the morning, two islands 
were perceived, which the pilots called I'chin-San and Shoo-Tong- 
Yang, bearing north-west by west, distant eight or nine leagues. 
Soundings from thirty-tw o to thirty-seven I'alhoins; bottom fine sand. 

Thursday' the lltli of July. Light airs and calms during the first 
part of the day. In the evening a breeze sprung up from the south¬ 
ward. At five in the morning, t.to new ialands, small and rocky, 
were discovered to Uic westward, seven or eight leagues distant. 
The pilot called those islands l*a-Tcli.i-San and Tc-Tchong. 

On Eriday the 12th of July, the pilots observed that the squa¬ 
dron was then opposite (he Chinese province of Kiang-Nan; and 
that in the neighbourhood were large shoals, the approach to which 
was announcetkby the bottom being saiuly. In the morning, the 
fog became so thick, that it was scarcely possible to see from one 
end of the Lion to the other. It may be ditHcult to explain why a 
■hallow sea generally has the atmosphere over it foggy; but the 
fact has been observed likewise upon the banks of I^'cwfoundJand, 
and other places covered w^tb little waJer. Another circumstance 
y took place almost as difficult, perha^, to be accounted for. In the 
shallowest parts, but where no Ijmd was visible above water, 
swarms of the dragon-fly suddenly' appeared about the ships, which^ t 
in deep water, quickly disappeared.

The pilots ob¬ 
served that the thickest fogs aceompaniid the south-east windSj 
which general!) lasted four or five days at a time. 

On Saturday, the wind and fog continued as before la the 
morning, the fog being for a time dispelled, sciirai land buds ap. 
peared, mid sea-weed and bamboos were sciii floating upon the 
water; together with other indications of bung near land. 

The Endeavour, Avhieh had called at Chusan, brought from 
thence such a pilot as as as first oflered to the squadron. He con¬ 
ducted her close to thcshoie, Avith little danger to the Endcavoiii, 
as she drew but a few feet watn She passed near tlu, island of 
Tbung-Ming, opposite the river Kiang This islaiul, unlike those 
of Chusan, is ver) Ioav, and, to all appearance, foimod of eaith 
which iijp brought doAin by the cm rent of the rnor, betwcni the 
mouth of Avhich and the iblaml the Arater is extremely shallow. 

1 he land seemed to be gaining upon the water very last; and it is 
not unworthy of notice, that, in the map prosened m the ducal 
palace of Venice, supposed to be taken, so far as relates to China, 
tn great measufn, fiom the draught made by the ceiebratid traAeller 
ot that eit), in the thirteenth century, Marco Polo, no traces aie 
found of the island Tsung-Ming, though those of Chusun, not 
lAudi to the BoutiiAvard of it, are distinctly marked ; wbclhirit 
was, at that period, so small as not to be thought worthy of no. 
tice, or so low as to remain unobserved, is uncertain. 

The Lion kept to the eastward of the track of tflie liindo^tan, and 
nearer, though not in sight of the western coast of the peninsula of 
Coica, which stretches from Tartaiy, in a southern direction 'I'bo 
peninsula of SIian-Tung extends from the main continent of China 
so far to (he eastward, as to rednee the breadth of the Yeiiow Sea 
to about forty-leagues or thdlhabouts, betwcin the eastern extre¬ 
mity of 'sban-Tuiig, and tlu oppo>>ite part of the peninsula of Coiea. 

Both divisions of the squaflion had, on the 15tb, a wind iroui 
the southward, attended, dating part ot the day, with a fog. hile 
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jninate* north. Fitn^ honce thf stecipsd porth.trosl hf tovn^ 
pass) antU'she got into tho latitade of Ihirtf^siic i^agreas twi^ntp 
owaiitcs ninth. Tht; nrhtcr then began t^sho^ f>‘Oin fol'tjr 

to «iiEteen/;fourt<vit 4 and twelve fathons,* them beliti|[ a lidbreoce 
ot 4 wo fat{)t)ias every qaarter of an hour; the bottom saa*!)'; Such 
a sodden shohling of tlie water naturally occasioned^apprehension. 
It was, however, calmed, more by the reports of the brjgt which 
were kept going a-hcad, and conslantly heaving the lead, than by 
the asbcrtiuns of the pilots, whose ignorance of the English lan¬ 
guage made thorn sometimes to beron&idcred as unacquainted uith 
tlieir business.

On the 10th, the island svhich the flindostan observed to the 
north'iu^t, appeared at the same time, from the Lion being to tho 
castnaul, to the noith-wcit. The ships and brigs all joined on 
Wednesday the 17til. They perceived, on that day, tno hemUands, 
or capes, whfch, together svith the island abose-mentiuned. are 
likily to be the first lands made b> ships navigating dircitl) from 
tl.< southward tonard the gull of Pekin; it nas thought desiiable, 
tiierelo e, by Sir Erasmus Goner, to ascertain their situation with 
exactness, and to give each a name. These three poitflli of land, 
with their Utttudes and longitudes, are as follow :

CajH' Macartney, svhen bearing from north-norducust to north¬ 
west, has a remarkable appeaiancc of six pointed peaks. M nhiii 
this cape Is ^n inlet, in which several small vessels were descried 
at anchor. Near Cape Gower is a reef of rocks running out lioiii 
a neck ol land. The ground being foul, it was deemed piudent not 
to appnuch too near, but, a snug haiboui iippeand tO be within 
the low pqiiuti, the entrance to which was between Cape Gower 
and the reef already mentioned. A great number of vends were 
pcrceivi'd wiUun the hat Sour, b#tl«d wliich was seen a town oL 
considerable extent. 

Thnisday the 18th of July. The wind was for the mo|t part 
easterly, and the wtiather foggy. In the couisc of tliu afternoon, , 
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the anbther harbour, wltell hbs spaetonif and 

contaitK^^ j^vc^'ai^hTge j^ks. At this time the northernmost ex« 
irei^itjr. SMn.Tt^ prorispntorj bore north by west pbout eight 
leagtics; When seen frpnjl'^l^s situ^tian, the highlit andioip^ pro¬ 
jecting point of land ^pear&. in th^ form <ipf an oblate cone, with 
its vertex elongated) as jjf, op the stupmit . were erected p spire pc 
^agoday and it Was^ familiarly pdn^ared to^a mandariii’a 
Between Cape MacacWy and the aboyc point, the coast, in gene^ 
ral, is bold, the mountains appearing to extPMl far into tip countrjw 
They svegp interspeCsod with beautiful s'al lies .along the ahove, high* 
ly cuUj>at<m;, w ith inlets lit for the reception and secar^y of flat- 
bottomed such as those of the Chinese. 

Friday l^e lOHi of July. The wind from cast.south-east tp 
porth^ the weather hazy. The squadron now considering itself as 
sufficiently clear of the Shan-Tung peninsula, and having rounded 
the extreme eastern land,of China, steered west by north. At mid^ 
night, there was so thick a fog, that it was thouglit advisable to 
lie to; when, in the course of the following morning, it cleared 
up, the ships and brigs found themselves close upon a small rocky 
island, bea.riiig south-east half east, two miles, and, from a point 
upon the continent within it, south cast half east, ihc miles. Here 
is an appearance of a convenient harbour, at least Tor vessels not 
drawing much water. Soundings, three miles from the shore, six¬ 
teen and eighteen fathoms; bottom soft mud. 

The weather being now perfectly clear, the squadron made sail, 
and stood lb' the. westward, in a course pnralb'l to the coast, at the 
distance of ii'c or six miles. From the small island last mentioned, 
the westernmost visible point of land is a remarkable cone-shaped 
hill, which terminates a range of broken mountains, diNtant from 
the island about eight leagues w’cst-by-south. Part of this coast is 
rocky ami barrel, but, in general, it is level cultivated ground, 
terminating in a sandy beach. As suun as the last conical imint was 
doubled by flic sfjuadron, a second canie in sight, having near it a 
small hill with a knob upon its top. Between these two points, a 
course was steered nearly due west, witliin (wo or t^ree. miles of 
the shore, in sevrn or eiglit fathoms water. Vast crowds of people 
were here assembled on the rising grounds, to see the Kuropcau 
pessch pass. Beyond the last point, the squadron got into a deep 
bay, which the pilots were understood to say was tbo harbour they 
b:id mentioned before they left Chusaa, us tit to receive the squa¬ 
dron; btit, it wa^ soon discovered, by means of the people whom 
curiosity had attracted from tlie sliore, tha|t.^.lhis wa^ the bay of 
Ki-^an-Spu; and that the harbour of Mi-A-lau wqs in an island 
^distant liftecn leagues farther to the westward, and difleriug in lati¬ 
tude a few miles only to the northward. 
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The bay of 8 K-San-^cu is spacious, and >r«ll sheltered from 
•aery wind, except from cast-nbrlh-cast to (jastysoolh-east, being 
the direclitra Of the entrance into the bay. 'It is shutintolLe 
northward by a group of tvfl or twi^ismiall,islands, and a nnm. 
ber of large, rocks, and is enefose^ by-tho libnl^nt on tho western 
and soathorn sides. This bay ex^ods firpm eWt tb,west ai least ten 
miles,•and nearly as much from north to soutji. i^lftin it are two 
harbours, one behind a highiduff point,'caned 2 ^n^A-Tau, svhich 
has four futlioras depth of water, and had in it d great number of 
Chinese vessels; the p|!icr behind a ¥mall projecting'tongue of land 
on the south-east side of the bay, in the ipouth of a river called 
Ya-Ma-Tao. The number of junks perceived in almost every bay 
along this coast, indicates a considerable interchange of cuminodi. 
;.fies between this and other provinces of China. Such a circum. 
atauce, beside adding to the popnlatbii by the many who arc ne¬ 
cessarily enjployod in carr}ing on this inlcriodrse, introduces more 
of the mOveineut a»id bustle of busy life than is generally observed 
among the quiet though industrious cultivators of the soil. Across 
the mouth of the Ya-Ma-Tao is a bar, over which are only two 
fathoms and a half of water, but immediately without it are four 
and five fathoms; the width of the river from a quarter to half a 
mile, '/'he country immediately behind the,'bay, though not very 
uiounfainons', has yet a barren aspect, and the inhabitants bear 
strong marks of poverty. Between Zen-A-'rau point, and one of 
the islands to the eastward, forming the group alrcady^cntioned, 
there is a narrow passage, 13 'ing directly north and south, leading 
out of the bay of Ki-San-Seu, and (hrough which there are eight, 
nine, and ten fathoms water close to the shore on either side; but, 
near the eastern islands of the same group, there arc small sandy 
keys or banks, which are observed only wdicn they are very near, 
as they are ainjost even wiili the surface of the water. 'I'lie blulf 
point, or cape of Zeu-A-Tau is the extremity of a small but bold 
and rugged peninsula, htrctcliing to the northward. Along the 
Centre ol the great {umiusula of Shan-Tiing, in the direction of 
east and we',^, ran a high range, of tjiountains, the sides of which 
consist, in great measure, of a perpendicular and naked mass of 
granite. 


A day was consumed in the bay of Ki-San-Seu; but, on Sunday 
the ^Ist, the squadron, alter being provided with new pilots, 
Blood out through the passage between Cape Zeo-A-Tiiij and tho 
islands, keeping nearer to tlie former than to tHw: latter. A iittio 
to the westward of the most northern ])oint .of Zeu-A«Tati, wa.s

Thelr^ sides were founded off as witlt a sjMe, aitd, on 
summit of, each stood a smaU heap of earth in form of a barrow, 

• or an<^ent Isurying place. , 

After having hauted rdund the last projecting headland, another 
bluff point .appeared* due west from the former,, and about eight 
miles distant frdm it. The shore between these two points formed 
a kind of bay, called Tcu-Choo-Foo bay, which is open to the 
east ar.d west, but partly sbeltere(|i in the northern quarter by 
groups of small Islands scattered about at differeut <^stanccs, from 
five miles to twice as many leagues off the main shore. These 
' islands extend two>thlrds of the breadth of the sea in this part, 
leaving only a strait between the opposite proji^ctiiig point of the 
province of Le-A<Tung, and the northernmost cluster of those 
islands. Among these are two islets remarkable.for the rigularity 
of their form, as truncated cones, and looking like gIass.honses 
rising from the sea. They were, most probably, produced by the • 
explosion from volcanoes of matter of so light weight, and impelled 
with so moderate a force, as fbi contipuc where first it fell, and thus 
gradually rising iglo a heap, and. assuming the regular figure just 
mentioned. 


The squadron Ciame to anchor in seven fathoms water, in the 
bay of Tcu-Ch»o-Foo, within tw'o or three miles north-east of the 
city of that name. The anchorage was foul, with hard ground and 
shells. 'J'Ih: road was found so unsafe, that litfle apprehension 
being entertained of die possibility of changing for the w orsc, the 
determiitatiyn was taken of entering, without farther delay, into 
the gulf of Pekin, 

Ja'tho^^vuni^ of the ^3d of July^ the wind being easterly, and 
the wcath^ moderate, clcgr, ,and pleasant, th^ sqimdron made 
. sail, keeidn^thj^lUA.'X'au islands on tiie right, vh.Thursday the 
ihcs^llatlrpn stood to tlie weitward under easy sail, inclining 
a little tilihp southward, to keep clear bf tht^ low inlands. The 
• depth of water regularly decreased from fifteen to sfven fathoms,

On reaching the gulf, it was fohnd th^t no secure hirbont was 
.to. he expected upon its chores. ,A goodharbour is generally found 
by the means of infsfiy rocks, at least, of ebnsiderabre.mounds 
of compact earth, thrust forward by some irregular operation, or 
in some convulsion of nature, aud, leaving within them an iiilct of 
.the sea, which those projecting points may protect from the vIo<. 
lence of the A\inds and waves; where^ the jcountiy which termU 
nates this gulf is utterly devoid of any solid and elcrated masses 
capable of becoming a bulwark l^hiad which there'might be a safe 
retreat for shipping. Instead of such a bulwark, nothing is seen 
but a low and level surface, the natural effect <>f a gradual deposi¬ 
tion of soil washed down from the interior of the mountains, which 
soil fills up <!TCry original inequality, and meets afterwards in a 
regular line the open soa. whore no shelter is afforded. A part, no 
doubt, of the waters falling from the mountains, is collected into 
streams which swell by their nniem into rivers; but the motion 
which nad been acquired by t-uch waters in their descent from the 
heights, will, in some degree, be afterwards retarded according to 
the extent of flat country which those rivers have to traverse. The 
laud here a[ipearing to gain gradually upon the sea, and conse¬ 
quently the extent of Hat country being upon the increase, the ri¬ 
ver (the Pci-Ho) may be supposed to lose somewhat of the force 
with which it used to carry and disperse into the gulf the earth it 
had brought with it from the mountains. This earth'U at length 
accumulated a. little below the river’s mouth, and forms the bar 
which crosses it completely. 

The mandarins, upon being informed that the Eng1i.sh ships could 
not cross the bar, immediately conceived tlioir size to be immense, 
and formed a proportionate idea of the quantity of presents necessa- 
ly to fill them. They gave orders for preparing junks to bring these 
presents, as well as the ph'sehgers and baggage, on shore. A con¬ 
siderable building RearHhe river’s mouth, was provided for the i^- • 
ception of the ambassador, where it was expected he would «re- 

main some days to recover from the fatigues of so long a voyag^ 

a.," 
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The lion returned to England in the month of September, 
179 t> and Sir Erasmus had the satisfaction of bringing home 
with him in safety a valuable convoy of ships from China and 
the East Indies, whose cargoes ere valued at five millious ster¬ 
ling. Late in the monthi, of Noi‘emjlwr FoUowiug, be was ap¬ 
pointed to command theTriumph,’of 74guns, in nhich sjjiphe 
afterwards joined Uie grand or Chanpel fleet, then under tlie or¬ 
ders of the late Earl ilowe. Sir Erasrauti sul^sequenily serxed in 
the same Aation with liOrd Ih idport, M'ho, on the retirement of 
that iiobleniau, succeeded to tlm impoi tant jUust. 'f’he-^iiumph 
was one of the small detached squadron, consisting of five ship.s 
of the line and two frigates, under Admiral Cornwallis, at the 
time he made his masterly retreat, on the l7ih'of June, 1795, 
in the face of a I'iotcli arniajiiont composed of tiiittecn sail of 
tlio line, fourteen fiigates, two bj igs, nud two cutlers, wjiich pur¬ 
sued, and had it aclualK in their jxiucr to bring the lirili.'.h .ships 
to action, from nine o’clock in thi- irun ning, when die firing com¬ 
menced, till ciglil atiiiglit, when the} abandoned all faiilicr con¬ 
test against so judicious and d« ttM mlned a foy, • 

Tlu‘ conduct of Sir Emnms, on this verv trying occa-sioa, was 
so highly meritorious, as to draw the following most jnslly de¬ 
served cncoinimn fiom the coinmander-iii'chicf: 'I'hS Mar.? 
and Triumph,” sa)s he, being the stennnoht shi]).s, were, of 
course, more exposed to the enemy’s firi'; and 1 cannot too much 
commend the spirited conduct of Sir Charit s Cotton and Sir 
Erasmus Gower, the captains of those ships;” and .'igain, The 
Triumph has shifted and repaired some of her sails, but any da¬ 
mage she liits received is so triflmg, at least in her traptain s eye, 
that Sir Erasmus Gower has not thought it worth reporting; in¬ 
deed, the cool and firm conduct of that ship was .'<rtcli,, tlial it 
appeared to me the encmy’.s slrips dared not come near her.” 
Sir Erasmus, with the admiral, and the rest t>f the ofiicers, re¬ 
ceived the tliank.s of both House.* of Parliament for their great 
gallantry and good conduct on the foregoing occasion. 

When the dreadful mutiny at the "Norc broke out in 
1798 , Sir Era.*inus quitted the Triumph, hoisted’ his broad 
pendant on board the Neptune, of 9S guns, in the river 
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Thames,- and tdok u|iKJrt 'hitti command of all hk majesty’s 
ships and vessels, amounting^ to at least lirty, that were equip- 
ped or equipping to act against the i|«ltineers. The insurrec¬ 
tion having happily ternSimated vvithotit hldddshech he cuntuined 
second in comhumd- ht the same qi 4 aitcr> under tiie orders of 
Viceiadmiral Sir Thomas Pasley, B^t. hi which capiftcily.he 
tried siiciy-eight Of thie mutineers. That duty being ended, he 
struck his broad p^tidant, atrd served^in tb^ grand or channel 
fleet, as a prix^te^captain ih the same ship, the Nej^tune, until 
he was promoted, on the i4th of February, 1799, to the rank 
of rear-admiratofi the white. Up to the period of writing this 
(October, 1800) ho has not held any active employment since he 
became a flag-offit^er. 

Of his gallantry and very meritorious‘public services, the 
foregoing detail h.ns been sufficiently iilusttative; of his private 
virtues, all who have ever been connect^ with him in service, 
cither in a subordinate or sujjCrior si..tior, uniformly render the 
most unequivocal testimony. Few aie the persons, however 
correct their conduct and complacent their behaviour may be, 
who are fortunate enough to pass through life without attracting 
the malignity or obloquy of the envious; and though aspersion 
may be considered as no proof of real demerit, yet it certainly 
stands forth as no slender mark of worth, never to have iii the 
slightest degree iucurred it.

H OMER} who wat the te U:^ 4A tffitare ut}d«r eoe^riba« 
tion, io order to furnish thatoroird,of imtf(es ^frWch are 
dSpersed over his works^ did wot forgrttlie Dcseribwg the 
defeat of Penelope’s switors, he repres^nta them after the ootubal^ 
** aea«er<J upon the grooad and panting fhr bwath, Uke tubes 
taken frorfthe net, just thfo^#ii tfpon the shore. *■ “Laid in hea|w on 
the dry sand}” says ijoraer, ’♦* the* finny race thirst* for the moist 
elemen^wbich they so recently, »piJoypd. They palpitate in every 
part, froth the heat and aridity ol the air, juht ready to destroy 
them. Thus fell the lorers of Peneiopo: thus, they found one com* 
mon grave.”* Womer then mentions the fishing with nets, which 
practice was veiy anCient in Grei <e and in Egypt. But the Greeks, 
arrording to Athenaeusj existed some lime before they could eat 
fish. And Mad. Dacier obserses, that at the time of the siege of 
Troy, waniors abstained fiom the use of fish, as a food of too 
delicate a nature for men of that profession. Menelans, in the 
Odj ssey, excuses In', coiitpanions who remained with himattheislapd 
of Pharo*!, for fishing with the line; b^saying, that hunger earned 
them suih lengths, they were to eat whatever they could find. + 
After the Greeks h.id adopted the art of fishing, they brouglitit 
to the greatest perfection. Pollux has been more paiticiilar than 
even J lieocritus, in his account of the utensil necessary for carrying 
on this employment. Put you w ill, 1 hope, excuse me from dis> 
pla} ing my erudition on this occasion. 1 shall only observe, that 
they had marcs wherein, (he fish were snared. Thyy also made of 
rushes or r» ^'mg, a sort of circular enclosure, in order to keep the 
fish alive, in the same manner that cattle arc shut up in a fold. And 
here we find the origin of our madrtuiues for the tUttny fishery, 
clearly explained. Gel us iollow these Greeks to Marseilles,and cun* 
fine ourselves to tliat fishery, which is the most reoiatkable in nature. 

Oppian has not omittid mcnlioning the fishery for tlie xiphias, 
or sword-fish, carried on by the people of Marseilles. He calls 
this the sacred city. Next to the xiphias and the pilchard fishery, 
carried on by the Greeks in tlie Black Sea, X there is no species of

It is generally bigger and coarser in 
Spain and Portugal than in Province) biit not so subtle, and there^ 
fore ieasier taken^ The -watief of the Mediterranean is sdpposod to 
purge dff tliose oily particles, wbloh cummunicatc bad fij^oury 
The tunny is still poorer about the island of Sardinia than in PiiO* 
^ence; but by the time it has reached tlie Bliack Sea it becomes jfat, 
and often of a very, insipid davour. • • 

The tunnj'-lish pass the D^dinellr;? into the Black Sea early in 
the spring. Like the sWpr^fish, tlioy aVoid^ the adveibe stream, 
therefore lomc with the carrOnts ini'*^e,early pact Of the year, and 
follow those in their return af autumn. TMy^’are caug^ in large 
pets, with which they are siWrounded during- the night. • 

Diodorus, speaking of the Ichthyolihagi, a pOopW who iiihabitod 
the country from Caraittaiiia and Gedrosia, .to"the borders ot the 
Black Sea, gives this account of ihein ; 

“ Their hon'.es,”* says he, “are situated near the sea; inter¬ 
spersed with deep vallics, prcciplct’s, slopes, and hoMow.s, natu¬ 
rally oblique. The iahabilants, pr«)liting by the (li>pasilion of the 
country, stop all the outlets of liie vnllies and precipices n itb great 
stones, thus preVentiog the retreat of the lish, which tlic sea may 
have poured in upon them.” 

The same historiap jirpcccds with aihiiccotint of thb progress of 
that imant fishery J ’and gives a very ample description ol an in. 
vention, since brought (o greiit pcifeciiun, 

“ On the coasts of Babylon,” 'a)s Diodorus, “ a country 
well cultivated, and enriched witli trees. The inhabitants ha\o 
such an abuiKlance of fish, that they find it dithculi to preserve 
them.' They stick an innumerable qtianfity of reeds into the earth, 
along the banks of the sea, wliicli appear like nets spread on the 
ground. In this fence are a groat iimnhei of doors, in form like a 
hurdle, which are easily opened and shut. VVJicn the tide come* 
in, it oiicns them, and atit^ return tlo'y naturally closej by which 
means the fish thrown in frimi the sea tire detained in these enclo¬ 
sures. At low water, you may see an immensity of (he finny tribe 
panting in heaps in the snare. Trie people draw gn^ag profit from 
this fishery, and those whose huts are ilistaht from the sea, make 
trenches, which admit the lisii up to the very doo.rs of their houses. 

They stop this trench with a door uiado of willows, which 
they dpen when the tide comes in, and shut again soon as it be¬ 
gins to ebb. The water escaping through^the doors, leaves the fish 
^behind. ^ This method was made use of by the northern people, ac¬ 
cording to Pliny, to sup,)ly themstVves with that article of life.” +

The Greekp were not the last to adopt this mai^icr of catchioiji; 
and detaining the inhabitants ofthe wntery element j andtltey hhva 
continued thal^ li|u} most^f their customs, to this day. (SeeToutu 
nefort on tl^^hcad.) At Salines, a portjn Nn^tos, an island ^ tito 
Archipelago, thfy have a great iuhery for eels and mullet, by tte 
means of snares made of reeds, and manufactured Into a certain 
form.. Those snares are Tcry pliable, and so disposed, that the 
once lodged in'them, cannot get oat. The Provencals make use of 
the same kind of machuies in the canal of JVlartiqnes; but their’s 
are much larger and stronger* Tile inftsntion is very fancient, ^ 
you havg already seen. 

We find the same practice among the Cossaeks. The Cossackn 
hare a fishery at Citchon in Circassia; and, according to M. Pey* 
sonnel, are called SacrixAadif and subject.to the Cham of Tarlary* 
They follow this employ meiit from tins beginning of IVfay to the 
last day in October. It is nut practicable tl^e rqst of the year, by 
reason that the rircr Kouban is generally frozen during that inter- 
va). At the opening of the fislicry every year,, the bey gives a great 
entertainment. The sturgeon fishery is also carried on in a very 
singular manner. An enclosure of willows, with a door, being 
placed in the water, is so contrived as to admit all the fish that come 
that way, without tUc possibility ol their getting out again.^ 

You will see by the description 1 shallgire you of our tnadruque^ 
to what a degree of perfection it is brought by the Marseiilians, fqr 
the capture of the tunny, an'd ail other species of lUh that swim 
in shoali. ^ 

The inhabitants of the coasts, and the shepherds themselves, who 
Jive near the borders of the sl:i or great rivers, we may easily sup¬ 
pose, might acquire a know'iedgo in the art of fishing, by which means 
their families were mure easily supported; in those places where the 
tide brings np the fish, their lirsC care innst have been to find some 
method of dclaining them; and they accordingly formed a close, 
much re^mnhiing the folds used for (.m-losing cattle in the middle of 
a field. The Creeks had the san^c idea, and have preserved it. 

itj Greek, signifies a stable or fold, and from the word? 
fi!»»^f«and Jtyw, we undoubtedly derive the Provi'ngal term niadraque^ 
originally received from the Greeks. 'J'hus, in the word alone we 
find the history of the thing. Originally, the madra^uc was no¬ 
ting more, than an enclosure, which, being placed in the water, re-

I havb said that you had almost persuaded mo to be a convert

“ The case I allude to U that of a court'-martial, held a few^v 
days past upon a lieutenant of the nav\, foi'-Raving given the He, 
to his captain privately. This court-martial is said to have been . 
instituted at the suit of the lords of the admiralty, as prosecutors, ' 
on complaint preferred by the captain : when the lieutenant, upon 
the sole testimony of the former, was broke ; and this cate being, it 
should seem, vvitliout a precedent, will stand upou^rgeord as one in 
all future cases of a like nature. 

“ In this case, it is alleged, by the fricndiii‘‘'eptfee defendant, that 
having been treated m ilb the most galling indignities, they could ndt 
be bniokcd by so sjurilcd a young man as he was; and that the case 
^as before observed, being n'oreover without ])rccedcnt, the punish- 
mciit, it was said, exceeded the oilcncc.

“ Upon the whole then, it is to be presumod, that as the bare 
ii^stiuieny of the captain would not be- considered by the court is 
sufficient ground oi e.oi.ileoinafion, witiioulsome collateral circiim- 
staiicos in proof of ilu: fact; .-.ucii as the character in which I;c stood 
with his officers a;.d men, together with some traits of gene;;;! dis¬ 
respect on the side of the lieutenant; Isay, that if such circitm- 
siaiir es ran be substantiated in fmonr of the conmiaiuler, and which 
leading questions must, 1 think, have been put, then it follows, 
that (here is soinetiiiog more than prosuiuptiu^ proof of gui!t in 
this case; and that, as it is highly improbable (hat any undue ad¬ 
vantage wouhl i)e taken by a superior tocruslvan officer who might

The lives of his brave »eamen have been 
sacrificCU, the honour of his flag has been insulted, almost in sight 
of his own coasts; and these proceedings are supported by calling 
in question those indisputable rights founded on the clearest prin¬ 
ciples of the law of nations, from which his majesty never can de¬ 
part, and the temperate exercise of which is indispensably necessary 
to the maintenance of the dearcsts of his empfre. 

^ Tlie undersigned hus, iu all his reports to his majesty, ren¬ 
dered full justice to the personal dispositions which he has uniformly 
found on the part of Count VVedcl, to remove all grounds of mismi- 
derstandiiig between the two countries. Be cannot, therefore, now

A S tliis subject, -which has latdy agitated all ranks 6f soci^) 
must be peculiarly interesting to all concerned in the navyj' 
!> tlie following observations have been collected from the besta%thdirs 
and from authentic records, in order to point out-the antiquity, 
the e*crcii(f, and the rocoguition of the UiCrtiTs op Tita Buiriss 
Flag, by the commercial states of Europe—rights which, after 
a full, clear, and impartial investigation, wc are eon'rtneed it 
is the bounden duty of Britons to maintain and support inviolate. 

When Cajsar intended the invasion of this island, lie summoned 
the Gauls whd dwelt in the sea-ports, to inform him of the sh(»res, 
havens, &c. imagining their information might accelerate his cun-' 
quc-st. The sea-faring men answered, “that all commerce and. 
tradic were interilicted before license )iad,» nor could aiiy but mer-”, 
chants enter the British ports.”* I’his is a sntficient proof that- 
the ancient Britons possessed trathc and commerce, and also the 
power of protecting them. The very first classieal author who sjieuka 
of Britain, says, that when the Uomans became masters of this 
bland, they, in conjuiietiori wiiLh (lie Britons, built a iieet, and 
frequently sailed round il, making every nation tributary for serc- 
,, ral centuries, and commandin': Ihdr olie .ionce. + 

As the view' of this disipiisition is candour and truth, it must bo 
acknowledged that the immense power of tiie itomans at this peiiod 
was fully sufficient to produce such an ellect. 'J’hat mighty em¬ 
pire, in the impenetrable scale of linmaii ami plivsical vicissitudes, 
became subject to fate. The euntinual supply of Britons to re¬ 
plenish the Roman legions, enfeebled the roiiniry, and made it an 
easy prey to their prcfenih-d friends the Saxon.s. 'i'lie drcaiU'iii strug¬ 
gles between the natives and their treacherous visitors, and also ihc; 
no less dreiulful havoc between the princes of the Heptarchy, when 
it was established, permitted no opportunity of displaying the Bjj- 
tish flag, until the reign of (he great Alfred, wlio was,* in fact, the 
founder of the Anglo-Saxon navy, and the first that repubed and 
held in check, the pirates and infidels of Denmark ft’ul .\orway. 

Edgar, who wascrowjied king of aUJ^ngla/id, in Wittciiagernote, 
at Winchester, A. D. bOO (one thousand years since), firmly estab¬ 
lished Alfred’s noble plans, and cunthiualjy kept up a nav} of Jour 
hiindredstooi ships, vith which he asserted the entire ami uucou-

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trolled soverelfpnty of the firitish seas, and vindicated his nliTal 
dominion, ,vis.iti»g 'oii ships, and making them pay (Obcdieiire to 
his dog. The very style which .he assumes, and whieh is recorded^ 
is the best and the mos^ionviucing proof. * 

The ttse .which Edgar made of his power was truly worthy of him. 
self. It is recorded by two of the best narrators of the history of 
that time, + ‘ ‘ that in; mediately after Easter, he commanded his shi^ 
from ei^ry shore to be brought into two collected bodies. He then 
sailed with the eastern Heel to the westct;ii coast, where jtbey werp 
*Usniisscd; and from thence he proceeded with the western liOet to 
sconrthfsoa aronnd the island to the northern and eastern purls; 
b«-‘ing exceeding diligent to prevent the incursion of pirates, :|: coura* 
geous in ilie defence of his kingdom against foreigners, and receiv¬ 
ing the submission of the chiefs of the islands. Ijegancesier (West 
Chester) was hiv principal northern port, where he had a palace,^ 
and where, in one of his vov.iges, lie rcceVed (he ojvJ^hs of aijc 
petty kitigs to serve him by si i and by land ” Those kings roived 
him in a '•tatidy barge, mmself being at the stem steering the ve.ssci, 
attended by a clond ofboatN and subjects, with ininstrcl-f and other 
music.§ ills constant was, that no. prince could boast of 

being (rnl i amonarcii of England, unless, like him, he was lord oil 
the i'rilish seas; a maxim which ought to be impressed upon the 
intinl of every souinUhearted British subject and citizen, particularly 
at the present niuincnti/us peiiod. 

Here we dismiss the Anglo-Saxon dynast) with this short obser- 
vatlTin, that during the reign of Eihclred, a vi, > laige ileet wa* main, 
tained and supported ; but through the bleggishncss ai<U personal 
cowardice of that ki ig, “ w ho distres.sed rather than governed the 
kingdom thirty .sc\cn year-,,’' |j the nation was continually harassed 
by sea ,ind land ^sitti the incursions of the Danes. lie saw his ei,or 
too late; and in .he year 1008, lie commaiuled ships to be built m all

That faithful collector of ancient history, Henry of Huntingdon, 
relates a story, which has generally been cunsulered as a mark of the 
king’s vanity and weakness; but, upon acloser review, perhaps it is 
a proof to the direct contrary, and that he meant it as the sovereAt 
reproach which ho could cast upon his venal flatterers and parasites. 
It is as follows : in the very zenith of his power, being at Souf lump, 
ton, his nobles in attendance declared to Hfin, that being lord ot the 
sea, he could command the taaves. This being’frcque'itly impressed 
upon his mind, in order to confound and put to shame those base 
court minions, he caused a royal seat to be placed upon the shore 
-whilst the tide was coming in, and being surrounded by the venal 
nobles, with a majestic air he said. “ I'liat svu belongs to me, and 
the land whereon I sit is mine; nor hath any one unpunished re¬ 
sisted my commands. + 1 cliarge thee, therefore, come no further 
npon my land, neither presume to wet the feet of thy sovereign 
lord.” Hut the laws of nature would be obeyed, and the sea came 
rolling on, and dashed over him. The king rose up, and reminded 
bis flatterers of their treachery, telling (hem (hat the sea would 
obey none but Him whose eternal laws created hcaien and earth. 
After this he never wore his crown.;}:

William the First became possessed-of the crown by acquisition^ 
and not by conquest,* A. D. 1066. There is not a single record 
before Edward the Firslthat gives him that denomination ; nor did 
he ever style himself a conqueror. Jlis power, when added to that 
of Duke of Normandj', w'as immense. Amidst the tumnits of tys 
reign, *hc uiaintained a very powerful navy, which he frequently 
commanded in per'-on, by means of which he defeated the confede¬ 
racy of six four of whom were northern, who, with a navy 

oi ISUO sail, attempted to invade him. In his turn he invaded 
riiilip of France, t and committed great devastations, uutil ho 
di'-d at Rouen, in 1087. J 

William Ilufns ha<l no wars with France, nor can any thing 
material be adduced from his history. 11c lived despised, and died 
by the stroke of an arrow, iinlamcnted. 

The reign of Heniy the First is also barren as to our immediate 
pursuit; suffice it lhat,duiing his twentj year.-, reign, no power what¬ 
ever i)retcnded to dispute the empire of tlie British seas: a scry suffi¬ 
cient proof of itself, by w hat we have already seen, that no snonarch 
durst attempt it. 'I'his kuig sweetened his government by relieving 
the people from all un just faxes, and puui'<hiiig the principal agents. 
Being an Englishman horn, he acted as became one, by severely

sloop the Trincomale, Captain J. llowu, the partienlars of which 
areas follow: 

“ The i^carl Icft Pushirc on the 4th ult. and was proceeding on 
her voyage with light winds from the W. and N. W. On the 7th, 
at half past dfght in the morning, the Groat Tomb bearing S. dis¬ 
tant about two miles, they w ere surprised by the sudden appearance 
of a'ahip right a-iirad, and close to them, which it afterwatds ap.

Captain Fowler took the hel^ himself, but was nD^rt,piia|fi^ S043>ii 
afterwards killed by an <dfht«pouad shot, whiek^^ttf^ck him on the 
breast; the maintop>s^*tye was ahot awayUi^t*tt4|ia same timOy 
and the ship taken >abac^* on whi^ the e^ew gll quitted the deck, 
and the chief dfficer had no alt^uative bnt to sgrrender, harh^ 
rionsly thrown oVerbuard three packets, which Fc-ifj|er had 
in charge fur govL^iment. Six men ^^ere killedkn|t teyera! wounded* 
Pn the following day,freight-treasure was i:(^QVc4«qA board 
the prirateer, which proVed 4^ be the iphigent^ Captain Malroux, 
from the Isle of France, mouutjngv23 guns, four of whieli=were 
4Slb. earronadfs^ the s‘est\iwelm and sixes, andvSOO p)eii{.,Mr. 
Cramlington, with the gunner and oome of the crew, we|e shifted 
to the prirateer. The enemy, elated with his success, had d^^j'jnlned 
to quit the gulf in company with his prize, when,, on the ut 
midnight,'being off the Coins, the Pearl, aboqf two miles a-head of 
the privateer, fell in with his inajesty’h sloop Trincojpale a^ the 
Comet cruiser, who, on hailing the Pearl, and;not.receiving^ r^dy 
or satisfactory answer, lired into her; on which thjs privateer fired 
two guns in that diroriion, and pnt about, and stood from iketm, 
judging one of them to be an j:lnglish frigate,.,pd that the 
was retaken.—Contrary to Cap'. jVIalroux’s expeefatiqn, however,' 
the Pearl wasnrarly up with the privui^'cr at d|ay-Iightin the morn¬ 
ing, the Trincomalc atid Comet, at the same time, considerably to 
windward, bearing down; from which, cireumstance it would ap¬ 
pear that, on the privateer discovering herself by the firing of tbn 
two guns, the gallaut but unfortunate Captain Rowe left the Peayi, 
to pursue what he probably deemed a more noble obji'ct, which ho 
might think bad a chsince of .escaping him, if he lust any time by 
taking pbssession of the Pearl. . 

About eleven o’clock in the forenoon, several shots were kjjp- 
chfprged between theTrincomale and Comet, and the Iphigcne, but 
without effect. Light and bafiling windsand calms, aod"|be tardy ma* 
nceuvres necessary i^idcr these disadvantages to favour tbedtl|rten4| 
views of (he respective commanders, the French captain ht^ng, noi 
doubt, desirous tp avail Inmself of the assistance of h^ pici^, which 
was well armed, and Capt. lio^ c being, in all likelihood, as desirpui 
separating them, for the s#ie reason, pres'ei)^erl their coming,,td 
close action till abont ton o’clock qn the>iiight of the 12th) when a 
furious cannonade commenced, which lasted for about two hours; 
the Trincomale and her adversary then fell on board each other,

iind roifiilpi'di in Kitiiatioti some time, the {n-lvatc^ having licr 
studdirig-saH boom riggetl ctut, and grappling irons fixed to 4eir

'^ci'-^^ncOuraghig them to place great confidehcc in boardipg, it ap- 
poMKhcjlr were in the act’of making an attempt of that kind, vrhcu 
' th«f IVlAcomaio blew up, and crerj person on board perished, ex- 
cop^. ^nc ikiglish seaman and oue lascar: the ships toucliing each 
caller at this time, the shock stove in the side of the privateer, and 
forced the main and ini/oii.mas^s ’elcar <|,ut Of ihe ship. Mr. Cram- 
lington was then on the orlop, or platibrm appropriated for the 
woundij(l, whom he describes to have been iinmerotis; he conse* 
quentiy had two decks over his head, and the hatchway was sud¬ 
denly choked with lumber; bnt, in the mids^ of this wreck and 
di'solation, he, providenlially, by a ray bf light which the moon 
alforded ilirough the .'■hattered side, discovered a hole in thpdcck, 
through whidi ho a.sceiide(i, and, fiiidiitg a corrcsponding'^lpIlQUig 
in the upper dci-k, he, with nve or six others, succeeded in extri¬ 
cating themselves from their dtsmal'^tuation. Thelphigene was, at 
tills time, going Ibruaid, and .Mr. Crainlington run aft ovi^ heaps 
of dead and dying, and jump d overboard, when he made every 
evertion to ‘•wini from the sinking vessel, which soon dtsapjicared; 
four minutessiiaving elapsed, as near as .Mr. (irandiiigtou can gness, 
from the moment of lier receiving tlie shock. This gentleman owes 
his safety to a piece of the floating ruin, by which be supported 
himself for about two lionrs and a half, with thirty Frenchmen in a 
simMar situation.The Pearl and Comet were, in the mean time, firing 
"at each other, which .prevented their sending immediate relief to 
the sull’crers; bnt, at length, the Comet made sail. The Pearl then 
sent her boats, and took ail the survivors otT the wreck. The pri¬ 
vateer, according to their own account, lost about 115 men, among 
whom were the captain, surgeon, boatswain, gunner, carpenter, 
and seven othiw officers. By information received from the French 
survivors, it appears, that there were eight privateers tilted out at 
the Isle of France this year, two of which were intended to cruise 
on the Malajiar coast, one of them a brig, named the General 
Murat, mounting twenty guns, and a fast sailer. The Iphigcno 
was the other proposed for that cruise, after her visit to the gulf. 
A Jew passenger, whom the Pearl had received on board at Bii^so- 
gt, and several of the Pearl’s crew went down in the Iphigcne. 
The Pcairl anchored at Muscat on the 15lh of Ochiber, from 
whence ^ soon after sailed for the Isle of France, after landing 
all thc lascars, sepoys, horsc-keupersj and seaennnies, retaining the 
gunner and cerpeater.”

TTN a former part of thte work, wo presented to our readers a 
^ varic<y of now regulations then adoptcMl for cneonrn^ingihe 
Frenck-tnarino,*^ and remarked that it appeared to be the inten¬ 
tion bf^the ruling powers, there, to continue actively dilployed on 
that head, until its regeneration should be complete: since our 
publiration of tbo<e*papers, the following articles baverbecn de¬ 
creed by tha consuls of the republic; the. principles of which our 
readers,may wish to be acquainted With, as affording an insight 
into their proceedings: 

Art. T. The gunnery department shall be composed of three ranks of 
marine ofticers, viah nid-u'noner, a second master, and a master gunner. 
Tliere shall be three cla*«es m each of these ranks.

IT. No one shall obtain the station of aickgunner who has not received 
a year*: i.'.^^'uctiun iu the theoretical srliools of gumicry, unless he has nb. 
tained a certiricate of meric, and fulfilled the other conditimii required by 
the Law respecting the promotion of seamen. 

III. hirst-rare seamen, who, in time of war, shall hat>e served twels'e 
months as loaders on board ships of the republic, mgy be made aid-gunners, 
though they have aot been at the theoretical schools, nor obtained a certi¬ 
ficate of merit. 

IV*. Seamen who shall obtain the rank of aid-gunner, shall, at, first, 
have only tfic pay of the third class of that rank; the farther increase 
shall be accorihng to the rules established for promotion in the marine 
service. 


V. Half the number of masters, second masters, and aid-gunners n«- 
ce^sarv fur the armament of ships and other vessels of the republic, shall be 
taken from the seamen ivho have attained rank from their service.

It shall extend to all the theoretical and practi¬ 
cal parts of gunnery fur which they arc designed. 

X.XXVT. The chief of tlic park of artillery shall report such examination 
to the maritime prefect, who is to deliver the certificates of merit, tiiul al¬ 
low an increase of pay tn those who distinguish''thcmsclvcs by tlieir improve¬ 
ment and good conduct. 

XXXVIl. A statement of such increase sludl be sent to the proper officer, 
and the chief of the administration shall send extracts of them to the native 
places of those who shall have obtained them. 

The remaining articles grant proportionate increases to the superior offi¬ 
cers of the difierent chasses who shaii be found deserving of them. 


Thus far we have collected and presented to our readers what has already 
taken place in France relative to the recruiting and spiriting up of ihoir hu¬ 
miliated marine, not doubting but that wliatcvcr energy and effect they may 
be enabled to give to it, wiU*only add fresh laurels to our pliant tars.

GENERAl^ OBSERVATIONS FOB OCTOBER, 1800 * 

M OWEVER highly tht* tiuvnl transactions of-Britain, and the condufi 
or* her uificera durintt preceding wars may have tended to r&ise her 
ciinvpieiice, and to inspire foreign coantries at once with awe and ad- 
luirnti >n* it may be fairly a^rted* without the smallest degradation of 
tliose very reirowned characters who in earlier contests have so splendidly 
distinguislied themselves, that no war has ever been so productive ns the 
present, of exertions, many of them so cxtranrdiimry as to becooffe almott 
incredible. Burly in tlu« month, an official uccoutit, which had been pre¬ 
ceded fur some days by the repeated niurnmrs of the Spuuisli gazette, was 
received of the capture of two Spanish rA)rvettes, cut out of the road of 
Barcelona, by some bunts belonging to the Minotaur and other ships of 
War, detached by Lord Keith from the fleet under his comtnand. The 
circumstances of the nttack were singular and unprecedented: the skill and 
adroitness with which it was conducted may challenge the admiration of 
ages to come, while it may almost defy being surpassed on any future occa- 
sioinwhatever. 

It were immaterial to enter into any particular detail of the circumstances 
attending the truusaction, as Uicy will be found sut&cieutly recorded in the 
very brief and mmlcst otiiciul account iraiismitted by Cupiaiii Louis,* who 
supcrintenrlcd uiid directed the operations; but tlic conduct of the Spanish 
court on this uccasinu cannot fail ly be passed over so sileptly. Irritated 
and provoked, asii is not iiniiaturui to suppose the government of a country 
must be, on finding the battcrle^, ever, of their principal ports, not capable 
of affording pnitcciiuii to their vessels of war, they have endcasoureii, by 
every sjiccics of obloquy that disappointment and resentment could invent, 
to persuade the rest of Europe, that this very extraordinary success^was 
eflerted by means injurious to tlie rights of neutral powers, nod such as i( 
was iiigbiy iaemnbent on a variety of other states, iiisulrud as they were in 
what may lu considered the (mu-soii of an indniduai, to resent, as a com¬ 
mon and geiiend cause of >airnmt. 'I'lic fact, wh<m siiuphried, appears 
nothing more than that the ca^ilain of a British ship of war, having casually 
met wk!i a merchant vessel belonging to Sweden, confessedly a ncutrul 
power, ihou^^ {^‘oper to seize on, iind compel the service of ^uit vessel 
K r a certain pertod, in aid of his projected enterprise. This procedure, it 
seems, has been loudly complained of as a direct violation of the rights of 
lu utral nations. Had tlie ship in question belonged to the state of Sweden, 
tltere iiiii.ht then have het.u some gnaiiid of complaint as an insitlt oflered to 
the Swedish flag; but, in the present case, the objection, or charge, is so 
ruiiculous as to ren ler it not a little extruiirdinarv that the ‘‘most extrava¬ 
gant politicalqjnrtisan could entenaiii and foster tiie idea even for a mo¬ 
ment. ^ 

It may be asked, if this doctrine were admitted, and if it were decided 
tliar ihe Swedisli flag was insulted in ctmscquciice qf a Briflisb ship of war 
roropeltmg a merchant vessel of that nation to perform any service which 
siiuuld be dictated to her, how are titose rigli{s to be deSned, since it bus 
been the invariable practice of the powers at war with each otlier> to hire, 
and even compel, She service of neutral vessels as transports; and sincQ

tliQse vessels have without hesflation been captured the cnemtes (If th«> 
oanipeltiiig u}wcr whenever they jell in their way? Two of the pvineipal 
st(>re*ships belunging to that armament intercepted by the late Admiral 
Barrington, oil its pas^e to the East Indies, in 1?8!2, were' Swedish ves> 
seis. They ha^ i>een forced to engage in the service of France, and as titey 
jaiere Captured without j^csitation, so were they condemned without Com¬ 
plaint. Tito caserappear as nearly parallel as tiic dititencti of the services 
w'ilj admit: and it is certainly no unfair inference to my, that if the law of 
nationsjJepen'ds on an unwritten and ill^efnied code, recourse must be had 
A^tbat omt system of explanation, precedent and general usage. 

InfurmlStion of the foregoing event wits attended by one of hifiuitely su¬ 
perior consequence. A success which, resting on ft ground materially dif¬ 
ferent from tlie former, tends to elevate the character and consequence of 
t|ie British navy far higher than ever it has been before raised, even in its 
proudest days of succe>98. The capture of the island of Malta, prineipally 
owing to the indefatigable exertions of the British naw,* will stand on the 
fKige of history as a most incontrovertible pmof of its own consequence, as 
vt'Ii as of the unremitting assiduity of its confinai^ers. 

Unnesailable with any prospect of success, on account of its natural and 
artificial strength, the fortifications of Valcttc, which had bade defiance to 
(he assaults of the most powerful armament, scowled dcdonce on the usual 
methods of siege. 'I'o have pruccede I according to the acxrustoined mode 
of attack, would have caused only the needless sacrifice of the lives of 
thousands, without materially ndvanciug or furthering the wishes of tliq 
assailants. A more sure but infiniiely more tedious method was prudently 
resolved on; and a determinate persevcrance eflcctcd that purpose which 
the utmost effort of human gallantry ini-'lit probably have been un.able to 
attain. When the labour, the ditliculty, and the manifold iiiipcdimentin 
which naturally oppose the blockade of a port iti a far distant qua iter oftlie 
world, ill defiance of an enemy, assiduous, enterprisiug, brave, and anxious 
in the extreme to render tlih project abortive, are considered, the success 
which attended it cannot fail to rcffect the liiglicst honour oii those wlio 
undertook the arduous task, as welt as on that country possessed ofsiifti' 
cieift resources Lu render it, in spite of every surrounding obstacle, cfiectual 
decisive. 

The situation of the conquered country renders it of tlie highest conse¬ 
quence to Britain. Ttiough of tlie most iiiimalei i:tl value on any other 
ground, it ensures to her the lice uavigaiiDii of the Levant, and of the

, Sidney on this occasion has lieen attended to with the uiniost gratitudS bj^ 
the Frciich; and liic fullowiug Jotter, selected from among many otiicis 
equally bciievulcnt and philanthropicai, has been published ui the French

Captain Elliot, fully confiding in the* spirit and conduct of the 
^ officers and tneu whom he commanded, hesu.>‘ed not a moment 
in giving rbasc. The eneinv, on the contraiy, ctov^ded ail the 
sail lliev could set, in the hope ot declining any contest whatever, 
an(| making tlieir escape. 'I ho Bloin'. was forlu iate enough to 
rurcced; but the M’gnoiie, after sosnuninsr u short thcugli a 
rinait action, in \\lutli lici capta;:i,#iie Chevalier de Traiisaiiville, 
and a consideialiie nn.'iilH 1 oi ...s people, were Killed, and the 
^econdcaptain, wun iwi nij.-t ve oi ti.eciew, materially wounded, 
wai'^jqompelled »o suitetu'in-. ^'lle '''eguiar disparit/ of loss 
sustained on boie 1 tl.e pji ^.ior an i her prize, dcscrvvs not to be 
pasKcd over Iti -'t’.ce. ii cmI hi. as it may appear, in the 
latter it exciiif-ded i.et < ne t\^o piT.Si ns^<igiitlv burl: an in- 
cionlr ivcrtiblt; proof ol the Mipeiioritv w^i utccli the Eiig .sh 
ship v.as iininoHivred and conducted, coinparativelv wiili that of 
her opponent. 

tlie coiinnev'^<^'’^t‘nt of the vear the Eolus was 

employed on ih* Irisli .'•latii.u), and having accidentally put iiit© 
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the port of Kinsale to refit, had the good Tortune, as subsequent 
events proved it to be, to find the Brilliant, commanded by 
Captain Logie, and the Pallas, by Captain Clements, both 
being frigates of thirty-six guns €ach,'lying in the same port. 
Very soon after Captain Elliot s arrhraL he received intelligence 
Irbin the Duke of Bedford, then lord Imutcnant of Ireland, that 
a French squadron, under the command of that well, known 
character, the brave Thurot, was not only oflF the coast, but had 
actually flTected an invasion of the island itself, by landing more 
than 1000 troops at Canuckfergus. The chief comrnahd of the 
English squadron rested with Captain Elliot, as being the senior 
officer; and such diligence was used after receiving the in¬ 
teresting intelligeiico, that all ilu? frigates were under weigh, 
though one of ihenrwas in an actual state of refitment, in little 
more than one hour. 

flaving proceeded in quest of the enemv, their sqiuidron was 
fortunately discovcEecl on the Cblh of rebruarv. Its force was 
found to consist of the Belleibic, of 44 guns, the Blonde, of 36, 
and the Terpsichore, of C8. Tliurol hinoelf, with a gallantry ^ 
that merited a belter late, sfcincd a.i little inclined to avoid an 
engagement as Mr. I'dliol. It rommenced about nine o'clock 
in the morning, the Moln.s engaging the I Veiich comniodoi e, and 
her two coin[)airi()ns the i<;uaimler of the squadron. It was 
contested with much •spirit and ability for an hour and a half, 
when thejbrave, the himjatic, and g< nc'iou'< Thumt having fallen, 
his death appeared to op('rate. a.s a .sirokt; «)f thunder among his 
people. The Bellcisle iiuniediately sun endeied, and her com¬ 
rades followed her example. 

An event which took place during tin: encounter reflects too 
much honour on the judgment of Mr. Pa.s]ey ta be omilU-d 
in this place. TlicT.olus had fallen on board tlu; Belleislc, the 
bowsprit hanging over that shipj quarter-deck, and was conse¬ 
quently not only left e.xposed to me w hole weight of the enemy’s 
fire, witlioiit being able to bring a single gpn to bear on her 
antagonist; but also compelled to engage the Blondest the same 

t 
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time with her aftermost guns, that frigate having fallen ou board 
the Eolus. In this perik)us situation, M r. Pasley, called the men 
from the foremost guns, which lie at that time commanded, and 
having boaided tlie enemy at their head from the bowsprit, made ' 
lijimself master bf the deck, and obtained entire possession of 
the ship. As soon as <thls success was achieved, he sent on 
board the Eolus for an English jack, which was immediately 
hoisted on board the piizo, as the^ signal of her sunciider. 
Before it was possible, however, to eft’ect this necessary pur¬ 
pose, ti^aptain Logie, in the Brilliant, seeing the dangerous situ¬ 
ation of the Eolus, and remaining unacquainted with the sur¬ 
render of the enemy, bore up t() the Bclleislc, and poured the 
whole of his tire into her. The jack, however, being imme¬ 
diately h' >r*-d, a repetition of iIk; same t'-eineiivluas salute was 
liappily pjevcMited, and ihi! victory remained complete. The 
injury sustained by the ivrize was so .serions, as to reiJder it 
extremely ditlicuk to carry her into port; ljut exertion prevailed 
over the weight of disaster, and the cajilors, togellier with the 
captured, ft/ached Ramsey bay, in the Isle of !Mau, in safety. 
The whole of them being rei>alred as well as circumstances 
would permit, proceeded in tiiiunph to Portsmouth, where 
they arrived ou the 2()lh of ^larch. 

• * Captain Elliott was, soon after his arrival, removed into 
anodior ship; but Mr. Pasley continued to lelain bis station 
auder Captain, now Lord Motliam,' vvho was appointed to 
succeed him, and with whom lie lernained until the year 1762. 
ia.lhe Eolus Mr. Pasley lelurmd to his foimer occupation of 
cruising, but was not coucerued in obtaining ans advantage more 
material than that of capturing five or si.x privateers of insignifi- 
catit force. 

Toward the end of August, 1762, being off the coast of 
Spain, near Cape Ray, iftA® Aviles, two large Spanish 

, West India ships, of coiraH^blc value, weie discovered, and, 
after a long and tedious pursuit,, driven on shore. 7Tie Eolus 
was brought to an anchor as near as it was judged her safety 
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■would pcnhh, in order to cotcr both of the frigates; the 
attempt was {irdnous and dangerous in the extreme; but tha 
conse^ence of itaiiduced die assailants^ wbo^ were {nit under 
tlie command of Lieutenant Paslcy^ to spurn liithealty and 
defy danger. The largest of the West indiamen was hoiiife 
bound from the Carraca^^ deeply and rkluy ladeit rntn 
hides and cocoas and of immon^ic magnitude for a ship of that 
class, being of nearly IGfX) tons burden. She was protected by 
a formidable battery, situated on an eminence; but the fire of 
the Eolus having in some measure checked the ardour *’of the 
enemy in that quarter, they quickly abauduiied llu ii p,uus, and 
the ship was left to her^fate. The prize having unfortunately 
bilged, her gallant captor was obliged to srt her on fire, as, 
inderd, had been first prt'jeeU'd ; but her coisnort, being of 
lighter draft of water, gut -.tth'at '■hiiiiig the niiiht, and was 
fortuuatc eunugli to efle't h< r ( scape. In r* eoinpgnse for 
this disappointmeo^ tin r.objs e.-piure'l, on the 20th of the 
same month, a very valiia!)le IVi U' ii ship.outv\iiid bound, from 
UornTdeanx to St. Domingo, riMcd t!\e h’onnidable; dnd in two 
days after their succes>-, jiut v. ;i1j a rVenclj convoy, consisting of 
eight sail, one of tlu-in a hhip of die liiu', uluch was very 
gallantU *aud jinlici.atteinicd for i!m' space of five days in 
the hope of an attack l>c''oniing fi^asible and.pioper. On the 
return of llie Loins to Rngland, Mr. Pashy iiad the satisfaction 
of findhi”^that he l!adbc(,n promoted, during his absence, to the 
rank of commander, and uas unpointed to the Albany .sloop of 
war; a vessel that was employed in the ustful though iulle 
desirable occupsit'on of convoying V/p.^'sels to aud troin the port 
of Milford. After Bome continuance in that sJoo]», he removed 
into the W'eascl, on board which vessel he had .served almost 
immediately after his first tnlrance into the navy in the capacity

of midshipman; and soon after li^ad taken upon himself the 
command of her, proceeded tofV coast of (b»inca. Hie . 
season was so dreadfully sickly, and the time of year when he 
was ordered out so peculiarly dangerous, fiiat art! the ebginceiv 
^four in number) whom he carried pwt as passengers, together 
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M’ilh a coii.HHlciuble part of the sliip's cortipany^ died. 'Hie 
remaindpr, who still soivived, were so sickly, that Captain 
Pasley was imdcf the sad EPcessity, thougli in a time of profoun4 
peace, of impressing men from many of the merchant vessels 
that she met wifh, in order to cuablc him*'‘^to bring his vessel 
home to Engluud. Alter a second voyage to tlie same uuiical* 
thy quarter, but in which lie was not so unfortunate as to 
experience the former evils, he removed into the Pomona, of 
eighteen guns, and was ordered to Greenock on the impress 
service, in consequence of the apprehension of, a rupture with 
Spain respecting the Fulkiand islands. In 1771, he was very 
deservedly advanced to the rani; of post-captain, and being 
appetnted to the Seahorse, of twenty guns, was ordered to the 
West Tndie.';, where he rendered very ^material service, , by his 
manifold c.vcrtions during the contest witii the Caribbs. Having 
rcturnetf to Ensiand in the ensuing yeai, and the Seahorse*being 
put out of cotnniissioti, he continued unemployed till 1776; 
being then appointed to llie Gla'jgow, he w as sent out fo the 
West Indies with two sloops uf war under his command, to 
convoy lliither a valuable inercliani licet, consisting of 120 sail. 

By his care and nr)reinittit>.£; atUntioii to this valuable charge, 
he had the salisfactirrii tif receiving the very unusual honour of 
‘thanks not only from the |M?r.sons who.ve property he protected, 
but from the cities of Lvindoii and lii isto), and other ports, the 
wealth of w hose inhabitants he had so iiiatcriallv conU'ibuted to 
preserve. Their gratitude was not coalliied to this empty 
compliment of w ords; but a piece of plate being prepared by 
order of the dili'crciit coininitltc.s, was pieseuted to Captain 
Pasley’s lady during his absence, as a more substanttal proof 
of mercantile favour and approbation. Sinpulaily marked must 
have been the conduct of that man who could on all occasions 
attend so slrictl) to Ijis duty, as to acquire the most general and 
unqualiiied approbation frUb men, who, liowcvcr highly we 
may regard many of them .as individuals, considered as a* coi'po- 
rate body, a'^e by no ilicaus llic most ready to allow’ merit, e’.ni 
where it is due. •. 
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On the 1 clurn of^ Captain Pasley to Liigl;»nd, he performed 
a similar service; and, with the eNcqiti ni of ihc present alone, 
had the satisfaction of receiving simil-jr honoiu s. Soon after 
his arrival in England, he was appointed to tfife Sybil, a new 
frigate, of 28 guns,#nd was sent with Admiral Edviai’dis on the 
Newfoundland station; on Ids voyage from llicnce to Lisbon, 
according to the customary routine of service in time of war, 
he had the good fortune to capture not only an American pri¬ 
vateer, which bad for a considerable time dogged his convoy iu 
the hope of carrying some of them under co\er of the night, 
but a Spanish packet also, with despatches of consequence, 
•which he carried with him into the Tagus. After having repaired 
to England, he was immediately ordered to the Cape of Qood 
Hope, and returned back rroin tiicnce with two very valuable 
India ships, which he was se nt out to protect. 

in 1780, he was promoted to the Jupiter, of oO gnus; and 
after a short continuance uudrr the ordtrs of Admiral l^igby, 
was, at the commencement of the ensuing year, oidered to put 
himself under the command of Commodore Johnson, ;who was 
then on the point of sailing upon u secret expedition to tlie 
southw'ard, with a squadi on consisting of two shijis of the line, 
three of 50 guns, including the .7upit<r, with stvtral Aigaks, 
armed store-ships, .ind tran-ports. J’he atlas, k made on this 
armament by Monsieur de SuAVein, while it lay in Porlo-I’raya 
road, at the head of a .s»|uaclron consisting of live ships of the 
line, is too recent to render any recital of the circumstances 
necessary. Suffice it to say, that the ,1 upiter w as very materially 
distingiii.slied for the powe r and force of her lire; uj;d clnring the 
torrent •f obloquy which was indisciiminately, and cerlainly 
undeservedly thiown cn .some persons conctUicd in that encoun¬ 
ter, the jponduct of Captain Pasley was vciV juf-lly'applauoed 
by lire fnends and by the cntanics of all jra. lies, 'i'iic .sui»hequeut 
events which took place during the remauidrr of the voyage, 
w hich was unsuccessful a.s to the point for which it w as under-

Hief 
tonfine 4 fo the mere cafjCatre’crf a of Dutc^ J[ndia 
ships, furpncdi^ in Sa](daphsr biy, tmd which, b^ng totally 
iocapaA $f> tnshuig effi^ve defence, ^euimidered without 
tesistftBCi;. A donaidcrabhii^ace t>f«*tinie wgh vnavmdably 
constf||«^ in the tet&ous passage to mid frcrni''Saldenha bay; a 
cifcMOiStaticc that must have been peculiarly Muone to an officer 
of sO nctive a mind. The Jupiter having retunwd to England 
in 17 fS, tras, ia the month of May, ordered to proceed to die 
West '{nffies With the late Admiral Pigot, as a passenger, 
he bwig am>oiuted commander in chief of the fleet employed in 
that .quarter^ a$ successor to the lute X^ord Rodney, who wac 
recall^. 

The Jupiter, toon after Iier anivul, wal ordered on a cruise, 
off the Havaiiiiah, and Captain Pa.slcy had the good fortune 
to captuie five vessels out of thirteen whieh he fell in with, 
all of vihoni he would in all probability has'e taken, had the 
commander of an aimed brig, then in company with t^e 
* Jupiter, observed Captain Pasley’s instructions propetly. Thk 
expedition, liowever, had nearly proved extremely disastrous; 
for the prisoiieis which were taken on board die brig having 
ril^ oil the oominaiKlcr and the crew, obtained possession of 
the vessel, which they carried into an enemy’s port; and the 
people on board one of the prizes having also risen, succeeded, 
and cartied her into die Ravaniiah. Upon getting *11110 that 
harbour, they informed the Spauish admiral of the situation in 
Mhicb the Jupiter was; }ie nccorcHhgly despatched two ships of 
^ic line, one of eigbty-fdur, the other of sixty-four guns, 
to captuie or oestroy her. Captain Pasley had iortuuatcly 
succeeded'ill getting die Jupiter afloat duiiug the mtciim; 
but almost immediately afterwaids he fell in with the 'li;.or, 
svhich was the largest of, die Spanish ships. The enemy 
instantly gave chase,^ and gained considetably on the Jupiter^ 
which, owing to the iiymy she had sustained, in consequence of

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the misfortune Just related^ sailed very heavily. At the dawn of 
day, .the Tigre was within giin-shot, and Caj^tain Pasley finding 
escape impossible, called tt^ether his crew, whpita he spiritedly 
harangued for a few^nxmientii. * Their approbation of this 
t declared intention as to engan^ig the enOmy, which wt||||il'anp1y 
manifested by Uiree hearty chiaeira, en^uriged him in fife ' 
desperate ottempt. The Jupiter brought‘to, and prepared 
for action. 'Ilie enmny, probably intimidated by ibis appeal^: 
ance of resolution, wJiich they knew not how to . aceoinit 
for, immediately hauled their wind, fired two guns, atid snared 
the Jupiter to continue her voyage unmolested. Captain Pasley 
accordingly sailed to Anbgua, for the purpose of repairing hU 
shattered vessel; and, as some palliation for the disappointr 
ments he had met \vith, and the perils he had survived, he made 
prize of a mast-ship in his passage, and cat nod it in safet}' to the 
port to which he was bound. Hostilities ceased soon after 
the lust of these events, and the Jupiter went tp Chatham, 
where she was put out of conunissiou and dismantled, 

H'lie ft\G years which succeeded to the cessation of Uos- 
tilitii^ wore passed by Captain Pasley in that rcViiiatioi), in 
domestic retirement, wiiioh is absolutely necessary to recruit 
and recover an active mind from the fatigues it has undergone, 
fu 1788, iiowevr.r, he was invested with the chief command of 
his inajesh ,•» ships and vessels in the Medway ; and according¬ 
ly hoisted Ills broad pendant on board the V’^engeance. in'! 
nouiinution to this distinguished station reflects on him the 
higlicst honour; when it is considered that it is the only home 
command ever bestowed on any person in time of peace, 
wot previously hoiding the rank of a flag officer, Prom this 
station he icnio\edj llrst, into the Scjpio, and secondly, into the 
IJellero]>hon; and, u h:le in tlie latter ship, was ordered to join 
the inaiu or Channel fleet, in t oitsequence of the apprehended 
Riptuj'p, first with Russia, and afterwards witli S|j«in. The 
disputes being both compromised, he repaired to Chatham, 
w-hcre he remained during flie customary period allotted to such 
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si Cdmtnwd. Retiring temjfiorafily from tlie service, he again 
coii^ned unemfi^oyed, till the commencement of .the dispute 
with' France, at th6^ beginniBg of the year. 17i93, served once 
more to forth his exertions and bis abilities. He was 
appointed as es^lithed oi;^thudore>' to hoist ^is broad 
peiidan^ on board his former ship tlte Bellerophon; and 
being ordered to join > the main deet under the command 
of Lord. Howe, was frequently detached with small squadrons 
On vaii^UB services, too immaterial to be detailed in this 
place. 

On the 18th of November, in the same year, the British fleet 
had the good fortune to fall iu with a detachment of the 
enemy’s ships of war, consisting of six sail of the line besides 
frigates. Earl Howe immediatiiy made tlf$ signal for par¬ 
ticular ship.s to chase the enemy, and soon aftorwaid.s the whole 
fleet followed their example. The Latona frigate, however, 
commanded by Captain Thornborougli, was the only vessel 
wliich was able to get tip and exchange shot wish tlie 
French squadj^on, as it presently became so totally dark as to 

prevent a continuance Of the action. Earl Howe having at 

i!ie close of the day made a signal that the ships uiuler his 
ordeals should use their utmost endeavours to keep sight of 
the* Frvmch during the night, but not to come to an engage¬ 
ment, the Bfllerttphon, with the utmost diligence, accomplished 
the instructions; but Cajitain Pasley was extremely surprised at 
finding himself close to his antagonists and accompanied only 
by the Latona and Phoenix frigat«^s. . Though every other ship 
composing the British fleet was out of siglit, not the smallest 
attempt W’as made by the enemy to enter into action ; nor 
<Hd he again fall in with Earl Howe, or the? remainder of 

his squadron, till they l:a<i all returned to Torbay, when he 

had the satisfaction of receiving the iliauks of that nobleman for 
his couducX on the preceding occa.siun, expressed in the mjost 
» ffatteripg and haud.soine terms. \

On the evening of the 29th of May, the ^|i^ny*s fteet 
being discovered to windwardfj^e rear-admiral ted ofk hto jown 
division with firmness and intrepidity to die attack. 'Jlie 
Bellerophon being the-iieadmost, brought tbo Revolutionbaire, 
of 110 gniTs^ wiiich was die stemmost of the enemy’s fleet, 
to axnion, and engaged her sittgly for khore than ah hour before 
any other ships olT the British fleet,couId get up^ smd support 
her. Being then disabled by a contest with to superior a 
fop, signal was made by the commander in thief fo)r thc r^r* 
admiral to desist. Lord Hugh Seymour, who commanded 
the Leviathan, ako a fouith rate, of 74 gUns, was at that time 
nearly up, and soon afterward engaged the Htevolationiiaire, 
as did Captain Pnirker also, in the ^luhicion#. *11ie dark¬ 
ness of the night in great lOeasure contrifouted to put an 
end to this partial contest, At the duivn of die ensuing day, 
both fleets appeared drawn up in hne of iMttle, and aitieiigago 
tocnt partially commenced. EaH Howe haVii^ tnade thici s%nal 
for the British ships to ptos through the enemy’s itneV* the

Needless is*it to say, that after one of |he longest 
and, bloodiest naval battles ever recorded in histoi^, if' total 
defeat o|, die. enemy’s armament wan effected. The’loss was 
trivial, considering die magnitude of the advantage^ and would 
have been sdll less to be lamented, had it not fallen particularly 
^aavy on ofHcers of high rank, revered by their crews and esteemed 
by their fellow-subjcdts. Ibree flag officers, one of whom was 
Mr. liasley, were severely wounded; furtunatclv was it for his 
country, and equally fortunate was it considered by himself, 
that the injury he sustained did not take place till the encounter 
had nearly been brought to a conclusion. It nevertiieless may 
l^e considered unlucky, that after having on so many occasions, 
and so eminently distinguished himself, escaped unhurt through 
the hottest fire, during a great part, of which time he had 
to contend at the same moment with two of the enemy’s ships, “ 
he should have the misfortune to lose his leg, w'hen the vietoiy 
might be said to have been obtained. He had, however, the 
satisfaction of receiving every palliative to his vu nod which the 
Attention of his soveiei^in, his commander, and his country. 
Could bestow. Of these, the following authentic copies of 
letters, the first written to him by his noble commander, the 
second, by the British minister, may form a small and truly 
honourable specimen.

His life, was glorious, his actions noble, and his 
merit deserved those rewards in our service, which, doubtless, had 
the war continued, he would have obtained. •

Philip Bkowre, Esq. captain of the Rose frigate, died in 
consequence of the fatigue he underwent during the attack of tho 
port and town of Savannah, in North America, by the Count D’Es- 
tait^g. Captain B. never took oifhis clothes for three weeks, lie 
sickened with a fever, and died iu a few days. 1 well remembdl* 
hearing a Scotch officer declare, that the place would have fallen 
into the hands of the French, but for the astonishing and unwcarictl 
exertions of Capt Browne, of the Rose frigate.'* He married one 
of the beautiful twin daughters of the late John B^lby,' Esq. of 
Horst Park: who, on hearing of her husband’s death, being then 
pregnant with her fourth child, was taken ill and died, as did her 
infant, leaving three little orphan sons, the eldest only seven years 
oid. It was at length determined, after an unsuccessful application 
to the Admiralty, that the three orphans should present a petition 
to his majesty, some Sunday, when walking on the terrace at 
Windsor; accordingly, in their deep mourning for both father and 
mother, the little children knelt and presented their petition, which 
was graciously accepted. The eldest has! been many years in the 
army, the second entered on board a man of war, when only eleven 
y'ears old; and, when he visited me sometime since, apologized fur 
his ignorance of courtly manners, by saying, “ that he had almost 
uniformly lived on the ocean, from eleven years old to his present 
age”—twenty ..seven. He was, at that time, a Ucuteiiantin the Nas>- 
Mtt, then commanded by hit. relation Captain Herbert Sawyer, son 
to the worthy admiral of that name. I remember, Mr. Editor, an 
anecdote of this lieutenant, wh^n only seven years old: I ap« 
plaudcd his spirit for flying, ItkeU lion,.on a mischiei^us old buck, 
in his grandfather’s park, butting furiously at his eraest brother; 
throwing his arms arwind the aiiim’drs neck, he rolled down on the ^ 
ground, and stedfastly kept hold. On being asked by a relation 
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hotr lie Tentured to dq it, the spirited boy exclaimed, Do yoit 
imagine I could bear to see that nasty beast jkiU my brother? No, 
I wbuld do it again.” 1^.

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ANCHORS AND CABLES.

T he thickness of a cable of an East India ship of 700 ibns bur* 
then is serentcen and a half or eighteen inches.- Yety even in 
this ease, the strength of the cable is proportionably less th:m that 
of smaller ships; for a ship of 300 tons, which has greater adran* 
tages of secure and smooth riding than the ludiamaoy has a cable 
the square of tltc diameter of which is not less than seventeen and 
oftener eighteen inches, while the square of that of the latter is 
only thirty-six; whereas, if the other is only sufficiently cabled, 
which is known to be the case, it ought to be forty-two. 

Taking, howover, the India ships as sufficiently cabled, it is to be 
observed, that fwcnty-fwo inch rabies were some years ago the 
largest made, and were then, I believe, in general tise among ships 
of the line of w haiover rate; but scTcnfy-foJirs, in some insfalices, 
had cabUv of only twenty or twenty-one inches. The strength of 
the cable of a seventy-four may, therefore, in a cursory estimate, 
be expressed by the number lifty-onc, or fifty-seven | and of first * , 
and second rates by only that of fifty-six or fifty-two; but the real 
strength of a seventy four, to be proportionable to ,her strain, ^ 
ought to have been 108 ; that of a serond rate, at the least, 130; 
and of a first ra te, instead of fifty-six or fifty-seven, 144, or upward. 

It appears, then, from the above statement, that a seventy-four 
has, at mo!.^, only half the strength in her cable that her tonnCge 
strength rcfp'irt’f:; a serond rate less than half, and a first little 
more than one-third. It may occur to the reader, perhaps, on a 
slight view of the subject, that these ships make up the deficiency 
of their single cables by superior lengths on them, and a greater 
number; but this opinion I shall ciuleavour to prove erroneous. 

In FalcoTier's Dictionary is an assertion, the belief of which is, 
in all probability, the actual ca’ise. of the evil of which I am com¬ 
plaining: it is there said, that ‘‘ the K£I.ativf. strengths of ca¬ 
bles ARE AS THE CUBES OF THEIR DIAMETERS;”* and, OH thU 

principle it is, perhaps, inferred that the relative proportion is iwe- 


• Ti-.is is taken, it may be presumed, from .Savenrer, Duhamel, and Mo- 
rogue:.,* F.Kglisb authors, I know, have lai£ the square which is the true one, 
ur nearly so.

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ger-^cd. For, thus, upon assuming that a twelvc-inch cable is pro¬ 
portioned to a ship of 300 tons, the cube of its diameter being 
sixty .four, and the cube of the diamiJtcr of a first rate’s cable from 
420 to 430, then there urould be the power of nearly seven of the 
cables of 300 ton ships in one of those of first rates, which will not 
be much out of the due proportion with (heir respective nominal 
tonnage: thatis to say, 300, and 2,200, which is only a little more 
than as one to seven; but, it appears frqm the indubitable and in. 
variable results of experimeut, that so far from an augmenting ratio 
of power being the consequence of (he ronduplication of materials, 
even the squares of their diameters absolutely express too favoura. 
bly the relative powers of large ropes against small. Strength, iq. 
stead of being gained, is lost in combination; for the sum of tlio 
actual strength of the parts of a rope, separately taken, is more 
than that which their union will produce; and a small cable, is 
stronger for its size than a large one. It would be much too hasty 
a deduction, however, to conclude from this position, that two or 
more small cables of a certain strength are therefore preferaOle for 
the service in question, to one large cable containing the united 
iRatcriais; yet, this appears to be resorted to as a principle, and 
brought forward, no doubt, as an argument to justify the current 
practice, if the propriety of that has at any time been questioned. 

In truth, it is of the highest importance (hat a ship should pos. 
sess'a single cable, to enable it to ride again>-t (he utmost force uf 
wind and sea, for, from the strength of tun or more cables joined 
(uisuppurt (he same strain, a considerable, dcdiietioii, on account 
of three principal disadvantages, is (<> be made. 

1. Tlwre is not, perlipps (rock am! some clays evccpieJ). fifty, 
or I may sev, ten sqnaic jards of ground, eitln’r aOowi or below 
water, of an equally tenacious qualit}. Ihe ant hoi that'lies in 
ground stiller, in ever so smuli a degree, than that in which its com. 
panion is dropped, will necossaii y Imvo the strain upon its own 
cable, and this w’lli iiidisj olahly part before, the oilier. 'I'hii cir, 
cumstance accounts tor the fact, that .ihips, in Ion;* riding or hjiil 
gales, sumetinu's part one or more of three cables ahead, ami ar.5 
reduced to the security of a single, one, and that one not untie, 
qucntly tlic worst, which, after all, holds thiin in sati-ty. iu this 
case, we ought to suppose that the. author nt tlic snree.ssful cabl^

2. The superioc hol^ of th^- better atiwhoi produce.-, cxacilj the 
same effect as the unequally s!it}' irriMjnd just adjlucrd ; and, (hat 
anchurs generally differ jirotif cifch otlicf ui degree^ of excelleijiio, 
will be allowed. 
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S. The extreme difficulty of stopperinj; cables at equal 
strains, and keeping them in this condition, and the obviously 
greater, if pot impossibility, of doing it upon three or more. 

From these causes, the dcpendance placed upon the number of 
cables ought to be greatly lessened. 

It may be supposed, however, to have been hitherto assumed on 
mere conjectural grounds, that his majesty’s ships ride more in«e« 
curely, and part more cables than merchant and East India ships 
of the tonnage describe^; but this is by no means the fact* If re.; 
fcrcncc be made to the log-books of ships of each kind, that may 
have been, at the same time, in similar circumstances, ensuring 
great strain on their cables, and riding out hard gales together, it 
will appear that his majesty’s ships break two good cables at least, 
or more, to one of the Indianaan's; and'that the latter, if in trim, 
and well found, can continue to ride long after the ships of the line 
arc blown from flieir»anchors. 

I dp not assert, on the other hand, that the king's ships break 
their cables in full proportion to that of the relative strength here 
calculated to be allowed to (bom, and to the merchant ships, since, 
in that ca^e, they would break more than two or three for one of * 
the traders : and the reasons (hat they do not break in this propor¬ 
tion, aio, I believe, that they arc made of the best hemp, and re- 
plat.cd on sustaining the most trifling damage; are defended hi a 
completer manner, and with better materials; attended, during 
gales, with greater care, and managed w ith more exquisite skill. 
On all trying occasions, the safety of the ships may be said to de» 
pend wholly upon the dexterity with which (be ofllccrs and crciy 
manage the reins of preservation, keeping up the best possible man¬ 
ner an equality ofstrain on the retaining powcis. This, indiflirultios 
of long duration, is more than (hey cancflect; and, when it is ef¬ 
fected, and ships of the lino ride as long as W( II found uicrehant ships, 
in tihnfor riding, it is to be attributed entirely to the art of the ma¬ 
riner, and not ;o (be itdiercTtt power of the retaining mediums. 

So far as relates to n.y por,onal knowledge and cfidcncc of tho 
facts in question, I declare that J have seen his majesty’s ships part 
on occasions, wbieli 1, who at that time was little iBPqnainted with 
the true causes, thought extremely trivial, and inadequate to the 
ruotion of a good table; ami, when no such misfortune threatened 
virher ourselves or the neighlioiiring ships, whose situation was 
nearly as much exposed a^. theirs, but who conceived that double 
<lo‘ strain then suffered would ‘careejy have broke us loose. Upon 
inquiry, I found, that notwithstanding; the high character which is 
constantly alloweii to hi^ maj( ?t)’s cables, parting is a disaster that 
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Very frequently bcfalhi. his ships, and much iporc so than it does 
hierciiant vessels. 

There were, in the Downs, a fow years sinoe, during a week or 
more of blowing weather, two or three sliips of the line, and 100 
or more merchant vessels: his majesty's ships frequently parted; 
but if sack an accident happened to a single mcrdiaittmao, it, at 
least, escaped my observation and inquiry. 

If the facta and arguments here adduced (and which more exten* 
<!ive information, there is little reason to*doubt, would still more 
strongly contirm) support the position, that his majesty's greater 
ships retfuire stronger cables than those now in use, aud siiow that 
<1 would Im highly advantageous to them to possess one tiib'c, if 
not two, of sufficient strength tq |[etajii the ship against the utmost 
force of wind and sea, it only remains to be considered how such 
cables may be procured, some impediments being to be removed, 
and a now fabric to be composed. • 

Before 1 proceed, hovrever, to this discussion, T may Iieallosrod 
tc call the attention of (he render to the advantages that would ac« 
erne, from their use, to tho>!C sliijjs which we justly regard, with the 
.^frelhcst pride as well as attachment, as the foundation of "lory, dc« 
feure, and safety to the British people, and which oui'iit, if p..ssiblr, 
^to possess such <1 hold as will enable, them to ride with 'CCurity on 
continued stations, nnd preserve them from wrecking in the most 
<le^pe^ate moments. Tliere are very few places of refuge in which 
the danger or tiie sfrain it> reduced to les» than lialf the portion of 
rithef (hat is to bo euruimtcred in the open sea; and, what I contend 
for it, that, with cables of double strength, gur ships could sustain 
themselves in the open sea, with as much security as they can in 
(lu'se retreats; a posiliuit that will scarcely be quostioncil, since, as 
ships in open situations liavc riddmi out considerable gales, snej*, 
perhaps, as nature, in our climates, never exerts in douLlv force, it 
is not unreasonable to c.\pect that, wilh dsuhlc powers of retention, 
they w’ouid lic able to brave a nearly donhlc fury qf the elements. 

'J'hat ships may, indeed, ride firmly in niiiLh deeper water, and 
with less quantity of cable than is commonly supposed, will appear, 
when J proceec^to show the angle of riding—or that beyond wl.i h 
the power of retention being lost, rather than gained, by reenng 
the cable, ships ina} bring up at such a distance from the land,^as, 
if driven from their station, wSuld allow them rouia and time to 
get under sail and Inat npj if (be|Wind blew in shore; or, perhaps, 
to ride out a gale against w Inch they e.ould not beat up, and bid de^.

'J'horoaghly, however, to equip these shi][^ for ser¬ 
vice thus daring and exposed, requires other alterations and addi¬ 
tions than in the article of cables; hut these are foreign to our pre¬ 
sent inquiry. What 1 state at present is, that, for the current occa¬ 
sions, they would be in a very superior degree of safely, xverc their 
c. hles, as they really ought, of double, or nearly double strength. 

The principles on which the acquisition of this strength is recom- 
meudod, arc certain and invariable: they are founded not upon 
opinion, but experiment. 

To increase thcfstrcnglh of cable«, their dimensions must be on- 
larged; but, in order to procure a cable tliat, with diinensions tliu' 
enlarged, will be manageable, a lubiication din'erent from tlic p;t- 
sent must be introduced. For every (pi.ilify requisite in a tabic, e\- 
c.'pf, perhap*!, those of repelling water, and enduring the ucct^'Ui, 
washing, thecimstrue.tion now in use i>- the worst lint can be adojit 
ed. Our cables have nine strands, which is the grcalest complit r- 
tion of )anis that is laid ; but, in fact, cncry departure fi<»!ii a single 
simple twist, though reqeisUe for work and wear, takes from their 
strcngtli. 'i’lie fairer that yarns lie to their strain the better: 
when they lie diagonally thereto, they SMslaln great iiijur\®. »J’iic 
iliirerciice in strength of yarns laid in tliivc stiands and in immc. 
their lengtlj and quality being the same, is, according to (he lianL 
iicss or moderateness of its twist, from a seventh to a te.eii 'i 
against the latter.

away a multitude of their troops, caused the death ol their brave but 
unfertunate leader, and compelled the miserable remainder to raise 
the siege in dismay. No farther attempt was made by the Spaniards 
to rc-possess Iherasches of this foitress lor nearly ninety yearsf when 
the Count de Niebla rcsoli ed to attui k it by sea, while his son pressedT 
it on the land side svith an army he was advancing at the head of. 
I'hc intemperate precipitancy of the fa liter caused the lailurc of the 
whole project, lie attacked the garrison with his gallics ere the 
troops arrived to co-operate with him, and was not only defeated^ 
but lost his life in the hasty retreat he was compelled to make. 

in the year 1469, however, it finally reverted into the hands of 
the Christians ; the garrison which defended it had been withdrawn, 
for the purpose ol joining the party of one of the Moorish com¬ 
petitors for the crown of Granada, aud this circumstance coining 
to the knowledge of the Spaniards, an army was quickly levied, 
whitdi soon vedttoed the inhabitants to the last extremity; for though

An attempt was immediately made |;y, the enemy to re-posscss 
thems^ves of this important fortress; byt, alter a variety of Josses 
both by sea and land, they were content to raise the "siege, after 
having lost before the fortress not less than ten thousand men, to- 
gethiT with marly twenty ships of war, takenorburut by Sir.Tohn 
Jjeake and other oOleers at ditlcrcht times, fire of which were of the 
line. In l720, a second att^mipt was .made, ynd a siege was regu¬ 
larly commenced by a ^jiai.ish army under the roramand of ^'ouiit 
de las Torrcfi. From ini . time, till the long and celebrated siege 
which it sustained diiriiig the late v ar, against the combined fleets 
Rntl armies of ai. ' Spijiu. xiotliing appears to have ma- 

tcrially interrupted iai’ tranquillity of the garrison. During the 
• two intcrve'ung warr-, I'.o ^paiiiards were too well aw'arc of its 
strength, and had too much occ’ j'alion for their force in other parts, 
to permit their employing any part of it In sofniilless an attempt. 

The views, however, of tiic * nomy became malrrially aUcred on 
tlfc*c')mmcnccment of the'illspi'te iu''\vcen Great llritain and Spain, 
ill 1779. 'i'he'as'-istaiice expected to b.- dcriied from tlie Co-ojier- 
ation of France, and the diver.-.ion which the dispute with (ho 
American colonies would iicets.sarily occasion, created in (iie minds 
of the ancii'Jit poi^^essors the nioM sanguine hope.s of success ; and 
they accordingly coinmenced their attempt w'ith a force that w as 
con.sidercd as adequate to the compkfion of it. 

When reilectiori becomes cooly diiectcdeven foramoment to the 
exertions required from a force never «‘Xcceding 7,000 men, to op¬ 
ponents who, when reckoned in the aggregate, amonitcd to at least 
fourteen time^ that number, the report of a successful resistance, had 
it happened in a more remote ag«^, might have appeared fabulous. 
Although the Spaniards had been foiled in cvcjy previous effort to 
re-pbssess themselves of a fortres s which, whil.- in the pow er tff their 
enemy, must be an object of perpetual disgust, yet they were not 
to be deterred by their preceding ill success, from a repetition of the 
same species of attempt in the year 1779, soon as hostilities were 
publicly commenced between that people and Great Britain. The

from any flotilla which the enemy might'think proper to equip. Both 
those expectations were completely answered during the siege'' A va- 
jriety of ptti^es were brought in, and tlic enemy were considerably 
restrained in those'annoyances from the sea, wliich would have been 
infeonceivably numerous and troublesome to the utmost degree, had 
they npt stood in awe of opposition. After the sirce, or rather the 
blockade, had continned for some months, a British armament 
under the oilers of Sir George, afterwards Lord lloduey, enlercd 
the bay in spite of every opposition that could be made <0 it by the 
enemy, and afl’orded a relief to the garrison vvliich proved effecluul 
for more than the ^par(' of tv.elve Trinnths. ** 

The British admiral had the fortune to fall in, on hVs passage, first 
with a Spanish convoy, principally laden with provisions or stores, 
which he carried with him to the place of Lh destination, and thereby 
more effectually fulfdled the object of his nrissidn; secondly, with a 
squadron composed of ships of war belonging to the same conntry^, 
which were stationed oil'Cape St. Vincent, for the special piirpost'of 
intercepting him on his passage, and which he completely defeated, 
and indeed almost annihilated. The victor, with bis prizes, entered 
the bay in triiimph. The petty armament btdonging to Spain whicli 
had been previously oempied in what was calloil the blockade, 
j trembling for its own existence, .sought security under the cannoi^ 
of Algesiras and the adjacent batteries. 

The inconvenience, and the varied iusulfs, to which the garrison 
had been subji^'t during the preceding part of the siege, induced 
the Britibh government to strengthen the maritime force that was 
stationed there for its support. 'The Kdgar, a new'ship of 74 guns, 
commanded by one of the most enterprUing oificers in thu British 
service, Commodove, afterward Admiral, BlUot, rcipauied behind 
the fleet., Experience proved the reinforcement Was of no niatcru^ 
consequence to the defence of the place; so^that after an uiunterost.. 
ing station there fora few months, the Edgar returned to England^ 
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leaving the natal force employed in that quarter precisely as she 
found it. liuduced as it was, it stdl remained sidhdunt to excite the 
jealousy^ wid creqfte a spirit of enterprize in the Spaniards, which 
seemed to rise soipewhat above the national, character; They dtted 
out ^ine fifcsldps, * at a verj^cpiuddcniiljlpi csj»en^^ some of theih 
being vesisds.; of iargh ditoensfqnar .^under 
cover qf thC;ttight) against th 0 was at that 

time moore^pnder the very walk of tlie^aridsda' 'I'he vlgiianee of 
the officers and peoplcy teg ether tvUh the jotbrlty they displayed in 
the hour of danger, reud^cd dtieatten^t,<cotn|lletely harmless. Xhe 
fireships were towed off by thUsboaU ®fithout cflecU 

ing the smallest injury 7 and the fiulureof the enterprise soetnod to 
promise thd pfeyention of any similar attempt, Tbctsolc honoor of 
defeating it was very justly attributed tp the czci:tions of the naty; 
and it proved of no small advantage to the besieged tiiat the enemy 
had planned so destruclivp a project; for the hulls of the dlffercift 
Tcsscls employed on the occa*don, at least sudli part of them as re¬ 
mained uncun suined, being broken up^ affurdikl very matcrral as. 
distance to the garrison, as well as to the inhabitants, for fuel. As 
St was found that very little succour could be expected from ships so 
Urge even as the Panther, while moored under the wall? of the gar- 
tIsou, and as it was very properly expected that the destruction of so 
• large a ship* might prompt the enemy to a repetition of the same 
alartning measure, the Panther repaired to England almost imme¬ 
diately afterward, and the 6 ub‘^cqueict defence of the place, so far as 
rf§ardcd the navy, was left entirely to a feiv frigates, two or three 
sloops of war, and a number of gun-bo.its fitted out on the spot. 

No very material occurrence happened after this time, till the 
month of April, 1781, when the British licet, commandetl by Vice- 
admiral Darby, con&i>ting of more than thirly-four ships of the tine, 
besides haring a fleet of transports of above 100 sail under their , 
convoy, entered Ihe bay in spite of all opposition from the enemy, 
and effectually relieved the garrison from a famine, which was then 
rapidly approaching, and which, had not the critical arrival of the 
transports prevented it, must soon have reduced this otherwise 
impregnable fortress to the utmost extiemity of distress. 

Hitherto t)ic enemy had priucipidly confined their attempts to a 
mere blockade, having contented themselves with firing very slowly

cations. FaiHng) however, iii their first hope, they immct'lately 
changed their system of assault, and copimenced a wanton bomhardU 
ment on the town'; whidi,^thoug,h^it'inateriL.I!y afflicted and de¬ 
stroyed a considerable number of the inhabitat^ts, tended uot in the 
smallest degree t<n atscGfldrate the surr'hoder ot place itself. In¬ 
deed, the measure hjjpsaTtJd; rather as the mean rev.'ngt'^ of a vin¬ 
dictive disappointed eheniy, ihan as the fair ctTortS of an honottvable 
foe, seeking to acejuire victory amhiH^putatloii. 

To enter into a ^gular detail of tire various instances of heroism 
displayed, riot only by ngyat officers in the lung’s service, but by 
a variety of other gallant persons employed on board vessels be¬ 
longing to merchants, arid sent thither for the purpose of relieving 
the wants of the straitened garrison, would far exceed the limits 
of the present narrative. 

Amid this multitude of enrounlers," each of them exalting the cha¬ 
racters of the persons conccnied almost beyond the power of praise, 
it were improper to pass over in silence oho or two occurrences, more 
on account of th.* sitigtiiarify, than from any wish to attribute prC' 
eminence orsnpuriority to any, where all wfcie so equal; for sucJi a 
measure would certainly bean invidious one. On the morning of the 
7th o'August, 17S1, the atmosphere being then somewhat hazy, 
and obscuring the vessel in question from the view of the garrison, a 
signal was made by IhcSpjuLyds to their gmi-boats, that an enemy 
was in sight. The fog being somewhat d:^pelled as the daytud- 
vanced, a vessel was discovered at a considemble distance, rowing 
with the current for Lurupa ]ioiut. Fourteen gun.boats belonging 
to the enemy put out from Algesiras, for the purpose of in<' reep- 
ting hiT. On perceiving which. Captain, now Sir Roger, (’urtis, 
who commanded the Brilliant of twen(y.cight guns, and w a.s at that 
time the senior naval officer on the station, ordered Sir Charles 
Knowles to row out to meet the vessel, and endeavour to receive any 
despatches which she might be bringing for the governor. Captain 
Curtis himself was employed in directing the Vanguard and Re¬ 
pulse prames, for the purpose of protect ug and covering the ap. 
preaching stranger. The boats of the enemy approached the 
vessel in question (which was discovered to be a sloop of war, 
and afterward proved to be the Helena brig, commanded by 
Caplin Roberts) mnrh faster than' the prames, which wore 
only capable of being towed out. Before eight o’clock, tha 
headmost of them, being titen within gun-shot, began to fire 
«u the Helena. The latter returned the compliment with great 
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iSelibcration and effect, the crew still continuing to mahe the same 
exertions in rowing, as before. The greater part of tlie llotlila 
190011 afterwards surrounded the vessel, and a tremendous fire of 
grape as well as other shut appeared to threaten her with almost 
iuimodiate annihilation. As somedeiiTerahee, JiowcTcr, from this 
very unequal contest, the Repulse and Vanguard,,soon got near 
' enough jo support her. I'he enemy did not yet desist; but the 
contest soon began to slacken, and before ten o'cluclc the enen}y 
abandoned their attempt as hopeless. The most singular circunu 
stance attending this event is, that notwithstanding the long and 
very hcftvy fire of tbe enemy, directed by s6me bf the ablest artil- 
liTi'its ill the Spatiisb service, the Helena, though she had received 
eonsidcrable injury in her hull, her masts, and her rigging, had 
only in o persons wounded, and one, the boatswain, killed. It is 
on account of this singular instance of good fortune that the story 
has bci'n related; and for a sinjilar reason it wi?J be no less interest- 
ing as well as instructive, perhaps, to mentiuiu that in spitu of 
every attention that could be paid by an alert and irritated enemy 
to prevent the arrival of uiiy^ succours, the garrison was kept ;>a 
wMl supplied during the whole of the siege, by means of f'le jiuli- 
eioiis and entcrprisiTig conduct in the euunnandei s of Other small 
vessels sent thither for that piirpo.se, (hat no aciuut vvant of fresh 
pinvisions, or even the luxuries of life, ever prevailed. These 
artUIe? were alvvajs to be purchased, though it must be confessed 
at r.ither an estravuganl price. Cominereial speculation felt (he 
<ind well knew how to nuke the bet advautage of the plausi- 
1/le pieteiice. 

After a fruitless expenditure of blood, as well as of tieasiiie. Ike 
besiegers had the murtilication to find that the surrender of t.hc 
place was not in the smallest degree nnire piob.ibie than wIumi they 
bad first sat down before the place three rears before. They were 
•determined to make one violent and de^ peraie assault, hoping th.it, 
with aspecie.s of cunp-<k-m;(in^ they might, by assaulting the gii- 
r' on on i.il cpiartersat the same instant, befortnnatcenough to find 
some spot less cap.ible than the rest of resisting t.hen fury. An 
ormy of I'u.CXJOjnen, seconded by the countenance vf a ilcct of 
nearly lilty sl.ips of the line, appeared iu tlimusclvos a torce sulU- 
eieiil to appal the he.irts of the ^vearied and almost cxliansied g»r- 
l-eion. These ordinary and regular instruiiiciits of assault were 
dtenu'd, however, insufiiciH nt for the purpose. Tliirtcen vessels, 
niany of them oi Jeigc dimensions, which had l>een originally Con- 
* 5 tr.ucted for Sivauish ships of wir, were cut dawn and converted 
in^o lloating batlcrios, under direction of one ot the ablest oSi-

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possible, because constructed at a greater iteration of tbe toch 
above the enemy’s approaches, at Willis’s. 

The long and unreiBitiing attempt made by the besiegers expert 
mentally suggested to the attacked every defect whiph had escaped 
the notice of engineers previously empicyed there. Guns were 
conveyed, nith incredible labour, to the very snmmit of the rocky 
from whence the euomp’s approaches were sQ c 0 mplctcl 3 t.com- 
manded, as to pciidcr it dangerous in tiio extreme for the soldiers 
to work the eanpen in the batteries, although-they were covered 
with every species of epauleraent and traverse military ingenuity 
could contrive.' The advantage derived by the besieged frofti the 
posscs.non of so elevated a post, nas too conspicuous to be over¬ 
looked.by the govprnoT, at that time Sir George Augustus Elliot, 
and the rest of the ofiicers under his command. Excavations of 
considerable magnitude were made near the surface of the rock, at 
a great height above the level of the isthmus; and the necessary 
galleries of commiinidation being also Tormed between the works 
loss remote from the town itself, a numerous, and, on.account of 
its situation, particularly formidable line of artillcr}', has been 
added to tljosc previous defences which had before baffled the ut¬ 
most ctVorls of the assailants. 

Few situations, perhaps, in the whole world have be^ so pecu¬ 
liarly adapted by nature to withstand an attack. On the sea, a 
shoal of rocks, extremely dangerous, extends far into the bliy 
along the westcin front, and totally secures the fortreas from the 
near approach of ]aigc*sliips, whose attacks, especially in cort->> 
junction with the efiorfs of a land force, might render tlie situation 
of tlu'..garris(m precarious. The channel by which a ship may en¬ 
ter is extremely narrow anddifflcult; so that, although a ship of 
the line, may actually heave down at the New Mole, yet the bat¬ 
teries judiciouhiy erected to defend those accessible (|uarter$, to¬ 
tally prevent any apprehension of an hostile approach. 

The town itself occupies about one-third of the most northern 
part of the. rock, toward the. Atlantic. It was considerably in¬ 
jured, and indeed alntost totally destroyed, by the apparently 
wanton bombiirdmont of the enemy dtiriag the late siege; but this, 
as well as the fortifications which defend it, have risen, like the 
fabulous phoenix, with gre.rtcr lustre, a.s it were, out of its own 
n^hes; apd boasts a considerable numbci* of buildings, which might 
be consUlerud an oriiament to the handsomest city in Europe. 

Although the barrenness of the rock might forbid the traveller 
from settling there as a grateful and pleasant retreat, yet the 
climabjis peculiarly wholcsouic. During the summer munths, that 

beat wliicli even in higher latitudes is freqftcntly inloierablc, is sc

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eonsidcrabTy moderated by a constant sea.brcezc, that those dis- 
eases frequently attendant on hot countries are here totally un> 
known. On the other hand, though the mountains in Spain itself, 
and those of Africa also, are often .corered with snow lur many 
months in the year, it is very seldom known tq fall in Gibraltar; 
and in December and January , notwithstandteg heavy rains, aU 
fcnded*by violent storms of thunder and lightning, frequently take 
place, yet being of very short duration^ they Jjfovc but of the 
slightest inconvenience. , • 

The town, in consequence} *of its situation, i,s, during peaceable 
limes, extremely well supplied with fish. Turbot, dories, soles, 
salmon, cod, mallets, with many other 1 j inds of less estimation, 
arc caught in great plenty along the Spanish shore; and in the bay, 
at a very inconsiderable distance from the town itself. MackarcL 
also resort thither in shoals at the proper season. Fruits of all 
kinds, as well as fresh provisions, are aiso brought in sufficient 
plenty from, Portugal, as well as the Barbary shore; autl the 
prices, except on some few, and those very extraordinary occa¬ 
sions, are far from being exorbitant. 

The bay of Gibraltar is extremely commodious for slopping; 
.and, as it has been remarked by many, appears as if designed by 
• nature to command the entrance of the Straits; but the thick mists 
which frc.jiietitly prcv.ail, render the utmost alertness iieccs.sary, 
and may sometimes enable an enemy, noth withstanding ail the vi¬ 
gilance of his opposer, to pass through unobserved. This had 
ntli*rly been the case in 1758, with regard to M. de la Clue, wlio 
had almost baffled the atteiiiion of Ailmiral Boscawen, then lying 
in the bay for the express purpose of intercepting him, and effected 
his passage unobserved, and consequently unmolested. 

lipoji the whole, whether Gibraltar, considered in a political 
light, is regarded as the key to the Mediterranean commerce; or, 
irnprcgnahle as it has been rendered by art in aid of nature, it is 
thought a p(*.st or advantageous station from whence a British ar- 
niament may issue to the terror of its foes, or retire in perfect 
safely from the insults of a superior enemy; it has certainly be¬ 
come a place, of considerable consequence to Britain. Though 
po<-scssed of no trade or actual commerce which may return a pe¬ 
cuniary advantage resulting from itself, equivalent to the expense 
of maintaining it, yet there can be no doubt that, contrary to the 
opinion of some who profess such a dilVerent way of thinking, 
oven the secondary benefits arising from the possession of a post so 
situated, would fully warranf a tenfold expenditure on its support,

H IS majf’siy aiid the royal family embarked on board ihe Cam.* 
briaii frigate: received by the St. Fiorenzo and Syren with a 
Toyal salute. The Cambrian slipped her cable* as did the^two fri¬ 
gates, and stood to sea 6n the starboard tack. A convoy from 
Portland Hoads, bound W Gaernsey, with the 85th regiment on 
board, sailed in company.. About ten, got under weigh in my 
yacht, and stood for the Cambriansailed round her, soticfimcs 
on her (juarler; saw Mr. AVeld’s yacht to leeward upon a wic.d, 
bore away ioher; \shcn close on her quarter, hauled iny wind, 
ami sailed in company. She had her top-mast down, and boat 
hoi.sled in; my top-mast up, and boat towfng astern; a freth 
bre.’?:;' and a short sea runniug. Observed Mr. Weld’s cutter 
fonM-eached, but I gained to windward: struck my top-mast, 
pas'cd under the stern of (he Cambrian; Mr. Weld to leeward, 
still rather fore-reaching ; but n>) cutter gaining to windward, wt: 
both stood to sea. Finding my boat a great impediment to nly 
cutter’s sailing, J proposed to one of my sailors to get into the 
boat and carry her to ’iVeynionth: this he seemed to hesitate at; 
upon which I immediately observed, “ Damn you, you ought to' 
know me better than to think I would desire you to do a tiling J 
would not do rnyse.lf; therefore reef the sail, slip the mast, I will 
go myself.” Jlowever, in ju.stice to my master, Robbinr, he 
offered to go, and desired me to take the helm, and laughed at tha 
other uun for not going, ilubbins being a better belmsman than 
myself, and fetiling very anxious my cutter should beat Mr. 
Weld’s, I determined to go myself; took my pocket.cf)mpa.v. in 
my liand, and got into my boat. My servant, lien, desired me 
to change my coat: “Nevermind, lien, I fan swim in this as 
well as any 1 have.” 'J’hcy let go the painter, and I lioi-ted my 
sail, charging Robbins to beat Mr. Weld; and steered N. N. F. 
to go clear of a shoal called the Shambles. Fonnrl a good deal of 
sea running, but nothing my boat wa.s not equal to, as .she never 
shipped a thinible-full of water till 1 got into the Sliainbics, A 
very strong ebb spring.tide running, carried me to the wc.stw'ard, 
and bodily on for the Shambles,’'which I wished to avoid; pid 
before the wind; but being under a >ery low sail for fear of 
broaching-to, j dared not shake the reefs out of Ihe sail to enable 
my boat to stem the tide, which was running very strong, .and car- : 
n ill" me dead uj)on the Shamble'!, whore the =ca was running trc.i 
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aicndoiijjly high, ami breaking horridly. No tim«loljylor.t: sen¬ 
sible of my danger, convinced 1 could neither get to the westward 
or eastward of lUcm, I prepared to meet the danger: and, to make 
my boat as lively as possible, threw overboard my ballast, which 
tikewise prevented her from sinking. The diiuial sound of tlio 
biealers I began to hear, and soon saw them right aheril: aware 
of the danger, and convinced my boat could not many mi¬ 
nutes, and nothing but the intcr|)ositioii of Providence save me, (» 
divert my thoughts from the horrid idea of an iniij'ediale death, 1 
bcg«n singing tlte so.asong,<5f “ Cease,,rude Boreas;” at the same 
timekeeping the boat’s quarter tc the surf. As I was singing the 
second verse, a dreadful sea all foaming took my boat on ihe lar¬ 
board quarter: 1 hauled a-weather my helm, she lost her steerage- 
way, broached-to, and upset, and both overwhelmed, the sea 
rolling both over and ovei. Recovering from my alarm, without 
the smallest hopes of esf'^piug, Isvam^to my boat, which was 
l^ing on her broadside; with dilliculty I get to her, and^with the 
greatest diflicnlty 1 was able to hold fust by her. I immediately 
pulled off my coat, waistcoat, shirt, cuivat, and shoes; this 1 ac¬ 
complished with some trouble, my things being vet. After this I 
began to consider what could be done; no sail near me, above 
liftecn miles from the nearest land, a dreadful hollow broken sea 
cunning In over) direction, fjvciusuliy overwhelming me, gave me 
HO hopes of saving my life: to surrender without a struggle 1 con- 
, tsidered weak; the rea»lb'Ction of iho'-e J loved, which at tint 
moment struck mo very forcibly, for I fancied I saw them; recol. 
lecting the difficnltie.s I had surnion'iled two )cars before in saving 
some men from a wreck off my houfe, and knowing that Kngle. 
fitld, Kiou, and Bligh worn'-aved from situations as dreadful :is 
my own, by the aisUUnce of Divine Providence, gave me rcsolu. 

• oon and tortitude to exert myself. 1 began to clear away the 
boat’s masts and sails, which I aceomplisned at last, after being 
repeatedly washed off the boat: when 1 had cleared (he w cek, I 
got on her gunwale, atid by my weight brought her to rights. I 
got into her, and sat in the middle of her, attending to her molion 
to prevent her rolling over; but the violence of the sea, and com- 
ing on so repeatedly, overwhelmed me. The dilTicalty of reg.iin- 
itig my boat again-t suth broken seas exhausted me, and the salt 
watci affected my sight, that it was some time before Tcould n co¬ 
ver my boat. Looking round for a sail, seeing none, the la.id 
above fifteen miles off, and incrci'.sing my distance, I began to 
think it folly to struggle any longer for a miserable existence of 
probably a few minutes. However, tiic, love of life, the hopes of 
•owe vessel htyiviiJg iu sight, got the better, .-usd 1 resolved trfuM, 
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every possible means of preserving my life. ' I’o continue in the 
boat, repeatedly 'washed out and buried in the waves, I knerr 
could not be much longer supported ; I must give way. 1 then re¬ 
collected that fishermen in small boats, when caught in a gale, fre¬ 
quently let a spar or a mast, fastened to their boat^s painter, go 
ahead, and the spar broke the force of the sea before it came to 
the boat. Having been by this near two hours in the water, 
for I upset about twelve o’clock, I felt myself much fatigued, and. 
that it was absolutely necessary I should try some scheme to relieve 
me a little from such violent'exertions. 1 accordingly got forward 
to the head of my boat, took her painter, and passed it under and 
over the. after-thwaft or seat of the boat; in doing this 1 was fre¬ 
quently buried under the waves for many seconds, and the seas 
following each other so repeatedly, my breath was nearly ea- 
hausled, and my sight weakened. About this period, several gaj- 
nets, a very large species of gull, hovered close to me, and so bold 
as to come witliiii two or three feet of“my head: I imagined they 
anticipated a good feast on me : nowever, by hallooing and scream¬ 
ing pretty loud, I convinced them 1 wa:. not yet dead, for thev 
look I’rig'it and flew away: 1 never saw another bird after my 
visitors were gone. 1 tried bow my scheme answered; when f 
observed a heavy breaker coming, I got out of my boat and swani 
to leeward, holding by the painter 1 had made fast,the boht’s broad¬ 
side beiug to the sea, and bottom upwards, for when I quitted b-.r 
she rolled over: on my pressing her gunwale down, the surf brok' 
with violence against her, and only a part came over me. b ind,-, 
ing this answered my fullest expcciations, I saved nijself from 
many a hean sea, and my spirits kept up. IJnt, alas! when i 
could discover no sail hi sight, the sea breaking with the same vio- 
lence, evening drawing on, and the land at a great distance, my 
mind was much affected ; strugglitig so long without a prospect of 
saving i,’>- life, now almost ijjsnpportable, was but little. encoi!> 
.r.igement for m*’ to persevere. 1 had been now three hours in lids 
disirc-ssed siluatic.-n, very mneh weakened from my exertions, aisd 
severely bruised by my boat. About thief; o’clock, I saw two 
sioops pa's irie, going nji charnel; no cxirtUin of mine could 
make them hoar me, or see, me, I knew, 1 tliereforc n.ade iioiie- 
Heating aboul for suf;!’, « Itiigtii oi time, without having the good 
forliino to sec an) sail ajipioaching, gave me slendi-r hopes of 
.saving iny life; continually washed out of my boat, often buried 
ii’.idtr the wares, and rejicaledly obliged, to avoid the seas 
that were breaking with jirodigious violence, to quit my boat 
and swim to leeivard of her, iieeessariry diminished ni\ streiigtli. 
About a quarter after four, a brig eaiyc within half a mile; 
1 hailed her, -stood as high out of the wat^ as 1 could^ 
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moving my hands, and using every meins for her crew to see me; I 
succeeded, 1 observ'd men go up the mtiin-shroiids, and the cittv 
stand close together, but she passed me without uiiering tiic smaUest 
assistance; this, indeed, was enough for me to surrender up a life 
scarcely any longer supportable—such inhumanity excited the 
strongest emotions of angef) but, alas! 1 felt 1 had no means of re¬ 
dress. fgave up all hopes of being saved—the land further from me, 
a gale of wind tfomtng on, the tide conveying me on to Portland 
Raec, f took a valuable diamond watch,* belonging to Lady Mary 
Anne,,out of my fob, tied itbsecurely I'uund tiu* waistband of my 
trowsers, pulled thean off, and tied them v,ell rmind the thwart of 
the boat; when 1 had done this, J made, a running knot with llio 
painter, iiiteiidiiigto put it round mein my List moments, knowing 
that my boat, as the wind was, would be-drium near Lyme or Bnd- 
porl, that then my w'atch and .seal might lead (oa di-<co\er} of wiiom 
f was. Having done this, 1 hctiame iifiilc iuditft rent, death was no 
longer terrible to me, 1 saw no chance of being saved, T therefore 
.sat quietly in the boat, iinmerse«l under watt r all but my head and 
s|j()nlde,rs, patiently waiting for the next wave to put an eii.i to my 
sufferings. Still buffelled about, sometimes in the boat, sometimes 
holding on her keel, washed off and loiiug her for ..everal n’'n<il<'.s, 
•1 still found Miy recollection and memory koiiikI, and my streugih 
had «int failed me, for I always raLed myself up to di'COHr my boat, 
by treading water, whieh when 1 di»l, i swam up to her. Aho.tt half 
afiei four, after evjH'jIeneiiig a \eiy severe and long struggle to re¬ 
cover my boat, I saw eiglit sail to windward; it was a long time 
before I discovered whether they were sta' ding from nn* or towards 
me ; at length 1 ilisccrned (hey were standi”" towards n»c; this gave 
me great spirits as well as strength, for it was the first time 1 s.aw 
a chance of my life being saved, and lli.it Provideuee had W’atclicd 
over me through all my sti'nggie.s. At lice, three or four ships 
jiassed me, but without seeing me or iiiy being aide to be. iiea.i(l, 
the sea running high, and Iweaking so vioie.^tly ; three i.r more 
vessels passed mu close to w indwaid. my voiee wn. t.^xi iVehle to 
make myself heard, and I reserved my siir.ugt.ii for lee ouiy two 
vessels of thtt i'ight that had not pirscd me. A bii; unae by, I 
hailed her, lifteil up my hands, and us.-d evecr possible mmiii «.f 
making myself heard or seen; J'ortipiaU’iy 1 waa si..\ ..ml, f<M' 1 
observed they saw me; low men went up ulalt to .leo v.bat 1 was, 
they then shortly tacked ifnd stood inwards me, Lut did not hoist 
a boat out; this alarmed me, for liaviiig some hours before been 
'passed by one unfeeling wretch,! almost gave, myscirup to doipair; 
there was only one more ve.ssclastern, tiiw 1.1 . i.iiig scUiug iU; a dismal 
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sea Vuiiniiig, and Iwo miles of Portland Race ; if this shiji 

pasiiRd in>', all was oVor, I was irrecoveiahiy g^u*. I roused in}st'lf 
on this occasion ; as slic appioaclied 1 began hailing, got on the 
boat's boitum ami endeavoured to stand upon her, was wa»hfd off, 
got on her again, ajid again washed off j however, life was still de¬ 
sirable to me, as long,as I saw a chance of being ^aved ; I therefore 
l>orsevcml, ami, after CKpcrienciiig great difhculty, I observed a 
bustle aiiiong the soldiers, and some of them run up the main 
and fore rigging ; shortly after I observed foijr men get into a boat, 
hanging astern, and lower(;tl down;<-at that period I was much agi¬ 
tated, my firmness seemed to forsalce^'me, for I burst out iii'a; flood 
of tears, and was seized with a violent votuiltiig from the vast quan¬ 
tity of salt water I had sw allowed j as the boat approaehed, I re¬ 
covered; the sea running high they could not see me, till the men 
on board the tr;jn''poi’t moved their bats and pointed to the spot ; 
when they came iiyar me, 1 uutied^iny trowsers from the thwart, 
desired them not (o<conie broadside to. for fear of str'amping, but 
come stem on : I threw my trow.sers into the boat, ami endeavoured 
to .spring iJito her, but was too weak, the, crew pulled me in by 
tlie legs. When in the boat, J found iu 3 sclf not so much exliaustiU 
as 1 expected, or my reco'lertion so loct a-. n6t to be able to steer 
the boat through a rough sea, and la}- her alongside the transport, 
which 1 did. 1 was very humanely n'ceired b_v Lieutenant-colonel,' 
Jackson, of the 8;jth regiment, and the wliolc crew expre'.-.ed a 
sincere and honest gl.idnei5.s at my providential escape. A very few 
minutes longer site must have passed me, lor the afternoon wasTvery 
gloom}', and the day shutting in fast; had I not made myself 
heard, there would nut have been the smallest chance of my being 
saved. My limbs benumbed, a dizziness in my sight, with a rioleut 
pain in my side, and an incIinatioB to sleep, convinced me that it 
was impossible to sui vivc an hour longer. ,1 had been full five boar-* 
and a half naked in the water, scarcely ever more than my head 
and shoulders abuvie water for any time, obliged (to prevent the 
boat dashing against me, or myself against the boat) to be con¬ 
stantly attending to the direction of the sea when it broke, and 
always, when in the boat, attending to keep her in an equilibrium 
to prevent her rolling over; the exertion was extremely fatiguii.'g 
.ind diflicult. The ship Middleton came to an anchor in Portland 
Roads about eight o’clock with Her convoy. LieutcDant-coloiuI 
Jackson's kindness and attention were i-xtremely great; warm 
blankets, hot water in bottles applied to my feet, recovered me 
very soon. About nine arrived at <Weymouth, with Col. Jackson, . 
in the Middleton’s six-oared boat, who accompanied me to my 

friends, M>'. and Mrs. Smith, fi oin whom I received the kindes*

uUcutioii. Th'^y thought 1 was Irrecoverably lost, as well as their 
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wajcstics, paHirularly as Capiuin Ingram ili-clarod he saw my boat 
sAtmcliinc, and afterwards disappear; it certainly was cxfremclv rea¬ 
sonable to believe I was lost, the sea. TiinniTig very high, and breaking 
tremendously on the Shambles, it was know n no boat could live in it, 
the wind increasing with the sea. Indeed notlung but this convoy, 
that sailed in the morning from Portland lioads, returning (from 
tlie wind leading them) to WeymouUi Roads, could have given -nc 
the slightest chance of being saved. Their majesties very kindly 
sent to know how I was, the moment they heaid oi my landing. JVo- 
thing^cuuld be more obliging 9ind kind than their ma jesties were on 
iny seeing them on the lOsplaiiadc. The Dukes of Kent and C'umbt r- 
land; Lord and Lady Pawletj Lords Catciiarl and PunU;; Generals 
(rold&worthy and Garth; Colonels Dcsborongh and Wynyard;, 
Lady Hugh Dalrvniple, Lord and Lady Radnor, ^Irs. Freemantle, 
Lord Longhburough; in short, every .‘.oui in Weyinouih roost 
kliully congratulated me on my providential tf.scape. J nai dread, 
fully bruised, and very much agitated from the hind .soliciWide of 
m) friends. Tuesday 23d, went on board the Middleton, Cap- 
• tain Rankin, with Colonel Jackson: distributed fifty guineas

Outlines of a Plan for (he Support of dccai/ed anil infirm Ship- 
x-rights in his Mujestfs Dock-j/nri/.\. 

MW. F.nTTqR, 

I X a country where charity and liuinanity arc its greate.sl rharac- 
terisijes, whose existence and safety depend on iis navj amlcom- 
mcrce, it has long been a subject .of a.stoni'>liinent to me, Pliat cue 
of its most useful, loyal, and meritorious classes of men, should 
never lutherto have found a friend to step forward towards the 
attainment of an object which has for its end the preservation of 
hundreds of aged, iniimu and faithfu servants of the public, from 
misery and w'aut, alTordmg them comfort at a lime w heu there is • 
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greatest need for it, their latter days ; a comfort which their hard 
scr'tices dearly purchase. 1 hope in thus otferiiig sentiments flowing 
spontaneously from my heart, J utay not be thought guilty of par- 
tiality^ to, or easting relloctions on any particular class of men 
whatever—far from it; several melaaeholy and distressingcircuro. 
stances whicli have recently, amd [ may say unfortunately, come 
to my knowledge, are my principal inducements for interesting 
myself in their behalf. 1 could mention one very cogent rcicsou 
why T do it, or why it should be done; but an earnest wish to 
avoid ofTrnce increases th^ necessity of omitting wliat would 
otherwise be thought a most powerful motive. 

' I shall now proceed to point out wjho are the men I could wish 
to see ‘provided for, and ofler a few suggestions on the mode of 
accomplishing so glorious an end; trusting (should you think it 
■worthy a place therein) that through the medium of the N.vvai. 
(hiKONu-, 1 .!-, my proposition may engage the attention of some 
mori' ii 1 >!c person, from whose pen, and through the same channel, 
1 shall c.'igcrly'^ e\p»*ct to see some farther observations.' 

Oiir sailors and soldiers, both e((H<iny distinguished fur bravery 
in their separate (i|.’rnj)at.ions, have been thought deserving of att 
asylum in jh'-ir a»>*: (Jreennich and Cheboa Hospitals are tlie 
monuments of ijrilish rnnuificenec, at the toot of which they ofler 
vip their <nb':le if !;!-atitiide for the happiness their country iiU 
timaf'.'Iv eiistiar, tiiem. They have bravely fought and bled, if is 
true ; danger has opened its dreadful prospects to their eyes; valour 
and loyalty have supported them through their trials. BiitwhSi' 
would become of our “ fettle Island,” without a navy, and that 
niuncrotis ? Why then should that loyal and hard-lal)uuring body 
of men, to whom wc are alone indebted for it, be passed over and 
neglected? Danger is a shipwright's constant atUiidant from the 
moment he rises, till he retires to rest; men moreattatdied to their 
country never existed ; (heir labour is unparalleled, as are the dan- 
g r» and accidenis they experience, various, unforeseen, and be- 
y oiul thi'ir power to guard against; still, not a murmur escapes 
them, cheerfiii liny go to labour, contented they return from 
it 5 “butalas! after having passed many years of fati;^ue and ha¬ 
zard of their lives, upon a pittance scarcely siillieient to aflbrd 
them sustenance, they arc found incapable of farther duty., super, 
anualmhas a reward for their services, dnd left to starve on 4 pen¬ 
sion to the amount of lialf ihcir foriher pay; early and late, 
through all the vidssitudes of seasons, their duty calls (hem; every 
thing is required of them that can possibly be required of man; 
still, when age overtakes theni, they are forgotteti, and cast upon 
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»• wide world *o pine away the remainder of their existence, friend, 
less, iif rtiistfry, and. want. This tr'eatment to a single man ts bad 
enough, lioW much worse must it be, where probably he has a 
wife and perhaps daughters to maiutuin ? I say noihiog of hU sons, 
we may supple them already provided tor. Will any man then 
who can boast hnt of common humanity or fellow teeting, say, 
(hat tlfis most useful class of men are not deserving of some national 
recompense for their past faithful and laborious services, equal 
to the sailor Or tliC soldier? Let it bo Vsked, what could we do 
withqpt sailors or soldiers? d)oes not bur existci^cc almost depend 
on them? 1 answer in thoaffirivative. But ask again, what should 
we do without shipwrights? 'J'o answer this question, will imme. 
diafeJy show their importance. Tn a primitive view, they claim our 
first attention, or ought to do so; and I am sorry !t has not yet 
been thoiighlsuby one who seldom sutfers merit to go unrewarded. 

Having endeavoured to show why this cl»s of men are entitled 
to their country’s protection, it remains to ascertain the means that; 
might be adopted to procure it for them, least burlhensome to the 
estate, and most advantageous to themselves. The plan I pu^])o^c 
is (he erection of an hospital, conducted in a biinilar manner to 
(ircenwicli or Chelsea IlospitaU, and appropriated solely to the 
• Mse and foi* the comfort of decayed and wounded shipwrights. I 
am aware the grand objection will be expense, an^ God grant it was 
only fhcclfioion of a few penurious and contracted muids, but I too 
iiiu^h fear, the great arc infected witii it. However, to a»oid di¬ 
gression, let MIC proceed, and endeavour, by pointing out a tew re¬ 
sources, to eradicate this baJicful obstacle to generous and noble 
actions. 

For Greenwich Hospital wc are indebted to King Charles U. 
and William III. who being desirous to promote the trade, naviga- 
tiori, and naval strength of this kingdom, gave this noble palace, 
and several other cdiliccs, for the use of those Lnglisli seamen and 
their children, who by age, wounds, or other accidents, should 
be disabled from other service, at sea. King William also, by let¬ 
ters patent in IC94, appointcfl commissioners, and therein desired 
flic a.s.sistancc»of his subjects. In c^ifoiuiily tp this request, many 
benefactioRs were made to this noble charity, both iii that and suc¬ 
ceeding reigns. For the better support of this hospital, eicry sea¬ 
man in the royal navy and merchant’s service, pays fid. per month; 
thcrcrurc every one who can produce an authentic certilicatc of his 
being disabled and rendered unfit for the sea service, by defending 
^ any ships belonging to his majesty, or his British subjects, or by 
taking a ship from the enemy, may be admitted into this ht«pital, 
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mnd rtfeeive tJio tMoR beaefit^wi k.ho |i«4^ Ms utfjeFty^i im»«» 
dUto termer It has aboot oro fau»4F«d gaverooiVy oo#posed of 
tiie no^Rlitjr^ j^mt officers pf state, and persons in high potto iin* 
der the Icing. 

Chdtea Hospital was originaUjr foupded by Nell Owjmni, one of 
King Chartei ll.'s iptstrcfses, confinned and endowed by li^, and 
finished by King William lU. The pensioners of tills hbipital 
consist of superannuated reter^, who hare beeii least twenty 
years in the service. The ^aponset are supported by a poundage, 
dediictejj^ out of the pay of the annyc^ with one day’s pay phee a 
year frota each officer and eommoa sold|cr^ and when there is a 
dehdency, it U supplied, by parliament. 

What 1 have said of those two hospitals is not by way of de». 
scribing them; but, by showing their immediate use, and the 
means by which they arc supported, soipe judgment may be formed 
of tiie utility . 0 / such an cstablishment*a$ I am now proposing, and 
a clue is given by which we may readily observe the various modes 
to which recourse might be had for its maintenance. 

In order to lessen the expense to the utmost, grcatcare should he 
taken to avoid the admission of improper objects, such as persons 
whose wounds are not of a nature to preven' their following any 
other oecupation, or who liave friends capable of coutributing to 
their support., AlEG should be attended to in preference to every 
eonsldcration. As a heavy expense is frequently incurred in 
hospitals by nurses, servatits, &c. I would, as an additional help 
to those for whose benefit 1 am noiv wii^iig, purpo'>c, that they 
be chosen from the wives and children of the pensioners; this roe. 
thod, it is my (pinion, would be attended with very inconsidec. 
able expense, as many would be happy in such an asylum to 
perform the offices of it gratis, or for a trifling gratuity; and none 
but shipwrights’ wives or cluldroti should have any concern therein 
whatever. The monej' which is now appropriated to pay superan. 
nuations, might be applicrl to the n.sc of tin..hospital. A small do. 
dnetioo from the pay of every .shipwright, suppose it to be one 
shilling a quarter, would contribute largely towards defraying the 
expenses; and no man, I am Amfident, would objeet to so incoiisi. 
dcrable a sacrifice when he reflected on the comfortable refuge he 
might have some day or other occasion for. In order tq'form some 
idea what aid this single contribution would afford, I compute the 
number of .shipwrights to be about 4,000, "wlUc^ multipled by 4, 
gives the Slim of 16,(X>0 shillings, or 800 pounds, the aqnual 
mnount of the whole subscription. Voluntary subscriptions oi;gpn« 
tributions might likewise be admitted from any quarter. l^pn<^ 
arising from the sale of old ships should bc*appropriatcd to this lUe, 
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or, if not tlie wbo!^ a part. No persons whatever shonld be per¬ 
mitted to view the dbdk-ji'ardt iv^oat contribitting aoertsin sttt^ 
towards the relief of the charity j for, as they come to gratify, ca¬ 
riosity, they cannot refuse assistance to the very men who excite Ijc. 
As our places of entertainment arc all anthorixed by governmeftf, 
one night in every season shonld be claimed by the statu |be the bene- 
bt of ^his establishment; this method would not affect my one, bat, 
on the contrary, I am certain, in consideration of its being for the 
service of men to whom we'are indebted for the navy, which pro¬ 
tects ns, the houses would aitperience on those occa.siofis a far more 
numerous attendance th%n7>n any other (hroirghont thbvi^son. 

Thus far X have only suggested some means which 'might be 
adopted in aid of the government supplies which an establishment 
of this kind mast necessarily require, aware that some might be 
objected to, while many others might be discovered more efficient. 

Having now, as I should hope, partly removed the most important 
obstacle in the way of so Hesirable an end as the founding of an. 
asylum for our aged and infirnj donntrymen, to the sweatoT whose 
brows” we arc indi'bted for the many comforts we enjoy; it remaint 
now to consider of the n ost eligible plan to be pursued in order to 
obtain a beginning thereof, which I feai‘’wil1 be attended withsomo' 
difficulty ^1 must, therefore, solicit tlie asbistaiice of such persons, 
who, actuated by ideas similar to my own, may not think it be¬ 
neath their notice so much as to refuse what will, at least, be no 
expense to them, namely, their own suggestions or opinions. 

• • Had I not been well acquainted with the exalted character of that 
benevolent, humane, and noble .spirited personage who presides at 
the head of the Admiral ty, and to whom the Naval CukokiclsIs 
BO justly dedicated, I might never have attempted Jo propose a tiling 
of this kind; but, sensible how true a friend lie is to every (ban 
concerned in naval affairs, 1 am encouraged to hope my project 
may yet excite attention. Thu only contribution 1 can at present 
make is a tender of my services, in any manner whatever within 
my power; and, that sutcess may attend'this my humble effort,

With respect to the utility of a publication of this nature to 
those persons who are iaunediatcly interested in the operation of 
the laws here abstiacted, any mtiodiutory observation would be 
supmrfl^Oiui. The elegant and learned author of the Commentaries 
has observed, that a knowledge of the law is an ntdispcebablc part 
of odttcaiioii, In a country where it is an rstablwhed mamm, that 
ignoraucp of the law excuses no man, and where a taw is supposed 
to be promulgated tbo moment it is enabted.’* The superior officers 
of his majiesty’s navy are, therefore, peoubariy interefM in 
compnehandnig these laws, which it is their province 
JlSetlit’orce and exeehte, othci^wibc that navigation and commer 
whkh they arc ihe cacedhtlYO guardiamf, would he injured 
intfffdnd. /

in tlic margin; so that whilo this work contains the spirit of the 
marine laws, sufficiently dilated to be practically liseful, it will 
serve at the'same time as a copious index to those gentlemen who 
^ish more minutely and at large to consult any particular act. 

In detailing the severat acts, the tcchpical formalities of legisla. 
tion have been everywhere rcjocted, while, at the same'timc, the 
very wOrdsajf every clause, in the several original acts, have been 
adopted, as best calculated to point out more particularly the prc. 
dsc meaning of the legislature. 

To make any extract from the body of a work of this nature 
w*ould be frivolous, since it would be the transcript only of some 
act of Parliament, in the arrangemejit of which, and not in the 
matter, the merit of the author must appear.

Jle will, when it shall be time, maktf 
confidential communications to the Spanish court with respect to 
the di-5positions Which the English government shall manifest on 
the subject; but the justice of his Catholic majesty will undoubted. 
]y leave to him the free choice of thq forms and means to be cm> 
ployed in his ncgociation, nor attempt f;o limit any precise time and 
mode of restitution. Spain and all Eu-'ope are acquainted with the 
long process which Sweden has carried on id London on the subject 
of restitution; and there can be no reason to expect that speedier 
justice will be done in a cause which requires restitution to bo made 
to an enemy. Jn the mean time, bis Swedish majesty cannot con- 
sider himself as liable |o any kind of responsibility witli respect to 
an adair to the causes of 'ivhich he was an entire stranger.—Ac¬ 
cording to the statement of flic Spanish court itself, it'was, under 
the circumstance in which it took place, not supposed that the, 
Swedish government and nation were involved in it. It would bo 
much to be lamented should the injustice of a third power* be able 
to break connexions, which several direct discussions'.during the 
present war 'have not altered. Unfortunate events of this nature 
have frequcnily taken place, and seem as if liiey were peculiar to 
Spanish ports. A Swedish ship, which was taken by the English 
in the harbour of Passage itself; a second Swedish ship plundered 
and entirely destroyed by the Erenrli in Alicaiit; and several others 
taken by French privateers at the entrance of the liarbour of Ma¬ 
laga, have occasioned liih Swedish majesty to make friendly repre¬ 
sentations and remonstrances to the court of Spain, to procure 
respect and security to the trade of his kingdom. His majesty would 
have been happy to have .seen the court of Spain manifest in his 
favour the same energy with whiih it now makes complaints ; but 
the fruitlcssne.<!s ol his remonstrances never iudneed him to pass tlic

rffHjHBE montjb of October concluded with the receipt i(»r 
■«; which, though it were improper uiKler the circumstance? that attetided 
to consider unfortunate, was,'at least, contrary to'thc; hopes and the 
expectations of Britain. Ajtiuatiiht between the ^cctand Elie army which 
had proceeded from En^rlnnd |cvera] nlbuflu since, under the comiiiauU of 
Sir Ralph Ahercromlne, hnving been efiected with ihnt more iiumcroaa 
corps since despatched to the same ipiarter under the comtnnnd of Sir 
William Pulteney,- the whole protected by iho principal purl of the naval 
force corotnaiidcd by JLord Keith, took its slavioti otFCadi/ early in die 
month of Dctoiier. 'fhe poi i. had K on previously blockaded liy a detached 
squadron ujulcr 6i; Ilichrni llij i' rr oi, aiid had created iio iuconsidci'ablo 
degree of 'i!ar:n oii the pu'rC of, the ^piir>‘'oxU. TfiU** far had reached the 
knowledge of the English for some days, previous to tne arrivdi of that iu- 
formation which, at one lustatA* arimhlUitcd theiV hopes of fancied con¬ 
quest. Disappointment, a« a natural consequence, creates a molhentary 
uneasiness; but a short reflection rarely fails to produce comfort, and rmt 
^ unfrequently serves to cohvliicc the most eager, and, consequently, Uie 
most cli'^Ju'.-i'-L’d. that the occurrence is either Jimnnterial in itself, or per¬ 
haps, not in the smallc.st degree disastrous. The fact appears simply to 
have been, that the pronpect of success,depended mi a couft^de-mnn! that 
from nnavoidablc delays whic h took place in the junction of the two anna ■ 
meuts, the .Spatiiards were enaldcd to tuake every preparatiott to witlistaiid 
the attemprs-of ilu'ir aisiiilants; that, owing to these, which are the osten- 
c causes, the attempt could not be said to have failed, because it really 
never was made; thatit extended not bc>ond the proparatiun to land scarce 
ai* eighth part of the whole force, find that that preparation exceeded not 
the mere act of receiving the allotted division from the transports into the 
boats intended to convey tlicm to the scene of attack. 


The abandonmctit of the enterprise conid neither be called a check nor 
a failure; and, ihougli such a reason has never been avowed, it may not* 
perhaps, tie unfair to suggest (as a mere supposition), that the dangerous 
and miserable calamity which then visiteil the iuhabttants of that quarter, 
and the soldiers which defended il, might liavc no small w’eight with the 
British connuandeis, who luight, even by the most bloodless success, have 
bucrificed the lives of thousands to the most inglorious end, and augmented, 
without'bcnetiiiiig their own country', the ealuintties of a people whom 
heaven liad visited with the gretitest of all scourges. The very tenor of the 
letters which passed on the occasion between tlie British commauders-in* 
chief, and those of tlic Kpatiiurds, appear, in groat measure, to warrant 
the belief that humanity operated at least us strongly as any other Cause in 
prevention of the farther prosecution of this project. 'I'lic following extract 
of a lettes from Port Kcnl, will give tiic reader a oiuru succinct account of 
the operation^ of the attempt.* « *

other nations to unite and resist their uojirtnciplcd ambition! 

“ And, as a further testimony of the Inch csicern which die court enter- * 
tains of your lordship's public services, and of the eminent advantages which 
you have rendered your country, I have the lionuur to present to youb lord- 
wiip tliis sword 1 

“ The cunsequenees of the action I am thus called on to »|iptaud, ore, 

f icrhaps, unequalled in the history of mankind! A numerous army, which 
rad triumphed in Europe over brave and veteran troops, commanded by 
officers of the most established reputation, landed in Egypt, uirrhurthe com- 
ittand of him who now sways the Guihe sceptre, with destcius of most 
tunbitious and extensive tiuturc. One of tlieir objects ini acknowledged by 
tlicmselves was to annihilate, by degrees, the English East India' trade, 
and, finally, to get into their possession the whole coinmerre of Africa and 
Asia. 


“ Such were the gigantic views of our implacable foe; and such confi¬ 
dence had tlicy in the fleet which conveyed tlic-in, niid in the station it took 
on the coast of the devoted country, that it bade defiance lo the whole navy 
of Britain. But, at this momentous period, the Almighty directed your

" that same Power, my lord, ever protect end rcwhrd you! May it

|ilr. Ctminberluin Clarke in die fuUowing short, but impressive'spcedi:—

** It is with the greatest pride and satisfaction I receive from tliohonour*

** limits—without wtiicli this .country cua iieitlier hope for, nor expect, a 
solid, Inmouruble, utaJ {Wntiahent (-cace!”

It is richly ortiaiiiciitcd; the liandle gold, Nviiti bfite enamel, studded with 
diamonds. The crocodile appeals Us eriiblematicid of the grand event; and 
jhc guard is supported with anchors. 

Off. C.nptam Sir Edward ilamilrno, whose brilliant exploit ia catting 
out the [iermioue* (that very d.iy twolvcmonrli), dined at the Mansiou* 
bouse, London. The chamberlain was invited to the cntertarninent, fur 
tiie purpose delivering the fii cdoin of the city, which was voted to Irini, 
ill a giilil box. After iIjc nsitlj of a freeman had been admioisti'i-ed with due 
rokimdty, the clumibcriaio, in an uppropriute speecli, detitcred tlic thanks 
of itiu corpiii'aiiuii, for his conduct in an action, which, in the lungiuigc of 
Jin liyde I’aiker, “ must vvw rank among ilie foicniost of tlie gail.tnt 
•avieotii exteuted by OUT navy this war.” Sir Edward expressed liis sen o 
and 'alisfaciioH of the hoiunir done him in being ciirollcd us ii frevinuo of 
the first coiiiiiicrcui! city in tlie wnrld; which honour u.m rendered more 
valuable to Inm, bocnnsc it w:i.s conterred during the iniiyoralty, and pre* 
rented to him in the hospitable Mansuiii.hou'-eof a chief magistrate, whose, 
public services have so justly obtained him the approbation of his feliaw* 
'.itizcns.

LOSS OP TIIE CHARLES BARING WEST JNDIAMAIf. 

We are favoured by Mr. 'riiomns Bennett and Ml*. Fifzmatap^e, pussen- 
jSftTs in tltc Charles Baring, Capi. Aris, witli an aul^entic qiJkmttivc of the 
loss of her. She sailed from Port Jtoyal, .Jamaica, ou tiie dl^ajf^ptcmber. 
Nothing material (jccufwl until about the 13tli^ef';^tobcr^\d|E^jwe ibut.d 
tlic ship to luakc a rutisiderable quantity of watifr^ vmich so much, 

that, on the 17th, both pumps could .scaroeiy frtia^r. In R^ti^atiun we 
continued until tlio morning die SOLli^litin^ln sounding, W found five 
feet water dn her hold- T^captaiu immo^rftdY ordeiW tlie guTi-dcck to 
fio scuttled that we might to the jnnnp-^ll; th^t being done, we slung 
« two large casks with tackles, which wc found to answer our jiurposc very 
well, for, by twelve o’clock, we Ivud reduced the water to three I’eet. ^\'e 
kept her from gaining on us iiiitli the next raoruing, the 21 si, when the 
pumps were rendered almost useless from the quantity of ci>rac iiiul cocoa 
which conljnusvlly got to them. 'I'fie daii<:er of our wtu.ition now iuci tuning, 
it was thought advisable to heare the guns ovei hoard, which was iloiIo 
sil'out fen o'cKx’k, aod also a coo*i;lerub!e quantity of wood from tiio fore- 
Jieak. At about dark tiie pumps were quite choked, and entireiy uieless. 
We now found the lo.ak to gain eiawdcndily on us; all hnufU that couldJie 
'loured bailiiij» wcie employed in clearing the fore-lialchway, which l»v 
day-i^gil jwa9 so far rompleicd, as to enable us to get tvvo more ( .isk-, tl, 
work.time the water wa'« up to the orlop-deck beams, an:!, by tiie 
most oiii^niiCtiiig exertion*, of tin; pa.,.seitge;s atid crew, was kept limn gain¬ 
ing nncTUIIe night of ilie Md, w hen it came un to blow a heavy gale of wind, 
'.vJuch lietled the slop s.) mueii, that the greatest pin t of the water we bailed 
I'CCnniod back to the liald. 'I’lie, water gaming fast, the people almost tired 
to death, and the gale iiicre.asing, there was now no hopco of saving the ship, 
1»ur only caro was how to save oar-elves. Abviiit tiio dawn of day the inaiii- 
inast went over the side, and it was with inncli diiiicuUy »e could clear it 
from the ship. The water by tins time lir.d renebed the gun-deck; we had no 
time to lose in providing for onr safety; tlie bo.it was got out, and, at eight 
d’clock, naicb to Captuni Aris’s cretin, his first object wasfo have the ladies 
put into It, remarking at tilic same time to all of us, that there conid ho no 
possibility of saving tlieiii otherwise, and that it was also impossible for the 
boat to cuntaio Uie entire.

Where e&iy l^rsons bripsiAhe in a con6ncdi place, .the air is deprived of 
Its oxygen or.fipimating pil^iple. ^nd, as this destructive effect is still more 
increased by flame,* usM 'wvluini^ie darknesi.of places where pcrsrujs are 
necessarily coHliilf^, these latiijjt are provided t^ith bevel tubes, to prevent 
this inconvenieuce to those pi-tsoners who are on the orlop deck, which is 
nearly dark, and beneath the surface of the water.

When the couft-tinartisil 
was held on the conduct of that noblenaan, at MInden,, pspt^n 
Smith came forward in the most zealous maunei', not as^an 
evidence in his behalf, hut as a waciH^ and at^ivcrfiietid. The 
■*ncharge against Sack.vill6 is weU known t!O.I^ftve consisted 
in an inipitted.ditii^!>^d«ence of tite orders received* from Prince 
Ferdinand w'hdm his commission and inKtruc- 

tions he'lias diluted to obey. 

Ca{||dfi Smith quitted public life soon after tins period, if we 
except^ office, ij^^h be now holds in the roy^ household. He^ 
has had the bappmess toNje a livin'^ witness of the gallantry and 
the well-earned popufefity of his son; and enjoys the blessing 
of a vigorous old age at a viiia near ]>ovcr, built, and fitted up . 
by himself wUh equal taste niul singularity. 

Sir William Sidney Smith, the subject of the present memok, 
entered into the wavy at the early age of thirteen‘years. He was 
born about the year 1704; and-received thp first rudimeuls of 
• his education at Tunhiidgi' sciiool, then kept by Mr. Knox. In 
1773, he was removed to Bath, where he was placed,Under the 
tuition of Mr<, Morgan; and iu 1777, having commenced liU 
' b^khne career, he not long afterw ards removed Jmto the Sand¬ 
wich, commanded by Captain Yuiuig.* Previous 4o his actual 
embarkatiou; he had gone through a course of maritime studies.

' ciitt about die latter end of the year 178Q, or the bcginuJog of the etunung. 
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and fattd Hccordiuigly ralod -for soni^ tune belongwg to 
tbe^ser^ce, bi^^ufonfihj widi thi^indulgences and allowances 
tlien itiad^'M'hidi j>erinitted them. In . 1780, he v$‘as promoted 
to tbetat^ 'diP lieutenant on board the Akide, a ship of 74 
gdixii, at that time under orders for thci^est Indies, whither she 
was ^.fCcompdiiy the late Lord Rodney. The Alcide #a3 4 :om- 
nsahddd by that very able and worthy officer, the late Sir Chaffles 
Tbomp8onj,hut,Mr.'Smi|^*j^id not reiyain iu the rank of lieute¬ 
nant |nore traiLiii'4wo ya^s* and lAing adVai^d to that of cotm' ' 
mander, was appointed to the Fury sloop,* of -18 guns, on the 
Jamaica station. Without removing from tbal*‘quarter of .the 
world, be was again promoted, on tlie 7th of V783,.to tlve 
higher station of post-captain, by commission, '^pdlt^g liiiu 
to the Nemesis frigate, of twenty-eight guns. 

Peace having, at this tinic, takfiijdace,between all tHeJ[)eIli- 
gerent powers, lire Kenujsis, after a slfOrt interval, was orderc«t 
tb England, where slic was imniodiately put oirt of commission 
and dismantled. After an irksome inactivity of nearly hv# years, 

^ on the prospect of a rupture b«jtwr;cn Sweden and Russia, Cap¬ 
tain Smith, in 1788, w ith the permission of his own govern- 
meilt, entered intoUlie service of Uie former. 

,As his.comiiict during the period of that noithern war, in tlie. 
compdteill^ ejects of which so many of the powers of Europe 
were was of sucli a nature as to bring his character 

into general notice, and even procure liis admission into an order 
of knighthood of the court w hich he hud served; it w ill be ne¬ 
cessary to enter into a brief narrative of tlie several naval opera¬ 
tions, but more particularly of llie action commonly called ihc 
Battle of the Gallics, in which he most cniincntly disliiigulshed 
himself. 

Toward the latter end of April, 1790, tlie grand fleet of 
Sw'edcn, uftder the command of tlie Duke of Smlerniaiiiu, con¬ 
sisting of twenty-three ships of the line, and eiglitcen frigates, 
sailed for Carlscrona, in*lhe province of Smaland. 'I'he pre- 
tendet^ object of the* expedili<m w':is that of obstructing the 
junction of tw’o divisions 5f the Riisfian fttct, oiic of whiob was 
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then riding at anchor in the port of Revel, ihe ether ih tibe 
port of Cronatadt; the real views, however, ihore extan<i 
sive, being no less than the capture of Revel, and fte ndn^of 
the enemy’s fleet there. Both the latter designs were |)dt into 
execution; and though they w-ere not attended i^ith all the de¬ 
sired success, the conduct of them did not by any means^amish 
tlie credit of the officers concerned. On the Sd of the 
duke reached the heights r.of Hengc^.' and on Uub 13 th carried 
his fleet into the port of* Revel.” Ttie Russiali fleet at andior 
there consisted pf ffirce three-dccked ships, eight others of the 
line, and five lar^ frigates: independent of their own force, 
they were defc^^d in a very advantageous manner by several 
buttcrid|[{ in the harbour, and tlie fortifications of the place, all 
of which were plai}U d with heavy vciainon. * On the approach of s* 
the Swedes, a treme^doua^fire commenced from bath sides; 
notwithstanding which, ^lic duke continued llte attack with the 
utirlost intrepidity, and would, in all probalfility, have succeeded,' 
had not, in consequence of the wind changing, a violent storm 
arose, which prevented several vessels from using their lower 
tiers, and kept others froixi taking any shaie in tlie action, so 
that in the end the fleet w as forced to retire the very moment 
' in which the enemy was in a manner totally dc feated. Kor wjas 
this all: thioiigh the fniy of the ckintiils, one ship * of sixty 
guns, after being dismasted, fell into the luuids of the enemy; 
anotherf of the saino force, bcii.g also wrecked, was by his 
highness’s orders, set on lire ^aud uhandtmcd; and a thirdran 
oil shore, but was enabled to escape to sea again, by throwing 
overboard pait of her guns. On the very next tlay, such was the 
' diligence and llie zi al of the dnke, with the coimnandeiii under 
his direction, that the fleet was again under sail, a league and a 
half from Norghnij and so coiiijih Itly rejvnircii from all damage, 
that it waited with ini; alienev: hjr a yecoiid attack. *

About four o’clock soiinJ of their larger gallics quitted the line, 
aud struck their colours. Several of these afterwards foundered, 
and others yrere taken by the Swedes. The Udema, one of 
the Swefli^ gallics, caught fire at about six o’clock, and sunk.* 
STlie same fate befell one of tiic Russian xebecs, and after 
this accident the smaller vessels began to slieor off. Many of 
the heavy gillies continued filing till ten in the evening, and 
then got under sail. Some ran on the shoals, and struck their 
flags. At eleven a ccssutiou produced by the daikness took 
place. The prisoners were removed, aud the conquered vessels 
taken possessiop of. ** 

* At three the next morning the cannonade was renewed. One 
of thd'Russian frigates surrendered, and several of the small 
craft were taken: the enemy retreated on all sides, and set 
fire to their stranded, ships. They were pursued till ten at 
night, «tnd forty-five captured.

This, advantage being quickly suiijceeded by the peace of 
Reichepbach.. Captain Smith retired from the Swedish service, 
and^ on account of his marked and very intrepid cdnduct during 
this successful battle, was^compUmented with the gmnd cross 
i$i the* Swedish order of Sworef.. JHe had the additional 
honour of receiviug^^Uiie insignia of bis kd^lbood from his own 
sovereign at St. Jfanies's. 

During a short period which intervened between the con¬ 
clusion i|^e Swedish war, and that which has agitated, and 
still conKies to agitate all Europe, Sir Sidney, following 
the bci^t of that enterprising mind-with which nature has 
endowed him, became k ,volunteer in fhe marine of Turkey. 
Toward the conclusion of the siege of Toulpn, he came 
from Smyrna for the express purpose of oil'ering his ser¬ 
vices to Ijbrd Hood, and acquired considerable reputation 
by the bold and spirited manner in which he> ihiritt the 
arsenals and dock-yards, together with the several vessels hi the 
basin.

The keeper perceived iti and Sir Sidin*^ was frequently so open 
to acknowledge the fact: Conimodore>f, said he, your 
friends are desirous of libc.ajUng you, and only discharge , 
ih^ir duty: 1 also am doing mine in w'atchltig you sdll nio/e 
narrowly*’^ Though this^f<;;^per wa^s a*man of unparalleled strict¬ 
ness, yet he never depaite^ from the rules of civility and p6|Ue- 
ness. He trt?ated all prisoners with kindness, and eyea 
j)iqued himself on his generosity. Various proposals were made 
i(» him, but he rejected Uiem all, and kept tH^closer watch; 
disdaining at the same time, no less decidedly, to report the at¬ 
tempts'that were made either to coiTiq>t himself, or, to break 
from his custody. One day, when Sir*Sidney dined with him, he 
• observed that the attentidn of his prisoner was fixed on a window 
them puilly open, which looked upon the street. Sir Sidney saw 
his^ uneasiness, and sufl’ei ed himself for a few mo'mbnts to enjoy 
the amuliemetit that it afforded; lum^.-Aer, to put an end to it, 
he said to him laughing, “ I know what you arc thinking of, 
but fear not. It is now three o’clock; I will make a truce with

Sir. Slduev’s astonishment was extreme; nor could he con- 
ccive how' this man, who appeared so severe, could thus'sudden- 
ly jiersuade himselfito make him such a proposal.

Hib keepei Mas neht. \^nlIe he enjoyed bis libeity, been 
deavouied to lose sight of the idea of his escape; and he even 
felt that he shoi«ld ha\t 4)<eu axtr'^c to (uipIo\ for that oh-* 
ject, means tliat had octurud to i .> uua^iiui* m dm mg the 
liotkis ot Irecdom. One <h\, he tcccuetl a ItHir contuiumg* 
xuattei oi grtat^llnpoitanct, which he had the slioiiirt <^1 dcsiie 
to read without delay ; but as it<« contents ielated to his lutendid 
deliveiance, he asked leave to rctuin to his ioom,*’r.nti bleak 
off the tmee. The keepei, howevei, refused j saying, with a 
laiigb, he wanted to take some sleep.

Meanwhile, no oppOTtunity of flight oflered. On tho con- 
traiy, IheJ Directoiy ordued their'fruly noble piisoiicr to he 
treated with severity. The keeper punctually obeyed all the or¬ 
ders he, received^ and he, who on the puteding evnimg had 
granted him the gfegtett libcity, now doubled hb guaid, iu order 
to exerose tt more perfect vigilance.

'I'he keeper now asked for a discharge, and the regi.ster 
gav)* the book to iM. who boldly signed it, with a 

l»roper llonrisli, ‘‘ L'Oger, Adjutant-General.” Meanwhile, Sir 
Sidney employed the attention c/f the turnkeys, and lo^d<^d them 
,vvitli favours, to prevent them from having time to rcllect; nor 
indeed did they ,'Ji‘i’m to iiave any other attention than their 
own advantage. '1 he registei and keej)er accompanied Uie party 
as far as ih^ second court. At ienglli, the ia>t gate was opened, 
and tliey were lelt alone, after a long interchange of ceremony 
and politeness. 

'I'hey instantly entered a haekuey coach, and the adjutant 
ordeied the eoachmaii to drive to the .suburb of St. Geiruaiii; 
but the fellow had not gone* a hundred paces befoje he broke 
wheel against a post, iuid hurt an unfortunate passenger, 
'rhis unlucky accident brought a crowd round ihenj, who were 
\c;ry angry at the injury the stranger sustained. I’hey quitted the 
conch, look their poi tinaiiteaus ni their hands, and went oit in 
an hislant.

Having parted uheii they quitted the carnage. Sir Sidney 
arrived at the appointed rendezvous, with only l.is scci ttary and 
de PhAlipeaux, who had jiomed them near tlie prison*; and 
I^iough very dosh'ous of waiting for his two other friends, to 
thimk and talce his leave of‘thein, yet«M. dc Phelfjjreaux having 
‘ justly pbserved, that there was not a ino'inent to be lost, hi- pbst- 
poned til! another opporltiinly his exprcssicnis of gratitude, to his 
deliverers, and imincdialcly set ofl' for Rouen, where M. 
had made every preparation for tlieir reception. 

At Rouen, Sir Sidney and his fiienri were obliged to stay 
scveial days; and *as their pas'^poits were perfectly regular, 
they did not take nuioli. cart to conceal them':e!v( s; but in the ' 
evening walked about the town, or to(»k‘the air on the banks t)f ^ 
the Seme. 

At length, every thing being ready for him to cross the chan¬ 
nel, Sir Sidney quitted Rouen, and wilhoni eiicounteiiiig any 
farther danger, uriived in London in May, ITljS, l.'g« dier witji 
his clerk,lus friend M. de Plielipeaux, wiio could lu't be 
prevailed upon to sepaiate. He nas w tlcona si in Lngland by* 
the general congratulation of the people. His anIval was con¬ 
sidered as a miracle, which few wlio heard of it knew' how to ’ 
believe. His sovereign received him with the wannest affection, 
and afforded him every mark of attention, not only by his be¬ 
haviour at his public pre.scnlation, but by honouring liim with 
an immediate and private interview at liiickinghain-hou.se. 

In the month of June following, he was appointed to the 

command of the Tigrt?, of 80 guns;* and in November

It labours^ however, under the same 
species of inconvcnunce which preventb the town of Toulon from 
being tenable against a besieging aimy, sulRetently strong to defy 
any efforts that can be made by tht country itself to atiordadivex. 
sioA Hi its fafour. An invading force, powerful enough to gam 
•fAaHM&ioff of the heights> on the land side, after having made good 
its laddiiglo the northward of die town, and marched a short dis. 
tant^ the country for that purpose, would, in a very’short 
time, donM|^s bhportnni fortress to sun coder, or reduce it to 
a heap fa ^ 

SoflMi gitimitt on thlrihiportant place have heretofore been mada 
by ihp but the^havc all of them been rashly uodertahrilL 
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and hare therefore ftuied. The most formidable of these took place 
in the year 1694, when William III. Tory unadvisedly order^ ait 
attack to bd made on it by a detachment from the inS.iti fleet, then 
commanded by Admiral Kusscl. The SLord Berkeley, who was the 
iB-fated officer desiined to attempt the execution of this pcfilftps en« 
terprise, parted coutpany with the rest of tlic armament on ifae 5th 
^tine. The force pnt under his orders was, it must be confessed, 
cnt^mely forapidii^le. It consisted of no less than twenty‘nine 
English qr «hi{^ of the Jibe, independent of a very sufficient 

portion of frigates, firc-ship!>, ii?acWne-jve*scIs, tenders, and bomb- 
^tetches. After some consultation, it was determined the landing 
sh(Atid be attempted in Camaryt-bay; for it was considered by all 
persons impracfieablu for the ships to penetrate farther. The forts 
and batteries of the enemy having been jireviously reconnoitcred by 
the Marquis of Cacrinjiiflien, eight ships of the line, English and 
Dutch, were ordered to bring to against the diticreiit batteries, and 
cover the landing. One 6f the ships liuding her station far too warm, 
very improperly de-erted the post assigned to her ; the remainder, 
however, proceeded to their s'ov^al posts, and were placed by the 
inart|[\tis with^the greatest ability hnd judgment. The enterprise was 
unfortanaieiy. discovered, though too late to prevent mischief, to 
be far more dangerous than it had ever been considered. Exclusive 
of those numerous batteries the e7;istencc of which was known to 
the assmiants, several others still more formidable, on account of 
their concealed situation, and the very heavy guns mounted there¬ 
on, opened on them the instant they conmiciiced theii'attack. Thisf' 
bdng an enemy totally unexpected, had considerable effect in frus¬ 
trating the expedition. The (ire from the forts, however, being in 
some measure silenced, the first disembarkation of trowps, which 
amounted to no more than eight hundred men, commanded by 
General Tallmash in person, rowed toward the shore. Here fresh ^ 
misfortunes bcfcl them, and completely put an end to the whole 
attesnpt. The boats stuck fast on the mud, and a body of troops 
posted behind the intrenchments, more immurous than that of the 
assailants themselves, not only drove back to their boats the very 
small portion which were able to effect ‘their landing, but destroyed • 
the remainder, while remaining so fair a mark for slaughter, with¬ 
out their ever being able to extricate themselves from their peril^iu* 
situation. In short, of the eight hundred v/Uch attempte^to make 
the assault, nearly seven hundred were either killed, wounded, or 
taken prisoners. The gqneral himself, a man of mwt distin- 
fuished character, received a wound in his thigh, whichnlihappily 
proved mortal in a very few days afterward. The shJpi'j^ployed 
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in the attack were scarcely less unfortunate. The Mopk, of 60 
guns, lost every yard and sail she had, and uas so materially duma. 
ged in her hall, tiiar it was with the ntinovt dillicnlty she was pro* 
Tc^|t<id from foundering. A i)utch ship, of thirty gutH, eallod the 
Wesep, ha» ingtwelve feet water in her hold, was, through necesvity^ 
abandoned, and soon afterward sunk; uxclustre ot this lons, the re* 
maindcr of the whole detachment had sustained so much injury as 
not to be broiight off without considerable difficnlfy. Since that 
time, the Itritisii, warned^by the fatal experience of this nvsfoi'tiinc, 
Ihive con lined themselves in 4inid of «vaf, to the mere bleekasdiof the 
port, which the enemy, ponticuiarly daring the present hostilitiej, 
have found themselves compeffed to submit ttj, without the 

smallest attempt to retrieve their honour, or prevent a repetition 
of disgrace. * 

DIKICTIOVS FOR ENTERING THE POUT OF BREST. 

Those who wish to enter the bay of IJrcst, may nm along tho 
Coast</)n cither side with safety; buj not th’roiigh the mid channel, 
on .account of the rocks called tho Filldts, whifli are Onhf|^cepti* 
^ bic at low water, as also of one called the IVliitgaff, whlrai," except 
at high water, is always above the surface. Iho e who come from 
the northward, sbonld keep along the north coast*, .carcfijJUj£^ but 
wMiout iyiprehension; and such as run in from the southward, 
should, an {he same manner,' coast along the Camarct side, keeping 
^Ite castle of Brest always within sight. VVithoui the point of Tena- 
Icucb, w'hcn the two steep points which stand dose together on the 
coast to the east of Camaret arc made, and the castle of Bve>t is 
lost behind the |)oiiit of K'liuleucb, a vessel is in danger of being 
on the Fillets. Between the Fillets and the Mingan the passage is 
cxtrcmcly*dangerous; num^Srous rucks being concealed beneath tlw 
water. When the bay is open, you may cast anchor .it pleasure, iu 
eight, ten, fifteen, or sixteen fathom vv.ater: the bottom is mud. 
The tide flows for four hours an,! a half, and rises ffvc fathoms per* 
pcndicularly.

W ILLIAM Searle, i'honias Potter, and Thomas, Yen (in, 
were iodic ted for the wilful n\urder of Humpliri^ Lynn, 
jpou the high seas. 

It appeared, that* on the night of the 2Cth of December, 1798, 
a custom-house ofiicer w'ent in a boat to look after smugglers, ncai 
Cawsand-bay, on the coast of Cornwall ; that he saw a sloop lying 
at anchor, the people of which hailed him, and a»ked whose boat 
it’ivas? when he answered that it ^las a ki{ig’s boat. They sajd 
they would nre upon him if he camu near tiicni; he Was twenty 
yard4 off at this'thne; his men rowed up towards the vessel, while 
he held the revenue colours in his bands. They fired at him from 
the vflBstl with muskets, and one out of the four men who roWed' 
the boat, was killcdj a great part of his skulhbeing shot ofif. The 
veslel, in the mean time, ^slipped her cable, and got otT before the 
The olficer then tdok up the buoy‘of her anchor and^marked 
that he cotdd swear to it when now produced in court. 

The only witness who could bring the charge home to the prison¬ 
ers, was a man named Roger Toms, who swore that .m> had beck a 
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mariner on board tbl> Te$sci (n^bich was called the Lottery) on the 
night tn question. The three prisoners, toother with four or five 
others, were* also on board her. She had just reftimod froan 
Gu«H-nsejr, with a cargo of Anuggled spirits, and was, at the time 
in question, I^ ing at anchor, and delivering out some of the tubs ip 
> boats alongside. She was commanded bj a man named Richard Oli« 
vcr. *At the time^heq^tl[te custom-house boat came up, the witnest 
was down in (he cabin, and the prisonci* Ventin was along with him ; 
the other two prisoneijp ^ ere on dc^k. The witness heard several 
aii|skct shots Ared from on boafd the lottery, and some Ared fromi 
the king’slioat. When fhe Lottery made her esbape, he went on 
deck, and heard Searle say, he was glad they had kept off the boat^ 
that he had fired, but meant to do no harm,' and he hoped he had 
done none. IJat, at the same time, Potter said, he had fired, thot he 
took a good level; an<l that, after he fired, he looked and saw a man 
drop in (he boat, 'i'iie Lottery arrived the next morning at Pole 
Ferro, where she delivered her cargo; she ^terwards made a voyage 
to Guernsey. In the month of May following, she was taken hy 
^Captain Bray, who commajaded a custom-house’eutter. The witnefi^ 
on hiikcross examination, said, that Captain Bray, on taking the Iiot. 
tcry, had pot him and the rest df the crew in irons; and then^ for 
the first tipic, he gave this acconnt to save his own life, lie swore 
to the buoy of the anchor being the same which belonged to the 
Lottery. 

On behalf of the prisoners, Mr. Gurney called four or five wit* 
nesses to speak to the character of Roger Toms, in order to shew 
that be was a person not to be believed on his oath. They all swore 
that he (was a thief, a liar, and a man of infamous character. All 
these witnesses were closely crojs-etmmined by the counsel for the 
crown ; and the object of the cross.examination was to sh. w that 
they, as well as every person residing near i in!coast, were smugglers, 
and consequently interested in protecting the prisoners. 

Mr. Justice Rooke summed up the evidence, and told the jury, 
that every person on board at the time those shots were fired, by 
\|'hicli the man was J^iiled, Were equally guilty with (he person who 
fired the shot thot caused tjie death of the deceased. 'I'he question 
was, whether the prisoners were on board at this time ? anti that 
must depend on t|ie evidence of Roger 'J’oms. 

Theory acquitted Sgarlc and Veutin, and found Potter guilty. 
.Sentence of death was then passed upon Potter, and on the 18th he * 
w'as taken from Newgate to Execution Dock/ and there executed:
